And whereas ſome, either out of envy, or miſ- underſtanding, da 
condemn Works of this Nature, publiſhed in our Mother Tongue, al- 
leadging chiefly, That ſuch Books encreaſe the number of Empericks ; 
are a hinderanceto learned and able Phyſicians ; alſo occaſion lometo 
hurt themſelves by raſhly practiſing on their own Bodies. I ſhall An- 
{wer to theſe Objections in order. | 

Firſt, as for Empericks: Theſe Books, and ſuch as theſe puliſhed in 
Englith, are fo far from making more Empericks, that they will ſpoil 
thoſe that are, and make that we ſhall have fewer of them. For an 
Emperick being one that gives Phyſick (Hab Nab, as wee uſe to ſay) re- 
lying only on Experience, and what he hath ſeen done before him, not 
being able to give any realon touching the Diſeaſe, its Cauſe, or Cure; 
T hete Books will teach ſuch perſons how to go upon good grounds, 
and to be able to give a ſolid Reaſon for what they do, and of Empe- 
ricks, make them Rational Phyſitians, if they be men of good Natural 
Parts, though they be ignorant ofall Tongues but theit Mothers.

As for the hurt which is hereby pretended to be done to learned 
Phyſitians, it is a meer Imagination, and no learned Phyſician that 
bethinks himſelf well, will lo judg. For the ule of theſe Books re- 
ſpects chiefly the Poor of this Nation, together with Sea-farers, and 
Soldiers. But for the Rich that have Money to ſpare, and bide ar 
home, no otherwiſe (in point of practice) than for an honeſt Curioſi- 
ty; and delightful Speculation. What rich man is there ſo mad, who 
reading a Chapter in theſe Books, and ſeeing what a world of Conſide- 
rations and Cautions do belong tothe knowledg and orderly Cure of 
every Diſeaſe, but will be more fearful chan ever be was before to com- 
mit himſelf to the Cure of any but a leaned Phyſitian. Now it is not 
by the Poor, but by the Rich, that the learned Phyſitian maintains 
himſelf, the Poor are but a trouble to him, only before ſuch Books as 
| theſe were extant in the Engliſh Tongue, Conſcience (ſomtime)forced 

the learned Phyſitian to take care of the Poor, becauſe the unlearned 
were wholly unable: Whereas now there may be found Induſtrious 
men that know no more Languages than their Native one, who may 
in a'rational way contribute to the Neceſſities of the Poor. Nay, theſe 
kind ot Books are profitable to the learned Phyſitians; for many of 
the Gentry, eſpecially of the Ladies and Gentlewomen, viewing the 
State of chair own Bodies in ſuch Books as theſe (as in Looking- 
Glaſſes) will perccive certain Diſeaſes in themſelves, either now in be- 
ing, or likely ere long to ſeize upon them, which otherwiſe they 
would never have ſo much as dream'd of and thereupon crave the 
Advice and Aſſiſtance of the learned Phyſitian. 

Alſo the Ladies and Gentlewomen being well read in ſuch Books as 
theſe, will better know how to demean themſelves towards their Huſ- 
bands, Children, or other Relations and Friends in their reſpective 
Sickneſs in point of ordering them, and will be more apprehenſive of 
the Phyſttians Directions, and ſo better able to practice them; allo 
more capable of his Reaſons, and Prognoſticks, and ſo more confident 
and cheerfully obedient. All which will very much advance the Cure, 
and conſequently the Honor and gain of the learned Phylitian : for as 
Hippocrates notes in his firſt Aphoriſm, It is not enough towards the Cure 
that the Phyſitian do what is fitting; but the by-ſtanders and friends of the Sick 
muſt play their parts, or all will not be well. 

And in the third place, Whereas it is objected, That people reading 
thete Books, will Practice upon themſelves and hurt themſelves. 

I Anſwer, If they do, they = none to blame but their own folly ; 
for it is not the intent of the Publiſhers of theſe Books, that every one 
that can read Engliſh, ſhould dare to take, of their own Heads, ſuch 


Medicines as are deſcribed in the ſaid Books. But our intent is, Thar 
where

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where in the Country there is no learned Phyſitian at hand; at Sea, iu 


che State and Marchants Ship, where the Chyrurgion is compelled tg 
act both his own, and the Phyſicians part; In Armies and Leguers, &c. 
an lngenious and diligent Chyrurgion, Apothecary, or any other that 
hath from his youth been exerciſed in theſe kind of ſtudies, and con- 
verſant about the ſick, may attain ſuch a competent kaowledg inthe 
Cauſes and Methodical Cure of Diſeaſes, as they may with honor to 
themſelves, and profit tothe ſick (by Gods Bleſling) ſupply the place 
ofa more learned Phyſitian. For the uſe of ſuch perſons, theſe Books 
are intended, and for diligent Midwives ; and not that every Fool 
ſhould turn Phyſitian, or that every Reader ſhould tamper with him 
or her ſelf. | | 

Alſo divers Honorable Ladies and Gentlewomen, that out ofa truly 
Chriſtian and Charitable Diſpoſition have not diſdained, but counted 
it a great Honor to be helpful to the poor in the time of cheir ſickneſs, 
may by peruſal oftheſe Books, and the like, confirm and encreaſe their 
knowledg, and become honorable Inſtruments in the Hand of God, 
of much relief and comfort to many poor diſtreſſed Creatures in theit 
reſpective Countries and places of Habitation. For the worthy ſakes of 
which honorable Ladies and Gentlewomen in the firſt and chiefeſt

This Method of teaching, gave ſuch content to our Students of Phyſick, that 

ds many as came flocking to this Univerſity to ſtudy, after that Fhad finiſhed the 

ſame, did all earneſtly defire to have written Coppies thereof; and many of them 
did frequently exhort me, and earneſtly Beg, that I would ſuffer it to be printed; 

and ſo for the future free all Men from the tedious Labor of writing it out. But I, 

who never had the thought (being very free from Self. Love) that my writings 

were of ſo much worth, as to be publifhed in Print, eſpecially this Methad of 

Practice, which was ſlipt from me as a thing only begun with rude Notes, haſtily 

huddled up to perform my daily task of Reading and half mained for want of the 

Theoretick part; I thought it better to beleeve my own Conſcience than their too 

favourable Opinion. Tpondered likewiſe. in my Mind, that it was a very haxar- 
dous things, to ſubject my Reputation to the Judgment of the whol world, and (as 

it commonly falls out) to the biting Teeth of envious detractors; eſpecially in this 

poliſhed Age, abounding With neat and paſſing fine Witts, who are hardly pleaſed 
with ſuch workes as have been wrought with the greateſt. Induſtry poſſible , and 
who are wont to peep curiouſly to ſpy ſpots in the ſhining Sun. Nevertheleſs this 

unperfect Birth of mine; which I deſired to keep cloſe and hidden, was ſent into 

the wide world by one of my Schollers, who without my knowledx, and againſt my 

will, gave that imperſect, homely and unpoliſhed work to a Printer of Paris to 

print. And this Child of mine which I did count Abortive, was more pleaſing 
and found greater Favour in the Eyes of S trangers, than in its Fathers ; for all 
the Books of this firſt Edition, were ſuddainly ſold off. A ſecond Edition, and a 
little after a Third was procured by the ſame Printer, by which all Europe was 
filled with Copies. Nevertheleſs, ſome yeers after, there came out three other 
Editions within tio yeers time, one at Lions, and two other in Holland, viz; at 
Ty TW 
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lergow and the Hague. In the mean wh:le, I received very many Letters, out 
of the Chief Cities of FRANCE, GERMANY, HoLLaNnD, and 
ITALy, from Doctors of Phyfick, whom I was acquainted with, when they 
ſtudied Pbyſick in this Univerſuty ; ſeriouſly expoſtulating, that this Work was 
Lame becauſe it wanted the I heory of the Diſeaſes, and Withal adviſing me that 
it woula be worth my pains, to ſpend ſome part o/ my ſtudies that way Conceiving 
at length that it was fitting to conſent unto their juſt requeſts, I laboured with all 
my might as far as my Employments and Health would give me leave, to finiſh and 
publiſh this Theoretick part; inſomuch that at laſt (Bleſſed and Praiſed be God) 
I brought the ſame to a concluſion, Accept it (friendly Reader) with a cheerful 
mind, being Joyned to the foreſaid Prattict part, ſo that in ane continued Diſcourſe 
thou maieſt Behold the Nature, Differences, Cauſes, Diagnoſticks, and 
Prognoſtick Signs, together with the Cure of all Diſeaſes. I Suppoſe this 
hild of mine will merit highly thy Favor, being now adorned in all its parts, and 
advanced to a far greater Degree of Perfection; and ſeeing that thou wert plea» 
fed with it in its Cradle and Swadling-Clonts ; now that it is greater and hath ate 
tained its perfect Stature of Body, it will not, I hope, Diſpleaſe thee. Enjoy 
it with Gods Bleſsing, and whatever thou ſhait learn therefrom, let (hbriſtian 
Charity cauſe the to employ it for the Good of thy Netghbour. Aifo I deſire thee 
to take notice, that many faults were crept into the former Editions through the 
negligence of Printers, all which I have carefully corrected in this Edition, . And 
furthermore, I have added many and thoſe very Choice Medicaments, to the Cures 
formerly printed, which will not a little conduce to the happy Cure of difficult 
Diſeaſes. Farewel.

N this our Treatiſe of Head- Diſeaſes, we ſpeak firſt only 

of thoſe which axe in the ſubſtance of the Brain, and the Films 

which contain it. For although the Eyes, Ears, Tongue, 

PEI: Teeth, Gums, Jaws, and Pallat, go to the making up of the 
Head; yet we think it fit to ſpeak of their Diſeaſes in ſeve- 

ral Books for better Method ſake ; And to call the Diſeaſes of 

the Brain and its Meninges, or Films, by the name of Head- 

Diſeaſes, moſt properly ſo from the excellency of the parts wherein they are Theſe 
come from the hinderance of the Action of the Brain, either in reſpect of Sence, 
Motion, or Nutrition. The Sence is divided into Internal, and External; 
the Internal hath the chief Actions, as Imagination, Reaſoning, Memory; as alſo 
Sleep and Waking ; the Diſeaſes of which are, Frenzie, Madneſs, Melancholy, 
Catoche, Coma waking ſleep, and Coma long ſleep, Lethargie, Carus, Apo- 
plexy. The External Sences are five, namely, Sight, Hearing, Smelling, Taſt, 
and Feeling. But becauſe the firſt four have their peculiar Organs or parts , which 
have divers Diſeaſes, Which we ſhal treat of in ſeveral Books. We will in this 
Book lay down and declare thoſe which belong to the ſence of Feeling, becauſe they

dred in reſpect of motion, there ariſeth Convulſion, Falling-ſickneſs, Palſey, Apo- 
plexy, Giddineſs, or ſwimming of the Head, called Vertigo, and IJrembling. Fi- 
nally, When the acting or working of the Brain is hurt or hindrid in its Nutriti- 
on, or Nouriſhment, the Diſeaſe is either in diftemper ature, or diſorder of the 
excrement of the Brain, of which cometh a atarrh, defluxion or diſtillation, We 
ſhall bring all theſe Diſeaſes under their prop:r Heads and ( hapters, in that exder 
which is moſt uſual for the way of (ore. 1 berefore we ſhall firſt declare the Cold 
Diſtemperature of the Brain, and then all Diſeaſ-s that come from thence, becauſe 
the ground of their (ure is in the Cure of that. Afterwards we ſhal lay down the 
Dyjeaſes that come from a Hot Diſtemper, and Hot Humors; which will all more 
cleerly appear in their ſeveral Chapters, 


CHAP. I. 
Of the Cold Diſtemper of the Brain. 


LL Diftempercs ate uſually divided into Simple, and Compound; Material, and Immaterial. 

Simple or ſingle Diſtempers ate ſeldom ſeen; as allo immarerial diftempers, for they come 

from Pcunary Caules, and eithet vanith of cheic own accord, or with very ſmal Remedies 

ot Medicines : But Material Diftempers produce al che Dileaſes of the Head; cheteſote 

we wil fal clole to diſcoutſe of them; which tew Authors have done in handling them ſevetally, 

becaule in the lay ing down of che Diſeaſes which ace produced of thoſe Diſtemperi, they ace ſufſici- 

ently explained. We therefore wil cransfer the handling of the Hot Diſtemper of the Brain, and al- 

ſo the moiſt and dry Diſtempers to the Chaprers which contain thoſe Diſeaſes which are produced 

from them. But becauſe the greaceft numbet of Diſeaſes of the Head come from a Cold and Moiſt 

Diſtemper of che Brain, we thought fic to diſcoutſe of that by it ſelf in the beginning of this Treatiſe ; 

that the Cure of that may be as the Foundation of the Cure of al Diſeaſes coming from cbence, and 

that the Medicines may be found in this Chapter which appertain co che Cure of their Cauſe : There- 

fore we wil avoid che vain repecition of thoſe Diſeaſes, which is che Cuftom of almoſt al Writers of 

Practical Phy ſick, who by that means enlarge their Volumes, and make the Art mute difficult and 
ted ious to yong beginners. 

The Cold Diſtemper of the Brain which is Compound and Material, or joyned with Matter, is for 
tbe moft parc wateciſh and moiſt ; becaule the Brain is that Mother of Moifture or Flegm, and Cold- 
neſs long abiding draws moiſture to it felt. For albeic ſomtimet it is joyned with a Melancholy Hu- 
mor, yet that Humor is ſeldom begot in the Bram as Flegm is, but it is for the moſt pare lodged in 
che Hypocbondria, or parts beueath che Ribs, and ſent from chence to the Braip, whereby moſt grie- 
vous Symptoms are produced, 

CAUSES. Ide Cauſes ofa Cold and Flegmatick Diftemper of the Brain are theſe ; 

1. Cold and moift Meats which eaſily turn into Flegm ; and alſo in the time of theu Concoct ĩon, 
by — Scomach and che Liver too much, produce abundance of Flegm, which after is ſent up 
to the Brain. 

2. Too ꝑreat a quantity, not only of Meats which ate too cold, but alſo of good and wholſom, 
which deſtroyeth the Natural heat, and begettech Crudities. 

3. Eating preſencly after or before meat, and before the former meat is concocted; whence come 
many Crudit ies, which ſend Flegm to the Head. |

The Signs of a cold diftempec ot che Brain, are talen eicher from the Cauſes above 
mentioned, by the preſence of which we may eaſily conjecture of the condition of the diftemper z or 
they are taken from che effects ot chediſtemper 3 which that they may be particularly examined and 
cried, we ſhal tecch from theic Ociginals, namely, from Actions, Paſſions, Excrements, and Habit of 
the Body. | | | | 

1. The Auimal Actions which declace a cold diſtempet of the Brain ate theſe; A heavy and dull 
Mind, a flow blockiſh Wit, an unfortunate Memory, a great mchnation co ſleep, and long and deep 
continuance therein, except a Catatib, or Defluxion, Pam of the Head, or Paſſions of the Mind do 
hinder it: Dreams of Coldnels, ot Waters, as Rain, Snow, Floods Pools, Seas, and of wtice things: 
A ſlowneſs and dulneſs of al che Sences : Slowneis ot Motion, yet continuatice therein ; becaulc grols 
Spirits ate more difficult to be diffuſed ot diſſolved. | 

2. The Paſſions which declare a cold Diſtempec of che Brain, are cold Diſeaſes, as Palſies, Lethar- 
gy, Cacarch, or Detlux ion, and many others, with which if che ſick patty have been tormetly Wau 
bled, we may wel conjectute that he is ſubject to this diſtempet of a cold Brain. This wil turcher 
appear if che ſick man be beccer incleer, hot, and diy weather, than in cold, moiſt, winter, and rainy 
weather. Moreover, an often and plentiful tending forth of inot and fHlepm from the Mouch and Ne- 
ſtcils, is a cleet demonſtcation ot abundance ot cold and flegm and mciſture in che Brain,

ad Cure of chis Diſtemper, but Summer. 

e- CURE. The Cure u wrought from two Indications of Intentionsy namely, by evacuating 

of or dilchacging che flegm abounding, and correct ing or qualifying the diſtemper of the Humor by icy 

ad concraries, which muſt be done by Diet, Chicucgery, and Phylick. 

DIET. The Diet muſt be hot and dry ; and ficft make choyce of a pure Air, ſomwhat hot 
or and dry, but no: coo hot, tor that would diſſolve and por forth che Humors in the Head too ſoon, 
d- and ſo produce a diſtillation, and other diſeaſes which happen to choſe who ſtay long in the Sun, on 
u- inflame their heads wich too heer approach to the fite: The Aix cannot be too dry, lo it be cemperace 
in in its active qualities, but it had bettet he too hot than too cold. 

e- Lec not che Chamber of the lick party be too little, too low, not too moilt or filthy, but open to dry 


winds which may pais through: In moiſt, cloudy, cold times, the Chamber ait may be alteted with hot 
and tweec Herbs ſtrewed upon the floor; as Sage, Mat j oram, Lavender, Roſematy, Tyme ; oe by bur-

Take [ood- Aloes and Benjamin, of each two drams ; of Storax, called Styrax Calamita, one 
dram and half; Frankmcenſe and Sanderacb, of each two ſcruples , Gum Animi and Cloves, of 
each half a dram : "Make a groſ Porder of them to be thrown upon the Embers. 

Souchernly winds, and choſe that cauſe Rain are to be avoided, night-air, and eſpecially Maon- 
hive, which much offend the Brain: Very cold and North Winds ace to bewared of, eſpecially when. 
the” 1uddenly are changed from the South; for ſuch a wind doth ſqueeze a Brain ful of moiſt excte- 
ments, and lends them down into the Body, even as a mans band iquet zeth a vet ſpunge. 


Secondly, A ſpecial care is to be had of Diet, for as Hippocrates ſaith in his Book of Humane 
Nature, Dileates are partly from Diet, and partly from the Ait wherein we breath: Therefore let 
che Diet be of good Juyce, eaſie concoction, neither cold, not over nouriſhing : Therefoce Mutton, 
Kid, Veal, ace to be uted, and which are better, yong Pidgeons, Chickens, Capons, Hens, Parridges, 
Black-birds, Thiufhes, and all kind of Mountain Fowl, and Volks of new laid Eggs: roaſt Meats 
are bettet than boyled. Take heed ot hard fleſh, and of hard concoction, as Beef, Pork, Veniſon, 
Hates, Geele, Ducks, and Sea Fowl: as allo ot the Hzads, Entrals, and Appurcinances of Beaſts. 
Exc Fiſh but ſeldom, and make cho ce of thuſe which have ſolid Fleſh, comimg out of ſwilt Rivers, 
and tony places; boyl them in Wine, adding Vinegar, Butter, and Spice, which Sawce is to be al- 
lowed wich other meat, unleſs the Liver be over hot; of which principally uſe, Nutmeg, Cloves, 
Cinnamon: never or ſeldom eat cold and moiſt Herbs, as Lettice, Puiflain, Spinage : but in Sum- 
mer time we cin allow a moderate uſe ot Herbs which ate gently cooling and dcying, for the ſtreng- 

thening of the Body, and fixing the Blood that it may not evaporate, as Endive, Succory, Sorre], 
but they muſt be taken boy led. nor raw. Roots of Parſly, Carrots, Parſnips, Mints, Hyſop, Wa- 
rer=ciefles, are very good. But you muſt avoid al things that eaſily difturb the Head, and fill ic 
with vapors; and they ate ot to forts: Either they are ſuch as diſcuſ and melt the Humors with 
theit ſharpneſs, as Onions, Garlick, Muſtard, Rocket, Rhadiſhes : or ſuch as fill the Head with groſs 
vapors, as Milk, and al Milk meats: all manner of Pulſe, as Beans, Peaſe, dc. of which che red 
Peale ate the leaſt huccful, by reaſon of their opening and abſtetſive nature; cherefore the broth of 
them is allowed. You muſt avoid al green raw Fruic, which are not laſting eſpecially, and thote 
which are very moiſt : dried Fruits may be uſed at ſecond or laſt courſes, as Raiſons, Almonds, 
Pine- nuts, Dates, and the like 3 but you muſt uſe them ſparingly , for they are for the moſt parc 
hard of concoction. Pears boy led and Sugated, Citron Rinds Qandied, Lemmon and Orange Fills 
Carded, may be eaten at the laſt courſe: but it is much better to rake one ſpoonful of digeftive 
Pouderc afcer meat, whole Aromarical ſweet vapor aſcending with the vapor of what is eaten doch 
ſtrengthen and dry the Brain: It is made of Cortander Ftuit, Anni ſeeds, Cinnamon, Nutmeg, wich 
a double quantity of Sugar of Roſes, Let your Bread be of the beſt Wheat wel balfed and leavened, 
and made with Salt and Annis feeds : in a great diſtemper Bucket is beſt. Let your drink be thin wine 
of (mal ſtrength, which wil not fil che Head with many vapors, wel mixed with Water; and alſo it 
is proficable one hour before meat romix wine and water that the Vapors may be allayed, and to boy] 
a little Coriander ſeed in the water that it may bettet ſtrerg hen both Stomach and Brain: in tron» 
ger Diſeaſes uſe Hydromel, or Water and Honey. This is a good Rule in al Diet, To eat mode- 
racely, and to let the Supper be leſs and lighter than the Dinner. Sobriety, as in all Dilcales, fo 
eſpecially in Head- Difeates is of great concernment z for the Head by much food is filled with Hu- 
mots ard Vapors : and contrarily, by little and ſlendet Diet is empt ied ot them. 

Thirdly, You muſt uſe moderate Exerciſe, and every day continue it, ſot too much reft weakens 
the Natural bear, and makes it ſo dul that ic cannot wel concoct, and fils the Body ful of Excrements : 
On the other (ide, Motion and Exerciſe ſtu up the Natural heat, belp Concoction, expel Excce- 
ments, and cheerech che Spirits, and puriſieth them; but you muſt exercile before meat, ard atcec 
meat reſt for an hour ot two, or at leaſt move very eaſily. 

Fourthly, Ulle a mean in ſleep and waking ; for as with moderate fleep the ſtrength is repaired, ſo 
wich too long the body is made cold, burdened with excrements, eſpecially the brain : but coo much 
watching makes the body thin, ſpends the Spirxs, and feeds upon the found parts of the body, Lec 
not therefore ſleep be too lonꝑ, but according to cuſtom commonly ſeven hours are allowed, but more 
or leſs may be taken according as age and cuſtom ſhal requice 3 if you offend in either extteant, ic is 
bettet to e fend in ioo much waking than in too much ſleep. You muſt not fleep ſtraight afrec meat, 
but two hours afcer at leaſt, having aken a gentle walk. You muſt ſleep wich your Head high, and 
upon one ſide; lying on the back is not allowed. 

Futhly, Al the Excrements of the body are to be evacuated in their ſeaſon, of the brain ef pecially; 
therefore every morning hawk from the Pallat, blow the Noſe, comb, and rub the Head with a courſe 
clo:h or unge, which will fetch che ſupertluities of che Brain through the ſututes or ſeams of cbe

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Skul. The Belly muſt be kept open; and if it wil nor otherwile, uſe a Suppoſitoty, oc a Clyſter, 
or {ome gent le Lenitive at the Mouth. For the Excrements ate not only taken away by fo doing, 
but allo by degrees ſomthing is fetcht from che Brain, or at leaſt ſumthiog is ceceined and derived 
thereby from the Head, which was, ot would have been tent chit her as to the weakeft parc. 


Laſtly, You muſt have ſepcial care of the Paſſions of the Mind, from which our bodies ate many 
times wonderfully alteted and diſturbed ; eſpecially of Anger and Sorcow : Sorrow diminitheth the 
Natural heat, wounds the Spirics, whence comes {mal cancaction, and many Excremencs : Anger 
makes a great boy ling of the Blood, and mot ion of the Spirits, by which the Humors ate diffuſed and 
diſſolved, and then it there be any Exctements in the Brain, pteſently they ate ſent co the weak and 
infitm pags, from whence arile may dangerous Diſeaſes. 

The other two Means for Cure, namely, Chu urgety and Phyſick, may be uſed as followeth: 

In almoſt all Diſeaſes which come ot the Humors, we ule co make a general Evacuation by Bloods 
letting and Purging. > 28 

Blood lee ing is not agreeable with Flegmatick Diſeaſes; but if in other parts of che Body Blood 
do abound, the Liver be inflamed, and the age ot the Patient be flouriſhing, and conſiſtent with it, 
we may chen let blood: for to will che aſcent ion of vapors into the head be bindred, ard ſupe fluous, 
Nour:ſhmene taken away, that Nature afterwards may more eaſily conco@ what is caw and waterifh 
in che blood; and then Purging Medicines may be given more late. 

* But if Pletbera, or too great teplet ion do not Conſtrain, it is bettet before blood - letting to give 
a Purge tor Flegm by way of Potion, Bolus, Pills, ot Pouder.

In the uſe of cheſe Medicines we muſt obſerve, That the Evacuation which is made by tbe Pallat, 
is more beneficial chan that which is made from other pacts, becauſe it is ordained by Nature tot che 
only way by which che Head is to be purged aud cleanied, But che Noſe is made for ſmelling and 
breaching chrough, and Nacure doth oppteſe and abuſe it, when the ſends forth her {upectiuous Ex- 
crements by it. Moreover che way of Evacuation by che Pallas 1s more (ate, neither is the Brain fo 
much ſhaked by ic as by ineezing. But Ecrhines, or Medicines that purge the Head by the Nole, do 
draw forth the matcer more violently, becaule not only the quality ot vapor of che Medicine ſtic up 
the Braio as in Gargariſms, but alſo the very ſubſtance it ſelf. 

We muſt alſo oblerve, That che uſe of Errhines or neeZings is dangerous when the Eyes ace fore, or 
che Noſttils ate ulcerated or (ore, and when the Patient is inclined co bleeding at che Nole, ot co a gid- 
lineſs of the Head, which nee z ings wil ſuddenly bring by ſhaking che Brain too violently.

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CHAP. II. 


Of Drouzie Diſeaſes, called Coma, Lethargy, 
Carus, and Apoplexy. 


Here are four kinds of Preternatutal fleep, namely, Coma, Apoplexy, Carus, and Lethar- 
gie, We wil {peak of chem together in this Chapter, * ecauſe they proceed from the (ame 
Cauſes, and are cured al the lame way. 
DIFFERENCES. Theſe tour Diſeaſes differ one from another after this manner: 
ln the Diſeaſe called Coma, Catapbora, or Subeth, according to Amvicen, is a deep ſleep; but ſuch 
an one as from which the Patient c tailed, openeth his eyes, and an{werech, but pteſently he is agaig 
in a deep ſleep. ; | 

la a Lethargie, che ſleep is like chat of Coma, but ic is joyned with a Feaver and Frenzy, or Do- 
tage. 
is | In Carus there is no Feaver as in Lethargy, but in Carus the ſleep is more deep and profound, ſo 
chat when che lick party is rouzed up, he ſcatce opens bis Eyes, and an{wers not, as in che former, buc 

yet being pinched he is ſenſible, and his breath comes freely. | 

In Apoplexy che ſleep is moſt deep, and a total privation of fence and motion, except breathing: 
and lo chetetote che ſick doth neithet open his eyes, anſwer, not feel when he is hutt; as alſo be brea» 
thech very difhculcly. 

CAUSES. here ate many Caules of chele Diſeaſes. 

The ficſt and chief caule is ilegm aud water iſſi humot cdncained in the Brain: of which (when 
there is but a (mal quantity, that morſtenech and coolech the ſubſtance ot the Brain, ſtopping up its 
pores and paſſages) comech Coma. : 

But if che lame quantity of Humor ſo gathered cogether, become putt iſied and corrupt, or prow 
into a tumor ot {welling, ot be dilperied throughout the Brain, it procureth a Lethargie. 

Wen it is gacheced uni a greater quantiry wi hou: cottuption, and that the humor u ſucked up ins 
to the tubſtance of the Brain, i: cauteth a Carus. 

And laftly, When che Humor is ſo great i quant ĩty that ic doth not only fill che Brain, but allo 
the Vent ricles theteot, ſtopping and ſtraicening them, and allo when ic doth offend the Original of 
che Nerves which comes from the b; ain, aud is placed in the baſis ot bottom of the Sku), and when ic 


hindeteth the paſſage of che Animal Spirit, ic begets an Apoplexy. 


Secondly, Sleepy Diſeaſes ſpting alſo from abundance of blood in the brain; for if the ftore of 
blood contained, be more raw, wateriſh,and cold, it chickens the Animal Spirics, and makes them un- 
tic co move; as alſo the abundance of humor charging che Brain, hinderech the free paſlage of che 
Spurs, and according as the humor is more ot lets in quantity, more or leſs in coldneſs; it produceth 
a greatet ot a leſſet Diteale : So that both Coma, Carus, and Apoplexy may be cauſed x hat wag 

But dcouzy Dueaſes, eſpecially che Apoplexy, ate uſually cauſed by blood out of its Veſlels, 

ſtopping and compreſſing the Ventricles of che Brain, and chat falleth out eicher from a Vein broken 
ia che Bratt, or nom an over tulnels of the Veſſels, or from ſome gteat bruiſe ot contuſion of the 
Head, or tcom {ome cut ot punctuted wound, by which the Veins of che Brain are divided, and ſo 
tend torch much blood, Aud the Fractute only ot the Skul, compreſſing of che Brain may produce 
a dulneſe, drouz nels or fleeping Dileaſe. 

Tcdly, Ic xy wthour doubt chat a Tumor in the Brain, burdening ic wich its weight, may pro- 
luce a ſl:epy Ducaſe. Tus is reported by Platerus to be found in a certain Batton, who for a long 
une was ſoctiſh and ſleepy, did nothing tatioually, nor deſited meat, neicher did eat any ching but 
hit was totc d into him; went not to bed but by compulſion, but would fic al day at the Table 

Je ing on hi; atm, with his eyes ſhur, neichec did be antwer ac any time without much asking aud 
nphetuhity, and chen very liccle o che purpoſe, After his death his Sknl was opened, and there 
i tound in his brain, a great Kernel, hard, and of a callous body; the caule whereof mighe be tome 
t:oxe upon the head, whica he had received long betore the beginning of his diſeale. | | 
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Fourthly, Many Vapors fly ing into che Brain may be the cauſe of a ſleepy Diſeaſe: for if the vi- 
pors be many and ꝑtoſs, that they burden che Animal Spirits, and darken them as with a miſt, even as 
che clouds in the greater world darken and obſcure the bean: of the un. But if chey be over Hoiſt 
they do ſo wet the Brain that it becomes weak and fait in ns ſunctione and performances : Therfore 
Dcunkards fleep profoundly from the vapor of the Wine, and the abundance of Crudes tent up 
into the Brain. So Chaldcen that ate croubled with the worms are often taken wu ſleepy difcates 
from the abundance of groſs and thick vapors which arſe trom crude and wateriſh humors. So in in- 
termitting Feavers or Apues, ſomcimes in the beginning of the Dileaſe there is icteſiſtable ſleep, by 
realon of che crude and ftmking humous which are contained in che Veins, eſpecially in the Meleraick 
Veins, which humos beim made thin by the heat of che fic of the Ague, ſend many vapors co the 
head, and produce ſuch e ſleep as end with his cold fit ſomtimes, and at othec times continues to the 
end of che fit, according as the vapors are mote groſs ot thin; or as they are more or lets in quantity, 
and ſo ate longer and ſoonet diſcuſſed and diiperſed. 

Fitcly, Many times ſogteat a ſleeping Dileaſe is begot by the too frequent uſe of Medicines called 
Narcoticky, that do produce ſleep; that many unawares by the unskiltul uſe of Opium have flept 
then laſt. There is allo the lame ſtupify ing force in ſome living Cteatutes: as in the Torpedo, or 
Cramp: fiſh, So Plutarch reports in the death ot Cleopatra, Thar che ſting of a Viper cauſeth de. d- 
ly fleep. But in Mans Body chin ſtupid ſleeping condition comes from the putrefaction of humors, 
which is ſeen in malignant and peſtilencial Feavers z hence ic is that in thole diſeaſes they ace very 
ſleepy oftentimes, which is a certain ſign of venenoſity and malignity, and fomtimes of death, 

DIAGNOSTICHS. The Diagnoſticks or Signs which ſhew che diffecences of theſe 
ſleeping Diteates were ſet down in the beginning of this Chapter. But the ſigns ot che Cauies that 
produce thele Dileates ate chele : 

When ſleepy Dueaſes come from watery humors purrifying in the brain, theſe are the ſigns : A 
Flegmit ick Conſtitution, Old Age, Infancy, a cold and moiſt dwelling and ſeaton, a ſtopping ot 
an accuſtomed ipittiug and blowing of the Nole, and when the ſick man before the coming of the 
dileaſe was croubled with heavinels of the Head, dunneſs of ſight, and dulnets of the whol body; and 
whe!) in the diſeaſe there is a defluxion of Rhewm trom the Noſe or Mouth; or when the ſick parry 
feelech it ttickle down his Throat. 

That ſleeping dileaſes ate bred of blood, appears by a plethorick or {ul body, red fare, pain of the 
head going before che diſeaſe. 

A Tumor ot (welling in the Brain ii ſcarce by any figns to be known, but is only manifeſt aſte 
death by opening of che Sul as was betore mentioned. 

That che Diſeaſe comes from vapors fly ing into the brain, appears from thoſe ſigns which ſhew the 
particular diſeales of choſe parts, from whexce the vapors are tent up to the Braiu. A ſurfet going 
before, with crude and ſharp belchings, and other ſigns of crude humors in the ſtomach, and other 
parts of the lower belly, ſhews that che diſeaſe comes from vapors which are ſent from the ſtom:ch. 
But it che vapors come tom worms, you ſhal know that in the Chapter of chem, 

PROGNOSTICH. As tor the Pcognolis or foreknowledg of things in theſe Diſeaſes, Eve- 
ry ſleeping dileaſe is dangerous, but by how much the deeper the ſleep is, and the ſick man harder to be 
awaked, by ſo much greater is the danger 3 and cheretore a Carus is more dangerous than a Coma, or a 
Lethargie; but an Apoplexy is wotſe than a Carus, tor if it be violent, it is altogether incurable, as 
Hippocrates obſer vet h in his 42. Aphoriſm of the Second Section; which is thus: It is impoſſible to 
cute a ſtrong Apoplexy, and not very eaſie cocuce a weak one a ſtrong Apoplexy is whien the biea- 
thing is uneven and dilorderly, and ſometimes intecimering, and if ſuch a breathing is very violent che 
diſeaſe is ſtropger ii the breath be ſtopt it is moſt ſtrong 3 but when there is ſome order in the breathing, 
the Diteaſe is weaker, which is declared by Galen in his Comment upon the {#id Aphoriſms, 

A ſleeping Dueaſe is very dangerous which comes upon an acute Diſeaſe, for it either {1pnifies the 
ext inc tion oi the Natural heat, ot a poylonous malignant quality which hath ſeized on the brain, 

That diſeaſe which comes by coujent of the lower patts, and from vapors which atiſe from them, 
is le:s dangerous. 

Men ſick of a Lethargy, die within ſeven dates ; if they live longer, they recover. Hippocrates in 
his Book of Diſeaſes. 

Sleeping Dileales in old men are for the moſt part deadly; for in repaid of theis »wancof Natural 
hear, they having a weak concoCtion, and weak expulſion, it comes to pats that they canuot overcome 
and expel that humor which cauleth che diſeaſe, much leſs can chey expel that humor which aboun- 
dech in the brain, for ſince the brain is the coldeſt parc of the body, it muſt needs in old people have 
its heat diminiſhed and extinguiſhed looner than any other parts, 

In a Lethargy, if a Tumor happen under the Ears, ot it matter or filch come forth of the Ears, and 
the {ymproms abate, ic is a ſign of health, for it ſheweth the ſtrength Nacure hath got over the caule 
of the dueaſe, which it expels before perfect concoction out of che Emunctories under the Ears, 
Oc 
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or purgeth it out being turned into mattet by che Natural paſſages. | | 

They who ate preſerved ard cured of the Lechargy do uſe atcer to ſpit matter and blood, Hip- 
pocrate / in Coac, and Third Book of D.teates, This Opimton, ay lome, agrees not with Experts 
ence, for fe have ſeen a erue Empyema, or corrupe mattet between the Beaſt and the Lungs, tol- 
low a Lethatgy: But the Interpretation ot Mer curialis upon the Aphoriim is very righe, toc he 
ſaich, That Hippocrates meanech by Empyema and Empyicus, not the dileate of the Breaft, but 
when filch is dilcharged by che Ears and Noſtrils. Aud Galen bath taught us in bis Commencary 
upon Aphoriim 8. Sect. 5. and Aphoriim 44. Sect. 7. That Hzppocrates by Empyema ut dei ſtancts 
there, not only that luppuration and breeding ot matier, which us in the Breaft, but alto that which 
is in al other parts. 3 ; | 

Ic is a good fign when a Phcenſie followeth a ſleepy Diſeaſe coming of a cold cauſe, becauſe by 
that violeut heat which cauteth a Phrenſie, the watery matter which begets a fl:epy Dileale is conco- 
cted. 

Men in Apoplexies die in ſeven da ies, except a Feaver take them, Hippocrates 2. of Diſeaſes, 
and Aphor. 51. S«&. o. but that Feaver mult be a violent one, and eſſentially ſpringing trom che 
Inflimma:ion of the Humwors and Spit its, other wile it wil not diſcuſs the mattet which cauleth tte 
Apoplexy : for it it b- gentle, and only ſymptomatical, or happening to the Dileate as an accident, 
as in an Apoplexy, coming ttom the burning diipoſit ion of the head through too much blood contai- 
ned in the veins thereof, (hen the Feaver doth not diminiſh che Dileate, but rather ciuſe tome 
ſymptomes of madneſe, which weaken the Auimal Faculties and im chis cale a Frenzy conunp up- 
on a ſleepy Diſeaſe i: not good, as we laid in the Prognoftick betore mentioned. Moreover, a Fea- 
ver chat muſt diſſolve a ſl:epirg Dileate, muſt have anot het condition, namely, That it come in the 
beginning of the Diſeaſe, whiles Nature is in ſome ſtiength to put torch ſtiong endeavors, For that 
Feaver which comes after the Diſeaſe hath long cont inued is not healthful, as Hippocrates in Coucii 
ſaich, Apoplexies being like to be diſſolved, it a Feaver come upon them atcer they have long conci- 
nued, are deadly. 

A fainr Sweat in an Apoplexy is evil, for it ſhews great oppreſſion of Nature. 

EVRE For the Cure of chele Dileales, as ot al other, three neceſſaty means ate required, 

Firſt, Ocdec of Diet. 
Seco. dly, Manual Operations, or Chyrurgery, 
Thudly, Medicines, or Phy tick. 

The Diet in the begunung of th-te Dileates muſt be ve; y fender; becauſe they are very acute, ot 
violent and ſharp; thetetote the Patient miſt be teg only with chin broaths now and then: But in 
the time ot the declinat ion of he te diſeales we way ute the fame Diec which is pteici ibed in the Chap- 
tet betote going, treating ot che cold diftemper ot che brain. 

The other ewo means ate to be uſed by this tollowirg Mechod. 

And becaule fl-ep.ng dilcates ate ſudden, and tul ot danger, chey tequite the Phyſicians chief dili- 
gence, aud quick apphcacon ot Medicines, 

Firſt thecetore, when che Pay ſitian is called to one taken with a ſleeping diſeaſe, he ſhal endea- 
vor to raile the Patient tiom his deep ſleep by offet ing violence to al his Sences 3 and lay ing his eyes 
cowards the Sun beam, and cleateſt light; he muſt make a great noite in his Ears, and he muſt be 
called :Joud by hu own Name. He mult put ſharp things co his Noſttils, as Rue, Caſtor, Vinegar, 
and ſhatp things into his mouth allo. 

He muſt ſtic up tus teeling with pinching, pulling of hair, by ligatute ot binding, bending of the 
fingers, and che ke. 

Make hiſt a Clytter of the common Decoction which is moſt ready, after this manner : 0 

Take of common Decothion for Clyſters one pint and an balf : Hieca Picra, and Diapheœnicon,

— Wuilechcle things are doing, the Phyſician ought ſet iouſly to conlider whether blood-lerting be 

fic or nor; tor in thele Diſeaſes, as Celſus ſaid, blood-lettipg either kils ot cutes 3 and blood-let= 
ting is good, if blood be che principal caule, or che aſſiſting cauſe, or if it be ſine qua non, that is, 4 
cauſe wichout which the diteale would not be, if ſtrength permit. But his ſtrength is not to be loo- 
ked upon as he is in h- fic, when his Animal Actions ate hindred, but as it was before che Diſeaſe 
came. For it the Patient was formerly ſtrong, he wil endure blood - letting, except the Apoplexy 
be very ſtrong : and it his ſtrength be not taken away by reſolution of the pacts, buc by oppreſſion of 
them, then is bloud-leccing good. But if blood offend no way, or it che ſtrength be quite gone, or 
the Patient very old, you may omit blood letting, but otherwile pteſent ly. . 

Theticſt thing to be done eicher by night or day to one in any of theſe Diſeaſes, is blood - letting, 
8 che Glyſter, if it be not alceady adminiſtred : But his Acm muſt ficſt be wel tubbed and 
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And this is to be oblerved, That it is more proftcable and fate, not to let out io much blood at once 
as you require, but by degrees in ſome houts diſtance ;, for by the repeating of blood- letting, the 
matter i; more ealily moved, and che ſtrength more preſerved. Look in the ſick mans face aſtet his 
lu ſt lots of blood, and feel his pulle z ſot it bis face be bettet colored, and more lively, aid hu breath 
more free, aud his pulſe good, there us much hope, and you may let blood the ſecond time wich more 
confidence, Make the Ocifice large, othetwile be wil not bleed his blood is ſo thick. The more 
plenty of blood he hath, the more he may lole: but 1f flegm abound you muſt bleed i(paringly, left 
che vital heat be loſt, which is ſo abloluce neceflary tor diicutling and diſlolving this Diſeaſe. 

A ſingulat Example of large and otten bleeding in an Apoplexy, is la id down by Zacutys Luſita- 
uus, in his tuft Bock of the Chief Tlyſuttans, aud hn 33. Hiftory, in theſe words: A certain 
Noble yong Maid, fell firſt into a gener ai forgetfulneſs of all things, and then into a true Apoplexy, 
with tbe flowing of ber Courſ's Unto whom when they had applied many Medicines both ibove 
and beneath, as Ligatures, ſharp Ciyſters, Cupping with Scarriſication : the Indication which 
comes from the flowing of the Terms bemy negletted, and danger coming on through contmuance : 
I percervine ber ſtrength to be ſuſſicient for u, having firſt rubbed ber Thighs very well, and placed 
Cupping-Glaſſes thereon; in tbe ſpace of eigbi bouers opened the bead Vein four umes, aud then ſhe 
began to tþzak,, and ſo recovered. | 

Some ot out lace Practicioners, are ſo bold as to open the Jugular Veins in Apoplexies, and ſay 
they cure allo: and in ſo doing they cake this coutſe: Fult they bind the Neck gen ly with a Lin- 
nen cloth, after the Vein is opened they pretently looſe it, and the Blood flows wel without 2 Li- 
gature, which might attract ic to the Head: aftet they heal up the wound with a ftuiking Platter, 
without binding, and 1o they amm che blood wil eaſily ſtop: which Zacutus Luſitunus contu- 
meth (though he wleth Ligatuces) in his 79. Obſervacion in his ficſt Book ot the Adu it able Bi actice 
of Phy tick, where he relates a Story of a moſt ſharp Squinancy ; in which, by the advice of moſt sk 
tul Pnyſiczans, che Jupulic Veins were opened; trum whence followed (as he ſaie:) a mott dauige- 
rous flux ot blood not to be ſtopr, which brought the Patient very weak. Zacittus beirg lent tor, 
applies Galen's Plaiſter, which he in tus 5, Bock of Method, and 4. Chapter, uleth wrh good 
ſucceſs tor ſtopping blood in Arceries and Jugulars, and bending the Patients Neck gently, be comes 
to his ftrengeh, and is cured, This Plarfter is made of Frarkincenſe, Aloes, the bairs of a Hate mixc 
wich the white of an Egg, having twice as much Fraokincenſe as Aloes, as Galen teacheth in the 
place mentioned ſomt ies an equal part of each, when the Bodies ate harder. And Galen commends 
che operation before written, when he ſaith, This Plaiſter ſtops che flux of the Jugulac Veins wah- 
out a Ligature or binding. But this I would take notice of, That the blood doth not flow forth ſo 
violently in one that hath an Apoplexy, as in one that hath a Squinzy, becauſe the Blood is, congea- 
led; as Hippocrates ſhews in his ſecond Bock ot Diſeaſes, in the former, trom whence the Veins and, 
Arcetes called Carodites 14 Juꝑulats, are ſtopped : but in the latter the blood is hot and thin, be- 
cauſe they who have the Quinzy have alwaies an acute Feaver withal, 

A tew hours afcer bl-eding you muft purge without ielſpect of time. Neither let the Phyſician be, 
too curious or featful in purging, ſince the Diſeaſe doth much iequite it, and the time of the Dileale 
is not uſually long. And that purge ought to be very ftrong becauſe the Humor is ſtubborn, and the 
Sences ſo — that they cannor be touzed t ſtuted up without ſtrong Medicines, And char Me- 
dicine is uſually one ounce ofthe Electuitiy Diacarthamum, diſſolved in Betony Water with halt a 
ſcruple of Caftor. Or, 

Take Turbiih four ſcruples ,, Agarick two drams ;, Ginger two ſcruyles ; Fennel ſeeds one 
ſcruple; Caſtor ſtx grains. Infuſe ibem in a ſufficient quantity of Bettony Water ; and in three 
ounces of it ſtrained, diſſolve the Elettuary Diacarthamum three drams : Syrup of T,oſes one 
ounce. Let him drinkart. 

Take of Cochie Pills the leſ one dram; Caſtor three grains: With Bettony Watcr male ſeven 
_ and if ibe party cannot ſwallow them, diſſolve them in Sage, Lavender, or Veitony Huter.

T ike of Cochie Pill; the greater, and Pills of Agarick, of each half a dram: The Troches of 
Albandal, Diagridium, and Caſtor, of each three grains : With Honey of Roſemary make Tills, 
or diſſolve it in Sage Water. Oc thu Potion : 

Take of Senna balf an ounce ;, of white Agarickone dram and an half; of Turbith one dram ; 
of Ginger and Galanga half a dram: Boyl them in Sage and Roſemary Water. In two ounces 
and an half of the ſtrained Liquor put two drams of Diacarthamum the Elettuary; and of Ca- 
ſtor balf a ſcruple ; of ſimple Oxymel half an ounce. 

In a Lechargy, che puiging Medicines muſt be milder from the beginning by reaſon of its continual 
Feaver accompanying ; made of Agat ick, wich Rhubarb or Scammony ; or ot Pills of Hieca wich 
Agarick ; becaule Choler is that which cari ieth che humors to the Head: Vet in the proprets of che 
Diteaic, when the ma'cer is lawn to che Head, and ſticks there, we may ule the Purges above wric- 
ten. Trallianus 
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 Trallianus gives one ſcruple of Scammony wich two ſctuples of Caſtor in Oxymel, by which lie 
hath cuced many deſperate Lechargies, And Oribaſunlaith, T bat there is no better Medicine for a 
Lechargy to purge away thac tlegm which Choller brought to the Head, than Scammony and Caſtor. 

Ic often happens chat the Faculties ace ſo oppreſſed that Phylick wil not work, which is an Evil 
ſign, and ſuch ſeldom recover, But becaule Celſus ſaich, when chings ſo fall our, we mult ule ſuch 
Medicines as ate at hand, ii they be proper for the Diſeaſe ; which is ſo delperate that we may tip 
deſperate Medicines. For as Serenus laith, The Phy ſiciant chink ſuch Medicines beiter in detperace 
caſes, than for che Patient without ttyal to die an eaſie death. Ard as Celſus faith, Marry chirgs may 
be done in time of danger and neceſſity, which may wel be omitted at anochet tune. Therctore when 
we have uſed chole Medicines without any ſucceis, we may wel tiſe higher, namely, To thole Medi- 
cines which ate made ot Antimony; eſpecially to choſe which ate leis vehement and fut ious, as Agua 
Beneditha, of Dc Ruland, made of the Intuſion of Crocus Metalorum; which purging both up- 
wards and downward, bringech ſuch a quantity of Flepm, not only from the ftoinach, but che bra in 
allo, as ſomtimes the Patient is cured only with this Evacuation, And I can witnels upon my own 
Experience, That Iſaw a Noble man chr ice in two yeeis cured of the Apoplexy wich this only 
Medicine. Although ſome leatned men do ſotbid the uſe ot Vomrs in theſe Dueales, yet we mutt 
yield to Expeiience, which dayly ceacheth us, that Children affected wich fleepug Diteates ate more 
readily and ſafely cured by che vomiting Silt of Vutiol, than by any ocher Medicine, | 

The Tuctute of Tobacco drawn with Aqua vite, and taken in the quantuy ot wwo dtams, with 
Honey pouted down the Throat excellencly. | 

After you have given a purging Medicine, beſote ic begins co work, and allo while ic worketh, you 
muſt chink of al choſe things which caule tevulſion of humors, and bi ing them into practice, not on- 
ly frictions or rubvings, and ligatuies or bindungs, mentioned before, but allo Cupping glaſles tothe 
Back, Shoulders, Aras, and Thigbs, without icatt ification it he was ſotinei ly bluoded, and with ſcat- 
rificat ion it blood - letting was onutted. 

In an Apoplexy you muſt not apply Cupping glaſſes to che Bieaſt or Hy pochondtia, ot parts un- 
der the Ribs, leſt che Muſcles of che Breaſt and Belly being contacted, che Breath be lundted. 

The chief and only Remedy in an Apoplexy 1 „is to apply Cuppum gleiles to the head : 
Which kind of Cute the famous Phy ſitian Fracaſtorius be ing taken with an Apopiexy, did direct tor 
himſelt by his Nods and ſigus; but for want ot theit underttanding of chem, he died. 

Zacutus Luſitanus iu his 33. Hiſtory, and firſt Bock of the Principal Phylicians, ceports that he 
cured a deſperate Apoplexy by ſetting a Cupping glats twice upon the hinder parc of che Head with 
deep Scat iſicat ion. 

A Velicacory, or Plaiftec to draw Bliftecs to the Neck behind, and co the Shoulders, 

Let two or three ſharp Clyſters be given every day. L 

Take of Pell tory of the Wall, Hyſop, Calamints, Organ, Sage, Rue, and the leſſer Centaury, of 
each one handful ; Carthamus ſeeds balf an ounce ; of Fennel and Cummin ſeeds, of each three 
drams ; of white Agarick tied in a linnen clout two drams ;, of Coliquintida tied with it, one dram 
and an bali.

Ute Spices wich Meat, attet Meat adigeſtive Pouder, mentioned in the Cure of the cold diſtempet 
of the Head. 

It you fear a fleepy Diſeaſe wil come from too much blood, you muſt fick take ſome away by the 
Alm, and ube al means co make the Piles or Hemocrrhoid Veins to bleed, which is very good; for 
which you muſt purge with Senna and Rhubarb, and with caoling things. 

It you feat as Apoplexy from Melancholly you muſt purge Melancholly, and provoke the He- 
morrhoids, and give che Medicines preſcribed for che ſtrengthening of the Brain, eſpecially chat Pou- 
der which is made of white Amber, Diacchodon, and Peony Roots, x

CHAP. III. 
Of Waking ( oma. 


T HE Diſeaſe called Waking Coma, or Coma vigil is put among ſleeping Dieſaſes; yer 
becaule it 1s another Condition different from the teſt, we will creat of it in thu Chapter 


by ic delt. 
: This Coma vigil, is a Diſeaſe in which the Patient lieth his Eyes ſhut as if he were 


aſleep, when he is awake and dſtracted; and if you couch bum, he pretemly openeth bis Eyes, and 
locks ftranpely , and fals aſſeep again, which is hindred by divers ſtrange imaginacions and faricies, 
This Dileale Galen placech as a mean, between a Frenzy and Lethargy, and calleth it Typbo= 
mania. 

CURE} The uſual Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, is Choller mixed with Flegm, by which humors 
the Brain is made too moiſt, ot it is ſwelled or inflamed ; from whence, eicher the Tumor called 
Eriſypelas æ dematoſum, or edema Eriſy pelatoſum do ariſe. But becaule choſe humois are diverfly 
mixed, {omcmes a preater ptopoi t ion of the one than of another, it comes to pals that the Dueaſes 
from t hem ave divers : for iſ Chollet be chieſ, then it is a Delirium ot Dotage, and the ſick man ſlee p- 
eth but little though his eyes be ſhut; but it Flegm prevail, che Patient doth fleep mote, and is leſs 
doting, and being railed makes leis noiſe, and is not fo fooliſh, : 

Thus Coma vigil comes by ſympathy from Chollerick vapors mixed with Flegmatick that fly into 
the Head; which happens in Feavers chat come from mixed Humors, elpecially in halt Tercians, 
which are made of a Tercian ard a Quotidian. We may ſafe ly aſfum that this Diſeaſe cometh from 
Vapors, ſimply hot and moiſt in ſtrong Feavers, becaule ſſeep comes from moiſture, and waking 
comes from heat. 

DIAGNOSTICK} The Diagnoſis, or knawledg of this Diſeaſe, is plain enough by what 
hath been ſaid, That i hey which have it, lie with theit Eyes thur, and ſeem co ſleep, yet they cannot 
fleep, but toſs and tumble, lite chemfelves up ſuddenly, ſtrive to get out of che bed, and then tall a- 
gain aſleep. Thedivers Cauſes are eaſily known from what hach been ſaid, 

This Dileaſe is accounted dangerous if che Brain have a fwelling or Iuflamat ion, or if it be ovet- 
come with che humots above mentioned, namely Chollec and Flegm; or it it come of vaPors which 
ari{e fom the mal-pnanc tumor of a Peſt ilent Feaver, 

It the Dorape, or Delicium be ſtcong, ic produceth a Convulſion, for it comes of a Humor or va- 
por which is very ſharp, which falling upon Nervous parts caulech a Convulſion. 

CURE] A tiue Coma vigil is cured as a Frei zy and Lethargys and if it incline moſt co a 
Frer zy, then che Medicines proper tor that ate moſt to be uſed; if to a Lechargy, then the Medicines 
proper tor that. But a Coma that cometh by Sympathy, is cured by curing che malignant Feavec 
trom el ce it cometh z but the more peculiar Remedies muſt allo be uſed which draw and keep hu- 
mots ſtom the Brain in che beginning of the Dileale, as bleeding in the Arm and Foot, Vinepar of 
Roles applied to the Fotehed, Clyiters, Cuppinp-glaſſes to the Shoulders, Back, Butcocks, Thighs, 
opening the Head Vein, applying Leeches to the Temples, and behind che Ears, and la) ing hving 
Creatures to the Head to diſſolve the humor.

T is {ome Confuſion among Authors about this Catoche; for ſome take ic for Coma ad-

of his, who when he had wearied himſelf with long ſtudy, fel into a Catalepfis, or Corgelation ; 
He lay (ſaith be) like a log al along, not to be bent, ſtiff, and ſtretched out, andſeemed to bebo!d us | 
with bis eyes, but ſpake not a word: and be ſaid bat be heard us what e ſaid at that time, although 
not evidently and plainly, and told us ſome things that he remembred, and ſaid al ibat ſtood by hun, 
were ſeen of bim, and could remember and declare ſome of their geftures at that time, but could not 
then ſpeak or move one part of hiñ body. But Fernelius in bus thud Book of the Parts of Diteates, 


ws Chap. 2. relares two Stories, which are theſe: One while he being very ſtudious and writing, was 
(er ſoſuddenly ſtruck with this diſeaſe, that ſitting and holding his Pen, with his eyes open, and looking 
upon bis Book, you would hae thought be bad been ha d at ſtudy, 11! be vos by call ing and jogging 
a found to want al ſence and motion. Another I ſaw like a dead man, lying along, with neuhber ſees 
nd ing, bearing, nor feeling when be was pinched : but be breathed I reely, and whatſoever was put into 
et. bis mouth, he preſently ſwallowed ;, if be were taken out of bis bed he did ſtaud alone, but bring 
* thruſt he would fal doton, and which way ſoever bis Arm, Hand, or Leg tas ſet, there it ſtood fixed 
and firm: you would have taken him for a Ghoſt, or ſome rare Statue,

ed You may read the like Stories in Schenkius, Marcellus, Donatus, Rondeletius, Facotins,and others : 
ly From whom you may ga her, That in this dileale thete is tound a deſtruction ot hinderance of the 
es internal andexternal Sences with a ſtiffneſs of al che Members 3 and ſonitimes the Serces ate not o 
* much h indeted but t he ſick party hearech choſe chat ſpeak unt o him; ſomeones the Members ate not 
le fo ſtiff but they may be bent and bowed by them that ſtand by, and put to divets Poſtures. 
CAUSES. The Cauſes of this Diſeaſe are divers: Galen in his Commences, Aphor. 3. 
0 Sect. 2. ſaies that a Catalepſis comes from a cold diftemper ot che Brain, which diftemper chie fly 
5. leeth upon che hinder pact of the Head, makes it ſtiff and thick, from whence the Nel ves precee- 
m ding ate allo made (tiff, and ſuch a diſtempet may ſeie upon al che Netves, whether it come of an 
8 external or intetnal cauſe : but ſome queſtion this cauſe, ſuppoſiug that no living body can be o 
cold as to have ſuch a Congelat ion: But Galen anſweteth this in his 5. Chap. of his Book of che Dit- 
IC fecence of Dileales, by a reaſon caken from Experience, in theſe words ; For thoſe who in s journey 
IC vate taken wich cold, which is unto death, ate thus (tiff, whom che Greeks cal Emproſtotonos, or 
* "Bowers forward ; Opiſtotonos, or Bowers backward 5 Tetanos exxnded {height 3 and others thas 
Pare killed with cold are taken with this Cacoche or Congelation. Thecetore Galen teacheth us, 
2 that a Cacalepſis may be got by ex: ernal cold, and Reatou may eaſily per{wade us to it ; for they 
h which ate killed upon the way with gieat cold, do tuit grow {tift, chey have a ſt ittuels ot Congelati- 
on before they die, thetefote cold may brivg a leis ſtiffueis than that which bringeth death. So we fee 
- that Congelation of che Nerves, or Cacaleplis, may come ot a cold diſtempet, and che ſooner it ic be 
mixt with a dry diſtempet. | 
1 But this Diſeaſe is moſt often gotten by a cold and dry diſtemper joyned wich matter, that is an 
$ Humor or Melancholy vapor, trom which cometh a Conſtipation or Congealing of che hinder pare 
y ol the brain, an extenſion of the Nerves, and alſo a ſtiffneſs of the ſame; from this humor it comech 
. not only in teſpect of its quality, which is cold and dty; but allo in teſpect ot ics quantity, 
; ich by repletion makes a diſtent ion, ot ſtretching fourth of the Nerves, 
*11145 in his ſixt Book and toutch Chapter faith, that a Congelation may be cauſed of blood: Un- 
» which thing Rondeletius conſents, lay ing, That it comes to paſs when the Veins and Arteries of the 


nate ſo ful, chat the body groweib ſtiff, and diſtended or ſtretched out hike thoſe bodies that are 
-ongealed wich cold weather ; he confirms his Opinion by a Hiſtocy of a Noble woman taken with a 
contmusl Feaver, called Synochus, who had in the uiuteenth day a Congelation, which was cured by 
a large flux ot blood trom her Note. 

Sennertus hath found out a new cauſe, which he ſaith is a congealing Spirit, by which the Animal 
Spu its are fixed, and made immovable : he denies chat the force of congealing and fizing depends up- 
ona cold and dry diſtemper, but tiſeth trom ſome hidden quality. Such ngealing Spirits are 
tound in che greacer World, as in Thunder, when men ate thereby made ſtiff, and as it wete con- 
gealed : As Cardanus reports of eight Mowers, which ſupping under an Oak, were firuck wich Thun 
det lo as chey kept che ſame ſhape ot Body, the one ſeeming to eat, the other to lay bold of the pot, 
mochet to drink, when they were al dead. It is uſually tepotted that Wine wil be led in the 
Velle] by che ſpirit ot Thunder: In Earth-quakes, many times ſuch Spirits break forth uddenly our 
ot the Earth, as make men and other living Greatures co be ſtiff and ſtark. Moreover, Sennertus ad- 
dech, that chere us great congea ling force in Nitre and other Minerals; he brings no E : We 
tal only bling one Inſtance caken from Lead, whoſe Vapor doth ſo fix and congeal Mercury, or 
Qu:ck-(iIver, that ic becomes thereby malleable, or co be beaten wich the hammer. | 

Ibis Opinion of Sennertus were not wholly to be rejected, if he had not made this the only cauſe: 
ol che Dueale, and caſt off al the teſt; which when they ate allowed and confirmed by Galen, and 

the 
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che beſt of Authors are not eaſily to be caſt off and denied. Not is it needful that we fal co hidden 
Cauſes when thete ate enough viſible and manifeſt, able to produce ſuch effects as is before declared, 
And when Sennertus ſa ies chat this his congealing {pick is cauſed of a melancholly humor, he ſee- 
meth to differ trom the common Opinion, which is, That a Congelation comech of a cold and dry 
or melancholy vapor. 5 | . 

DIAGNOSTICTH The Knowledg of this Diſeale, or Diagnoſis, is manifeſt (com the 
Stories of Galen and Fernelius already mentioned; for the evil befals a man quickly, and leaves 
him in that poſture in which ic found him; and Keeps hum unmoved as if he were congealed : The 
diveiſity of Symptoms which we propounded betore, is (een plainly, We totetel thu Dileale by the 
ſame ſignt as we do other ſleeping Dileaſes, as the Symptoms ate greater or leis, ſo u che dileale 
more ot lets dangerous. : 

CUVRE. The way of Cure is twofold, Either iu the time of the fir, or out of the fit; In the 
fic you may ule thole Medicines which are ſet down foi ſleeping Dilcaſes: Out ot che fic you muſt 
labor co cuie melancholy, the diſeale ſo called, if the Congelation come from a melancholy humoc 
or vapor, which is the moſt common cauſe ot ic 3 but if a cold diſtempet eithet inward or out vad 
give this diſeaſe a beginning, the Remedies which cute it are to be caken out of che ficſt Chaptei of chis 
Book. And laſtly, it pleuty of blood have begot this difeale, or doth maintain and nut iſli &, it bs 
proper to diminiſh it by opening a vein, 

You muſt adviſe the Patient to a hot and moiſt Diet, as in al diſeaſes chat come from a melancho- 


ly humor.

CHAP. V. 
Of the Palſey, or Paralyſis. 


\ Palſey is the loſs of Sence and Motion in ſome parts of the Body, by teaſon of the ſtopping 


ot the Paſlages of the Animal Spirits. 
There ate many kinds of Palſeys; for either it is in al the parts of the Body below the 


Head, and hen it 18 called mggrAanue'; or elſe it poſſeſſeth only one ſide of the Body, and 
then it is called Hwwrnye; ot it poſſeſſeth but one part of the Body, aud then it is called a Parti- 
cular Palſey; although ſome Authors uſe al theſe terms, as Paralyſis, Hemiplegia, Paraplegia, 
Pareſis, and Reſolutio, promiicuouſly for one and the ſame diſeaſe, which n a loſs of Sence and 
Mor on in any parc of the Body. 

There is therefore a double Palſey 3 one called Perfect, in which Sence and Motion is quite gone; 
another Imperfett, in which Sence and Motion are decayed and diminiſhed, and if it be a ſmal dimi- 
nut ion, 1415 no: a Palſey, but a numbneſs or dulneſs, called Torpor, or Stupor, which is the way to 
a true and perfect Paliey, and che forerunner thereof. 

Tbeie is another kind ot Palſey, which is, When the Motion is hurt, and che Sence not; or when 
the Sence is hindeted, and the Motion not. 

CAUSES. The Cauſes of a Palſey are generally al thoſe which hinder the paſſage of the Ani- 
mal Spirits into the Nerves and Mulcles. 

The chief of al is a wateriſh Humor, which by ſtopping, compreſſing, condenſing or making thick, 
refrigerating or making cold, hinders the paſſage of the Animal Spirits. 

This watery Humor comes from the Brain, and fals upon the Nerves and Marrow of the Back: 80 
a light Apoplexy turns into a Palſey, when the Humor that cauſed it fals trom the Head upon the 
Mairow and beginnicg ot the Net ves, and fo gets into the {ubftance ot them, and ſhuts up thoſe in- 
ſenſible Paſſages through which the Spitits come to the Parts; ot deſcending by the hollow of che 
Back · bone, and by the Marrow of the Back and running upon the Netves, it compreflech and ſtreight- 
neth chem, whereby che Animal Spirits are hindered in theit Motion. 

Moreover, Ihe ſame Humor may fo chicken the ſubſtance of a Nerve by its coldneſt, that it cannot 
be paſſed through by che Animal Spirits. 4* 

And laftly, The Paſſige of che Animal Spirits to the parry of che Body may be ſo hindered by a 
ſimple diſtemper in cold and moiſt neſs, that che Native cempet of a Nerve, and the beat in it may be 
deſtroyed, and che Animal Spit it not perform hu office; for the heat of the Animal Spicics muſt be 
joyned wich che Natural heat of the part, for che performance of its Office. 

Thee u Conttoverſie whecher other Humors may be the caule of a Palſey which we will not 
omit cbongh they ate very ſeldom mentioned by ochers. 

Trallianus in his firſt Book, Chap. 6. reports of a certain man that fel into a Palſey through ſad» 
neſs aud griet, and attet takinꝑ ot NMiera he became immovable without motion, and had died if he 
had not uled al moiſtening chings for his meat and drink, and othec things to bring him to a tempetate 

condition, 
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ndicion, eſpecially many Baths and Oynements of Hydredezxm, that is, ot Watet and Oyl dez 


her. | 
—— in his Third Book, Chap. 28. and 43. calks ofa Palſey which came of a Chollerick Chol- 
ick,which is cuced by cooling means : and in our time the Chollick"of che People of Poittenrs io 
France is very remarkable, for ic turns for the moſt patt inco a Palſey ; and al men of underſtan- 
ding — Pannces of a Chollerick mattet, of which I ſhal ſpeak more at large in my Trea- 
ciſe of che Chollick. An example is given by Foreſts in bis 97. Obietvation, and his rench Book; 
ofa yong man who had an extenuation for want of nouriſhment in his Limbs ; and when he grew 
worſe by hot and dry Medicines, which Phy ſitians preſcribed for him, was at laſt reſtoted only by 
the caking and applying of moiſtening Medicines, , 

And Reaſon doth cleerly ſhew this: for Choler, Melancholy, or any other Humor falling upon 
the Nerves ; if they tal upon them inwardly, they may ſtop the inſenſible paſſages of the Nerver, 
or if they fal upon chem outwardly, they may fo preſs upon them that they may bringa Palley. 
Not do the Reaſons which Rondeletius gives co the contraty iny way convince ; when he ſaich, 
Thac Cholec and Melancholy do rather dry than ſoften and mollifie the Nerves 3 and Choler 1s 
more likely to produce a Convulſion by bis ſharpneſs and griping than a Palfey : For although 
commonly a Palſey be called a Reſolut ion and ſoftening of che Nerves, which is alva ies in a Palſey 
that cotneth of flegm, yet it i not tequiſite that a Reſolution of the Nerves ſhould be in every Pal- 
ſey, becauſe it comes more properly and eſſentially from a ſtopping and hindering ot che paſlage of 
the Animal Spirits z which when ic may be cauſed by a compreſſion ot ſtraitening of the — 
the like ; ic doth not alwaies proceed of ſoſtening and molleſy ing. But che opinion of a Palſey co- 
ming from a celaxivg and ſoftening of the Nerves came from hence; namely, Becauſe che parts which 
have the Palſey being not able to be ſtretched forth, ſeem as it were to be celaxed and fofcened ; for 
the motion of parts in by the extenſion or ſtreeching forth of the Muicles, and by conttact ion or 
drawing together of the {ame to their Original; which extenſion when che parts do want, they ate 
ſaid —_ celaxed alchough they have neither been excraordinarily moiſtened not ſoſtened. 

Moreover, Since there are divers ſotts and degrees of Choler, it is not neceſſuy that every ſott 
ſhould have ſuch accimony and ſharpnels as is able to beget a Convulſion. 

Furthermore, There u a various mixture of Humots and thegm, oc water may be mixed wich 
that cholec which produceth the Palſey, and ſo contempexate ot mitigate his ſharpneſs. Buch a 
mixcure doth often happen io Baſtard Tettian Feavers, which are probable tobe thoſe which Fer- 
neliur (aich turn into Palſeys. 

Finally, Thu is very maniſeſt fi om the Scorbutick Palſey, ot that which is joyned wich the Scur- 
vy. which bath often a Convulſion accompanying it (s Galen in many places, end Sennertu in his 
Book of che Scucvy, the titch Chaptet) and albeit a true Scorbut ot Scurvy is ſeldom ſeen in our 
Country, yet we often ſee cerraur Scorburick intirmicies, in which ſome ſymptom of the true cot 
but do evidently appear. And thetefoi e in out 74. Oblſetvat ion, and the ficſt Gentaury 3; and in out 
98. Obſervation, and the ſecond Centauty, were given two examples of Scorbutick Palleys accom» 
panied with Convulſions. X 

There may be divers other Cauſes ofa Palſey which are little obſerved, 

Asficft, A cold and moiſt Diftemper, ſimple and without matter, may by congealing of the Spi- 
rics,not only hinder their paſſages and influence upon the parts, hut allo by deſtroy ing the r of 
the Nerves,make them —— of receiving the animal Spirits whereby they have Sence and Moti- 
on: and this cold and mgatt diſtemper. trom overcoldneis of the air, or from the touching of a cold 
thing; as Galen teacheth 4. de Loc. Af. Chap. 4, of a cerrain man who (when in a cold ſeaſon, 
and a great ſtorm, he had wrapt his wet Cloak a longtime about his Neck) fel into a Palſey in bis 
_ — _— which come from the Neck and Martow of the Back» bone, being thereby made too 
co moiſt. | 

Some of our late Writers have reported, That a Palſey may be procured by a ſtupifying or num- 
bing gy = —— in ſome Medicines and Poyſons, and — | — them 

elves. ence they ſay comes that Palſey which is ca touching — — or Ccump-

We have ſhewed in out Treatiſe of ſlee ping Diſeaſes, I hat there is a fruprfying quali y incor 
and malignant Humors, which being cacried to the Nerves,may hinder the Adee: andiincet 
Humors which produce the Scotbut a venemous and malignant qua lay, they may alſo have a 
ftupifying force which may cauſe alio a Palſey with che Scurhut, or a Scorburick Paley, although 
(as we ſaid before) an obſttuction or ſtopping or preſling of che Nerves may be ſuiſic ent to caule a 
Palley alone. g 

— Tumors growing by the Back · bone, and ics Nexves, may without doubt cauſe a Pe 
by preſſing upon the Nerves. 

Sothe cutting and pricking of a Nerve may produce the ſame Effect. 

T he diſlocation, luxation, or making looſe of any of the Backbones, or other zoyncr, may cauſe 
the ſame by preſſing upon the Nerves, : 

And laſtly; The Condenſation or thickning of the Nerves may binder the influence and patiage 
of che Spiri:s which comes either by too much exſiccation, or drying, or of 2 grols Earthy Humor 
which is taken into the ſubſt ance of them. 

$0 in thoſe that have the Leptoſie called Elephantiaſiy, the ſence and frel ing of many parts is loſt 
by reaſon ot theic growing too thick and hard by an Eacchy and grois Nourihmene Which they te- 
ceive. a 

The Cauſes of different Palſeys are theſe: In a perfect Palſey, which ſuppoſeth a perfect priva- 
tion of both Sence and Mot ion, there is more plenty of the matter, which caulerh it by a general ob- 
ſtruction, or ſtopping and binding of the Nerves; But in an impertect Palley there is leis matter to 
ſtop and bind the Nerves, whereby it comes to paſs that the pa ſſage ot che Anima) Spirns it not alto 

ſo cloſed up, but it wil ſuffer ſome poction of them to have their tecoumſe. 

Somtimes che Motion is hindered, and the Sence not 5 becauſe thete is more vertue to cauſe motion 
than to cauſe ſence ot feeling, in regard feeling is a kind of peffiony but motion corfiſts a 
in action. Somcimes the Sence is hindered, and not che Motion, tor in {ome parti of the body choſe 
nerves and their branches which ſerve tor ſence, do not ſerve for motion : as choſe nerves which ace in 
the ikin, if they only be hurt, che Sence only is hutt, which is (een in a particular Palſey, which is in 
one pact only of the body: But if the chief nerves which ate carried to che muſcles be hurt, the (ence 
cannos only be hindeted, but che motion alſo. 

DIAGNOSTICK, The Diagnoſis or Knowledg of this diſeaſe is directed to three things; 
namely, The kind or (ort of the diſeaſe to the part affected, and to the cauſe that produceth ir. 

We may eaſily know what kind of Palſey it is, becaule the want of motion, and the privation of 
ſence, ate to be diſcovered by the eye. 

It is harder to know the part affected; but it is found out by the knowledg of Anatomy, which 
declareth the original and joyning of the nerver, 

For if the tight or left ſide of the face hath the Palſey, and no other part be hurt, the brain is only 
hurt in chat patt from whence the nerves are brought that come to thole ſides of the face : But if the 
parts under the head be hutt, together wich the face, then it ij a ſign that the Back- bone is hurt as wel 
as the brain : And if che pazrs benesth the head ate hutt, and not the face, the fault is only in the 
Back-bone : If half the body have the Palſey, only one half of the Back- bone is affected ; but if the 
whol body ſuffer, chen is the ociginal of the Back- bone hurt. When the Palſey is in che Legs, the 
pare affected is about the bottom of the matrow of che back, and the Veriebra, ot turning bones of 
the Os Sacrum, and ſo we muſt ſearch out for che place whence the nerves ſpring,which ate brought 
to that part which is croubled with the Palſey. 

alſo che ſearching into the outward Cauſe doth much avail for the knowledg of the parc 
affected: Twoexamples whereof ate broughe by Galen; obe whereof we mentioned before out of 
his fourth Book, de /oc. affect. chap. 4. concerning a man in a cold ſtormy time wraps bis wet cloak 
ſo long about hu neck toi he fel into a Palſey in his hand. Another i in che firſt de loc. affets. 
chap. 5. of Pamſinia/ Syrus, who loft the fence of three fingers 5 and when Galen underftood chat 
he fel from hu Chariot upon his Back, he concluded that ſome part wes hurt in che original of that 
nerve which comes from che ſevemch Vertebra, or Spondil ; therefore (after be bad in vain applied 
Medicines to the fingers ) he uſed means cothe back, and ſo wrought a brave Cute. 
The Dugnofis ot ktowledy of the Cauſes of this Diſeaſe, is ſeĩcht from the primacy Cauſes, the 
atore aud the tempetament and conſt itution of the lick party : And therefore when 
excecnalcold Caules and moiſt went before, when che patient is old, when be is flegmatick of Con- 
ſtxution, the weathet cold, diet cold and mo, and an Apoplemy hoch formerly bees, it fignifies ther 
a dit- 
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:ſeaſe is approaching from a Cold Diſtemper, and Flegmacick Humor.

PROGNOSTICHK, As for the Prognoftick pact in the Treaty of this Diſeaſe, you may 
focerel evencs as followeth : 

1. A Palſey coming of flegm fixed eo the ſubſtance of the nerves, is hardly cured becauſe ir wil not 
be eaſie co diſcuſs ot divide the Flegm from the nerves, by reaſon of their coldneſs and their weakneſs 
in expulſion or ſending forth of that which offendeth, which muft co-operate, or work hee 
with che Medicine, and iv gepard of a deep ſcituꝛt ion of the Spa and Nerves, fe as che hol force of 
the Medicine cannot reach them, and becauſe the Patient muſt of neceſſity continue Jong in che ule of 
Medicine, which for the moſt part people cannot endure, and therefore wil not be cured. 

2. A Palſey coming after an Apoplexy is ſeldom cured, and often return into an Apoplexy, by 
a new flowing of the ſame macrer into the Brain, which is made weak by the former dileate. 

3. A trembling coming upon or after a Palſey is healebful, for ic ſigiiſieth that the paſſipes of the 
nerves ace ſomwhat open, by which ſome of the Animal Spirit beginneth to pals, tor to move the 
Muſcles. ' v 

4. If che part affected hath an actual beat in ir, there is hope of healch 5 but if it bealwaies actu - 
ally cold, it is difficult co be cured. | 

3. An Atrophy, or want of Nonriſhment in the Paralyrick pert, with great paleneſs, cakes away 
all dope of cure; for it doth not only fignifie a decay of che avimal Spire, but ſhews a neet ex- 
tinction of the natural heat.

It the Diſeaſe be petverſe and ſtubborn, omitting the uſual Pills and Magiſtral Sytup; after his 
Diet, uſe ſtronger Medicines, made thus:

Take of the chips of Guajacum, four ounces : of the bar of the ſame, one ounce : of Sarſapa- 
rilla one ounce and an half: of China Root one ounce : of Saſſaphras ſat drams : of Lignum A- 
loes, Galaneal, of each one dram and an half: cf the Roots of Angelica, Peony, and Fennel, of 
each three drams and an balf : of Peony ſeeds two drams : Injuſe them for twenty four hours in 
ſax pints of Water, and four pints of white Wine : Afier ad the Leaves of Bettony, and Ivy, and 
Sag, of each one handful of the Flewers of Linden, Primroſes, Stæchas, or French Lavender, 
and Roſemary, of each wo pugils : of Lavender one pugil : of old Treacle balf an ounce : of Ci- 
tron ſeeds.and bark, of each two drams and an half: of Polipody half an ounce : of Cinnamon 
fix drams : Diſtil them in Balueo Mariz according to art: and to every two pints and half of tbe 
Liquor, pret of Manus Chrifti prepared with the Oyl of Cinnamon, four ounces : Or inſtead ot this 
Water you may uſe the Opiate pieſcribed in the Chapter of the cold diſtemper of che Brain for che 
ſtrengthening of che Head: but you had bettet ule the Opiate of Montagnanus deſcribed in the 
Cure of the Epilepſis. 

When other Purges do little good, it wil not be amiſs to come to the uſe of Chymical Vomits, if 
the Patient be ſtrong: and they ate mentioned in the Chapter of ſleepy Diſeaſes : For they draw 
the ſtubborn Humors from che Root, aud cure Diſeaſes which cannot be rooted out with ordinary 

edtcinet. 

In the daiez wherein be takes no other Medicine, let him take the Cephalick Opiate mentioned in 
jr 1. ot the Apoplectick Water, ot Tabellete, ot Lozenges, for ſleepy Diſeaſes formerly meuti- 


After Univerſal Medicines we muſt proceed to Topical or particular Medicines, for the pact, for 
the ſticring up of heat, and recalling the Spirits, and for dry ing and diſcuſſing in the Spinal Matrow 
where for che moſt part the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe liech. 

Therefore let the part affected be dayly rubbed with warm cloaths, but gently, leſt that che Na- 
tural heat. and ſpitits drawn thicher ſhould be again diſpetſed. 

Alſo let Cupping-glafles be applied to the heads of che Muſcles of the part affected ; and let thera 
be narrow mouthed, and appled very hot; but let them not ſt ad on v leſt they diſperſe too 
much. After apply a Plaiſter of Piech, and the Rozin of the Pine t hat is drawn th ither 
may be preſerved. Or tub gently the parc benummed with green N y on Sinapiims, or 
Medicines of Muftard, while che pare begin to grow ted; but you m them lie while they 
make Bliſters, fur ſo the Spirits and Blood would be diſperſed, but only til the pact made ted will 
not grow white by the impreſſion of the finger, but remain red ſtil. 

Afterward anoint the part, and tbe Spinal Marrow with Oy la, Oyntments, and Balſoms, of which 
thereare many forms in Authors, The Baliom of Guido which is prepared by the Apothecat ies, is 
excellent ſox this purpoſe, This we ule alone, ot mixed with other medicines.

Take of Pitch, Galbantem, Sagapenum, and Ammoniacum, of each one ounce : Pellitory, and 
Muſtard ſeed, of euch half an ownce : Euphorbium two drams , yellow Wax ibree drams: Witb 
as much Oyl of Turpentine as is ſuſſicieni make a Plaiſter. 

You may alſo provoke { wear in che parc by the fume of the Decoct ion of Herbs and Roots proper 
for the Head boy led in White Wine, which you muſt do by putting it into ſuch a Veſſel as che Pa- 
tient being faſting, may (ic ſo covered over it, that the Water may nor touch him, but che vapor only. 
Or you may ({weat him wich a dry Bath, commonly called Stzpber, Let the vapor of the former 
Decoction be received from ted hot flints, upon which ic hath been ſprinkled. 

A Decoction of Bur-dock and other Dock Roots, is much commended for provoking ſweat : But 
our Women ule che Decoct ion ot Daneworr, called Ebulys, for thi, and Dileaſes of the joynts, by 
which they provoke | weart violently, | 

When che Pacienc bath (weatenough, get him to bed, and giveonedram of Treacle wich any pro- 

er Water diſtilled : He muſt bathe thus twice ot thrice ina week. In Autumn be muſt bold his 
Limbs in the bot Grapes, or Wme- preſs an hour or two; and afterwards anoint them wich a proper 
Oyncment before mentioned: this is to be done all the time of the Vintage, 

Laſtly, Sulphur oc Brimſtone, bathes of Nicer and Bitumen before mentioned, ate very agreeable, 
and many times go beyond al other Medicines ; if the Patient uſe them ſome da ies for drink, bathing 
and waſhing the Head; after that anoint ic with one of che Linimencs preſcribed. 

The Chymicks have many Remedies for the Cute of this Dileaſe: Among which che beſt are, 
Elixir Proprietatis, Spirit of Tarcar, and Balſom of Galbanum. 

All che time of che Diſeaſe, let che parts affected be wrapt in the Skins of Foxes, Hates, or Lambs. 

A Palley which comes from Chollet oc Melancholly the ſame Cure which is preſcribed in 
the Cute of Hypochondriack Melancholly : but when che Diſeaſe is more Chollerick, you muſt 
make choyce of thole Medicines which are mote cold. 
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CHAP. VI. 
Of a ( onvulſion. 


Paſmius, Cramp, or Convullion, is an involuntary and continued tetraction of the Nerves and 
and Muſcles cotheic Ot ieinal. : 

& DIFFERENCES. Convullion is ewo-fold : Tbe one proper, to which the Defi. 
nition mentioned agteeth: The other Improper, which is called a Convulſive Motion: and 

they ate thus diftinguiſhed : In a true Convulſion, the tettaction of che Muſcles is alwaiesz but in 

a Cobvulſive Motion, the retraction is every time new. Moreover, in a true Convullion the Limb is 

movable, in a Convulſive Motion it 18 moved divers waies, as the Falling-ſickneſs, which is the 

chief Convullive Motions. : ; 

CAUSES. Theydiffer alſo in reſpect of cheir Cauſes z for a ttue Convulſion, is either from 
Fulneſs or Euptineſs; but a Convullive Motion is from Irritation or Provocation. Laſtly, they 
are diſtinguiſhed, in chat the ttue Convulſion comes from the Diſeaſe only; the Convullive Motion 
from che taculcy alone, Which, chat Novices may tightly underftand, they muſt know that Galen 
in his Second Book, de ſympt. cauſ. chap, 1. bath thus diftinguifhed che ſymptom of a depraved Mo- 
tion: Some ( ſab he) ate only the work of Nature, which is conftrained to move from ſome vio- 
lent cauſe : Oche rs accompany diſeaſes, Nature not aſſiſt ing their production: Others ate by che a= 

ceement and concurrence of Nature and the Diſeaſe : Now Galen by the name of Nature, under- 
frands a Faculty: che Operations of the Faculty are Neeſing, Coughing, Vawning, Reaching, and 
Hiccoughs : But che operations of the Diſeaſe only, is Palpicationand Convulſion: But the opela- 
tion of both the Diſeaſe and Faculty, is Trembling, and Imperſect Palſey, ot Reſolution. 

From Galens words above mentioned, there arileth a great difficulty, when he ment ions the Hic- 
coughs in the operation of the Faculty; for it cont inueth by Icrication, or provocation, and is a Con- 
vullive Motion : but Galen tecites a Convulſion among thoſe operations which come only from the 
Diſeaſe, Vet Hippocrates in bis Aphoriſm 39. and Sect. 6. affirmeth that the Hiccough and Con- 
vulſion come of fulnels and emprinels, and cepleczon and inanition, or fulneſs and emptineis make on- 
ly a true Convulſion. For the celolving of which dithculcy,we ſay that the word Replecion oc fulneſe, 
in ics large ſence comprebends Pcovocation, according co many Authors, becauſe che provoking cauſes 
arematerial, and therefore do in ſome fort fil the patts in which they ate contained; but thus Reple- 
tion is not the immediate caule of Hiccoughs, but the mediate, becauſe it doth provoke che parc in 
which ic is to expulſion, by its quantity or quality. | 

Laſtly, We muſt know and obſerve, Hihhocrate and Galen do declare a Convulſive Motion by 
the general name of a Convulſiun 3 fo that they cannot be diſtinguiſhed, but by che diffe cences men- 
tioned, * 

Again, A crue Convulſion is divided incoa total one, by which almoſt che whol body is conttact- 
ed; and a partial one, which is only in ſome one Member. | 3 

An univerſal ot total Convulſion, is cauled eicher tom the Brain, when the Muſcles of the Face 
ate plukc together as wel as the whol Body: Or from the Spinal Marrow, when the Muſcles that move 
che Head, and Spina or Back, either before or behind, or both, are pluckt and drawn together. 
Whence ariſe three kinds of Convulſions. The ficft called Emproſtotonos, when the Body with the 
Neck and Head, is violently contracted and drawn forward, ſo that the Chin is joyned to che Breaſts 
and the Body looks like the keel of a Sbip ; nay, ic is omcimes like a Bow, and ſomtimes round, and 
the Head of the Patient is joy ned co his Koees, and then the two Muſcles which bend the Head for- 
ward are chiſly affected. The Second is called Opiſtotonos, when the Body is drawn back wal d, and 
in that either the twelve Muſcles which extend the head, ot tome of them are drawn together. The 
third is called Tetanos, when the Muſcles both befote and behind, ate equally contracted, and the 
parts drawn by the oppoſite Muſcles being ballanced remain ſtiff and ſtraight, and that is called Mo- 
tus Tonicys, which is a moſt violent Convulſion ſpt ingirg from the contention of all the Muſcles. 

A Particular Convulſion is made from the Conttaction of the Muſcle of ſome pace coming from che 
hurt of the Nerve which is ordained for his mot ion, and ſomt imes it hath a peculiac name from che 
effect or ſymptome. So the Convulſion of thoſe Muſcles which move the Eyes is called Strabiſmus : 
ot che Jaws aud Temples is called 7ri9uws, The Convulſion of the Mouth by Conttaction of che 
broad Mulcle on the one fide, is called Spaſmus Cynicus, a dog Convulſion, and a wrefting of the 
mouth; but if che contraction be on both ſides, ic 1s called Niſu Sardonicus, or a grinning, Bur 
the wrynels of the mouth may be without a Convulſion, namely, from the Refolucion of one Muſcle 
which beivg celo!ved, the muſcle un the other fide draws it to the found parr, and thete is a diſi orci

on or wryneſs which is improperly called a Convultion : The Convulſion of che mulcles ot che Yard 
is called Satyriaſis, or Priapiſmus. Ocher Gonvultions want proper names. 

But che immediate cauſes ot a Convulſion according co the Opinion of Hippocrates and Galen,are 
Repletion and Inanit ion, or fulnets and emprtinefs above mentioned. And this Qpinion is contu- 
med by the example ot a Luce or Hacp ſtrings, which ule to be ſtcerched;, which viſtance Galen 
doch bring moſt elegantly in his Book of Palpication, of crembling and ſhaking, Chap. 8. and dis 
third Bool of Patts affected, chap. 6. and his ſecond Book of che Cauſes ot Sympromes, Chap. 2. 
and his Comment upon Aphor. 39. Sect. 6. For faith he, while che ſtt ings ace moiſt and filled with 
humor; as ic fals out when the wind is Southernly, they ate ſtretched, and lo broken and ven they 
are overdry, as it happens in Nocthetn weather, they ate concracted, and alſo broken. So the Reins 
of a Bridle drying too neer the fice, ate contracted when they were before extended wich coo much 
moiſtute: che ſame befals che Nerves, which being eicher coo ful of moiſtute, ot too dty, ate ſitetch- 
ed and contracted ; and che Muſcles into which they ate united, ate ſo drawn back co cheit principal 
or otiginal, from whence al the body hath a Convulſion. | 

The Mediace Cauſes ot a Convulſion, which make Repletion and Enptineſs, are drverr, * And 
ficſt che Cauſes of Repletion ate tecited by Galen in his Book ot Icembling, chap. laſt, to the increaſe 
of tlegm, and inflammation, a waterith humor flowing to che Netves, is ſuppoled co ſtretch chem in 
their breadch, which muſt needs make chem ſhorcer. 

But hexe is a very great dithculty which is propounded by divers Authors, but is reſolved perfect - 
ly and plainly by none: namely, what difference there is between the cauie of a Palſey, and of a 
Convulſion, when both come troma water tlowing upon the Nerves: why that maccer which makes 
a Palſey (which ſo ſils the Nerves that it ſtops al cheir paſſages or pores, whereby che Animal Spi- 
rics are hindered in che it muti0n) doth not alto ſtretch the Nerves in breadch, and cauſe allu a Con- 
vulſion; and why che mattet caufing a Convulſion, filling the Nerves, doth not alto ſtop che pail iges, 
and cauſe a Palley, when concrarily in a Convulſion the feeling remaech, aud che part affected tor 
the moſt part is very much pained ? For the reſolving ot this doubt, Authors are much divided; and 
the moſt ingenious of chem al, contels that is beyond tbeu capacity. Moſt witty Averroes conlide- 
ring of this point, breaks forth in this expreſſion: I world 1 hne the reaſon (laith he) why the 
Nerves are extended in their breadth ,Jand not in their length, And prelencly atcer he tauh : Finow 

ye that the words of al Phbyſitians that rorite of this Symptome, are more proper to Fidler and 
Smeers,than to Demonſtrators, or ſuch as ſhould muly things plain. And Ingenious At entering 
in h Comment upon the 26. Aphor. Sect. 2. tpeaks chus: It ws noteaſie to render a reuſon of all 
things, and eſpecially why Water which is [aid to be the cauſe of the Palſey, or reſolution of Nerves, 
and of the Conwlfion, ſhould ſomtimes bring one, and ſomtimes another, when it ii the (ane mat · 
ter, and the ſame parts dre . ffetted, namely, the Nerves ; why ſhould not the ſame Diſeaſe be al- 
waies produced? Thus I gentertus. The great datticulcy ot this matter hach diſtracted all Wri- 
ters into divers Opinions, ſo chat tome have left che Doctrine of Hippocrates and Galen, among 
whom ate Averroes, Eraſtus, Platerus, Ceſalpinus, Sennertus, and 0: hers, whole divers Opinions, 
and long Diſputat ions we cannot attend to tepeat, for we delite to be very ſhore, and lay alide all 
Controverlies, only adbzcivg co chole things which are molt neceſſacy co Cute. The Opinion of 
the ſoundeſt Writers, which ace unwilling to diſſent from Galen, comes to this: That a Convulſion 
is cauſed of a thick matrer, which extendeth the Nerves in their breadth, and couttactech them in 
cheic length: and that a Palſey comes ot a thin humor which runs through the ſubſtance of che nerve, 
and ſoſteneth it, but doth not open the pores and paſſiges. But this doch not ſat iaſie a ſoul that is 
greedy of Truth: For if a thick humor by filling the Nerve, doth ſtretch t broader, why doth it not 
allo fi] its 1 ſtop the inſenſible paſſages, and hindert che coming of the Animal Spirit , and 
ſo bt ing a Palley ? and why doch not a Convulſion follow a Palſey in proceſs ot time, when a thin 
humor long ſticking upon a part, mult needs grow thick, even as the ſerous matter which makes the 
Arthritis, or Joynt - gout by long continuance upon the part, cauſeth che matter which makes che. 
ſtone. Ochers ſay that in a Convulſion, only che external part ot che Nerve which is Membranous 
and cender, is poſſeſſed wih che humor; but in a Palſey, the internal: But this giveth leſs ſatiaſa- 
ction: For when the Nerves are for the moſt part flendes, it is not eaſie co conceive how the humor 
ſhould oniy poſſeſs che external pact, and not the internal; or the internal, and not the external: 


Ax leaſtwiſe (if this could beſo) a Convulfion would follow a Palſey, anda Palſey a Convulſion, 


by the increaſe ot che matter; and that which at firſt did only poſſeſs the ourward oc the inward part, 
in procels ot time would ſe e upon the whol Nerve. . | 
Theretvre we, although we capnoc ſacisfie our (elves in this great difficulty while better A 

are propounded, ſuppole that thoſe Objections may be taken off thus: A Convulſion anda Palſey 
dffer i this; A Palley is made of a pute watery bumoc without mixture, which doth not extend} 
the parts, but tofrenech them, as we way ſee in che Tumor called Oedema; but a Coovulfion is 
cauled of che {ame humor, but not pure and ſimple, bus mixed with much wind, by which 3 
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Nerves ate ſtretched, and the Muſcles alſo which are contracted to their Original : For no cauſe can 
be thought upon more lit ro make ſo great a conttact ion, than wind, which Galen ackrowledpeth in 
his ſecond Book, de ſympt. cauſ. chap. 2. and Experience teacheth us, that che gteateſt diſtentionꝭ ate 
made elpecially by wind, as we may fee in the Dropſie called Tympanites, and the Chollick. And 
in Convulſions thote ate the gieateſt which are cauſed of wind, which ſttetcheth and diſtendeth che 
partes. By chis Argument, al che aforeſaid Objections ate aniwered: For it it be demanded, Why 
chat flegm or water which makerh a Convulſion doth not bring a Palſey by bindering the paiſage of 
the Spirics ? we may autwer, That it is in io imal quantity, chat it cannot ſtop che in(entible pai- 
lages ot the Nerves, and that it is ſo extenuated and made thin by much wind, that it cannot ptoduce 
a ſtoppaꝑe ot obſtruction. Or we may ſay that wind is the chiet cauſe of Convulſions, which Galen 
acknowledgerh in the plac* mentioned: And in his 6. Book, de loc. affett. cap. ult. he makes the on» 
ly cauſe ot a Pri pm (which is the Convulſion of the Yard) co be wind, 

The other Caule of a Convulſion coming irom Repletion, which Galen mentions in che place ci- 
ted, is the Inflammation of che Nervous parts, eſpecially in che Original ot the Neves, ont neer to its 
original, by which they are ſtretched; and that luflammation is either from a cauſe only internal, 
namely, from a flux ot bload upon the pare 3 or ot an out wald cauſe, as of a wound, contuſiou, or 
bruile, or a puncture of a Nerve. | 

The Caules ot a Convullion by Empt ineſs or Inanition, ate al extraordinary ot in moderate Eva- 
cuat ions, by bleeding at the Nole, ot any outward pare, by vomit, flux of che belly, ot (wear, as allo 
al great conſumprions of the Radical moiſture which happen in ſtrong Exavets, immodeta e exerciſe, 
walchings, cates, immouderate Lechety, hunget and thuſt, and the day ly ule vi Food ard Medicines 
which heat and diy. | 

This kird of Cos vulſion from Emptineſs is rejected by many; who ſuppoie chat ſo gteat a 
drought cannot be broughc into a living Body, as may contract che Net ves; but that is uſual in He- 
Qick Feaver, or a Matatmius: theſe men ate thus auſweted: Every emptiueis or dinels cannot make 
a Convulſion, but that which is made ſuddenly and unequally; by which means there 1; a ſudden 
Evacuation or empty ing of the Radical moiſture, which makes che patts cling and cloſe togethet for 
the avoiding of a Vacuum or emptineſs which Nature abhorreth : but if che moiſture be equally 
dcawn from all parts, and by degrees, chere is no contraction becauſe che parts made empty are filled 
with Air. 

A Convulſive Motion, is of a ſharp pricking matter which provokes the Nerves; and it is for the 
moſt part, a hum ot or vapor ful of acrimony or malignancy ; this comes often in malignanc Feaveis: 
Theſe Convulſive Motion ate cauſed tor the moſt part from che Brain and Nerves, luffei ing by ſym- 
pathy or evafent, and then it is called Conuulſio Sympathica: And this Sympathy is eicher by their 
plain tuffei ing together in reſpect of their likeneſs in tubſtance and office, #:/4 theit vicinity or neet- 
neſs ʒ or from an evil quality, ot poyſonous air ſent to the original ot the ei ves. And it is ofcen 
cauſed by conſent from che mouth ot the ſtomach through an zruginous or ruſt-like Choller,chrough 
Worus, poy{on, or other ſharp matter which gripeth: and allo om coulent with the womb, as 16 
happenech in Hyſterical paſſions, or the Mother, 

DIAGNOSTICH, The Diagnoſis or knowledg of a Convulſion is eaſily learned from 
thoſe cbings which we propounded in the beginning of this Chapter: For in a true Convulſion, the 
pare is conttacted, ſtiff, and immovable, that it cannot be bent ac the plealute of the Patient; but in 
a Convulſive Motion the part is ſhaken and toſſed hither and thit her. 

PROGNOSTICTH- As to the Prognoſtick : A Convullion which is in many parts, e- 
ſpecially thoſe neer che Brain is dangerous gy, as allo that which 1s in the Muſcles of the Breaff, which 
giveth us to feat a ſuffocation, by reaſon of the ſhoctnels of che Patients breathing. 

A Convullion coming ot too much bleeding or purgivg, is deadly, as Hipnocrares ſaith in his 
Apboriſms: fot as Galen ſhewerh in his Comment, that ſuch a Convullion comes ot emptineis; but 
it may ſo fal out as it may come of itt ĩtation or provoking by the motion of ſharp and chollerick hu- 
mots to the Nervous parts, ot of che malign quality of a vtenemous Medicine, as it dapper.s attet the ta- 
king ot Hellebote. 

A Convuliion trom a Frenzy is deadly, Aetius atficmech, that be pever beard ol, or ſaw any ſo 
taken, chac recovered. 

I: ia beccer chat a Feaver follow a Convulſion, chan a Convullion a Feaver, Aphor. 37. Sect. 2p 
for a Feaver coming upon a Convulſion, takes away its caule : but a Convulſion coming upon a Fea- 
ver, ſhe vs a malignant mattet which thieatneth death. 

Wuoſoevet are taken with the Tetanus or Cramp fo called, die wichin four daies; but if t 
continue longer they ate cured, Aph. 6. Sect, 5. tor the great ſtretching of al the Muſcles hinders 
breaching, ſo chat they ate ſuffocated. And we mult obſerve, that a Convullion is not the caule of 
death in relpect of what is done co the Nerves : for a Palley coming of the like cauſe continues many 
— but in teſpect ot the ſuffocation it brings by the Convulſion of the Muſcles ordained tor brea- 
ching. The 
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"CURE. be Cute of this Diſeaſe is divers, as the Gaule is divers. | 
That which comes of Empcinels is ſeldom and incurable, cheretore we ſhal not inſiſt upon the 
Cure of it. Authors do preſcribe al kind ot moiſtening Medicines, and opening Oyntmen's, Thac 
which comes of provoking or icritacion, is from other Diſeaſes, and is comprehended under the Cure 
of chem. It remains therefore that we treat of the Cute of a Convulſion by Repletion, which when + 
ic comes of flegm and wind, muſt be cured by removing ot them This is done fuſt by bloods!e: ting 
if ic abound, and che party be ſtco t it is bettet to talee too little than coo much; for blood is an 
Enemy to that principal Gauſe, i flegm. | © o 
Atcer Blood-letring, ot —ͤ— if need do not require, you muſt purge wich pills which 
ace ſtrong (but have an eye M che Patients ftcengcb) according to thoſe forms in the fickt Chapter, 


you muft add co them three grains of Caſtor. 
If che Patient wil not cake Pills, he may cake Potions, Pouders, and other Medicines preſcribed in 


the ficſt Chapter. f 3 

After purging, if you have not let blood before, apply Cupping-glaſles wich r 3 other. 
wiſe without: ficſt to che remote patts, then to the pacts neer che part affected. But it the Thighs 
or Legs have a Convulſion, apply them to the Buttocks and Loyns : if the Arms, to che Neck and 
Shoulders, labocing alwaies co bring che humor back to its original. 

You may alſo with profic apply a Veſicatory to the parts oppoſite to that which is affected. 

Acer che fitſt purging, the maccer is to be prepared with an Apozeme, preſcribed in the Cure of che 
cold diftemper. Make it paarging, if ſtrengtb and other thing wil pecmic 3 otherwiſe leave out the 
Purgacives. | 

The Apozeme done, give him Pils again, putting Caſtot ium to them, and coal his Purges. 

If you uſe only an alteriug Apozeme, which changeth the Humors, you muſt in that time give ſe- 
veral ſharp Clyſtecs, ſuch as ate preiccibed in the Chapter of ſleeping Dileaſes. | 

Alſo anoint the part with this Linanent, 

Take of Oyntment of Marſh-mallows ſix ounces ;, Oyl of Turpentine and Chamoniel, of each 
one ounce; Oyl of Spike three drams ;, and of Foxes half an ounce ; Liquid Storax two ounces :

CHAP. VIL 


Of the Epilepſie, or Falling-fickneſs. 


He Epilepſie is a Convulſion of the whol Body, not continually, but by fics, with a hin- 
| derance both of the Mind and Sences, 
The word Corxulſion is not here taten properly and ſtrictly for a true Convulſion; bin 
impropei ly, tot a Cotwulſive Motion: For an Epilepſy is a Convulſive Mot ion, not a rue 
Convulſion. Bur we keep the name of Convulſion in ĩmitation of Galen, who cals an Epile pi y al- 
waies a Convulſion. 

DIFFERENCES. Thu Definicion is caken out of Galen, 3. de lec.aff. cap. . and lib. de diff. 
ſympe. cap. 3. and defines a perfect Epilepſie, in which al che body is contracted, and al the Sees 
boch internal and external ate aboliſhed, Yet there ate imperfe& Epilepſies, in which only the 
Head, or Arm, Leg, and Thigh, or half the Body is only contracted. There is alto an Epilepſy in 
which the mind remams ſound, and the external Sencer, and allo the voluntary motion of tome 
I ſaw Nun, which in her Epileprick firt hed divers contractions, ſomtimes of the Arms, then of the 
Legs, ſomtimes of the Head, afterwards of che whol body; yet ſhe ſaw choſe that food by and ſpake, 
nay, ſhe alſo endeavoret a voluntary motion agaiaft che Convullive, ſo as ſhe did in a manner d uni- 
nith the involuntaty mot ion: ſomrimes ſhe was in a {mal fit only, and walked about her Chamber, 
but wich a diſorderly motion, leaping and ufmg ſtrange antick poſtures, by which the cauſed the teſt 
of 3 ovary merry, and the at that time laughed with them, and ſpake when ſhe pbeaſtd. 

Every Convulſve mot ion (as I ſeid in the former Chapter) cometh of provocation, which procee- 
deth fromthe quantity ot quatty ofthe matter. Thequantity of matrer ich cauſet h the — 
burdening Naroce, ſtitt het up to expel that which ij eroubleſom eo her. Whence the Opinion ol 
Galen u conſit med, which is ſo di put ed by late Phyſniam, That an Epilepſy comes of an imper- 
fect obſtruction of che Venricikrotthe Bran ; for if che humor ing or topping is bucdet*

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Brain, in which che Diſeaſe is : The ſecond is that which huces che Brain by conſent from the Sto- 
mach: The chicd is when the Diſeale is ſent from other patts of the Body tothe Head: And theſe 
have their proper names; The ficſt, as being chief, is called Epilepſia; the tecond Analepſiaz the 
thicd Catalepſia : But (by Galen leave) chat diviſion is ſupet fluous, and in vain is that Epileply 
which comes from the 8Stomach ſeparated trom thoſe which comes by tympathy trom other pPaics 3 
when al ought to be called Sympathicæ, or Epilepſies by conſent. Neither is it ſufficient to ſay that 
an Epilepſy from the Stomach is diſt inct trom others, becaule it is moſt frequent, lince that which 
comes from che Stomach and Spleen, is as uſual and as frequenr, it not more. 

Thecefore we divide an Epilepſie into a proper one, and one by Conſent. Aga in, we ſubdiyids 
chat which is by conſent according to the divers parts from whence thele ſharp and malignant vapors 
ace ſent to the Brain, for there is almoſt no pare in the body irom which a malignant vapor cannot be 
ſent, Two Scories are telated by Galen in the place quored ʒ the one of a Boy ot chicteen yeers old, 
who at che ficſt bad the Epilepſy in his Leg, after thet it alcended into his Thigh and Bowels, aud by 
the ſider into the neck til ic came to the bead, which at firft rouch made him not able to ſtand. A- 
nocher is of a Vouth, who in the beginning of his fic perceived as it were a cold au to alcend, But ic 
is remarkable and wel known, that an Epilepſy comes tor the moſt pare from the Guts, the maties 
that breeds worms, from the Matrix and othet paces, and it is contirmed by many Authors, 

Therefoce it is manifeft from what hath been ſaid, how Galens Opinion may be defended, u ho af- 
ficms, That a proper Epilepſie comes of an imperfect obſtruction ot the ventricle of the brain 3 which 
we cannot defend co be che conſtr cauſe, Galen ſeems to gtant who laies down no 0: her : but we 
ace rather forced co confeſs, that it is leſs uſual chan che teſt. : 

Nor do the Arguments brought againſt Galen any way convince, the chiet whereof ate theſe: 

Firſt, As Fernelius auh, If an Epilepſy comes trom plenty ot Humois, it would come moſt in 
the ſleep, at which cime chere is plenty of Humors. Iantwer, That the humor ot whict. fl. ep 15 be- 

u in che ſubſtance, not the Ventricles of the Brain, and checetore doth wor ftic up che expullive 
— which teſideth moft in the Ventricles. 

Secondly, Fernelius ſaith, T bat becauſe an Epilepſy is quickly diſſolved, ic ſhould turn into a 
Palſey, as an Apoplexy doth when the humor is caſt into the nerves. I ani wet, That in an Apaplexy, 
by rea(on of the weaknels of the expulſive taculty v hich is oppie ſſed by many humots, they ate caſt 
into the patts adjoyning 3 but expulſion being ſtronger, and more tree in an Epilepty, they ate leut to 
* thoſe patts which ate ordained by Nacuce tor chew diſcharge, And it is ſalie whicb Fernelius laic h, 

That an Epilepſy never ends in a Palley ; for we have (een a Palley come afiec vn. Abd tomiimes 
Apoplexies at the firſt coming are tutned intro Gorvultions betore there be à perfect abfiruttiion ot 
the — of the Brain ; and alſo many Epilept ick men die by an Apoplexy when a little obſttu- 
ction turns into a total ſtopping. 

Thitdly, Againſt Galen tome argue thus: As a compleat Obſtruction of che Ventticlet totally 
takes away the ſunct ions of t he Bram in an Apoplexy : So an ipcompleac Obſtruction would only 
diminiſh, not deprave che Funct ions, nor produce tuch convullive motions as ate ſomi mes more vo- 
lent than ſound motions. I anſwer, That Natute being wholly oppreſſed by a total obſtruction 
doth not labor for expulſion z but the bach ſtrength enough in a bali obſtruction to move and ſtir up 
the Brain co expulſion. This is confirmed by the example of a defluxion falling upon the Lungs, 
which if it fil che whol Lungs, it makes great difficulty of breaching wit haut @ Cough, as cometh to 
paſs in an Aſtma, ot ſhott neſs of breathing: But if a ſmal quantity only of humor do fal, the Lungs 
ate ſtirted up to Wo whence cometh a Gough. 

SIG $ heSigns of an Epilepſy are ol three ſorts : Euhet they are ſuch as fignifie av ap- 
pane pileply, or one that is preſent, ot ſuch as ſhew the difference of Epilepſyes. 

It ins of an E y —_— are twoſold: Either they ſigniſie the ticft com ing of the 
DiteMe ; or ſome Fir co be at hand. T he ſame ſigns ſerve for both, but moſt ſutely in choſe who 
axe actually poſſeſſed therewich, do they ſhew che condacion of it in its return ; for in thoſe who ne- 
ver bad this diſeaſe formerly, theſe ſigns are doubtful for che moſt part, and may declace many head 
diſeaſet3 but al of them togethet may give ſome certainty. | 

Therefore al ſigns of an eminent Epilepſy are to be propounded wich this admonition, Thac all 
figm do not meer in al; but ſome in ane, ſome in another, as che cauſes and copfticutions do differ. 
But that chey may orderly be laid down, we muff ſearch che ociginal of choſe ſigns, which flow from

In teſpect of Natural Functions, theſe ate fotetunnets of an Epilepſy; diſdain of meat, ot immo- 
derate App*tire, Squeamiſhnefs, heatt- butt ning. 

In te ſpect of Excremerts, theſe ate tigns : Much ſpittle, thin and crude Urine, oſten Noctui nal 
Polut ions. 

In teꝑatd of qualities and proper accidents changed ; Pa leneſs of Face, and (ſwelling of the heart. 

A pteſent Epilepſie is eaſily known, if it be pettect ; but ic bath many differences which cauſe 
difficulty, as we ſhal ſhew. 

In a compleac fit all the Sences both internal and external ate hindted. The party ſuddenly falls, 
and che whol Body, or at leaſt ſome parts are diverſly moved: Moreover, there is a ſtaring and thru» 
ſting forth of che eyes, gnaſhing of Teech, a difficult breat hing, as in thole that are hanged ; the ſeed, 
dung, and urine ate ſent forth 1;voluntarily, and about the end of the fir, he foameth at the Mouth 
and Noſe, which happen only in a vehement Epileply, and che fit being ended, he forgecs all things 
he then acted. 1 

Some of the Ancients make three kinds of Epilepſies: One which is like a deep fleeps another 
which doth ſhake the body atcer divers morrons 4 a third which is made of both the former, Tae 
late Phyſicians deny the firft kind, ſay ing, That it is more like a Coma, ot a Carus than an Epilepty ; 
and thelerwo Diſeaſes cannot be othet wile diftinguiſhed, but that in a Coma is a deep fleep without 
a Convulſion, and a Convulſion is a certain ſiꝑn ot an Epilepſy. Bet Avicen ſaith othet wiie, nsmely, 
That an Epileply comes many times without an apparent Convulfion. And experience teacheth 
us, That many men in Epileyſies have fits like Coma: and itꝰ known to be an Epilepſy, not a Co- 
ma, or a Carus by this 3 The flecp in an Epilepſie cometh and goeth by firs, when in a Coma it comes 
all at once, 

A crue Epilepſy is diſtinguiſhed from an Epilepſy by conſent thus: In the true there appears ma- 
ny ſigns ot the Brain affected; as heavineſs of mind, and ſfowneſs, decay of memory, ttoubleſom ſleep 
wich dreams, dulneſs of fences, flowneſs and idleneſs of Body, pain of the head, and othet things. 
Moreover, the ſick man doth not perceive the fit coming, but is ſuddenly talcen cherewich unawares, 
at the new Moon tor the moſt part. The due proportion of the inferior parcs being without blemiſh 
docontim this ſign. | | 

But we may know whether it come from the right or left ſide of the head moſt ; By this, eicher che 
ſight of one eye is more obſcured, or the hearing more thick with the noiſe of the head on that fide 3 
or if the right or leit ſide be more dull. | 

But we may know from what humor eſpecially an Epilepſy cometh by thoſe ſigns which declare 
when ſlegm, chollec, ot melancholly abound. * 

An Epilepſy by cot ſent, is thus known : There appear no ſigns of a diftempered Brain; the Pa- 
tient perceives his Diſeale Coming, and a Wind riſing from the parts below: ot lome lower part is 
weakened, or elſe affected ſtrongly in the time of che fit.

Shenkius in bis 54 Centuty ot Exorick Experiments, num. 85. hath this Receipt out of George 
Kufner : This is an approved Medicine in Childrens Epilepſie : Give a little fine Ma in thin 
ine, twice or thrice in a day, and it wil cure perfetly. 

While theſe chings are peitorming, you muſt give once or twice in a day, a Clyſter, thus made: 

Take of the Roots of round Birthwort, of Polipody of the Oak, of Carthamus ſeeds, of each 
balf an ounce : Peony and Cummin ſeeds, of each three drams : the flowers of Chamomel and 
Roſemary, of each one pugil: Boyl them to one pint; take half a pint of it ſtrained; Hiera 
picra three drams; Honey of Roſemary one ounce, Oyl of Rue and Lillie, of each three 
drams. 


Two ſpecial thin gt are to be practiced : 
The one is che Root of wild Valecian before commended by Columna; which be ſaich he hath 


given poudered in Milk, and thereby cured very many. 

Another is the Gall of a ſucking Puppy, which is mentioned in Vnterus, thus: Take à little 
black ſucking Puppy (but for a Girl take a Bitch Whelp) choak it, open it, and take out the Gall, 
which bath not abowe three or four drops of pure cboller ; give it all to the child in the time of the 
fit with a little Tile-tree-flower Water, and thou ſhalt ſee him cured as it were by a miracle pre- 
ſently. 

It che Child ſuck look that the Nurſes Milk be good, let ber have meat of good juyce, and light of 
digeſtion : Let ber drink no Wine, but Water, or Water and Honey, and a mal drink made of Sat- 
ſapacilla. 

— Children are ſo ſubject to this Diſeaſe, that it wil teturn again after it is once cured, Nay, 
in ſome Families al che Childcen uſe to die of this Diſeaſe. Theretore you muſt uſe prevencing Me- 
dicinet, not only to thoſe which ate newly born, but to thoſe alſo which have cecovered. 

Fuſt thetefote to Children newly born, before they ſuck, give one ſcruple of the Pouder de gutte- 
ta mentioned before, in a lictle milk, and give the (ſame quancity thrice in two daies. 

Ic is good both for them which have been cured, and children when they are a few daes old to ap- 
ply a Cauſt ick co their Necks, But an actual Cautery is much better, which our Phyſicians wil not 
ule, becauſe they abhot violent and terrible Medicines, Rondeletius affirms, that the actual Cautery 
is lo uled in Florence that che women do uſe to apply it themſelves. And chis doth Aquapendens 
witneſs in his Chirurgery Operations, and teacheth the way of applying them in his proper Cha ptet 
of che burning of the hinder part ot the head in children.

And this Ani wet hath a wehty inftance : Fot a Diſeaſe is an affection of a true pare, but ipitits ate 
bath dot true parts, We anſwer, That Axiome is not alwaies, but tomtimes true; according to Galen 
that which is principal and hindet the action of it: ſelf, is the tiue Diſeaſe: We lay that the word 
itte Part ougbt to be taken in a Jacger ſenſe, comprehending al thoſe chings which go to the making up of 
al, the body, and whatſoevet hinders the action of any pate, is called a Diſeaſe, So a yellow color in the 
the Eye, bhutis che fight immediately, and therefore it is called a Diſeaſe in numbet; ſoa bittet ſavor in 
pre- che tongue, and noiſe in che Ears, are Diſeaſes in number, in regard there is ſomching in choſe parts be- 
ſides, which offenderh the actions. After che ſame manner is che Circumvolution of the Spirits, a 
4 of Dileaſe in Scituation ot Poſit ion, for the Reaſon above mentioned.

Pain ofthe Head ſhews that a Vertigo cometh from a Diſeaſe of che Brain, which u a true or pro» 
pet Vertigo, Alto heaviuels, and the loſs of ſome fence; as Dimnels of Sight, noiſe in the Ears, 
thicknels of Hearivp, decay of Smelling and Taſting; the beat ing of che Arteries of the Head when 
other puts ate tice. 

The ſ1p1s that ſhew what the matter is chat offendeth, are theſe : That abundance of flegm offen-

The ſigtu ot 4 Melancholy matter are, Fear, ſottow, troubleſom thoughts, much watching, fearful 
dreams, low: beJching., and the like. | ET 

The tipns oi blood abounding, ate, Stretching of the Veins wich fulneſs, redneſs of face, and hear, 
beating of the Temples, heav ineis and diſtention in the head, long ſleep, dreams ot red things, weari- 
nei, icachig, thuk and ted Ucue, ſomtinies thin and traniparant by the aſcent ion of blood into the 
head. 

A Vertigo bv Conlent is known by the want of thoſe Sympromes, which come from the Head, 
when no dito Ger is tuund in the Brain, but rather ſome part beneath is ſenſibly hutt. 

Theie thing ſlic that a Vertigocomes from the ſtomach, want of appetite, loathing, ſowr bel- 
chings, pain ct the ſtomach, or twelling with wind, 

That a Vertigo comes tom the Liver, Spleen, or Matrix by Conſent, the ſame ſigns declare which 
were leid down in an Epilepſie by Content coming from the fame parts in the Chapter aforegoing. 

PROGNOSTICH, The Prognoſtick or forcknowledg of this Diſeaſe, is thus: 

A new Vertigo chat comes but ſeldom, and which comes only fiom external Caules, are more light 
and eaſiet cured : Ou the conttaty, that which is old, and comes often, turneth for the moſt part iu- 
to an Epilepiie, or Apoplexy. 

A Vertigo in au oid mau is moſt dangerous, becauſe his Brain is colder and weaker, and flegm doth 
more abound, | 

A Vertigo in which not only excernalchings, but alſo the Head and whol Body ſeem to be turned 
about, and which happens with hutt tothe fight, 1s more dangerous, tor it ſignifies greater ſotce in the 
caule of it; and if the ſick man fals to the ground, ic foretels an Epi lepſie, or Apople xy. 

A Vert go coming of hot humors, is ſooner diſſolved chan that which comes of cold, becauſe hot 
Hunors ate ſoonet diſpetied. 

C VRE. The Cure of che Vertigo is much like that of che Epilepſie, becauſe both Diſeaſes 
come almoſt of the ſame Cauſes : whence it comes that a Vertigo oſten turns into an Epilepſie. Buc 
becauſe a Vertigo is a lighter Diſeaſe, it doth not need ſo many Medicines as an Epilepſie: but they 
il ſetve, which we wil here lay down; and alio we ſhal demonftcate in ſhore what is that which chu 
Diſeaſe moſt properly tequiteth for its Cute.

Apply Veſicator ies and Cautet ies for derivation, and at laſt uſe thoſe things which ſtrengthen the 
Brain, and dilpcrie Vapors and Humors as wel externally as internally, as Opiates, Pouders, and 
L2gs that ate delciibed in the firſt Chapter.

Book of Adaizable Practice, Obſ. 38. im cheſe words : A certain man was ſo troubled with à dark, 
Vertigo, that bis Brain did almoſt continually ſeem to run round: and when he bad tried many 
Medicines, and there was fear of an Apoplexy to follow; with no other means ( beſides gererral 
and particular Evacuations, and F ontanels or l ſſues in divers parts, and a Seton in the nape of 
the Neck) could be cured, but with a Cautery in the fore pars of the bead; by which only Cbe- 
yond the expettation of Phyſitians ) I have cured many of the Fallmeg-ſiclneſi, letting them run &

Of Tremor, or Trembling. 


R mor is called 7754u@ in Greek it is a voluntary Motion depraved, by which che Member 


is lotmt imes elevated, ſomt imes depteſſed, through the mutual content ion bet ween the la- 
culty, and the part affected. 
len called a depraved mot ion from Galen, 2. de ſympt. cauſ. chap. 1. and he ſaies che 
ſame in his Book of the Difference of Symptomes, chap. 3. but he ſeems to concradict himſelf, when 
in his Book of Trembliog, chep. 4. he reckons T:embling among the Motions which are diminiſhed, 
But that con: radie tion may be teconciled, by ſay ing, that Motion may be conſidered two waies, Ei- 
cher in teſpect ot it telt, ot in teſpect ot che taculty: It it be conſideted in reſpect ot it ſelf, it is de- 
praved, becauſe it is not in that manner ut ought to be; it it be conſidered in teipect ot the faculty, ic 
is a diminiſhed mot ion, becauſe it comes from a faculty ſo weak that ic cannot produce mot ion ſtrong 
enough. But one may inſtance, That the action is alwaies dimmiſhed when it comes from a weak 
faculty, but never depraved, I anſwer, That it is true it all the act ions depend upon the taculty; 
but Trembling comes partly from the Faculty, partly tcom che heavicels of che part ; (hereiore it ĩs a 
depraved Motion, 
The moving taculty deſiteth to lift up che Member, and to keep it in that Poſition; but the weight 
of the Member pteſleth it downwards, whence comes a teembling Mot ion. 
CAUSES. Ihe Mediate Caule of Trembling, is weaknels of che Motive faculty, or rathet 
of irs neeteſt Iuſttument, chac is, the Anumal Spuit, which is not able toexecciſe a voluntary Motion 
rtectly. 
Pe The Spitits ate made weak, either by a fault in themſelves, ot by a defect in the Nerves, which ate 


the Conduit Pipes by which they are carried, do act. 
The fault us in che Spit is, eicher when they are but few at the ſuſt; or when they are afcerwatds 


diſſipated, 
They are few at the ficſt, eicher by reaſon of the cold diſtemper of the Brain, as in old mien, ot 

through the want of vital Spirits, which are the matcec of which the animal are made. g 
The Spirits ate diſſipated trom many external Cauſes, as immodetate Evacuacions, much uſe of 

Venery and unſeaſonable, great pain, and conſtant taſting, ſorrow, and long violent Diſeaſes. 

The Spirics are hurt by detect in the Nerves, and ate weakened eicher when the Nerves ate too cold 
ot ate infected with a malignant quality, orc obſtructed or compreſſed. 

They grow too cold, either from a cold Air, from ule of cold meacs, or much drinking of Water 
ſwinming often in cold water, and the hke, L 

They ace inte&ed by the ule of Opium, Henbane, Po and the vapor of Quick-ſilver, as ic i 
ſeen in Gold ſmichs, and chem which have the French = and have — wy _ * 
Cumabr. So in malignant Feavets eremblings come allo ( which ate cather to be accounted Con- 
vulſive Motions ) and alſo they come from the provocation or ictitation of che Nervous parts, 

They ate ſtopped not wholly, as in a Palſey, but much leſs, but by che ſame Cauſe, namely, a was 
— — gencly ſprinkled upon che Nerves, which is produced of gluttony, drunkenneſs, and o- 
tner Caules. ' 

Laſtly, Tcembling maycome from compreſſion of the Nerves, when excrementicious humors as 
bounding ia the whol Body do comprels the Nerves, and hinder the free paſſage of the Animal Spis 
rits. : 

Hercules Saxonia, beſides che cauſes mentioned borrowed from Galen, acknowledgeth anothet 
Tremor coming ot wind; and Cardanu another from pain in nervous part: But they are deceived; 
becaule che Motions produced from thoſe Cauſes, ate to be referred co Palpitation, or Convulfive 
Motion, Ther 
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There is no need of ſigns in this diſeaſe, becaule crembling appeats of ic ſelf: But the Cauſes chat 
pte duce i, ate to be known by their proper ligns 3 as alto we muſt ſeatch for thoſe excernal Caules 
which went beine. 

PHOGNOSTICK, As for the Prognoſtick. Tcembling of it ſelf is not dargerous, bur if 
it be 16 01d People i᷑ cunt inueth with chem til they die. But it may be deadly by accident, in as much 
as it uſually goes before a Palſey, ot an Apoplexy. | 

CURE Youmuſt Cure Trembling as you do cute the Palſey, and therefore we ſhall noc 
make vain tepetitions of Medic ines.

Of a Phrenitis, or Phrenxie. 


Phrerzy is an Iuflamation of the Brain and us Membranes wich a continual caving, and a 
thaip conſtant Feaver. 
By the word Inflamation, we underſtand a true Tumor, which is commonly called a 
conttacted Inflamation, coming ot Blood out of the Veſſels talling upon the tubſtance ot 
the part; toi the Blood being hot and Cholerick, and in the Membranes or {ubſtance ot the Brain, 
cauteth a true Eryſypelas, or at Eryſipelas Phlegmonodes, or Phlegmon Eryfipelatodes. 

By Delirium, vr Docing, we underftand the erring of Realon, tor we ſuppole that fault cannot 
be in che Imagination alone, without a fault in the Reaſon, in a Phrenzy ; whactoever ochers think, 
we ate led by che Au: bority of Galen, ho in his Book of the Difference of Symptome, chap. 3. 
gives an Ex mie ot on Tbeophilus a Phyſician, who thought Fidleis fate concunually in a Corner of 
his houie playing, and be let ved that he ſaw them ſomtimes ſtandinng, ſomtimes ſitting, and cried 
cotitiaually that they ſhould be caſt out ot doors. And Galen faith, that in him the Imagination 
was hut without he Rraton. Fuſt cheretore we may lay that Theophilus had not a Phreozy : tor 
Galen doch not not (ay chat be had, but ſpeaking of a Delirium (which Theophilus had) theretore it 
was tathet Melancholly,becaule they ſomtimes ett in one object, and dffcourie wel concerning othet: 
{» 121th Galen ot Theophiins, hat he had wildom in ot het things, both to diſcourſe, and to know bis 
tiictds. But we lay tuicher of Theophilus, that not only his Imagination but allo his Reaſon was burt, 

e£caufe li ceally though che Fialets were there, and defired they ſhould be put forth : Fot when 
the lmapination alone is hutt, the Reaſon being not hurt, acknowledgerh the ettot of Imagination, as 
in a Veitipo, in which che Patient ebinks al things run round, but Reaſon knoweth chat it is not o 
indeed, buc chat Imagination doth ert. 

Nor i the Opinion of Euſtachius Rudius to be received in this cafe, who ſaich, That it never 
comes to pals that the Imagination ſhould be hurt, the Reaſon being found, becaute Reaſon wor- 
ket h upon Phantaſuis received from the Imagination, and thetetote it tooliſh Phantatn are offered 
tothe — he thinks it neceſſary that the Underſtanding beholdwg thoule tooliſh tanſies, ſhould 
all be tooliſh : And hence Euſtachius gathers, that che Imagination 3s not depraved, but chere 1s a 
meer and ſimple deceit of che ſight, We ſay chat che underſtanding doth run trom one thing to ano- 
ther, and is buſied about thole Species which are retained in che Memoty; ard though the Fanſie 
preſents ablurdit ies ro the Mind, yet the Species before received, are ſt il tetained iu the Memory, and 
ate pte ented to the Rea ſon, it can know and cortect that miſtake ot the Fanſie ʒ namely, it it jqudg 
that thoſe abſutd tan cies which ate brought coir by a depraved Imagination do neither agree with 
time, place, or othei circumftances which ſti] remain in che Memory, and ate known to be true. 80 
in a Vertigo, Reaſon be ing in order judgeth that it is impoſlible that Rools, Walls, and Pavements, 
mould uin ound, and therefore they are talſly repreiented to the Imagination. So the Philole- 
phet that was bit with a mad dog, and his Imagination began to decay, going into a Bath, peicewed 
the talle Image ot a dog therein 3 bur Reaſon being found reproved the titot ot his Imaginacion, and 
made him {peck thus; What hath a Dog to do in a Bath? and pretenrly he caſt himielf into the 
Bath, by which means he was delivered from the danger of a Dileaſe called Hydropbobia, ot tear oi 
W ter. 

DIFFERENCES There are two kinds of Phrer zie; namely, a crue Phrenzy, which is 
la ia duwn i Deſinicion above mentioned: Another which called J uraphrenitis, or Baſtaid 
Pinenzy. 

A tue Phtet zy is ſomt imes in the Diſpofirion, which is moſt uſual, ſomtimes in the Habit, which 
is ce Hectica! Phienzy, in which, the Cholerick Humots axe ſtrongly fixed in the Bram, aud 
poſlels an parts chet cot, ticking thereco like a tinctute or dye. 

A Faraphrenitis, or a baſtard Phrenzy is, when a hot diſtempet is communicated to the Brain, ei- 
ther tom te whol Body (as in burning Feavers) of from ſome part inflamed, as che Stomach, 
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3 and eſpecially the Diaphragma or Midciff, which by inflammation doch produce a 
U — like a —_— namely, a continual Dorage called Delirium; which comet to pals

ſent which is between the Brain and the Diapbragma through the Nerves that come 
hicher, and by the perpetual motion of che Diaphragma or Midriff, by teaſon whereof continual 
apors are lent to the Brain. 


CAUSES. The Cauſe of a true Pbtenzy is Chollecick blood, to which there is joyned al- 
o Excrement it ious Choller, and this produceth a greater ot leis Phreazy according to its d vers de- 
tees; namely in heat and aduſtion. So a pale Chollet producechthe mildeſt Phter zy, and an a- 
Juſt ot butut Chollet ſtirs up a beſtial Phtei zy. | | | 
Bur when che Brain is inflamed, and che Membranes thereof ; the Chollerick blood is out of its 
eſſels, and ſhed abroad into the ſubſtance ot chole partes : which is done two waies, eichet when 
che Brain is principally affected; ot when ic is affected by Sympathy. | 
The Brain is primarily affected when it doch unmediacely grow hot from an external Cauſe, 2$ 
from che Sun-beams, drinking of Wine, Wrath, and the like; ſo that the blood which is contained 
in the Ve ins ot the Brain is moved and carried out of its Veſſels: and this may come from a wound, 
or ſtcoak, or contuſiou of the head: And a Phrenzy ſo coming may be called a primary ot principal 


Phrenzy. 


But a ſecondaty Phrenzy is that which follows burning and malignant Feavers, when a patt of that 


humor Which cauſeth che Diſeaſe, is carried to the head. 


I: followeth many times in cheſe Feavers, That Nature being diſturbed by the malignity of the 
Cauſe which mak eth the Diſeaſe, (ends ſome portion thereof to ſome fleſh between the kin and che 
bone; whence we lee Pluteſies, ſhocrne(s of Bteathings, Squinſeys, Hipatitides, or Iflammacions 
from the Vena porta, and other parts, to follow thete Feavers : So it theſe kumors are ſent to the 
Brain they make a true Phrenzy, and then the Feavet goes before the Delirium, or dotiog : But in 
primary Phrenzies a Delirium appears with the Feaver from the beginning. 

SIGNS. The Signs which declace a Phrenzy to come ate theſe : Watchings, troubleſoni 
ſleep, much calk, and ut ine that is firft chick, and after thin and perſpicuous , heit ot che head: for 
thele declate that hot matter is cartied to the head: the eyes ate altered becauſe (the bram being hurt 
they want the animal ſpiric. There is a pain about the hindec parc of the head, becaule che jugulac 
veins are carried to that part, and lend forth the Chollerick blood. 3 | 

Theſe ate the ſigns of a Phrevzy pteſent: a continual dot ing, becauſe the brain is alwaies affected; 
troubleſom watching coming from the hot diſtemper of che biain 3 teldom and preat violent brea- 
thing, becauſe men in Phren ies torgec to breath ; for when by torgertulneſs, or great trouble of the 
mind by many fancies which ace preſented co a doting imagination, and withdraw che animal ſpitics, 
Reſpiration or breathing is very ſeldom, it is made up wich che greatnels of che blaſt. 

Moteover, In a Phrenzy thete is no thitſt, ox very little; albeit chere ate ſtrong cauſes cf thirſt 

elent, becauſe che mind 18 ſick, and the animal ſpitits ( by teaſon the brain is hurt) do not ſend theit᷑ 
— to the mouth of the ſtomach wheceunto chirit belongeth. The Pulle is weak becauſe the hear 
luffets with the bra in; hard, becauſe the Membrana is infltmed; quick and often, by reaſon of 
the great utęing; and ſomthing moiſt, becaule the brain is affected. Moreover, thete is a continual 
Feaver becauſe che inflammation of the brain muſt of neceſſicy cauſe a Feaver. The tongue is rough, 
black, and yellow, by reaſon of the Chollerick vapors which dry up its moiſture. 

An Hectical, ot Habitual Phtrei zy is known from Hippocrat. 1. Protthet. text. 33. by ſmal do- 
ting, and litt le perceived z when the ſick do not ſpeak, but lie ſtil and ſeem to ſleep. 

But a Phrenzy or Phtenitis u diſtinguiſhed from a Parapbranicis in this; The Diſeaſe which pro- 
duceth that, is ſooner known than a Delirium ot Dating; and by the encreaſe ot diminution of that 
the Delirium is encreaied or diminiſhed 3 and ſomtimes it incermits and 1s not conftanc, But a Pa. 
rapbreniti ſptinging tt om che Joflamacion of the Midriff, in which there is a conſtant doting, is di- 
ſtinguuhed by other ſigns. Namely, becauſe in a ttue Phrenzy there is great and ſeldom breathing 
but in the ocher, litt le and often. Little, becauſe the Diaphragma, or Midciff being inflamed,can- 
not eaſily be ex ended and dilated. Often, for neceſſity, that the imalneſi might be made good by 
the frequency. Moreover, in a true Phrenzy the voyce is high, and the Patient cries out loud; in 

the other the voyce is low, becauſe the inſtrument of breathing is hindered. And laftly, In the Iu- 
flammation of the Midriff, che Hypocondria ate drawn up (according co Hippocrates in Coach) and 
the reaſon is, becauſe the Midriff is recovered beneath with a Membrana coming from the Peritone- 
= and thetefote when it is intlamed, ir conttacti che Peritoneum, and with it che Hypochon- 
ria. 

Laſtly, The Signs of the Cauſes may be known from the predominancy of che Humor in the whol 

y, and trom che manner ot the Delirium: For a pale Choller makes a mote gentle Phrenzy 3 a 
yellow Chollet make a more violent; an aduft Choller makes the moſt violent? But Chollerick 
blood cauſech the moſt auild of al. |

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PRO OS TIC The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe is for the moſt part deadly; for 
ſew only 2 a noble part of the body is affected with a great Diſeaſe. : 

The preateſt hope of recovery is when thete is Dotage with laughter, and a decreaſe of Symptoms, 
conmuance of ſtrength z as alſo when after the height of the Dileale there happenneth ſome benefici- 
al evacuation, as { wear, blood, or loolnels, 

But theſe ſhew the Diſeaſe to be deadly. The Tongue quavering, and Hand trembling, gnaſh. 3 
ingot Teech, Convullion, a great Chilneſs or Cold in che beginn ing of the Diſeaſe; as alſo when 
the patient picketh the Woo!l or S:taus about his bed. You may tarther collect Death co be at 
hand by a drop of black blood flowing from the Noftrils, by white ſtools, whire and chin urine: 
For al theſe (ignite a great oppieſlion of the Brain, or a flowing of Choller from the whole body co 
the yart affected. 

CORE. For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the blood that flows to the Head muſt be let forth, 
and revelled, derived, repelled, and intercepred ; and that which was there before muſt be evacuated 
and diſcuſſed. The diſtempet of that part muſt be cortected; the ſtrength ot it, and of che whole 
body is to be preſerved, 

All chele thing: may be done with the ſollowing Medicines. 

In the beginn lug of the Diſe ce, at any time of che day you muſt let blood out of the Head vein, 
becaule the Ditcale is very violent, giving a Clyſter betore : or it blood do much abound, out of 
the Liver vein : or firſt, aut of the middle vein 3, and a little after out of the Head vein, 

It che Diſeaſe come t oni ſtoppage of the Terms or Hemorrhoids open the vein called Saphena in 
the tobt. In the next place you muſt open the Chephalick or Head vein, that you may draw torch 
what is received into the bratn, or what is nigh unto it. 

For che moſt parc once bleeding wil not be ſufficient in this Diſeaſe, but twice or thrice, or oſtner 
in the beginning ot encieaſe of the Diſeaſe ; you may adventute upon it, accordinvg to the condition 
or plenty of che Humor ; the age, temper, and ſtrength of the patient. 

It a Phrenzy taketh one that hath a conſtant Feaver, ( as it is often in the encreaſe of Feavers, or 
in the ſtate of chem, when natute is out of order and diſturbed by the malignity of the matter which 
cauleth the Diſeaſe, ſendeth Chollerick humors co the head) you muſt again let blood, though you 
have done it before in reſpect of che Feaver ; but you muſt do it it ſparingly, becauſe the ſtrength is 
abated by the Feavet and former bleeding. Therefore at that time open the Head vein, or if ſtre 
wil not bear that, open the Saphena in one foot, or both; which is approved in ſuch Diſeaſes : nei- 
ther is ic leſs beneficial to open the Hemorthoid veins by Leeches, 

But in all Bleedings which ate made in time of a Delirium, you muſt obſerve this that the Ocifice 
be not large, for chen it wil quickly heal, and you muſt bind ic up carefully left che Patient being 
untuly c uſe ic co bleed again 3, as alſoꝰcis very good tor the ſudden Cure of it, to lay a Plaiſter of 
Aloes, white of an Egg, and the hair of a Hate. 

After Bleeding provoke ſleep. For it after bleeding there comes watchfulneſe, the Humors wil 
be again inflamed, and che patient grow worſe, 

Sleep is cauſed by repelling Medicines laid to the forehead which are cooling and narcotick ot cau- 
ſing ſleep, which we ſhal ment ion hereafcer, 

When you cannot conveniently let blood, apply Cupping Glaſſes with deep Scarifications; 
fiſt, to the lower; then, to the upper parts: and alſo to the Thighs, and other parcs, without 
Scarification. 

Ute Frictions in the ſame parts; and uſe Ligatures to the Legs for revulſion. 

Apply Veſicatoties to che Shoulders and Arms.

Of the Impoſthume, and Sphacelus, or Mortifica- 
tion of the Brain. 


was oblei ved by Hippocrates in his 3. Book of Diſeaſes, and happene h ſomtimes io Pra- 
(tice, and d-luding tuote Phyſicrans who ate not wel grounded, making them conceive it 


T He Impoſthume and Mortiſicat ĩon of the Brain is deſcribed by few Authors, although it 


to be another Dileaſe. 

Now a Sphacelus ot Morcification of che Brain, is a ſuppuration, or corruption, or matter ofthe 
ſubſtance ot the b:ain, which is called a Gangtene, Syderation, or blaſting of che brain. 

CAUSES. The immediate caule whereof, is an inflammation of che ſubſtauce of the brain, 
which is diſtinguiſhed from a Phrenzy in this: Ina Phrenzy che Membranes are chiefly iuſlamed, aud 
they do communicate an Inflamacion to the extetnal parc adjoyning ; but in this Diſcaſe, che inward 
parts of the brain are inflamed, and the whol tubſtance thereof is purrified 3 for ſogteat an intlama» 
tion in a moſt tender part and moiſt, wil quickly produce a Sphacelus, or Morcificacion, 

The Cauſe of this Inflamacion is blood over heated, or over cholletick, running into the ba nd 
internal patts of the brain. 6 

The Pcimacy Cauſes ate, all ſuch things as produce hot and much blood in the whol body which 
is ſent to the brains as violent Exerciſe, the heat of the Sun, heat of the Head by Fe, Wrath, and 
che like : But great Wounds do more uſually produce this Dileaſe, as alſo Contuſions. Bur a 
Sphacelus or Impoſthume coming from a Wound or Contuſion, is different from the tormee in chis: 
An Impoſthume made by a Fal or Contuſion, doth not poſſeſs ſo many parts of the brain, but for the 
moſt part adhaceth to one. Hence the Sympromes ate higher, eſpecially iu the begining, and the 
Diſeaſe continueth longer. 

SIGNS. The Signs of an Impofthume oc Sphacelus, which cometh without a Wound oc 
Contulion, ate theſe : 

In the beginning there is a great Head-ach, which is communicated by the hinder part of the 
head to the neck and al the back; atter which comes a general decay of al che Sences both internal 
and external, as in an Apoplexy, trom which ic is diſtinguiſhed by che Signs bereatter mencio- 
ned. 

The Patient is toſſed to and fro, and cannot remain in che ſame place; he layech hold wich his 
bands upon his head, and deſites to tear and ſcratch bis face, plucking his baic : but as the Diſeaſe eu- 
creaſeth, bis body groweth faint, and cannot ule ſuch violence. 

A moſt ſharp and ſtrong Feaver alwaies accompanieth chis Diſeaſe, which comes from the great 
Inflamation of the brain. 

Laſtly, In this Diſeaſe, the Patient never cakes meat or drink, neither can you take any courſe to 
give them any thing, and cherefoce theit ſtrength ſoon faileth. 

An Impoſthume by a Wound or Contuſion, is known by theſe ſigus follow ing: 

Afrec the Wound ar Contuſion is received, there is a kind of numbneſs and ſadneſs in the body, the 
Animal Spirics beginning to be weakened by the matter which is gor out ofyts Veſſel. When the dil- 
eaſe encteaſeth, there arileth a kind of Feaver,when che mattet begins —_— thence comes head- 
ach and drouzinels : afcer, when putrefaction is encreaſed, al the Symprums grow ſtronger, the Fea 
ver ſharper; the Patient tiſing from ſleep ſuddenly rearech out, and then preſently lieth down a- 
gain; be oiten brings his hand co bus head: Hence it is, that many before they die do (end torch lil- 
thy green matter out of theit mouth and noſe. 

PROGNOSTICH, As to the Pragnoſtick parc thus: 

This Dileale is moſt dangerous, and commonly deadly, even in three daies ſpace, as Hippocrates 
ſheweth in his 51. Apboriſm, Sect. 7. ſaying, That they who hade a mortified and putriſied brain, 
die in three daie/; but if they live longer, they recover, Galen in his Comments teacheth that we 
ate not to underſtand hete by a Sphacelus, a compleat cottuption of the brain becauſe that is uncurt- 
ble, but ſuch as is at hand by reaton of the great Iuflamation. 

In thole which recover (who ate very few) there is no remembrance of things paſt: they can ner 
ther temembet theit Diſeaſe, not any thing concerning it. 

CORE. We muſt make great haſt for the Cute of this Diſeaſe, for if we do not apply Re- 
med ies in che beginning, there is no time for Cute.

CHAP. XIII 
Of Mania, or Madneſs. X 


Ania is Delirium or a loſs of wits without a Feaver, with caging and fury, 
Ic is diſtinguiſhed fcom a Phrenzy, in that there is in a PhcenZy an acute Feayer, coming 
from the inflamat ion of the Brain and its Membranes. But a Mania bach no Feaver in re- 
ſ of irs Being 3 buca Feaver may be j oyned with a Mania, coming from ſome othet 
cauſe, but not from that which produceth a Mania, And theretore in a Phrenzy a Feaver is ſymp 
tomatical; but in a Mania it is eſſential, and otiginal, coming from ſome other caule: And ſo 1s 
Galen co be underftood, Book 3- de loc. affett. cbap. 7. where he faith, The Melancholy Fuyce 
which is made of Choller burnt, begets beaſtial madneſs, ſomtimes without, ſomtinifs with a Feg- 
ver. | 
Ic is diſtinguiſhed from Melancholy by the Sympromes which decl:re the diſeaſe; for Mania is 
with fury and boldneſs; but Melancholy is with feat and ſorrow. 
CAUSES. The immediate Cauſes of a Mania accotdiug to Galen, is a cold aud dry di- 
ſtempet, coming of black Choller, which is uſed wrth many difficulties. 
For if there were ſuch a diſtemper in che brain that it would diſturb the Mind, it ſhould produce 
a Feaver, when a leſs beat chan wil produce a Delirium, can produce a Feaver, as appears iu thote 
thac are znflamed by che Sun. 
To this doubt, divers Auchors anſwer divei ſly: the anſwer of the moſt ſolid is, That the heat 
which producech a Feavec muſt be (moaky, that che vapors ſent to the heart may cauſe it ; and this 


mors ace aduſt and burnt, ſo that no Vapors can aiĩſe from chem, In one word they ſay, That the 
heat in a Madneſs or Mania, is as heat in a live coal, but heat ina Feaver is as heat in the flame, And 
thu anſwer is urged wich a ſtrong inſtance ; namely, in a Hectick Feaver, there is mote conſumpcion 
of moiſtuce than in a Mania: yet the Feaver continuech to the abloluce conſumption of al moiſture, 
even Radical alſo, and che deach of the Patient. 

Platerus being pertwaded by this and other Reaſons, ſuppoſeth that beſides the hot and dry di- 
ſemper, there is a malignant and venemous quality, which is che chief cauſe of a Delitium. A great 
probability for this Opinion is, That a raging from the Mother, comes from Seed corrupred and oy» 
toned in chat parc, Becauſe Hydcophobia oc fear of wacer, which is a kind of Mania coming Rem 


diſeaſe which comes from the bite of a Tatantula, is calleda kind of madneſs : And laſtly, cettain poy- 
ſons do cauſe madneſs, as is reported of the brain of a Weeſil, and Nightſhade : Therefore ic is pro- 
bable chat ſome certain poyſon bred in the body may be the chief cauſe of madneſs ; ſince malignanc 
Feavers which ace very mild, and ſo ſomtimes that the pulſe and Utine is like to thoſe that are in 
health, uſe co produce Deliciums more than burning Feavers without malignity. And Experience 
teacheth us chat madneſs happens often, not only in Melancholy men, but WA in al Natures and 
Ages, eſpecially if it be bzredicacy, or come from Parents: and it is often cured by hot Medicines 
which have ſpecial vercue againſt it. But we muſt confeſs that this diſeaſe is ofteneſt in melanchol- 
ly people, becauſe that humor is more fic to receive ſuch poyſon. And Galen ſeems to ac nowledg 
that malignity to come upon melancholy, in hu Comment upon Aphor. 56. Sect; 6. where he laich, 
Thar che caule of a Mania is a melancholy bumoc, not alwaies, but when it is burn above meaſure; 
or when it is put t ihed, and hath tecewed a malignant ſharpneſs, There remains yet one difficulty, 
That mad men can endure the coldeſt weather naked without hutt, and co be hot excernall , which 
ſhews an exttaordinary heat. But we anſwer, That this is not proper to al mad folks tor ſome can» 

no? 
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vaporing heat ought to be in a moiſt matter, ſuch as is in putrid Feavers ; but in a madneſs the Hu-

The matter producing this Diſeaſe, is contained in the veins and arteries, either of the whol body, 
ot thuſe neereſt to the Brain, or in the veſſels of che Brain, and in teſpect ot the difference of cbe 
place containing. greater or lighter {ymp:omes doarie, Somtimes the matter cauſing this difeaſe | 
1s in the Veſſels of the Matt ix, as Blood, and Seed corrupted : hence cometh che raging called Furor 
Uterinus. 1 

It che mattet offending be in al the Veius, ot thoſe neer the Brain, there is a continual madneſi: 
but if it be ſnut up only in one part, the diſeaſe hath incermiſſion, and comes by fies. 

SIGNS. The Signs by which it is known, lomt imes fhews the diſeaſe to be preſent, ſon- 
times that it is growing. a 

For the know ledę of Madneſs to come, ficſt conſidet the Natural diſpoſition of the Patient, which 
is cho llet ick, or melancholy. So in Hippocrates, 2. ebid. 5. He whobath a Vein beating in hi 
Arm, is like to the mad, and is ſubjett to wrath; but be that bath it mcwing by degrees, is ſlow and 
ſtupid. Here Hippocrates callech Arceries by the name of Veins. For be duth uot mean a tin pie, 
bur a violent Pullacion, unto which be oppolech that which is by degrees: So that the meanug o 
his ſaying is this; They who have naturally a high ſtrorg Pulſe, great and ſwiſt, ate inchna bla  an- 

aud fury 3 but they who have a ſlow pulſe, are dul and blockiſh. 

Secondly, You muſt regard the Sex, for Men are more often mad than Women: Which is ro be 
underſtood of the Oc iginal Diſeaſe of Madneſs; for Women are often mad by conient fiom the Ma- 


tt ix. 
Thirdly, The Age is to be conſidered ; for Madneſs eomes ofcener to yong men than to boyes end 


old men. 

Foucthly, Mark the time of the yeat ʒ It comes oſten in Spring, ofcener in Summer, moſt often 
at the tal of the Leaf, according to Hippocrates and Galen, Aphot. 20, 21, and 22. Sect, 3. Ina 
the Spring, che humors bred at other times, and kept al Winter quiet, ate moved and ſtirred, and pro- 
duce proportionable diſeaſes; In che Summer, much choller, not only yellow, but black is encreated 
in chem that are inclined co it, which caulech madnels at that time; or elle encteaſing til Aueunin, 
the diſeaſe comes then. 

Theſe Signs are more temote, and ſhew only in = a diſpoſition to this Diſeaſe ; but theſe fol. 
lowing ſhew it to be at hand. Conſtant pain in the head, watching, fhore and little fleep, trouble. 
ſom dreams, cares, and choughttuloeſs, frights trom ſmal cauſes, a raſh and often futy from none, oc 
che ſmalleſt occaſion, eyes not enduring light, noiſe in che Ears, an unaccuſtomed deſite of Venery, 
Nocturanal pollut ions often, laughter unaccuſtomed and without Reaſon, much talk not fotmer ly 
uled, and ſonitimes much ſilence. Theſe ſhew that a Mania is begun. 

But that the Mania is pteſent you may know by che ſigns mentioned in the Definition ; namely, a 
Delicium without a Feaver, with fury and boldneſs; divers are the kinds of Dotage or Dehrum in 
divers lick men, and at dwers times they come according as the cauſe is more or leſs vehement; tor 
ſome have a caſh madnels, and ſeize upon every man they meet, tear cheic own cloathes, ſomtimes 
lay violent hands to deſtroy themielves. Others ace milder andcamer, and burt no body, burſpeak 
diſtractedly and ridiculouſly, ſomtimes they ſing, ſomcimes they laugh, and have divers whimfeys, 
and Symptomes much like chole in Melancholly Men and Fools. 

And from the variety of thoſe Symptomes you may gather the variecy of che cauſe : For immode- 

kate laughter, Micth, and finging, fignitie that the maccer offending is daſhed with much blood: but 
wrath, reſtleſſneſs, bowling, ſtriking pale and yellow color in the Face, ſhew that choller is in fault: 
but a fut ious madneis that laies hold on al ic meecs, and ſoratimes ſtayeth them, comes from choljer 
burnt, which is called black chollea ; but if this black choller comes not of yellow chollet, but Me lan- 
chelly aduſt, che Patient looks furiouſly, ſomcimes is long filent, and then breaks forth into earneſt 
diſcourſe ; they are unculy and untoward, and ſomtimes cry and lament grievouſly,

Some uſe ſtronger Diſcuſſients in the declination of the Diſeaſe, and alſo in the vigor of it after 
ſufficient evacuation ; this following Fomencation is of wonderfull vertue. 

Take of the Head Herbs with their flowers, as many as you tbink fit, boyl them in Spring water: 

then take of Bay · berries, andthe Roots of black, Hellebore, of each as much as will ſuffice : 
beat them groſly, and ſem them into a long Bag, and then let it boyl in tbe Decot#ion before menti- 
oned. 
Afterwards for Nine dayes together, Take T wo Pints of the Decoction, and Foment the Head 
being ſhaved, with double Cloathes for che {pace of an hour: after apply the Bag to the Coronal Su- 
tare, binding it about with linnen Cloaths.

Laſtly, Apply a Cautery to the Coronal Suture, which is much approved by Gordonius , who 
confirms che benefit of it by che Hiſtory of a certain Mad man; who had a wound in his Head, with 
a — of the Skull ; and was very wel as long as it was Open, but ſti] when it was Healed, grew 
mad again. 

Although the Brain be principally affected in this Diſeaſe, yet other patts are co be alteted, eſpe- 
cially the Heart and Laver, with Epithems and Liniments preſcribed in che Cure of the Phrenzy. 


CHAP. XIV. 
Of Melancholh. * 


Elancholly is a Doting ot Delirium without a Feaver with fear and ſadneſs. 
It is diftinguiſhed trom a Phcenzy by want of Feaver; and from Madneſs, by Feat and 
Satineſs, becauſe that comes with Fury and boldneſs, | 
We ſay this Diſeaſe bath no Feaver : namely, of its own nature of ic ſelf : but a Fer- 
ver may accidentally be joyned with it: For nothing hindereth, but a continual or intermicting Fer 
ver may happen to one in this Diſeaſe ; but this Feavet wil not be eſſentially iu ic, as ina Phcerzy, 
where a Feaver is eſſential to the Diſeaſe. 4 | 
But we may doubt how Feat and Sadneſs may be ſaid to be the eſſence of Melancholly: when 
we perceive that in many Melanchollick people there is much laughter and appearance of joy, For 
ſome laugh, ſome ſing, ſome think themſelves to be very cich Kings and Monarchs. We anſwer, 
That thete ate divers degrees of Melancholly, and divers mixtures ot Melanchollick bumors with o- 
thers; from whence come varieties of Paſſions, fo that they who have much blood or flegm mixed 
with Melancholly, may have joy and Cheerſulneſs: but that Diſeaſe is not at that time a true Me- 
lancholly, but is more like fooliſhneſs.

PROGNOSTICK]) The Prognoſtick of chis Diſeaſe is thus: 

T be Dilcale u dangerous, it Chronical, of long continuance, and very fixed: For a melancholick 
humor, eſpecially that which comes by aduſtion, and inclineth co black Choller, contemns the toice 
of Medicines, if weak, and oppoleth che ſtrongeſt : whence a melanchollick humor is ſaid to be the 
ſcourge aud diſgrace of Phyſitians. 

But a new iprung melancholy coming of immediate Cauſes, is eaſily cured : For Galen reports 
in his third Book, de loc. affect. chap. 7. Thar he hath often cuced a melancholy in che beging 
wich only Baths of ſweet Waters. | 

The Hemorrhoids or Piles coming upon melancholy men, ſomtimes bring cute, if che humors be 
caft down chitber critically by Natuce : For ſomtimes they come ſymptomatically, aud multiply the 
maccer of che Diſeaſe in many patts. 

Somtimes ic is cured by flux of the Hemorrhoids, by Scabs, Itch, or other Diſeaſes breaking loch 
of the Skin. 

CORE. As to the Cure of it, from whereſoever the Diſeaſe cook ics original, we muſt ob- 
ſerve alwaies two things: 

Fuft, That the whol Body be freed faom a melanchollick humor, and the filch of other humors; 
for ic ſeldom happens that one patt alone is eroubled with it. 

Secondly, That the main Cure be ditected to the Hypochondria, becauſe that in the ſpleen and 
liver there is che ficft generation of Melancholy, and che gathering of ic is in che parts theteabout; 
therefore the Cute of Hypochondriack Melancholy ſer down by us, wil ſerve for che Cute of cthec 
Diſeaſes of Melancholy: tor you can ſcarce cute the Hy pochondria from the abundance of any bu- 
mor, and the generation of any new, but by conſequence the whol body muſt, he cuced of the tame. 
Therefore egy diſeaſes of Melancholy cbole Remedies wil ſuffice which ace propounded in the Cute 
of Hy pochondriack Melancholy. 


CHAP. XV. 
Of a(atarrh, or Defluxion, 


Catarrh is a Pceternatucal Defluxion of an Excremencitious humor, from the head into 
the inferior parts. Ic is therefote a Symptome of the thicd kind, namely, a fault in che 
Excrements. 

Te ſubſtance of the Brain being large, needs much nouriſhment ; of whence comes ne- 
ceſlarily abundance of Excrements, eſpecially by reaſon ofthe cold and moiſt diſtemper of the pac: : 
which excrements if they have only cheir moderate and natural quantity ace received into the fore 
Ventticles of the Brain, and are ſent by the Choana, as by a funnel co the moiſt Glandels, and ſo 
are ſpit fortb every day from the pallat; but if they grow more plentiful, and yer conſiſt in their na- 
tural condition, chey ate diſperſed about the Brain and Meninges, and fo are ſent forth, not only 
by rhe pallac, but alſo by the noſtci)s, 

Bur when the gain is affected wich diſtemper and weakneſs, or is conſtræined to receive too much 
and diſproport ionable nouriſhment, which it cannot ſufficiencly concoct, chere is great encreaſe of 
excrements. Ad further (as Tippocrates ſaith) char che Brain like Cupping glalles applied to che

There is alſo another way very uſual, by which a Catarch of a cold cauſe cometh, namely, The 
Koppage of the e xternal pores, eſpecially in the time wherein the body requireth moſt (weac : Hence 
it comes that men vey much inflamed,running ſuddenly into the cold ait, ate troubled with Camrrbs, 
So Catarths comes to be moſt frequent in Autumn, becauie che body being made thin, and che pores 
opened in the Summer, cafting forth many excremencs by ufevlible tranſpiration, if they be preſent- 
ly ſtopped by contraction of the body with cold, do caule humors and vapors co fly into che head, 
and center of the brain. So about the beginning of Autumn there ate not only Catarchs, but alſo a- 
bundance of watery humots are ſent forth by moſt men in cheic urine, and by ſtool, which cauſe 
fluxes of the belly ac that time. But if any ailc why detluxions do not laſt al Winter when by teaſon 
of cold the potes ate alwaies topped? We anſwer, That Nature doth in Winter diſcharge her ſelf 
by othet wa ies rather chan by ſweat, namely, by ſtool, urine, and ſpittle. How great that Evacua- 
tion is which is uſually by infenſible tranſpixation, is pleaſant ly taught by Santtorius in his Book de 
Statica Medicina, where be ſaith, That it is larger than al che ſenſible Evacuations put togethet: 
ſo that if the meat and drink of one day be eight — in weight, the inſenſible tranſpitat ion wil be 
tive pound: he is very curious in this matter. Whac light he hach left to the finding out of Cauſes, 
and Curing Diſeates, I leave to be judged by the Learned. : . 

To the patt receiving, you muſt conſider the imbecillity, or other diſpoſition to receive and atttact 
defluxion. In regard ot weakneſs, it is an uſual iay ing among Phyſitiars, That the. ftronger parts

Whence Hippocrates (peaking of a Phthifis ot Conſumption in his ficſt Buok 
Diſeaſes, ſaith chus : The Lungs being in draw bumors from tbe whol body, and eſpecially 
from the bead; and the bead being made hot from the body, ſpits forth that thick matter. 

There are two wa ies by which che humors are carried from the bead incothe interior parts, eicher 
internal ot external: The internal way is when the humor flows from the parts under the Skull, 
chiefly from che Ventricles of the brain, and makes divers diſeaſes and ſymptomes according to the 
diverſicy of the pacts receiving, ot which ſome have peculiar names, according cothole vulgar Verſes 
i alerni:

At:er chu fictt Purge, let the Phyſitian conſider ſeriouſly with himſelf, whether he may bleed ot 
dot. Fot it is diſallowed in this caſe by almoſt al Practitionets, becauſe it is a Chronical Dileate 
of long continuance, coming of a cold diſtemper and of a flegmy humor. Hence they tear leſt by 
blood-Jercing, the Brain ſhould be made more cold, and ſo beget more flegm, and leſt che conj unct 
caule of che Diſeaſe ſhould be more incteſſated or thickned, and ſo become more difficult co be di- 
cuſſed and diſſipated. But although their Opinion may take place as to old men, and ſuch as ate of 
a Phlegmatick Couſtitut ion, yet it is not to be admitted to them that are yong, ot of a hot Conſti- 
tut ion, eſpecially if thete be manifeſt ſigns that blood doth predominate; for then there is no doubt 
but leaſonable blood · letting may much profit. Nay, where the aforeſaid ſigns of blood do appen, 
it is profitable in the judgment of Paulus and Ætius aſtet the Vein in the Arm is opened, to open 
the particular Veins of the Head, and thoſe which ate neereft the Eyes, namely, the Frontal and 
Temple Veins, and choſe which are in the corners of the Eyes neer che coot of the Noſe. But you 
may betcer apply Horſ- leeches co the Forehead, as allo behind the Ears. Some Pcacticioners do te- 
late, that ſome by a wound in che Forebead have been cured of blindneſs. In which it is moſt pro- 
bable that che cauſe of their blindneſs was the compreſſion of the optick Nerves by che Veins and At- 
ter ies adjoyning, and (welling wich coo much blood, which the Wounds aforeſaid emptied ſoith. 
Wbence Spigelius (at — reports in his Book of the Eyes) was wont in Gutta ſerena with 
good ſucceis co open the middle Vein inthe Forebead, and let it bleed while it ſtopt ot it ſell.

CHAP, II, 
Of the Diſeaſe of the Vitrous, or Glaſſy Humor. 


He Vicrous Humor is next under che Cryſtalline, and cherefore it is made by Nature erat 
ſpagent, that the Species carried to the Opt ick Nerve may be pute and clean. It theretoce 
the cleernels of that humor be hindered by the mixture of another, and ſo made duiky: 

according to the degtee of that duikineis or toulnefs, the ſight is eithet diminiſhed or aboliſhed. 

Moteover, I his humot may be out of order in reſpect of its ſcituation; namely, when any par: 
of it by a blow ot contuſion ſhal be brought before the Cryſtalline z for then the ſight wil be du- 
kened, in regard the vitious Humor is more thick than the watery, and therefore the ſpecies of the 
objects cannot be carried pure and cleec unto the Cryftalline. 

The firſt affect, namely the Mixtion of a Humor with it, cannot be perceived by any ſigns, but only 
it is judged probable by reaſon, for the vittous Humor cannot be ſeen, or its condition known ; and 
cherefore Practitioners are conſtrained to contound it, and co make it one with G utta ſerena, becaule 
no fault appears in the Eye, and this they do without offence to the Patient, in regard any tumor 
that are mixed with the vicrous, are to be diſcuſſed with the ſame Remedies that a Grtta ſerena 1 
cured,

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CHAP. IV. 


Of the Diſeaſes of the Watery Humor, and eſpecially 
of a Suffuſton. 


| He Watery Humor is out of it: Natural Condition, when it is diſtempered in quanticy or 


quality. When the Diſtempec is in quantity; it is enlarged oc dununthed, and makes the 

Pupilla be dilated or conttacted, which Dileaics ſhal be mentioned in ctieu places, Whey 
the diftempec is in quality, it becomes thicker, and (hat comes from another Humor mixed with ir, 
and that is called Suffuſion, which we here ipeak of, For although Galen 1. de Symp. cauy. cap. a. 
ſneweth that a Suffuſion may come from the condenſation of the watecy bumor wiithouc the accels of 
an exctementit ious Humor: yet becauſe it bappens ſeldom, and is known rather by imagination 
than att, and is altogether incurable : omitting char, we (hal ſpeak of that Suffuſton only which 
cometh from the aMlux of another excrement or humor. T his 15 called in Greek Vvo:;1ue, in Lat 
Sufſufio, by the Acabians Water, vulgarly a Cataract. Some Authors would diftingirth thele 
names, and make them ſigniſie divers ſorts of this Diſeate: they call it in the beginning (wen the 
ſight is only a little darkened) a Suffuſion; but when it 1s grown older, and ſonthing gathered into 
che Pupil,appears like water, chen they cal it only Aqua, Water: but when the mattet is grown tink 
in the Pupilla, and the fighc almoſt gone, then they cal it a Cat atact. A Suffuſion comes trom a ſe- 
tous Watery Humor ſpread in the {pace between the Cornea and the Cry ſtalline: and ſince a Wares 
ry Humor is contained in that Ipace, it may wel be reckoned among che Dileaſes ot the Watery 
Humor. 

Thi is the Cauſe of a true Suffuſion : There is another Baſtard Suffuſion which comes from va- 
pors ſent trom the 8tomach and other parts into the Eyes. Galen 4. de loc. aff. cap. 2, taught that 
vapors may be ſent from che Head to the Eyes, and make a Baſtard Sutffufion ; but alcbough Au- 
thors ipeak ot two forts ot Suffuſions, yet they are for the moſt part united, and a ſpurious or talte 
Pleureſie is complicated or Joyned with a true one; becauſe vapors ſent fromthe lower parts to the 
Brann, are eaſily carried to thoſe parts of the Head which are weakened with any Diſeate, and this 
appears in that all ttoubled with Suffuſions are leſs croubled, and fee better in the morning chan at 
noon or night, becaute atcer dinner orſupper many vapors ate ſent up trom the Stomach to the Eye: 
which difturb che ſight. And Experience teacheth, That men ſo diſeaſed have their fight more dul 
and dak preſently after meat, than a few hours after. Moceover,all that have a Suffuſion relate tha; 
they tec in the Ait lictle bodies, as Gnats, Fly es, Haus, Cobwebs, and the like; which could not b: 
but by the groli vapors which ate {ent to the Eye, and thete move: for although Authots ſuppole 
that theſe repreſentations depend upon ſome thick Humors contained in the Eye, which make a Sui- 
fuſion : yet this is not credible, Becauſe then ic ſhould alwaies move in the Eye, to repreſent thole 
little Bodies which fly in the Air, which is contrary to Reaſon. But rather without queſtion, clic 
yapors are in perpetual motion, and ſo can repreſent thole flying fancies, 

A Wacery Humor is the chief and moſt ordinary cauſe of a Suffuſion, yet other Humors at eaſt 
in a ſmal quantity may be mixed therewith : and it Choller be mixed, then it is cicrine or yellowilh; 


if Melancholy, then it is a black Suffuſion. f 

Aud thoſe Humors uſe to flow to the Eyes when they ate weak, either Naturally, ot by Acc 

dent. 
From a Natural debility comes a thruſting forth of the Eyes, for they who have ſuch Eyes, ate 
very ſubject to a Suffuſion ; for ſuch Eyes uſe to be great, and therefore che vertue ſpread abroads 
Jeſs in them: as alſo by reaſon of their largeneſs they do more eaſily receive humots and vapor. 
Exrecnal cauſes make an accidental or adventicious debilicy, as a ſttoak, contuſion, baths,a Southern 
and rainy habitat ion or ſeaſon, heat ohe Sun, imoak, concinual reading, eſpecially by candle light, 
and the bke : All which may alſo cauſt a flux of humors to the Eyes. 

Now the Humors flow from the Brain to the Eyes by the Veins, by the Tunicle called Une, ard 
by che Optick Nerve. The Veins by which they flow are divers: eithet thoſe which come ſtom the 
Pericranium to the Conjuntti va, thence to the Cornea and Uvea : or thoſe which come from che 
Meninger, trom which tome branches come to the Membranes of the Eye, from which Membranes, 
— pecially from the Vea, the excrementitious humors may eaſily fall into the watery humot beirg 

o neer. 8 
Finally, Humors may eaſily be carried by the Optick Nerve from the Brain; by the Tunica Re- 
tifarmis nd Aranea, to the Cryſtalline; and then the mattet of the Suffuſion ſticks upon che iu*

Fuſt, in Grit ſerena the light quite gone, ot much diminiſhed, no hutt appea- 
ring in the Eye: On the couttaty, Ia a Suffuſion which we cannot lee, there is only a imal decay of 
ſighc, bec . ule the ſerous humor from whence ic proceeds, is thin, and tranſpatent, fo that it may be 
pierced by che ſpecies of Obj ects like Glaſs, Secondly, They differ in this, For the moſt part in a 
Suffuſion, che Sight is not equally hindered in al parts of the Pupilla z but the objects ſomtimes ate 
ſeen bettet when they ate direct before che Eye, ſomtumes when they ate oppoſite to che cotnec of the 
Eye, becauſe the humor isthicker or thinner in one parc of the Pupilla than che other. 

Thicdly, la a crue Suffuſion the Symptomes ate continual, and have no intermiſſion: ina baftacd 
Suffuſion, they ate ſomcimes encrealed and remicted, as che vapors ate more or lels which ate ſent uns 
to the Brains So they ate fewer when che ſtomach is empty, chan when it is ful, eſpecially preſents 
ly afcer meat, for then a greater company of vapors do aſcend, which ſent to che Eyes repreſen to 
the ſight, Flies, Gnacs, Cobwebs,and ſuch like ſmal bodies, not alwa ies, but at (ome times only. Wh 
little bodies repreſented in the Air, depend upon the Vapot as afoteſaid: but in regard the Eyes are 
weakened by a crue Suffuſion there u almoſt a continual lending up of vapors unto them, and cherfore 
there is a continual appearance of cheſe little bodies flying in che Air, reover, there is a conſtant 
dackaeſs of fight in a crue Suffuſion, being alwaies after che ſame manner, as if al the objects were 
ſeen through a cloud or thick glaſs, which is the proper fign of thu Dueaſe: bur in a baſtard Suffu- 
ſton, thete is ſomt imet a greater, ſomcimes a leſs, and touit imes almoſt no dumne(s at al of the Sight, 
even as che vapors are many, or few, or none that ate ſent to the Eyes. 

Laſtly, A ccue Suffuſion grows in a ſhort time, and is confirmed for the moſt part in ſix months, 
and ſomcimes ic encreaſech in a few daies : and Fernelius ſaith, 3. Pathol. cap. 5. chat a Suffuſion 
was perfect in one day, which we alſo have often ſeen : but a baſtard Suffution contiguerh many 
yeers without erncceale.

The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe, is to be diver ſly made, according to 
divers {ealons : For when a Suffuſion is only begun, when che Patient can perceive a0 object as 
chrough a cloud, it is curable as Galen ſaith, 14. Meth. Cap. ult. and Celſus lib. G. cap. 6. which Op- 
nion wants a reſtriction : Namely, ifche Patient be yong, but in old it is incurable : and if the eyes 
be not naturally of a weak conſtitution. We alſo have ſeen ſome that have been cured in fifteen dayes 
ſpace, of a Suſſuſion newly begun; who have been above fifty yeers of age, only by univerſal Pure 
ging, {weating Diet, anda Velicatocy, without any othet application of Topicks. 

his Cure is bettet wrought in a warm air and in Summet time, becauſe che Pores ate then open, 
the matter or the Diſeaſe is more movable and obedient 3 ſo that oftentimes it diſchatgeth ic ſelt by 
ſeege; which, is very much to the Cure of this Diſeaſe : as Hippocrates ſheweth, Aph. 16. Sect. 6. 
jo theſe words, It is a good ſign, when men with ſore Eyes, have a looſe belly. 

If a Suffuſion come trom an acute Feaver, a Peripneumonia, a Phcenzy, or from a violent pain 
of the Head, it is hard co be Cured, 

A Catatact or Suffuſion confirmed when the matter is grown thick, cannot be diſcuſſed with Medi- 
cines, but muſt be couched with a Needle. 

This Operation is not ſafe 3 and often bath ill ſucceſs: For either the Tunicle Urea is totu, or by 
the pain and inflamation, a new flux of Humors is brought to the Eye, which hath been long before 
weak : and many other inconveniences by which che light is for ever loſt. But ſince this Operation 
hath been ſomtimes ſucceſsful, it may be tryed by thoſe who have no other hopes of Cute; Foc

He Tunicle called Uvea, out of Galen, 1. de ſympt.cauſ. cap. 2. is obnoxious to divers dil 
| caſes, and eipecially co Ruption, Diſtoction, Dilatation, and Conſtrict ion. 


A Ruption may come both of an external Cauſe, as ſttoak ot contuſion; and of an in 
ward, ten much humor diftendeth and breaketh che Tunicle: but chis being incucabs 
concernech not us. 

A Diſtortion of the Vea cannot be but in the firſt conſtitut ion of it, becauſe it adhæteth to th 
Cornea. Theretore Galen in the place quoted doth only reckon it among the different ſympt oma 
of the Urea : and doch not ſtand to explain it, becauſe ic is of no concernment in the practice d 
Phyfick. We thetefote omitting the ficſt two differences,wil only inſiſt upon the e xplainic g ol tie 
Dilacar ion, and Conftridtion of the Pupilla. 

The Dilatation ot che Pupilla,which is a bole in the Vea Tunicle, by which the Species of Ot Nie 
pats into the Eye, is called in Greek Mydryaſis ; this hurts che ſight becauſe too much light goed 
into the Eye; hence it is that they which have this diſeaſe, ſee beccer in a dai kiſſi place chan in a lich 
Which appears by Natural and ordinary change in the Pupilla in bright and obicute places; la 
when t he Sight is exerciſed in a cleer light place, the Pupilla is contracted that the light may go ley 
into the Eye, and not hurt it with too much, by diſſipating and ditperling the Spirits; aud hence iti 
that they which go out of a very light place into a daik, fee almoſt nothing at the it firſt entty: be 
cauſe the Pupilla being formerly contracted, doch not in an obſcure place receive light enough to make 
a perfect Sight. After, when they have continued a while in an obſcure place, the Pupilla is by d- 
grees dilaced, to receive more light, for che cleering of Sight, and then thole things which at ficft e- 
trance were not ſeen, ate cleerly perceived, On the contrary, they which go out of a dai k, into a vw 
ry light place, cannot at ficſt endure the light, and cheu Eyes ace much dazled, becauſe che Pupull 
being much dilated before in the dark place for to get light enough into the Eye, when it comes (ud 
denly thus enlarged into a gteat light, too much light gets into the Eye, and ſo makes ic dazle and d- 
ſturbs the Sighr, Whence it appears, that light neceſſary co ſight ought to pals into the Eye in! 
moderate quantity, and for the receiving thereof, it is neceſlary that the Pupilla be moderate) 
large. 

CA VSES. Now the Preternatural Dilation of the Papilla is either in the ficſt original 
which is not to be tampeted with z or comes of Preteruatural cauſet, which are internal ot extetnal. 

The neereft and moft immediate of the internal Cauſes, is the ſtretching of che Uvea, which com 
eicher of drineſs or tepletion. | 

Drin ſtretch the Vea, and makes the form of the Pupilla larger, as when Leather pierctl 
through, when it is dried hath the hole Jargec : And this dry diſtempet comes from long watchirg 
Feavers, and other drying cauſes. 

The cepletion of the Uvea when is diſtendeth ic on every ſide, makes the Pupilla larger, and chi 
is produced either of vapors, and wind ſent into the Eye, or of bumors flowing thither, ot from the 
excraoctinary encreale of the watery humor of the Eye, or laſtly from the 1welling of the Tunict 
Uvea ic ſelf. To thele Cauſes we may ad, the Convulſion of the Uvea, which appearetb chiefly u 

ileptical fits; for then al the Nervous and Membtanous parts are diſtended , and fo i alſo the 

ven ; and this appears chiefly moſt manifeſt in Epilepcick Childcen, in whom che dilacion of ite 
Pupilla is ſo great, that it is over al che Circle called lis, and cherefore the ſight is abolithed, 

The internal Caules are, a ftroak, or a fall, or a retention of the Spirits, as in Women in Child 
birth, and Trumperers. A rock ot fal make a de fluxion to the Eyes, bence comes extending ofcht 
1 7 : retention of Spirte makes wind and humoti, from whence comes diſtent ion. 

I AGNOSTICHK. The know ledg of this Diſeaſe is not difficult, becauſe it may be ſee! 
with yout Eyes, eſpecially if the Phylirinn knew before it became inſiem how large naturally che Pur 
pilla was; as alſo if chere be a hinderance of che ſight by reatan of the over lacgeneſi of ir. 

Moreover, The natural largeneſs of the Pupilla is known by this: If when you ſhut one Eye, tbe 
Pupilla of che other is larger, which wil not be in a Prececnacucal dilatation, becauſe then che Urs 
cannot be furcher extended, 

Laſtly, It this dilatation of che Pupilla be only in one Eye, it is Peetetnatutal, and ſignifieth ore 
Eye only is affected. 

PROGNOSTICH, Ai to the Prognoſtick. The Dilatation of the Pupilla from tte 
original fo, is incurable ; but chat which comech afcer is hardly cured, eſpecially that which comes

CHAP. VII. 


Of Albugo, or the white Spot called Pin and Web, and of 
other Colours of the ( ornea changed. 


He Natural Conſtitution of the Cornea Tunicle is deſtroyed when ic loſeth ics brightneſs and 
ttanſpatentneſi ʒ or when it is infected with another color, 

It loſeth brigh:neſs when it is grown thicker ; now the Cornea doth grow thick by drineſs, as i 
old men, which is incurable or by groſs humors faſtened upon it, which happenech often in an Op 
chalmy ; when either by too much uſe of Reſolving Medicines the chinner parts of che humor ate 
diſlolved, and the chick remain: Or when by an extraordinary uſe of cold Medicines che humor ate 
thickued : and the Cornea doth not only become thicker in that part unto which the humor is faſte 
ned, but ic alſo conttacteth a white color, which is called Leucoma, or Albugo ; ſomtimes this all 
comes from a Scar afcer an Ulcer, whereby the Cornea is made thicker in that part, and loſeth i 
tranſpatentneſs. 

Differences. The Differences ate divers, as they are more or leſs thick; one doth poſſeſs only the 
ſuperficies of the Cornea : another lies more deep, and pierceth the whol Cotnea: anocher is preacer, 
and poſſeſſech che whol Pupilla,or the greateſt parc thereof: another is leſs, and — but 
a little ſpace of the Pupilla, and then it is properly called Macula, or Pin and Web. 

The Cornea is altered in Color when it is blood-fhor, which Diſeaſe i called Savillatio, and chen 
al Objects appear red: Or when Choller is got into ir, as in choſe who have the yellow Jaundice; 
and then the Objects uſe to appear yellow according to Galen Doctrine, which is co be under tool 
of a great effuſion of Choller upon the Cornea, for if it be only bgtely died cherewith, which often 
happeneth ( for che Tunicle Adnata receiveth more Choller chan che Cornea) then the Objedt 
wil not ſeem yellow, but as they naturally ate. 

DIAS NOSTIC N. Theſe Diſeaſes need their peculiar Diagnoſis for the knowledg 
them; becauſe they ate appatent co che Senſes, but eſpecially Albago, which is thicker and mote 
white, and more bindereth che fight : So alſo that which is more ſupetficial is more white 3 but chit 
which is deeper declineth unto black, becauſe it is neeret to che Uvea, which being ics ſelf black, con- 
municates its colot unto that.

CHAP. VIII. 


Of Ophthalmia, or Inflamation of the Eyes. 


He Tunicle called Adnata is ſo joydꝰd to the Cornea, that many diſeaſes are in hoch; 1 
the Inflamation of the Eyes, though it is proper to che Adnata, yet it is otten extended to 
the Cornea, and produceth divers Diſeales in ic, namely, UIlcers, Hypopyon, when matter 
is undecneach, go ot Pin and Web, and others. 80 alſo Puſtals, and ocher Tumor, 

Wounds, and Ulcers are common to both Tunicles. Therefore becauſe all che Diteaſes ot theſe Ty 


bicles cannot be ſpoken of ſeverally, we will only ſpeak of the Diſeaſes of the Adnata before we 
{peak more of the Cornea. J. 

Beginning with an Ophthalmy ; We ſay chat it is, as che word in Greek ſheweth, only an Iuflam- 
mation of the Eye, and by al Authors it is uſed for the Inflammation of the Adnata, ot Conjunthivu, 
It is called by the Latines Lippitudo or blood-ſhotnels ſince Cornelius Celſas. 

DIFFERECES his Iuflamat ion, as ic is greater ot leſs, hach a three-fold diffecence, 
The ficft is called in Greek Taraxis, in Latin Conturbatio, which according to Paulus comet 
from an external cauſe, namely, the Sun, ſmoak, duſt, oy l, a nd the like: but ic may alia come ot an 
internal, namely, by fault of the ftomach afcer drinking of Wine, ot other Diſtempers z and this ut 
light Inflamation called Phlagoſii, with a ſmal pain and redneſs, yet it ſomtimes curneth into a true 
Ophthalmy, and is che otigina l of it. 

But a true Ophthalmy comes alwaies from an internal cauſe, and it is a ttue Inflamation wich 
which tu mot, redneſs, and pain, it is called by Celſus, Lippitudo or blood - ſnocneis, becaule here 
cleaveth a thick excrement, which the Lacins call Lippa. 

The third is called Chemoſes in Greek ; in Latin Chemoſir alſo, and it is when an In flammatio 
groweth ſo bigh that it u very great with vehement pain, and both the Eyebcows are inverced ſo, that 
che Eyes can ſcarce be coveced there with; and the white of the Eye ſtands bigher, and the ted doth 
cover moſt pact of the Irin or Giccle, In Cbildten, and ſuch as have great Eyes, chis bach often hap- 
pened, and it comes from a great repletion, and from flegmy bumors. 

There is another difference of che Ophchalmy taken out of Hippocrates, Aph. 14. Set. 3. by 
which it is divided untoa moiſt and a dry Opbchilmy : The moift Opht halmy is that which is u. 
ready deſcribed, and hath a weeping. But the dey Ophthalmy called by Hippocrates, Xeropbtha- 
mia, which cometh in dry weather, is made of Choller, or burnt or aduft Melancholy, and is ſud 
as wanteth humidity in parc, and therefore there is no weeping. There are other ſubdiviſions from 
the adj uncts; for it there be an icching joyned with it, ic tx called Pſoropbihalmia; but it is come 
with hardneſs of the Eye-lids, it is called Sclerophtbalmia 

There is alſo another difference of Ophthalmies, taken out of Galen, 2. de diff; febrium, cap . ii. 
where he ſaich, That ſome are Periodical, or ſuch as cometh by fics, to thoſe wbich have a vecy bot 
and moiſt head, and weak Eyes, fit co ceceive a defluxion. Thele after many yeers have a conſump- 
tion of theic Eyes, and loſe their fight 3 hence it is called Tabida Ophthalmia, or a conſuming Opt- 
thalmy, or an Ophthalmy which ends in a conſumption of the Eye.

Fu ſt open a Vem (having given a Clyſter ) on the contrary Arm, and do it often, til you hare 
made ſullicient Evacuation and Revulſion: For Avicen teacheth, That ina true Ophthalmy you 
may let blood til they faint. But Galen, lib. de curat. per ſangu, miſſ. cap. 17. tels a ſtory ofa 
Ste wald which was freedof a great Ophchalmy by blood- letting: firſt chree pound; and four boun 
after one pound: And in his 16. cap. of the ſame Book he affitmeth, That Ophtbalmies ate oſten a 
red in an hours ſpace only by Phlebotomy : which could not be but by looſing of -a great quautiry, 
as they did in thoſe times in that caſe. 

Phlebotomy muſt be tegulated and moderated according to the temper, age, ſex, ſtrength, and 
kind of the Diſeaſe; for in a Plet horick body, and when it comes from blood, you muſt cake a grew 
ter quantity: but in a Chollerick body, or Melancholly, ot Flegmacick, and other Cuccumſtancy 
which prohibic blood · letting, you muſt cake leſs. 

It che hol body be ful ot blood, firſt open the Liver or Median vein, after the Head vein ; bu 
if you intend to loſe but litt le blood, begin with the Head veio. 

But in them who have a ſtoppage of any ordinary accuſtomed Evacuation by the Terms or He 
mort hoids, you muſt open the veins beneath, or apply Leeches to the Hemotthoid veins.

The Salt ot Lead chffolved in Roſe Water, or Water and Vinegar, ot mixed with Pomatum, dad 
powerſully cool che inflamat ion. 

In the encteaſe of the Diteaſe you muſt mix —— with Repelling Medic ines, and therefore ya 
muſt put in the water ot Eyebright, Fennel, Celondine, and the Mucilage of Linfeeds, Altbææ, a 
Marſh-mallows, and F&nugteek, Gal. 13. Meth. commends eſpecially the Decoction of Fenugiecl 
becaufe it digeſteth, concocteth, and moderately tepelleth: but you muſt fift the Fenugreek to tal 
out the duft, and after wah it often in warm Water, before you boyl it, ot make the Mucilage of i 
You may thus make a Collyrium.

Moreover, This D:teafe is not only nouriſhed by defluxion, but by congeſtion whereby there x 
diftemper brought into the parc, which alſo 1s Bacd to cute. 

But for the Cure of it you muſt firft obi / tve whether the Diſeaſe come not from a hot Diſtemre 
of the Liver, as often it doth ; and then you muſt ficſt admnitter ſuch chings as amend that. And 
chiefly attet convenient Pucging aud blerd /g, Bachs are good, Whey, and Mmecal Waters of Vi 
triol, as alſo Hori-leeches applied to the Hemorrhoids. 

But if the matter of the Diteate come only trom che diſtemper of the Brain through which ware 
Humors flow to the eyes be ing nuxed with ſome blood: then you muſt fal co purging the head wit 
ardinary Pills, twice, thrice, ot tout times in a month, after you have given univetſal Medicines, a 
Apozemes or the like; which you may make according to out deictiption in the cure of cold Dijeaſs

But if che matter which hindeceth che ſight cannot be thus cured neicher, Galen in the place cite 
flies co Manual Operation, or Chytutgery 3 whom Ætius and others do follow, which 1 done by 
picking of che Eye, which is uſed allo in a Cataract. Which Operation, as it is little uled in or 
tunes, Io it tequiteth che hand of a moſt skilful Chyturgeon; and « is much to be teared, leſt wha 
the Coruea is opened, the Watery Humor come forth with che matter.

It is aboliſhed by Deafneſi, diminiſhed by thickneſs of Hearing, depraved 
by a noiſe in the Bars. The Action common to all the Inſtruments of Sence, 1 Feeling, by wbich 
they are ſubjeth to pain. The fault in the Excrement is ſeen by all tboſe things which come preter- 
naturally out of the Rar. So this whol Book hath four Chapters. The firſt is of Deafneſs and 
thick Hearing. The ſecond of noiſe in the Ears, Tbe third of pain in the Ears. The fourth of 
thoſe things which preternaturally come forth of the Ears.

Laſtly, It che Diſeaſe be ſo ftubborn that ic will not yield to the Medicines preſcribed, it wil not 
be acniſsco uſe che laſt Remedy which is preſcribed by Fonſeca, conſult. 58. tom. 2. namely, an 
action with Quizk-lilver, becauſe when Deatneſs comes of the French Pox, it is ſo cured, and 
it may be when it comes otherwile z and the reaſon 18, becauſe Quick» ſilvet dotb diſſolve and diſculis 
hard tumoti, when they ate gat het ed upon any parr, and therefote when flegm.is gathered in the Ears, 
hich no other meant can diſſolve, Quick. ſilvet may diſſolve it.

He ſence of Hearing is hindeted by noiſe in the Ears; for as the Eyes muſt be void of al colors 
that they may truly percewe che colors of al Objects, and when they have a peternacural co- 
oc, as in 2 re ſight is deptaved; ſo the Ears muſt have no ſound in themſelves, that they 


may more diſtinctly receive al other tounds z ald if there be any noiſe in them, the Hearing is depta- 
ed. Thu is called in Greek Paracouſes, in Litin Obauditio, vulgarly a noiſe in the Ears. 
CAUVSES. 

This comes from a ptet ernatural motion of the Ait which is naturally contained in the Earsz fore 
8 Ariſtotle (auch, Though che natural Au in the Eat do move, yet the noiſe is not heard you 
top che Ears with che hollow of your hand, or the like, for then che hearing is more inward when 
be out ward air is kept out. Thus is ſeen by Experience, when one ſtoppeth bis Ears, and holds the 
handle of an Inftrumenc in his teeth, the ſound wil be four times greater chan when his Ears are open, 
or it paſſeth chrough che mouth, there is a Natural motion of air in the Bat by the Spiritus Acowe- 
ticos contioually working, Bur if ic be coo violently moved, then there is a precernatural noiſe in 
je Ear which binderech che hearing.

Weakrieſs of Heat ing uſeth to malce a noiſe in the Ears, as in ſick people, becauſe every ſence d.

if the vapor be much, thick, and of quick mot ioa, it wil make a noiſe lite ſwift tunning water, ot lik 
a drum, or like ſome ſuch Muſical Inftrumenc, or a cuſhing wind, ot the like; but if it be little, thid 
and move quick, the noiſe is like the falling of a Tree or Houle. 

It ic be much, thin, and ſwift in motion, it caulech a hiſſing, or is like falling of a gentle Water. | 
it be litt le, thin, and quick in motion, it cauſeth a tinkling. If it be much, chick; aad of flow mocic, 
it makes a mucmuring noiſe. If che matter be litt le, thick, and flow in motion, ic makes a kind ot whis 
pet ing noiſe. It it be much thin, and of flow motion, ic cauſeth a biſſing. And laftly, Becauſe it 
degrees of chickneſs and chinneſs, of greatneſs and ſmalneſs, of ſwiftneſs and ſlownels, ace infivit; 
therefore thece ace innumerable torts of ſounds in the Ears, 

DIAG. There is no certain knowledg of the cauſes aforeſaid, as Galen teacheth 3. de com 
med. ſec. loc. c.

T bac che fault u in the Ears, appears by a continual noiſe without any intermiſſion. 

We know that that diſeaſe comes trom a cold matter; if che Patient be better for the uſe of ba 
things, and it in time of health great noiſe be not much diſturbance, 

The difference of ſounds above mentioned, do ſhew whether che diſeaſe comes of thick or thi, 
many ot fe vapors, it wil eaſily appear by what bach been ſaid. 

When it comes from che weaknels of the faculty of Hearing; as from ſome Diſeaſer aſoregoing d 
which che Patient is (carce recovered, 

We conjecture that ic comes from a hot diſtemper, and from anexquiſice ſence coming thereupo!, 
when the Patient perceivech a heat in his head about bis Ears z when ſome bot Cauſes went betor, 
and Medicines that ditcuſs wind do encreaſe the dileaſe: asalſo when the Patient in time of bis bealtd 
could not endure any great noiſe by reaſon of che exquiſitneſs of ſence.

Sarcoma groweth chiefly in the loweft part of the Noie, where ic is fleſhly ; but Polypis grows y

cured, and is like to be a Cancer, Alſo that Polypus which — low, ot iu the middle of the m

CURE. Both ate cured with che ſame Medicines, which ate ſo to be ordered thac the ſupetſu 
ous fleſh may be taken away; but ficft you muſt remove the antecedent Cauſe, chat is, che fly 
bumoc which cometh from the Head, which you muſt do by a drying and attenuating Diet, genen 
purging, by Revullion, derivation anddrying of the head; al which may be done by chute Remede 
which ate ptelciibed in che cute of the cold diftemper of the Brain, being diſcceetly uled; ard 4 
though many Authors commend the Decoction of Guazacum with a dry ing diet, you muſt cake heel 
leſt by ſo doing you mix the flegm wich hot humors, and ſo it turn into a Cancer. 

Aftet this, you mult cake off che ſupertluous fl-ſh with Caufticks, or with Ciſſets made purpoſe 
ly, and then cicatt e. But in che beginning ot this diſeaſe, it may be cured wich only ftrong dries 
and aſtringents; and conſtantly you maſt apply ſuch kind of Medicines ficft, betore you come u 
ſtronger.

Chap, 3. Of the loſs of Smelling. 


He Senſe of Smelling is hindered and hurt three waies, as other Actions are, that is, by dimini- 
ſhing, aboliſhing, and depraving. 
CAVSES The Cauſes ace the ſame that diminiſh, and aboliſh the Smelliag, only they 
iffer in degrees, namely, diſtemper, obſtruction, and aſttiction. 
A cold and moift diſtemper joyned with tlegm, as it can eaſily make any Senſe dull, ſo doth it e- 
pecially hinder che 8Smelling, or aboliſh it; hence it is that che Smelliog is often hutt when chece is a 
tarth, ot a Coryqa, tor cold doth either diminiſh ot aboliſh che Senſe, becauſe ic doth dull and 
aken the Natutal bear, which is the producer of every action. 
Obſtruction comes alſo from flegm which fils the ſenſible Paſſages, as che Noftrils 3. and alſo the 
enſible ; as che Potes of the Brain, and che Pioct ſſus of che Temples, called Mamillares, to that 
loents and imels cannot come to the parts: it may allo come of a Sarcoma, Poly pus, or other 
ſe filling and ſtopping che Noſttils. 
Aſttiction ſomcimes may come from tlegm gathered in che fore part of the Brain, and compreſ- 
the Proceſſus Mamillares, as we ſaid of che diminiſhing of ſight, from the aſtt iction of che Op- 
tk Nerves. This aſtriction way alſo come from che Natural ſhape of che Noſtcils, hen they ace 
ſtraight that thete is no free paſſage for the Scents. 
The Cauſe ot Smelling depraved , is a ſtink alwaies coming to the Noſttils, eicher from an Ulcer 
re, ot from ſtinking tlegai in the Noſtrils, and Os Etþmoides : for thoſe things which putriſie 
der in che very ſenſe of Smelling, or neet it in the Meninges, ate not ſmelt by the Patient, bur by 
m that ſtand by; for it is fit that whatſoevet toucheth the ſenſe of Smelling, ſhould be c

CURE.+ The Cute is performed by removing the Cauſes, and appeaſing the Symptom. 

The Cure of an Ulcer, Sacroma, and Polypus is above mentioned : but you muſt cake away tt 
putrid Humor in the Brain, Proceſſus Mamillares, ot Os Etbmoides, by emptying and Cleuſq 
means.

Lthough Neez ing come often to ſound men, and uſeth to be ſo light an Affect that it deſervech 
not the name of a Symptom z yet ſomt imes ic is ſo ttoubleſom, that it requiceth 8 Phyſician : 
we may read in Foreſtus. Obſ. 127. Lib. 10. in bis Hiſtory of a certain Maid which had ſo grie- 
pus a ſit of Neezing from a {harp lalt Catarrh, that ſhe had the advice of mauy Phy ſic iim. This is 
poficmed by che old Cuftom of lay ing God bleſs you to him that Neezzch 5 which ſome ſay came 
om hence, la the time of Gregory the Great thete was an ordinary Dueaſe of Neezing by which che 
atiencs died ; albeit ſome ſay that Cuſtom is more antient. 

Sternutation is a (witt motion of the Brain, wich which the breath is forced out of the Noſe for 

ze throwing forth of thiagi that offend : By the Brain we under ſtand not only the ſubſtance thete- 

+ bur the whol Body with its Membranes ; eſpecially che fore Membranes, which are eſpecially 
pncracted in chis Diſeaſe, which we may gat her from hence, Becauſe when we hold up the bead we 
eeze moreealily ; for then the matter provoking (which tor the molt part is windy and tends na- 
rally upwards ) is more eaſily caccied to that patt. 

But the motion which happens in Neezing belongs co the Natural Expulſive Faculty of the Brain 
d ics Membcanes,according to & alen, 2.de ſymp. cauſ. cap. 1. where diftinguiſhing Neezing from 

embling and Palpitation, he ſaitb, That Palpitat ion comes only from a Dileaſe : Trembling from 
ature and a Diſeaſe: but Net z ing from Nature only. 

But Galey ac the ſicſt ſight ſeems co contradict himſelf; who in Cap. 4. of the ſame Book ſaich, 
hat a Cough and Neezing ace Sy mproms of the Voluntary Faculty; but it is no contradiction: 
dd Galen cleers himſelt wxtely ; ſay ing, That in Neezing the Animal Faculty doth concur only ſes 
ndacily ; becauſe in Neezing breath is lent from the Head, and from the Lung; yet che Head gives 

original of che motion to the Rreaſt ; for when it haſteneth to ſend forth choſe rhings chat offend 
the Nole, it uſeth both waies at once co ſend forth breath : One way which it makech by it ſelf; 
other way which ic maketh by che Nerves, deſcending like long arms into the Breaft ; whence Ga» 

, Com. Af. 31. Seth. 7. teacheth, That Neezing comes wich antecedent inſpiration or taking in 

breach when Natute gachers ic cogether.co make Scernucation, then the aic which focth of che

Progn. becauſe from the ſhaking of che Brain in neez ing, che pay 
of the Breaſt ate violently pulled and corn 3 from whence the Intlamation is encteaſed, and theres 
no other evacuation of the matter cauſing the diſeaſe; but for the expelling of flegm contained int 
Griſtles of che Lungs, which could not be caſt out by a Cough : Galen ſheweth that neez ug is goc 
Gal 2. de ſymp. cauſ. cap. 5, & G. 

CURE. The Cure when it is neceſſary, or when neezing bringeth inconveniencies, is mit 
ficft by removing of che external Cauſes, if it come from them. It it come of an internal Caule, yu 
muſt remove that alſo, by Evacuations, Revellers, Decivers, and Diſcuſlers. 

Ita hor diſtemper ot the Brain or any other parc ſend ſharp vapors to the Noftrils and inward 
ninges. Then you muſt open a Vein, and then purge, then cevel che vapors with Ft ictions, and l- 

atures, with Cupping-glaſſes to the Shoulders, allo ule o:ber Revelling, Deriving, and Dia 
— Medicines, comb the Head, pull the Ears, tub the Eyes, blow che Noſe, and hold & 
eath. 

Laftly, To take away ſharpneſs, and binder the Noſtrils from being provoked, it is good to ui 
the vapor oi hot water into the Nole; or to anoint the Noftrils with Oyl of Roſes, ſweet Almond 
Violers, or with freſh Butter; or co (nuff up warm Milk into the Note; by which only Rent

gbr word Hemorrbagia,vulgarly ſigniſieth any flux of blood coming from any part. But ped 
liarly, when ic is named ſimply of Hippocrates, it ſignifiech only that flux which cometh fa 
che Noſe, as the firſt and moſt evident kind, as Galen obſerved, Com. 1. in 1. pid. 

An Hæmorrhagia of the Noſe, is a Symptom in the exctetion of thoſe things which are uh 
apainft Nature. For Blood coming through che Noſe, either comes from the Veins and Arteries 
to the Brain, or trom che Veſſels coming from the Pallat to the Noftcils, which ace like che Hens 
rhoid Veins in the Womb and Fundament. 

CASES. But ſince every Symptom depends upon a Diſeaſe as ics immediate Cauſe, be 
Cauſe ot this will be either an Organical, or a Common Diſeaſe. 

The Ocganical sewo-fold: The opening of the Veffels, which is called in Greek Anaſtomoſ#'; 
and the thinning, ot tatefaction of them, called Diapedefis. 

The Common Diſeaſe is awo-fold : The breaking of che Veſlels, called Rexisz and che Ecofio 
called D:abroſis. 

The Cauſes immediately producing choſe Diſeaſes, are either exceeding in quantity or quality a

the Diſeaſe this way, as eſpecially in thole Dileaſes which ate joyned with the Intlamation, of 
e Entral, efpecially of che Liver, or che Spleen, which ate many times diſcharged by theſe waiesz 
times it comes without a Feaver, when Nacure dilchargeth her felf.of che ſupei fluous blood:

A Symptomarical Hxmocrhagy happeneth chiefly in Chronical Diſeaſes, in which filthy blood is 

duced by reaſon of che debilicy of the Liver, or tome other great Diſtemper, which either flows 
ough thoſe Veins by the weaknels of che teten iv faculty, or is ſent ſorth by the expulſive, as an 

profitable burden, becauſe impure blood is not fic co nouriſh the Body.

The light is dim becauſe many thick vapors ſent up do ſtop che paſſages. Hence it is that why 
paſſage is denied to the Animal Spirits, the fight is dim. : 

The chivgs flying before the Eyes called Marmaryges, ate nothing but thin bodies divided, andy 
divers colors contained between the Cornea ai'd che Cryſtalline, coming from Vapots aſcendiy 
which though they be inward, yer througu decept ion ot the ſight they ſeem co be out ward; beta 
the Eye being uſed to fee External thing, ſuppoſeth whatſoever is within, to be wi 
out. 

The Redpeſs of the Face and Eyes comes from blood in choſe parts increaſed : there is a deteh, 
tion of light, becauſe the Eyes being diftended with plenty of humors, wil be more diſtended v; 
ligbt. becauſe ic diſperſeth che Spirits : Hence che Eye is dilated, which cauſeth pain, which ty 
the Patient may avoid, he avoideth che light, 

The involuntary Tears came from the ceplecion of the Eyes, and the parts adjacent, whichbe 
too much Diſtended co preſs the Glandles that contain the moiſture of which cear g 
made. 

The lcching of the Noſtt ils comes from vapors aſcending upwards. 

Drops of blood upon the day ot demonſtration, namely, the fourth or eleventh,ſheweth that da 
wil be an Hemorrhagy upon the day of judpment z namely, che ſeventh or the fourteenth, becuy 
ia choſe dares Natute begins co cransfer the Humors to thoſe parts. 

The breathing is ditcule, becauſe while the blood fly eth upward ic compreſſech the Diaphr 


ma. 
Laſtly, There is a ſtretching of che Hypochondria, becauſe the blood begins to move in its fo, 


tain, and in che roots of che veins: but this diſtenſion is not conſtant, and is without pain, u 
difficulty of breathing is: for it they ſhould laſt long and increaſe they would be ſigns of che L 
inflamed. : 

PROGNOSTICH. The Prognoſt ick of a preſent Bleeding at Noſe is thus: 

If Blood flow modetately out of the Note in the day of judgment ic is ſign ot Health; alchay 
Galen doth confirm this, yet Fernelius denieth it, ſaying, lib. 2. de ſanguinis miſſ.cap. 1. Thur 
diicharge of blood, although critical, is fign of health; for though it eaſe madneſs, watchings, ber 
ach, and other Symptoms, yet it ſcarce ever cuteth the Diſeaſe, becauſe che purer portion of bla 
is ſent fott h, and the impute cemainetb ; and this is thus proved: Becauſe the blood coming fromt 
Nole is of a laudable colour and ſubſtance, when blood at the ſame time taken out of a Vein in 
Arm or elſewhere, thal a ppear to be corrupt. 

Thu Doctrine of Fernelius is very plautible, but not alcogether to be received : It is true, Thats 
acute Diſeaſes, eipecially malignant Feavers, a Hemorrbage doth not alwaies Cute the Diſeaſe: 
Sweat is not alwaics a ſign ot Health in choſe Diſeaſes, becauſe theſe Evacuations being foto 
Nature before the time, come for the moſt part from the malice of the matter of the Diſeaſe: Yet 
ſomt ĩmes acute Diſcates are cured by Hemorrbagia, as Galen taught in his Third Book de © 
cap. ult. andelſewhere. Aud the teaſon why blood out of che Noſtcils is alwaies pure, is becaulti 
comes by drops, and therefote would be ſo quickly cold that the impure parts could not be ſeparated; 
and the purer parts mixed with the reft would make the whol maſs red, But blood caken out oft 
artn, becaule ic comes flowing freely, keeps the color long in the veſſel from which the impure pu 
are ſeparaced, ſo that the chick and dtoſſie patt goes to the bottom, but the chollet and flegm ua 
is more altered and impure, {wims at the cop, and ſo the blood ſeems impure and ſordid. 

On the other ſide, It blood ſhould drop trom the vein it would appear pure, becauſe ic preſendh 
goes together before the Heterogeneal parts can be divided by the heat; nay, if blood flow fied 
and be caught in a large veſſel, ic wil appear pure becauſe it is quickly cold. 

Hemorrbagyes that are very great ace the worſt, for they tend to a Convulſion: For ſomtimai 
comes to paſs that Nature being burdened with much blood, and ſtirred up to throw it forth, canes 
obſerve a mean, and makes an over Crifis, which Phyſitians muſt top, . 

An Hemorrbagy in the beginning of the Diſeaſe u evil, becauſe ic is Symptomatical, and com 
from che malignity of che matter of che Diſeaſe, Nature being ſtuted up to {end it forth before bt 
dime.

Chap. 2, Of the Tumor called Ranula under the Tongue. 


Lthough in the former Chapter divers Tumors of the Tongue are laid down by us, yet therd te- 
A mainech one called Batracbos in Greek, in Latin Ranula; for fince it differs frem the reft in 
Natute, and requires a diffei ent way of Cute, we chought ic beſt co deſcribe it in its proper Cha p- 
ter. 

Ranula is a Tumor under the Tongue in that pace by which it is bound to the Ligament ; and fot 
the moſt part ix is ſo large that ic is above che lowet Teech ; a clefr being in the middle dividing the 
right ſide of it from the leſt, ic repreſenteth che hinder parts of a Frog , from whence it is called 
Ranula, a little Frog. Others ſay ic us called fo, becauſe they who have it, have an Impedimenc iu 
tber Speech, and croak like Frogs, when they ſpeak. Ic is like che Tumoc Oedima, or Meliceris, 
from which when ic is opened, chere Comes as ic were the white of an Egg, ot matcerhke Honey. And 
becauſe the (aid mattet u contained in a Bag, therefore it is accounted Meliceris. In theſe bags ſom- 
times is foundg ſtone as many obſerve, which Schenkius allo cblerveth, Obi. 388. Lib. 10. 

DIAG STC Theknowledg of this Diſeaſe is not difficult, for when the Tongue 
is litt ed up, there is (een a certain looſe ard loft catnoſity, and on both ſides of the Ligamenc thete is 
a certain round 3257 like a Peaſe, Bean, oc Cheſnut. h 

PROGNOSTICH, This Diſeaſe is commonly without danger: But in Children ſom-

CURE. Fort the Cute of this Diſeaſe, fitſt you muſt take away the antecedent Gauiſe by

The Spirits fail, either by reaſon of their ſcarcity, as in dying men; or of the obſtruction of the 
Nerves of the Third Conjugation by which they ate carried : or by tealon of a Tumor bred in tha 
parc of the Head from whence thoſe Netves do ariſe. 

The Tongue u either covered with a moiſt ſlimy matter, or bath Tumors, Puftles, or Ulcers, ui 
by theſe che proper action of Taſte may be diminiſhed or aboliſhed. 

The Taſte is Depraved when the Tongue is infected wich an evil Humor, as in Feavers, when the 
Tongue is infected with Choller, al things taſted are thought bicter: ocherwiſe if it be with $a 
flegm or Melancholly al things appear co be ſalt or ſowr , for the outward objects being br 
the Tongue do move the vicious juyce of it, which at that time ftriking upon che I Jets

CAVSES. Theſe Ulicers breed of tharp Humors ox Vapors coming from divers parts in 
the Jaws ; ſo in malignant Feavers they often happen, or to choſe that have hot Livers, or foul b 
dies: go the Children have che Thruſh, as Hipp. apb.24. ſef#.3. either from the ſharpneſs of the ik 
which Uliceraces choſe tendet parts in its paſſage, as Galen teacheth in his Comment upon the (ane 
Apboriſm, or from the corruption of the milk in the Stomach by which ſharp vapors ate ſent Co the 
mouth, as Galen affirms, g. de compoſ. med. ſec. loc. cap. ultimo.

T= word Angina taken generally ſignifies every Diſeaſe of the Jaws and Throat, by wil 
breathing and ſwallowing are hindered, when there is no defect in the Lungs and Breaft, 


DIFFERENCES. 

And this is twofold; a Legicimate and proper Squinzy; and a Baftard or improper. 

A Legitimate Squinzy comes from an Inflamation, by which the Muſcles of the Jaws and Thr 
being ſwelled, do ſtop and contract the waies of breathing and ſwallowing. This Loflamacion dot 
either poſſeſs che Throat or the Jaws, called Pharynz. Both theſe parts have both internal andex 
ternal Muſcles. And though for che moſt part the Pharynx and Larynx, Jaws and Throat, do ſub 
fer in an Angina by reaſon of their neerneſs, yet one is more affected than the other: Hence muy 
differences ot Symptoms do ariſe, in reſpect whereof Galen in 4. de loc. aff. cap. 5. makes (1; 
ſorts of ingina /, which the Grecians before bis time named coo curiouſly, One is called Sung 
chen ; anothet Cunageben; the third Paraſunagchen ; and the fourth Pargcunageben. Il ue 
Inflamacion be in the inwatd and proper Muſcles ot the Larynx, it is called Cunagche; ii ic be in the 
inward Nuſcles of the Pharynx, Sunagcbe 3 if in the outward Muſcles of the Lacynx, Paracunay 
che; and if in the outward Muſcles ot che Jaws ot Pharynx, it is called Turaſumagche. | 

Not only che Muſcles of the Jaws and Throat are for the moſt part inflamed, as aforeſaid, but ih 
ſo the parts adjacent, andthe oucward pare of the Neck, as ſhal be ſaid in the Diagnoſtick aud Prop 
noftick of this Diſeaſe, 

In all theſe kinds of Angina's, w ere is great danger by the difficulty of ſwallowing , then 
thoſe thing which ate given,ule to fly ont at che Noſe, eſpecially if they be liquid things, which ut 
more hard to be ſwallowed at that time; becauſe they ſpread themſelves abroad, and therefore can 
not ſo eaſily be comprebended of the Muſcles to be ſent into the Oeſophagus, which Muſcles cannot 
ſufficiently conttict themſelves by reaton of the inflamation z but ſolid nouriſhments being more cot 
pulenc, need only che ſupetficial action of the Muſcles, and are ſwallowed down by a ſmal contration 
of tbem. But ic ſomtimes falls out that ſolid things are hatdet, and liquid things eafier to be ſwallow- 
ed, which dependeth upon the diverſity of the parts affected: For the Muſcles of che Larynxited- 
dained for to ſwallow Meat, as wel as for che voyce ; and when the meat is thrown into the Oeſopba 
gw, the Larynx is litted up with che Tongue: But for to ſwallow drink we uſe the Tongue mot, 
which while it is drawn inwards it brings che drink from the Lips to the Jaws. Ifcherefoce che Mul- 
cles that move the Tongue are more affected, it is harder to ſwallow drink. But if che Muſcles of the 
Larynx are more hutt, it is hacder to ſwallow meat. 

Here by che way we muſt mark, That Hippocrates ſomtimes by the word Angina, doth under 
ftand only che inflamat®n of che Laryox, and io it u taken more ſtrictiy; of which chere is an Ex 
ple, 6. Epid. Sect. 8. Text. 1. where he ſaith thus: Some had inflamations of their Jaws, ſome bad 
Angind*s , where by the name Angina be underſtands the Iuflamation of the Muſcles of the L- 
rydx, and diſt inguiſheth ic from che xn flamation of --/ nn

30. & 31. where he Jaies down two kind, o 
Angina*s from che diverſity of the Humors : one, in which a flux of Rbewm in Winter and Shri 
is carried to the Jugulat veins ; another, in which Chollec abounds, which is in Summer and Aurumy, 
Of the laft be ſpeaks thus; When a hot and ſale Defluxion comes from the head, being ſharp it gm 
and ulcetates, fili with Spirics, brings an Otthoppæa ot difficulty of breathing with the Neck ſttecd» 
ed forth, ard much drouth. Beſides, there is no Tumor; the Tendons of the Neck behind ar 
ſtre: ched like a Cramp, the voyce is hindered, the breath is little, and ofcen ſtopped, ſuch have ttt 
Artery ulcerated, and the Lungs in flamed, fo that they cannot breath. Thus Hippocrates he (ai 
alſo that a hot and ſharp Defluxion wil bring an Occhopnaa, becauſe it bicech, ulcerateth, and filleh 
with Spirits, which are carried co the place hurt; hence comes the filling of che Lungs from wherce 
Oichopnza comes: When there is 15 no room for receivirg of the external Air, bow much ſoe vet de 
Lungs be enlarged. Hippocrates aflirms this, 3. de morbis, where in the Cure of a Squinzy he ſaith, 
che vein under the Breaſt or Pap is co be opened, for in this part thete is a hot Spicic from the Lung, 
and a little afcec he ſaith, You muſt make haſt to cauſe ſpetting, and that the Lungs may grow leſs; 
if the Lungs wete ſwoln by the hot ſpitit contained therein, But it is moſt remarkable that whe 
the Spirits ate carried in great plenty to any parc, there is alſo blood carried there ith, which if it flo 
in luch a quantity that it cannot be wel governed by nature, it uſeth to make inflamations and imps 
ſtumes z trom whence it is no wonder if in ſuch an Angina the lungs become putulent ot ful of watei. 

In a Paracynanche the breath is leſ difficult than ina Cynanche; but more difficult than in 8 
nanche, there is ſome redneſs and tumor about the Jaws. | 

A Baſtard Angina is known by che Flegm, by want of Feaver, by the plenty of bumors flow ing u 
the mouth. 

But a baſtard Angina coming of a Luxaction is known by che hutt motion of the Head and Ned 
and by the Pceternacuial Cavity which appears in che Neck by reaſon of che Vertebra inwardlyd 

teſſed. 
x The knowledg of the Cauſes is taken from the univerſal and particular figns of the humors preds 
minating in the whol Body. : 

When an Angina comes of blood, thece is heat and redneſs in the Face, and a great diſtent ion inthe 
parc affected. When it comes of Choller, the pain and heat is greater, with thirft, bitternels in the 
mouth, and ſhacpneſs. And if it comes from flegmatick blood, the pain and cednefs is leſs, andthe 
Feavec little. | 

From the part affected ſome know ledg of the humor offending may be had. For Chollerick blood 
for the moſt part maketh an intlamation in the Muſcles of che Larynx ; but flegmy blood goes ti 
ther to the Jaws; for when the Veins of the Latynx ate ſmal, only thin blood goes thither; but che 
Jaws being looſe and ſpurgy, do more eafily ceceive the flegmatick humor. 

Finally, From the time of the yeer you may know the peccant humor: For Chollerick Angini 
do come chiefly in the Summer and Autumn, becauſe in the Summer Choller breedeth, and in Au- 
cumn it is cerained, But ttegm breeds in Winter and the Spring, becauſe the bumors gathered io 
Winter ate then melred and ſent from che Head into the inferior parts. |

7. where 
ſpeaking of che ſigns of an Epidemical Angina, he ſaith: In the ſum of all, To ibem that could only 
not ſwallow, the diſeaſe was mild, and eaſie to be endured; but it was deſperate to them who bad 

ithal a difficulty of breathing. 

If the mattet cauling che Angina be carried to the Lungs, eicher the Pariencs die, or elſe tutn Fools, 
or Empyick, that is, impoſthumated between che Breaſt and Lunge; as Hippocrates,Aph.10. Sect. 5.

: no — that is ſtrong, , it the Patient foam at the mouth, it is deadly, Apb. 43. Sect. 2. ſot it 
ſhews a great ſtraitneſꝭ about che Heart, and violent heat, from which the ptopet moiſture ot che 
Lungs is {queezed forth, aud cattied to the mouth in a kind of froth, 

They who have an Angina, it they ſpit not concocted matter, but a little, viſcid, ſlimy, and thick, 
ate deſperate z Hipp. in coac. 

The Tumors ot che Jaws in an Angina ſuddenly vaniſhing without reaſon, are deadly, Hipp. in 
coacis. Without caute or realon, that is, without a precedent Evacuation by Art ot Criſis; tor it 
lignifies che returning of the martec inward, flom whence a more dangerous Diſeaſe may be in che 
internal patts; ot as it ſomtimes tals our, the matrer teturnuig to the lame patt makes a ſudden ſuffo- 
Cation. 

CURE. The Cute of the Angina is made by the ſame Indications which ate obſerved in the 
Cure of al Inflamations, ſo the humor flowing to the pact is to be tevelled and repelled, cbac which 
isthere co be derived and diſſolved: But if it cannot be diſſolved, it is to be digeſted and tuppuratedz 
all which may be done as followeth : 

Firft, appoint a ſlender, cooling, and moiftening Diet, of Barley Cream, Chicken Broch, or Ca- 
pon Broatb, with cool Herbs, and the like, If che Patient cannot {wallow by teaſon of the nartow- 
neſs of the Oeſophagus, ſo that from thence you feat lols of ſtrength and death; you may free him 
from that danger by putt ing down a Catheter into che Oeſophagus, to which you may fica Syringe 

which you may tend Broath into the Stomach. The Practical Phyſicians uſe nouriſhing 

lyſters, by which ſome Nouriſhmenc may be carried from the Liver co the Meſeraick Veins. 
Let bis Drink be Batley Water, and other things uſed in acute Feavers. Let the Ait be temperate, 
and without extremity, for the cold will ſtop che Pores, and the hot will encreaſe che Defluxion 
and Inflammation. The Patient muſt lie with bis Head high, and his Neck upright, that he may 
bettet breach: he muſt avoid much ſleep, as in intetnal Ioflammacions z for as Hl ates ſaith, 
— runs in ward in time of ſleep, and ſo the confluxionof Humors to the pare affe Rad will be eu- 
ettaſed. 
Bur ſince Angina is a moſt acute Diſeaſe, and ſomtimes kills a man in one day, you muſt uſe great

itt curech the diſeaſe in the ſpace of two houts. Moreover, it bath no evil taſte, and ſo may eaſily 
be ſipped up, which you cannot do in other Medicines, which by reaſon of theit evil taſte cat not be 
raken but at one drauꝑht by the Patient; therefore they can ſeldom be purged til the paſſages ut 
liccle opened. But that is ſupplied by often Clyſters, aud therefore they who cannot take A 
Benedit#a Rulandi, by realon of ics hear, or their weaknels ( becauſe they muſt be ſtrong who tile 
it) nor any other Medicine, muſt uſe ofren Clyſters that are very ſharp co draw down che Hy 
mort. 

For the ſame Revulſion, it is good to apply Cupping· ꝑlaſſea to the Neck and ſhoulders with ſcu. 
rification, Ftictions, and Ligatures, to the lower parts, ard co woſh theit Feet wich hot Water. 

But a Velicatory to the Neck behind, doth mote ſtrongly revel the humors flowing from che head; 
which you muſt do preſently after blood-letting. 

After Revulſions ate ſuſhciencly and — made, you muſt derive the Humor from the pat, 
and firft open the Veins called Ranulæ under the Tongue, it is commended by Hippocrates, Gala, 
and the Modern Phyſicians, by which the blood which doth immediately cauſe the inflamation, 
drawn forth. 

The Ancients in a deſperate Angina, open the Jugulars, which though ſome late Writers have iy 
proved, yet it is out of faſhion, be ing thought dangerous by reaſon of the bleeding, which can fcarctly 
be ſtopped by cealon of the largeneſs of rhe Veins. But rience bath caught that this operation 
is not {0 dangerous if it be wel adminiftred. Fitſt then, bend the Patients Head on one fide as mud 
as you can til his chin almoſt touch his ſhoulder z then the Vein without a Ligatuce, with a ſmil 
Orifice, according to its longitude, for ſo it wil more eafily cicattize 3 and having taken a ſuffice 
quantity of blood, bring the Head to its natural poſition, and ſo ſomtimes the blood wil ftop of in 
ſelf.

Among ebe albreſaid hinderances of Reſpitation, the Aſthma is handled by it ſelf, becauſe the 
xther depend upon other Diſeaſes; they ſhal be mentioned in their places, | 

Alchough Afthma uſed generally, comprebendech in a large fignificacion, all kinds of difficulty of 
breathing; yet it ſignifies more {pecially chat ſhottneſs of breathing which comes from the ſtuffing of 
ze Lungs,and che odſtruction of che Bronchion, or Griſtles ot the Wind- pipe; which of its ſelf el- 
mtially is without a Feaver, alchougb ſomt imes it be joyned therewith. And again, it is ſubdivided 
to three other kinds ; as fix ſt, Dyſpnæa 1 the ſecond called alſo Aſthma; the chud Orthopne a. 

Dyſpncea is a diſhculcy of breathing, in which che Breach is drawn ofrener and thicker, — the 
tuffing of che Lungs, This is leſs than Aſthma, or Orthopneea, becauſe the matter obſtruct ing is 
s, and ic rachec ſtops the ſubſtance of the Lungs, than Gciſtles or Bronchia: hence it is that there is 
o catcleing at al, which comes from the commot ion of the humors contained in the Bronchia, with 
je Ait continually pa ſſing through. : | 

Aſthma is a greac and often breathing, in which the Diaphragma, the Intercoſtal Muſcles between 
je Ribs, and of the Abdomen, are violently moved, Joyned witch rattleing and wheefipg. For in a 
rue Aſthma properly ſo called, the Bronchia of the Lungs ace filled with flegu, which (as ij ſaid ) 
deing moved by the Aic, make chat noiſe, 

Orthopnæ a is a great difficulty of breathing, in which che Patient cannot breath but ſitting, and 
ich che neck extended uptight; and che aforelaid Muſcles ate not only moved vehemently, but al- 
o thoſe of the Bteaſt and Shoulders. 

The names Dyſpnæa and Orthopnœa, as we ſaid of Aſthma, are uſed commonly for al difficulcies 
ff breathing, which happen in Pleuteſies, ot Infl:macion of the Lungs, oc the like. 

The ſame may be ſaid of Apnea, which doth not only ſigniſie a depravation of breathing as che 
former, but alſo a diminiſhing or aboliſhing thereof; and this happeneth in ſyncope, Hyſterical 
Paſſions, and ſtrong Apoplexies. 

CAUSES. The Humor which cauſeth an Aſthma, is for the moſt part Flegm, which fals 
from the Head into the Lungs, and obſttucts the Bronchia or Wind- pipe. Somcimes it comes from 
crude and ſerous humors brought by Arteria Venoſa into the Lungs, and if theſe flow to the Bron 
chia, they produce a true Aſthma with raccleing z but if to the ſubſtance of the Lungs, ot ſmooth At- 
reries, they cauſe a baſtacd Aﬀthma without tattleing. ' 

This kind of Afthma, which is unknown co vulgar Phyſitians (who wil acknowledg no other tauſe 
but a defluxion from che Head) is confirmed, not only by not tattleing, but from the chick and tur- 
bulenc Urine of che Patient at that time, eſpecially in the fic, becauſe lomo pare of thoſe thick and 
crude humor in the Veins is ſent co the Reins and Bladder. And ſome Aſthmatical men ate ſubject 
to ſtoppage of Ucine, and when they ate ſo, they are free from ic. But when the fic of the Aſthma 
comes, the dificuky ot Urine ceaſeth, becauſe the matter of the diſeaſe contained in che Veins 
from one place to another: We have alſo ſeen ſome ſubject to a flux in the Belly, who while 
were ſo, were free from the Aſthma, but when that ſtopped, che Aſthma returned. Moreover, 
kind of Aſthma which. is Without tattleing, is ſo directly oppoſite co bleeding, that when a Vein is 
opened in the lit, as ſoon as ic bleedech, the Patient begins preſencly to breath better, and in che end, 
ot after a litt le (pace, they ate cuted ot their fic. And finally, theſe kind of Aſthmatical men, ace for 
themoft pare of an ill habit of body, and have an cedematous humor in their feet, which ſhewerk 
chat the caute of che Aſthma at that time came from the Liver, and is contained in the Veins, ſo that 
lomtimes a Dcoplie tollowerh in many. Hence Aretæus teckoneth a wind in the Midriff, and bel- 
cangs vu hout teaton, among the ſigus of an Aſthma at band, which certainly do come from a crude 
mactet moved iu che Midriff. 

That flatulent matter doch of irs ſelf ſomtimes — another kind of Aſthma, which is called

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Aſthma flatulentum,or Hypochondriacum; when many thick vapors riſing ſtom the Hy pochongy 

do compreſs the Diaphragma, and binder its motion, Whence comes great difficulty of breathing v 
ut cactleing.

SIGNS, The Signs of the Cauſes are theſe : 

If Atthma@me from gcoſs bumorsgacbered in the Lungs, the difficulty of breathing comes by c 
grees, by little and litt le, and is continual. 

But it Humors come at a diſtancefrom ot her parts into the Lung, the difficulty of breathing uta 
continual. For albeit Aſthma which comes from matcer contained in the Lungs, uſeth to be enus 
ſed by extetnal cauſes, as Anger, Soutbernly winds, and the like 3 yet in Aſthma which comes im 
matter flowing from another part, the encceaſe is more marufeſt, It this mattet come fi out he but 
there is a maniſeſt Catatth; but ii no figns ot a Catatth appear, you muſt conjecture that the matt 
comes by the Veins co the Lungs, and the ſwelling of the feet, and evil habit of body called Cachui 
is a fign that the Liver is affected. © 

If a thick humor be contained in the Bronchia of the Lungs, the Reſpication is with noiſe ad 
cough z as alſo by ſpitting the diſeaſe ceaſeth, or is dimmiſhed. 

It che Humor be in che Veins, oc ſubſtance of the Lunge, there is no noiſe, and there is ſeldem uy 
ſpicting by Couph. 

Ph OGNOSTICK. An Aſthma is a Chronical Diſeaſe, and very bard to be cured, ud 
often ends in a Cachexia or Dropſie. Vong men are ſomcimes cured, and not without greac lads, 
but old men never. Iafants except they be ipeedily cured, die by a Catarth, which followeth: 

They who grow crooked upon an Aſthma or Cougb,die before they come to ripenels of age, beciuk 
the gibbolity binderech the convenient growth of the breaſt, nevertheleſs che Lungs get their dutti 
creaſe and bigneſs, but have not room enough co dilate themſelves; from whence the heat of che ben 
being not ſofficiencly fanned, the Patient dieth. 

A Pleuretie, or Pet ĩpneumonia coming upon an Aſthma, is deadly, becauſe the Lungs being wal 
ned by a long diſeaſe, cannot reſiſt ſo great a Diſeaſe coming thereupon, and expel the matter. 

CUR The Cute of the Aſthma is ewofold, namely, in the Paroxyſme, and out of it. 

In the fit, ptelently you muſt open a Vein, a Clyſtec being given, if the blood do ſeem any wd 
abound ; for when the Veins ate empty of blood, the Reſpiration is more free. But if che dileiſe 
elder, and blood hath been often drawn, it is better to abſtain from bleeding, becauſe by diminiſhy 
the natural beat, it wil encteaſe flepm. 

It is good to open the Veins in the Ancles in this diſeaſe, coming by conſent from other parte. 

Alter bleeding, or if it be omitted as not thought fir, you muſt purge flegm with the thing pt 
{oribed in the Cute of the cold diſtemper of the brain, putting to them alwaies things proper tu ile 
breaft as much as may be. : 

Vomits, although diſallowed by ſome in this diſeaſe, yet ate they moſt convenient, as frequett 
experience bath taught, and ſomtimes che fic is taken away with a Vomit only. 

Among theſe the chief is Aqua Nicotiana, or Tobacco Water, given in the quantity of an ounct3 
and i may be made into a Syrup wich Sugar: In want whereof you may uſe the Salt of Vitriol, © 
Aqua beneditta Rulandi. Now the reaſon is excellent why Vomits do ſo much good in this d 
eale. Fot while the chin humor falling from the bead infinuateth it ſelf into the Aſpera Attet uu, ad 
the Bronchia of the Lungs 3 and the thick fals into the Sromach, and is there ſo fixed that ic can ſcat 
ly be taken away. And while the weak heat or che Scomach dath ſtix the macter, chick vapors 1 
produced, which puthng up tbe Stomach, compreſs the Diapbragma, and cauſe difficulty of bw 
ching.

Chap. 2. Of Pleuretis, or a Pleureſie. 


DIFFERENCES. 
Pleurſie is either True; or Spurious, called a Baſtard Pleuriſie. 
A True Pleutiſie i the Iuflamation of che Membrane that goeth about the Ribs or of the w 
ternal intercoſtal Mulcles. 

But a Baſtatd Pleut iſie is the Inflamation of the excernal intetcoſtal Mulcles. 

There ate alto ocher pains ot the Side and other parts of the Breaft which ace improperly calls x 
Baſtatd Pleuriſie, vi. when the Mediaſtinum is inflamed, the Lungs cleave to the Ribs, or "he 
ſetous humor flow trom the Head to the Membranes of the Bteaſt, ot when Wind doth tear the Nui. 
cles or Membranes of the Bceaft, or vapors tiſing from che Stomach as in Wotm: . 

We have ſaid that in a true Pl utiſie not only the Membrane Pleuta, but alſo the internal Mulls 
ate inflamed, becaule it is impoſlible but the Inflamation of the Membrane ſhould be communicay 
to the contagious Muſcles. | 

Beſides, Others do aſficm chat the Lungs are inflamed in every Pleuriſie, and confirm their Opus 
on by Authority, Reaſon, and Experience: The Authoricy is chat of Hippocrates, lib, de loc. in 
bomine, where he laith, That Pecipneumonig is when both parts of che Lungs ace inflamed; be 
it only one part be inflamed, it is a Pleutiſie. Allo Reaſon may ſeem co conticm this, for the ſigma 
a Pleuriſie ate alſo the ſigns of Peripneumonia 3 namely a Cougb, continual Feaver, difficulty a 
Breathing, and ſpett ing of Blood. 

Allo the Pregnoftick and Cute are the ſame in botb. 

They ſay moreover, That they have found by experience in the opening of thoſe who have died 
Pleuteſies that cheic Lungs appeared alwaies co be inflamed. 

Ic 18 co be granted that in many the Lurgs ace affected as wel as the Pleura, for the Defluxionmy 
eafily fal upon both; becaule the Lungs are faſtened co the upper parc ot the Pleura: but we mult 
avouch that often the Pleura alone is only affected, and not the Lungs : or at leaſt they ate ſo lightly 
affected, chat che Dileale cannot be ſaid to be an affect of that patt. The Authoricy of Hippocrs- 
ter ih this, is caſt off by ſome as falſe, and contrary to many of his o Aſleccions, in which he 0. 
knowledgerh the Plcura only as the part affected; eſpecially in his 1. lib, de morbis, where be 0f- 
ren ſaith, That Choller and Flegm do ſtick to the fide, andcauſe vehement pain. But Martian 
dothreconcile this; ſay ing, That Hippocrates ſpeaks in that place of a Peripneumonia which come 
of a D. fluxion from the Head, a pottion whereof tals upon the Pleura, and he cals ic by che nome 

of a Pleuriſie, chat be. may diſtinguiſh chat which inflameth one pare of the Lungs, from chat which 
inflameth both: For the ſame natute of a Diſeaſe being in both the Pleuriſie and Peri | 
makes the likenels of Sympromes in both, being bot h from jnflamacion, and nearly adjoyned. 

And though many who have died of Pleucifies, have been found to have their Lungs affected, it 
is not co be concluded chat it ts ſo in al; for che moſt vehement Pleutiſies which aſe ro cauſe Death 

do many times turn into a Pecipyeumonia, But many do witneſs, and we have found by experienc, 
That in many bodies dead of Pleutiſies, the Pleuta only bath been found purified. | 

It may be queſtioned, Why the Pleurz, rathat than other Membranes, ſhould be inflamed } Bur 
the Anſwer is from Hippocrates, 1. de morb, text, 124. according to the Divifian of Salive, white

Thefign of this is, That the Feaver ficft 
ſeizech upon the Patient, and the ſecond or third day after che pain is in the fide» But when che 
Feaver is ſymptomatical, then the pain in che ſide comes ficft, but che Feaver a little after. 

Difficulty of breathing doch neceſſarily follow in this diſeaſe, becauſe the parts inflamed caonbe 
ſuthciently diſtend themlelyes co draw in a great quantity of Air, which is tequiſite for the cooling of 
an inflamed beat. : 

The Pulſe is bard becauſe the Membrane is affected, and ſtretched forth, which a lſo diſtendetiſ tha 
Aneriet, and they therefore make that difference of Pulle, called Serratilis, like a $aw; for wheri 
you lay many fingers upon the Arteries of the Pulſe, one part ſeems to be mote lifted up than the o- 
ther, ſothat it ſeems to repreſent a Saw, 

Atroubleſom Cough follows a Pleuriſie, becauſe Nature doth contioually ſtrive to expek chat 
which is croubleſom from the parc affected: as alſo ſome of the mattet ſweateth from thence into the 
2 movet h che expulſive faculty, whence che Cough cometh. 

There is alſo a ſpitting of blood as another ſign, which is neither in al Pleuciſies,nor at al times of the 
Diſeaſe; therfoce ic is bot reckoned as a proper ſign. They who ſay that the Lungs ace alwaies affe- 
cted in « Pleuriſie, do affirm that the blood is pic from the Lungy, and they deny that i: can paſs fro 
the Membrane about the Ribs co the Lunge, becauſe ic is very chick ʒ and alſo the Membrane about the 
Lungs is of che ſame Nacure,and cannot cherefore be pierced by that blood which is without the Veſ- 
ek. But Galen doth cleerly confure theſe, 5. de loc. aff cap. 3. where be firſt ewa chat the mat-

For by baw much 
preater the Body ot Trunk rough Artery is, than the Trunk of the Venal Artery, or Ati 
Vein, by ſo much the greatet ate its branches chan theirs, and its orifice than theus; becauſe il 
theſe Veſſels are equally divided and diſtributed into the wol body of the Lung. Moreover, de 
{ubſtance ot che rough Artery, and its Bronchia ot branches, are cartilaginous or griſly , from whergy 
it is that they cannot cloſe together ſo much as other Veſſels 3 and their orifices ate more conftan) 
open, by which they can bettet receive the matter from the Cavity of the Breaſt, | 

But Galen teacheth chat the matter contained in the Breaft is caken through ac the time of bie: 
thing, when the Thorax is ſtraightened ; for then the Thorax doth preſs choſe thing that ace in the 
Cavity of it, and drive them into the Lungs, ſo that ſome part of them at leaſt 1 carried intothy 
orifice of the Bronchia. Neither is the ſoftneſs of che Lungs, which yield to a compreſſion, and the. 
fore cannot be forced to receive the matter, any hinderance. For this ſoftneſs is the caule why alite 
mattet is not received ; yet it is no obſtacle but ſome part thereof may be received in, although i 
greateſt tema in in the Cavity by reaſon of the ſoftneſs afoteſaid. Let us ad to this Docttine of gy 
len, the wonderful providence of Nature, which hath found out waies, not only manifeſt, but aj 
unknown, and ſomtimes in comprehenſible, by which ſhe uſeth to expel things huttful: as we ladd 
the matcer in Fractures, which is purged fotth by che inſenſible pores of the Mulcles,. and di the 
Skin. 

A baſtard Pleuriſie is diftinguiſhed from a true, in that the pain is encreaſed when the Patiey 
lieth on the contrary fide, in a true Pleuriſie; for then the part inflamed is pulled, and more diſtended 
by its own weight; but in the other, the Muſcles external being inflamed, are compreſſed wen 
Patient lieth on che ſame ſide, and therefore be hath then greacer pain, 
The times of this Diſeaſe, are known by theſe ſigns following : 
In the beginning of it, al che Symptoms are weaker, the pain and Feaver ſmal, there uady 
and very little and crude {pictle : In the encteaſe of the Diſeaſe, the feaver and pain encrale, 
and there is more ſpictle. In the ſtate or height the ſympromes are more vehement, want of i, 
dotage. pain of the Head; aud if che diſeaſe wil be cured, there is much concocted ipittle eafily u- 
ſed, In che declination, che (pitcle is perfectly concocted, a free ſpitting, and decay of all iynp 
COMes. 

The ſigns of the Cauſes ate generally taken from the cemper of che Patient, the time of theyer, 
the Country, the Diet, and the like. But eſpecially theſe things ſhew that a Pleuriſie comes ofpure 
blood, ted and bloody ſpittle, a ſtretching and pricking pain, the fulneſs of che Veins, eſpecially v 
bout the Forebead and Temples, redneſs of che whol face, a ful Pulſe, chick and red urine, ſomtus 
With a blew crown. 

Theſe ſigns ſhew that ic comes from Chollerick blood, yellow ſpitile, a burnjog Feaverggreat chith, 
a hard and quick pulſe, a more acute pricking pain, gteatet watchings and reftlelsnels, bitcecnels of the 
moiith, a thin and very yellow urine. 5 

Theſe {1gns ſhew chat ic comes from Flegmat ick blood, a white, viſcous, ot frothy ſpittle, (vet 
and flow in coming forth, a remiſs feaver, little thitſt, much ſpittle, a leſs,buc heavy pain, more 
a little pulſe, and not ſo hard, pale and thick urine. 

Theſe ſigns ſhew that ic comes of Melanchollick blood, Black ſpittle, tough and flow in coming

PROGNOSTICHK. The Pcognoſtick is taken fit ſt ſrom the remiſſion or vebemency oft 
ſymptoms.

Rripneumonia hath the ſame eſſence with a Pleuriſie, and is diftinguiſhed only by ehe part aff 
cted, becauſe that js the inflamation of che Lungs, and this of the Membrane that compallt 
che Ribs, They differ ſomwhar in the matcer, for a Plerifie comes often of Choller, but Pup 
neumonia of Flegm; alibough all humors (as we ſaid of a Pleuriſie) may produce this diſealy, | 
mean bumors which are like blood, and make up the maſs of it. Fot as thick humor: do hardly ps 
nettate the thick Mewbrane called Pleura, but thin and Chollerick eaſily z ſo on the other ſide, da 
flepmacick humors do eaſily go to their ſoft and thin ſubſtance of the Lungs, and ſtick cloſe theum 
but chin and Chollecick bumors do eaſily paſs by. But this hindereth not, but the Chollecick bla 
may ſomtimes cauſe the Inflamacion of the Lungs, as Hippocrates 1. de morbis, deſcribeth che Er 
fipelas, or Chollerick tumor of the Lungs, which comes from Chollerick blood chrown into tt 
Lungs from the tight Ventricle of the Heart by the Arterial Vein. But an cedematous Inflamim 
comes from flegmãt ick blood falling upon the Lungs by way of de fluxion from the Head. But aq 
excrement icious flegm, falliug as a Catatth from the Brain, can make a Peripneumonia, becauęt 
putrifieth in the Lungs, and atracteth blocd, by the means whereof chere in an Inflamacion, u 
this often happeneth in old folk, Meſize ſaich that this Peripneumonia comes racher of Choller, * 
cauſe the Lungs ate nouriſhed with Chollerick blood which cometh in great plenty co them by & 
Arterial Vein. To whom weanſwer, chat fteſh, thin, and ſteaming blood made in the tight Venn. 
cle of the Heart is carried into the Lungs, which by reaſon ot its quantity, is eaſily governed by Ne 
ture, and is ſent by che Venal Attety to the left Ventt icle of the Heart, and it ſeldom is altered fron 
xs Natural condition, which uſeth to make a Peripneumonia. But contrarily, a defluxion from it 
Head cuttting through the large paſſages into the Bronchia of the Luogg,if it there puttiſie, wil div 
blood unto it, and malte a Peripneumonia. | 
This Peripneumonia is ſomtimes alone without another diſeaſe, ſomtimes it followeth other di- 
eaſes, as Squinzy or Pleuriſie. Galen in Com. 11. Sect. 7, Apbor. ceacherh chat a Peripneunoul 
doth follow a Pleuriſie two waies : Ei ber when a Pleurifie is curned into a Peripreumonia, ot wid 
an inflamation of che Lunęs followeth a pleuriſie. This tranſpiration is when che former diſcil 
ceaſeth, and che other comes ; but it comes upon it when it is white, the former tem ineth. 
CAVSES. Therefore the mmediate internal Cauſe of a Peripneumonia is blood, oſin

The aforeſaid Cauſes do produce this Diſeaſe, eſpecially among thoſe whom Hippocrates call 
Phtbirodeis, and Prerugodeis, that is, ſuch as bavea ſtraight and diſtteſſed breaſt, a long neck, ud 
ſhoulder bones ſticking torth, who mult of neceſlicy fal into this diſeaſe, if they have tendet Lung, 
or any hereditary incliua tion chereunco. Allo they ace inclined coa Conſumption, who have a wak 
Head, which is eaſily filled vn h ſuperfluous Humors, which are ſent to the Organs or Inftrunes 
of che Spirits. 

DIFFERENCES. There are no true and proper Differences of Conſumptions, lu 
ſuch as come from the variety of their Cauſes. Vet Hippocrates doth lay down many kinds which ut 
worth the obſerving, which muſt be reduced, not to a ttue Conſumption, but to one in general, which 
is without Ulcer of the Lungs. And ficſt lib. 6 epid. ſets. 2. text. 47. be ſpeaks of a Conſumptic 
which came from a running of the Reins, in his Hiſtory : Satyre called Grypalopex, being teen · 
ty five yeers old, bad Notturnal Polutions, and dayly loft of Seed; who when be came to be thiry 
yeers of age, fell into a Conſumption, and died. For by the continual loſs ot Seed the nouciſhmec 
of che body is talen away, by which the ſolid parts are conſumed and dried. 

There is another kind in Hipp. a. de morb. called the Conſumption of the back, which comes fron 
too much Lechery, which deſtroyeth the hal babit of che body, and takes away the nouciſhneot 
tt om the ſolid parts : this happen to new married ſolles, who ate unſatiable, and is the chieteſtofthe 
Conſamprions of the back ; tar Hippocrates la ies down four kinds chereot: The firſt is chat men» 
tioned, which comes from Lectiery, The ſecond is laid down, lib. a. de intern. affets, text.

ſheweth in his Book de locis in bomine. The fourth is deſcribed in the ſame Buok, and i cont 
from a diſtillation upon the marrow ot the back, in theſe word: Moreover, when a ion ſal⸗ 
upon the back, this kind of conſumption cometh with pain in the Loyns, and ſeeming empꝛineſ 1 

18. he ſaith thus: Wh" 
tbere is a defixexion upon the Marrow, there is aſecret undiſcernable Conſumption. He calls it ſe- 
ctet, becaule when the body decaies, you cannot ſo eaſily tind out the cauſe : be cals ic undiſceti- 
ble, becauſe you cannot perceive the inconveniencics of the defluxion at the fuſt.

The Firſt Sign is, That the Lungs ate exaſpetated in progrels ot time; chat is, the Cough is mat 
violent: for the Diſeaſe encreaſing, t he diſtillation is ſttonger, and the Lungs ate pierced therewith, 
and provoked to cough forth that which hurteth chem : which Galgh doch uot only come from de 
mattet flowing down, but from that which flowed formerly : for being not coughed up it pgrownh 
tou) by long continuatce, by which means the Lungs are more forced to expulſion. 

The Second Sign is, The weight of the Breaſt which comes from the matter gathered into the 
Lungs: For albeit the Lungs ot themſelves do fee] little or nothing, yet becauſe chey ate tied 9 
the Breaſt by Membcanes, they perceive a weight when they are burdened. 

The Third Sign is, A ſharp pain before and behind: for the matter contained in the Lungs dg 
with its evil quality offend them, as wel as with its quantity and putrifaction, by which the Nen. 
branes ate pt icked, which caule great pain: for the pain in che Membranes is alwares prick ing. hs 
this pa ip js perceived before and behind; becauſe theſe Membranes ate joy ned before to the Stena, 
and behind to the back: and che cauſe of this pain is from a great Cougb, called by Hippocrate, A 
Malignant, or Cruel Cough. 

The Fourth ſign is, When ſharp heat falls into the body, and there followeth a violent Feu:

Neither need we ſo many ſigus, for if any ordinary man, faith Aretus, ſhal fee a man pale, weak; 
and coughing, and very lean, be wal conclulle him to be in a Contumpcion, 

Yet we muſt obſerve diligently, That ſomtimes a violent Cacarch falling upon the Lurgs wil te- 
ſemble a Conſumpcion ſo, that filch like Matter, ſhal be ſpit forth, and thence may a Feaver come 


through pucretaction and extenuation of body: but they who ate ſo eaſily cured by dilizence in 
means, checefore let us diſtinguith this cightly from a Conſumpt ion, which is chiefly done by diſ- 
cernung between — Flegm and Matter.

Divers Humors do moleſt the Heart, either with theit quantity or quality; ſo too much Blood 
ing the Veins, Acteries, and Ventricles of che Heatt, ſo that they cannot move freely, makes a 
cation by hindering motion, which that the Faculty may oppoſe it moveth more violently. 80 
Wacer in — being in great quantity, doth compteis the ſubſtance of the Heatt and its 


Vencricle, ſo that they cannot freely dilace themſelves. The ſame do Humers flowing in abundance 
to the Heatt, avis happens ſomtimes in Wounds, Fear, and Terror. 

Humors offending in qualicy, huce the Heatt, if they be venemout, putrid, corrupt, ſharp, ot too 
hot, eſpecially burnt Choller coming to the Heart, and provokirg its Expulſion. 

Alſo Tumors, though ſeldom, caule this Diſeaſe; as Iuflamat ion of the Heatt, Impoſthumes, or 
Swelling in the Acteries of che Lung neer the Heact ; which Galen ſaich befe] Antipater che Phy ſi- 


tian, 4. de loc. aff. by which, after an unequal Pulſe, be fel into a Palpitation and an Aſthma, and ſo 
died: (0 Dodonæus reports that he found a Callus in the great Arcery next to the Heatt, which cau- 
ſed a Palpuation for may yeerr. Allo Tumors in the Fericardium, whecher they be without bu- 
mots and ſcirrhus, or with humors in them, as the Hydatides oc wacery Puſtles, and little ſtones, 
bones, and pieces of fleſh ace ſomeimes growing in che Heart, which caule Palpitation. So Platerus 
reporgs, that in one who had a long Palpitation, and died chereof, chere was found s bore in bis 
Heart, Bur Schenkgus reports, that in a Prieft who was from bis youth co che age of totty t wo trou- 
bled wich a Palpicac4on, there was found in the bottom of his Heart an Excreicens of fleſh which 
weighed eigh drams, and reſembled another Heart. | 

The Second Cauſe ot Palpitation is neceſſicy of teftigeration, which is, when there is a preterna- 
tural heat in the Heatt, by which che Spirits ace inflamed wichin, and therefore the motion of che 
Hearc and Arteries is encreaſed, that hat is ſpent, may be reftored, and the heat cooled; and this 
comes ſomtimes from an incernal cauſe, which is tate, but ofcener of an external, as anger, vehement 
exerciſe, and che like, As Platerus oblerved in a yong man, who being hot and angry at Tenbis, fel 
n Palpicacion of the Heatt, and ſo died, .

But you may obſerve that theſe two words, Boulimia, and Fame Canina, are ſomtime wr 
founded, and uſed for the ſame thing: and ſomtimes diftinguiſhed, fo that is is called Fame / ( 
nina, when after much feeding they vomit like Dogs, But ſome purge cacher chan vomit, when 
ture throweth down that which it cannot concoct. In Bowlimia, vomit doth not follow, but ſoar 
times Lipothymia. There ace ſome who feed unſatiably, and yet vomit not, nor purge, but concolt 
all, and it they bave not preſently more, are ſick. As Sennertus ceports of a Schaller who was black 
colored, who eat not only in the day, but night, and digefted ic without vomiting 3 be coul noi be 
ſatinfied wich delicate meats, but required groſs, and therefore would eat no Bakers Bread, bum ud 
as the Country people made, and would eat as many caw Parſnips in a Summer mocning as could le 
3 for ſix pence, without damage. x 
ence it appears that this diſeaſe is a Symptom of an Action depraved, in reſpe& of quantity 
which action being encreaſed, is called Dog-like, or an Appetite — Natural Meaſure. Id

Giſe much Venery ; all which do diſſolve tbe ſubſtance, making bumidicy ; and by thele empinely 
nn cauſed, and want of food, the meat is carried from che Stomach ſooner than it ought. 

Alſo this Fame / Canina, or Dogs Appecice, way come from Worms which devour the Chy lis: 
as Trallianus reports, lib. 7. cap. 4. of a Woman in this Diſeaſe, which voided a worm twelve cubits 

by the uſe of Hiera, and was cured. | 

*. Hermetical Phyſicians do lay down another cauſe of this wonderful Appetite, namely, a cer- 
uin diſſolving Spicic begot in che Body, which by an inbzcenc ptopetty doch ſo readily conſume 
whatſoever meat is talten, ſo that it doth not allow Natute a lawful and neceſſary bound of noutiſh- 
ment. This they call a bungery devout ing, ſolt, ſhacp, vicciol Spirit. For ſay they, as from divers 
Salcs, Vitciol, Niter, common Salt, and Salt Acmoniack, with the like, Aqua fortis i made by Cby- 
miſtry, which wil diffolve the hardeſt Scones, Meccals, into Liquor in a thore time; ſo that Gold 
which will not be diſſolved in a month by a firong fice, in a quattet of an hour wil be diſſolved in 
Aqua regia, and be turned into a Liquor ofthe tame color. 

This Doctrine is diligencly to be examined for as che digeſtion of the Stomach in irs Natutal con- 
dition hath ſomthing to be admired by the cucious Searchers into Nature ; fo the ſame being made 
precernatural bach ſomt hing to be wondered at. 

This is wonderful io the Natural digeſtion of the Belly, that che hardeſt meats ate digeſted there: 
jo, and in three ot fout hours ſpace ate turned into a Chylous Liquor, fo thin that it may be ſtrai- 
ped chrough che narroweſt branches of the Veræ lacteæ ; and that Dogs do turn the hardeſt Bones 
into the {ane Liquor, is not to be atttubuied to a ſtronger concoctinę beat, becauſe meat in a por, al- 
though the tice be never ſo hot, cannot iu twenty four hours, or many daies be convetted into the lame: 
The Galeniſts hold that chis comes from the faculty of che Stomach, which faculty wotles not with- 
out an Inſtrument, becauſe if chere is an Idioſyncraſia, ot a cettain proportion of the ficft qualicier;ad 
is commonly reporred, its chief action mult be from heat; for cold, moiſture, or dt ineſꝭ, do nothi 
tothat great diſſolving of food, and heat, as ic is ſaid, hach not chat powers Therefoce the Idiolyn- 
craſia n lomw hat more unknown, and not to be expteſſed. Let us thetefote ſearch after it in the 
Macrocoſm or greater World, ot which there is a great Analogy ot reſemblance in the little World. 
And theretore the more witty Hermets ſay that chere is a cectain Spiric or acid Liquor ſent from the 
Spleen into the Stomach, which diſſolveth che ſolid noui iſnment, and ſhoccly convetteth it into C 
lous Liquor, and that is the principal Inftrumgne of dige tion. And ſome conjectute that this may 
de m. de, becauſe Birds who digeſt che hardeſt noutiſtiment have a Spleen round about theit Maw 3 
for the fleſt; which in found about their Scomachs is like the ſubſtance of a Spleen 3 from whence there

ination. 

Moreover, If chings contraxy to thediſeaſe or ics cauſe were de ſited by the continual ule thereof, 
the diſeaſe would be cured ; daily experience conficmeth this. 

By which we ate taught, That Virgins in the Gteen- ſickneſs, and Women with Child, do fot the 
moſt pact deſire thoſe chings which are agreeable to their preſent Diſtempet and evil Habit, ſo that 
they who have galt and Aduft Humors long for Coals, Salt, Spices, and che like : but they who have 
Melancholly or Salt Flegm predominating, defice V inegar, green Fruics, and the like. 

As for the Authotity of Galen, tome wholly reject it; ſayings That if it were true, Thar Diſeaſed 
Diſpolitions ſhould deſite cheir contraries, al ſick men, of evil Habit, would deſite meat of good 
nouriſhmenc 3 which is not true, for we often ſee char ſick men deſite evil mears, and cefuſe good: 
and we fee that bodies inflamed, whether they are in a preternatucal ſtate, as in Feavers 5 ot in a na- 
tutal, as by violent exerciſe require cooling. 

Some deſice to Reconcile this Opinion of Galens, ſaying, That in this Pica the diſtemper upon 
the Stomach is habitual and connacural, and cherefore doch cauſe an Appetite like to a nattital, wich 
isfoc things lilce it 3 which may be thus explained, When we ſay that every natural cemper doth re- 
quite the 11ke, and every preternacural the contrary ; the laft is co be underſtood oi diſtempers which 
come without overflowing moiſture ; for they which are with much moiſtute when it is tucked up 
by the tunicles of che Scomach, do tathet deſire things like che moiſtute with which they ate wer, bes 
cauſe the Humor which now pierceth al che Tunicles alchough it be nox10us, yer it is not ttouble- 
ſome: On the conttary, when the bumut only poſſeſſeth part only of the Scomach, oc is only in the 
bottom, the Stomach deſires the contraty to that which is offenſive unto it; but if ic poſſeſs the 

bol Stomach, and be ſoaked into its Tunicler,chen che natural Faculty is deſtroyed and focharged, 
that it doth not deſite any thing but what is like to the humor ſoſoaked in, and ſo it may be rightly 
laid that the humor was become as it were connatutal. | 

Platerus and Sennertus do eaſily free themſelves from cheſe difficult ies, by flying to an occult qua- 
lity, and they taken occaſion from hence, if the Patients ſo affected ſhould require things like co the 

caule of the diſeale, then by the plentiful uſe of them the Diſeaſs would be excedingly encreaſed, but 
we lee that they wil devour Chalk, Clay, Coals, and the like traſh, and not receive the leaſt hurt 
thereby, by which men that are ſound would be almoſt killed. | 
Moreover, They ſay that Women with Child wil often void ſale and ſowr bumors, and yet not te- 
quite ſak or (owr things, but the contraty. And laſtly they affirm conſtant ly that there is no agtee - 
ment of Goals, Chalk, raw Fleſh, and che like with the Humors. And cherefore they ſay chat 
they muſt not reſt in manifeſt qualicies, and that che Cuuſe of this Symptome and wonderful 
+ ry cannot be caken-from them, but they muſt fly to ſome occult quality not to be ex- 
Vet Semertus conſe ſſeth that it is ptobable that this Appetire depraved, ſhould proceed rathet 
from a like chan a contrary quality: but what that quality is cannot be explained, becauſe the things 
= are delired have no agreement with the humoti either ſweet, ſale, or ſowr in manifeſt qua- 


We may Reconcile al theſe thus: 
The deſire of Trafh is ſtirred up by bumors of the like nature and temper, but theſe humors beſides 
ther ative cemper bave a certain peculiar fault from corruption, which ſince it cannot be wel explai- 
ned, ir may be called an Occult Quality. 
DIA FNOSTECAK. The Knowledg of this Diſeaſe is eaſte, for the Patient can relate ic 3

time the Humor offending may be ſenc forth by vornicing naturally, or by Medicines: and the Terny 
or Hzmocchoids ſtopt, which cauſed this Diſeaſe ſit ſt, may in time be diſcharged 3 which if neglect. 
ed, and Natute ſinks under che burden, great diſeaſes tollow : For when che ficft Concoction is hun, 
ic is neceſſary chat the ſecond and third be corrupred, from whence come great Obſtructions, evil bo- 
bits, and dtopſiet. Or if the Humor be carried in greacer plenty to the Scomach, and parte ke of gr 
tet Malignicy, ſomtimes it produceth violent Cardialgiaes, or Heart diſeaſes; from whence fag 
ſvooning, and ſomtimes deach doth follow. | 

If Women in this diſeaſe begin co abſtain from craſh, and to eat good meat with leſs diſdain, it ; 
a moſt certain ſign of healch at hand. 

Women wich Child uſe co be freed of this diſeaſe about the ſoutth month, becauſe then the Cid 
is grown greater, and ſo conſumeth more of the bumors, and che mothet bath ient it forth by often 
vyomitings ; but if it laſt longer, tis dangerous; for it ſignifies that the evil diſpolicion of che Stomuc 
hath taken deep root, which wil hardly be pluckt up. 

Ic u bettet for people iu this diſeaſe to defire ſharp and ſowr thingsy ĩt 28 worſe if they deſire thing 
contrary to Nature, as Avicen teacheth fen. 13. lib. 2. traf. 2. cap. 20. for it ſignifies a greater» 
ſtance from the Natural ſtate, which is harder to be cured, 

CURE. The Cute of this diſeaſe is divers, according to the variety of che Bodies a ffictei 

In Women with Child, few Medicines are to be uled, by reaſon of che uoficneſs of the ſubject, ard 
danger of Miſcarriage, but you may give them gentle things, and ſuch as were preſcribed in che Cur 
of want of Appetite to clenſe and ftrengchen che Scomach, Nor muſt you omit blood-letcing, vba 
done ſparingly and often, is of great conſequence. + 

Bur in V ugins ſi k of che Cloroſor, ot green lickneſs, this diſeaſe is cured wich che ſame Remeda 
which ſhal be prelccibed for che Cure of Clotoſis in its proper place. 

But for the Pica which is in men, which is very ſeldom, becauſe ic comes from obſtructions of he 
Liver and Spleen, you may uſe chole chings which ſhal be preſcribed for the Cute ot them.

Appetice is produced, ard chirſt aboliſhed, is only in acute Diſeaſes, we ſhal not ſ peak bete of Vio!

CHAP. VIII. 
Of Nauſea, and Vomiting: 


Auſea and Vomiting differ only in degrees, and boch are the motion of che Scomach by which 
N ic either expellech oc labors co expel chings contained therein; cherefore Nauſea is a deſite to 
Vomit with crouble, «nd only ſending and pewking forth a thin wateriſh Hamoc by Salivation: 
whacſoevec troubles che Scomach either in quantity or quality uſeth to ſt it that up, when it cannot 
de voided by ceaſon of the weaknels of the Scomach, or che ſtrength of the upper Orifice, ot chick- 
neſs of che Matter ot ſlimineſs. 

But Vomiting, which is called in Greek Emetos, or Emeſia, is a Depraved motion of the Sto- 
mach, which ſhakerh ic, by whicb che Expulſive Faculty is ſtirted up oy Couttaction of the Fibres 
of che lower part and looſaing ctiole in che ſuperior, doch ſenſibly with a violent Motion throw up- 
ward che Matter contained therein, which is ttoubleſom unto it; it is called a Depraved Mot ion both 
in teſpect of the Object croubling it, as alſo in reſpect of che Mot ion it (elf, which is from the bot- 
tom ol the Stomach to the Mouth of it, turning it, when the natural Motion ot the Stomach is Com- 
pulfive towards che Guts and Py locus. 

DIFFERENCES. The Differences of Vomitings ace taken from their Cauſes, which 
areeicher External oc Iuternal ʒ therefore it 1s Divided ſitſt into Natural and Actificial; the Nacural 
again, is eithet wichout a Dileale, oc in che Diſeaſe ; from whence aciſech a Thtee · old Difference, 
ode is called Periodical, another Gricical, and another Sympromacical, 

Periodical is chat which without a Diteaſe, is uſed for preleryation often, from whence we read 
in Hippocrater, That che Ancients did Vonue Twice every Monch, either at diſtance, or coge® 


And there are many in our times, who uſe either every Month, ot Week, or Day to Vomic 
Choller, oc Flegm; by which they ate pteſetved from many Diſeaſes; And this is not proper 
ly a Sympcome, becauſe chere is no Diſeaſe preſent ; but it is cather to be tetmed a Mot ion of Na- 
ute. 


Critical Vomiting often happens in Diſeaſes, and by chat the Matter of the Diſeaſe, if ptepatat i-

Sol 
it come ttom a Common and Organical Diſeaſe in che Scomach, as a Tumor, ot Ulcer, che figu of 
thele Diſeaſes wil diſcover themtelver, But if Vomiting come by ſympathy trom the wha) body a 
otbet parts, there wil appeac ſome Diſeaſe of the whol body or ſome part. 

The whol Body is affected in Feavers, evil Habit, Jaundice, Acrophy ot want of nouciſhmen:, but 
the Principal patts from which the Humors ate ſent more frequently co the 8tomach, are the B

Mor 
the Vas breve being wide, s in a natural ftate, it doth continually tend Melancholly into the Stony; 
ſo being in a Preternatural ſtate, it may ſend great plenty of blood. But obſerve here, that un 
caſe, that blood is voided by ſtool as wel as vomit, both becaule a parc thereof which went to chef, 
mach, u ſent downwards, and alſo becauſe the Meſaraick Veins ate open, and fend blood into thy 
Guts, which by its long pafſage through the Gut groweth black, and comes forch like Tar. 

The excernal Cauſes are, all things that can wound or bruile, as alſo great heat which cauſechby. 
ling of che blood ; hence it is that yong men to the age of chiccy five, are very ſubject to vomit la 
and other bleeding, as alſo great cold by coo much aſtriction may endanger co break the Vein; the 
ſame doth unſealonable Motion and Labor, unuſual Exerciſe, great bollowing, and the like, which 
move the blood violently in the Veins. 

And finally, All che Cauſes of Blood-ſpicting aforementioned. For blood being violently as 
ved either ia the Veins or Arteries, whether from an external, ot an internal Cauſe, goes (oooeftty 
that part which is weakeft, and moſt fit to receive it 3 and therefore if che Stomach, ot the Veim 
thicher ace ſo diſpoſed, chere wil be vomicing of blood rather than any other way of bleeding. 

DIAGNOSTICH, The Diagnoftick of this Diſeaſe liech chiefly in che diſcovery a 
the parc from which the blood comes.

Ir is called Cholera Apo tes Choles from Choller, as Galen ſhews from the opinion of the Guida 
Phyſitians, 2, meth. c. 2. that is comes trom yellow Choller and evil bumocs like it whiph is leni 
wards and downwards. But Alexander Trallianus, lib. 7. c. 14. wil not have this Name to bete 
rived from a Cholletick humor, becauſe Choller is not alwaies vomited, but alſo oftentimes a ſtay 
and flegmatick Humor z but it comes rather Apo toon Cholaſtoon from the Inteſtines which weed 
led Cbolados by the Antients 3 becauſe cheſe Humors come from the Inteſtines and intrals : yerthe 
ficft Ecymology is more co be approved, becaule it is uſed not only by Galen, but by Hi ppocrum 
7. epid. text. 19. by Celſus, lib. 4. cap. 11. and Aurelianus, lib. 3. acut. cap. 19. And alchboui 
chollerick humor is not al wa ies (ent forth, yet one like Cho)ler, ſhacp, biting, and cortupt, is alas 
voided. 

Some ſay the Scomach is the part affected, others the Guts, others both ʒ but we muſt beoi ga- 
len*s mind, who ſaith, 3. de ſympt. cauſ. cap. 2+ The part which is principally affected is the ftonad, 
whole expulſive Faculty is vehemently ſtitted up, ſo that it expels the noxious humors at boch ur 
fices. But there is no doubt but the Gullet and Guts ate ſecondarily affected. 

Therefore his Affect is a Symptom of che expulſive Faculty being hurt, and vehemently flicied 
up, for it cannot depend upon the tetent ive faculty debilitated, for then the humor flow by — 
in Lienteria and Caliaca Paſſio: but we muſt contels that the Diſeaſe is more violent if the Recer 
tive Faculty being weak do not teſiſt the expulſive. 

Moreover, Ibe Concoction is hurt alſo, by which evil humors ate bred in the Scomach which fit

Of Pain in the Stomach, called Dolor Ventriculi. 


T is a ſad and ttubleſome ſence in that part, from ſome things chat gnaw and ſtretch it til it hei 
or be wounded. | 
In the Stomach, you muſt conſider three parts, which much differ one from che other, namely, u 
upper Ocifice, and its lower, called Pylorus, and che reft of its Body which makech up the wid 
Cavity. 
The upper Ocifice is of exquilice ſence, by reaſon of the great Nerve which ic hath from be ſir 


Conjugation, and cheretore pain therein is very ſharp, and makes the Heart which is the moſt nab. 


Part, and neer unto it ſenſible of the ſame ; from thence it is called Cardialęgia, aud Cardiogns: 
tor there is luch a neet conſent between che mouch of che S:omach, and che Heart, that che Anciew 
called it by the name of the Heart, Cardia. 

But if che Membranes of che Cavity, ot che Py lotus be pained, it is called ſimply Dolor Ventrial, 
and ſomrimes Colica Ventriculi, eipecially when ic comes of wind. 

» CAUSES. The immediate Cauſe of this pain, is ſolution of Continuity by things ſhup 
and diſtendinꝑ, and they are chiefly Humors, ot wind ; and ſomtimes Worms gna wing the Tus. 

Sharp and malignant Humors, as green Chollec, or black, tak Flegm, coccupe Matter tent incotlt 
Stomach from an Impoſthume broken in the Livec or Breaſt, and all ocher ſhacp Humors which 
cauſe pain, . 

Alto ſharp vapors coming from thoſe Humors ule co cauſe this pain. 

The Wind contained iu the Cavity ot che Stomach doth cauſe ſwelling and painful diſtenſion, e. 
—— if it bereſtcained within ics Tunicles, which makes a very ſtubborn Diſeaſe, and cannot eur 

y be ſent out. 

The Diſeaſe both of the Stomach it ſelf, and of the parts adzoyning, uſe to breed this pain, 4s al 
great diftemper, eithet hot or cold, and eſpecially an laflemaricn, and ſomcimes a Scicrbus ot ord 
hard Tumor which makech a heavy pain; as alſo Wounds and Ulcers of the ſame part, and ſwelliy 
in parts adzoyning by wind or othet wajes, caule chis pa in by compreſſion of the Stomach. 

Now chete Humot and Winds which cauſe pain in the Stomach, either come from the whol b, 
or {ome parcs checeof, From the whol Body, in Feavers, or when the Body is filled wich eri llu- 
mors.

DIA NOSTICH The Diagnoſtic Signs are from the part affected, and the caute. 
And when che pain u under the Cartilage Enfiformis of Xipboides, ic ſhews that the upper 
Ocifice of che Scomach is affected: but that it is a true Catdialgia in the mouth of the S:omech, you 
may know more certainly when thete is a moſt ſharp pain from the exquiſite ſence of the parc with 
+ touble and diſturbance that the Patient cannot ſtay in a place, ot in one poſture, buc ofcen 
unde and faincerh by conſent and ſympathy of the Heart wich the Stomach, not only by neerneſs 
it, buralſo by reaſon of the diſſipation of the Spicirs by che pain. Somtimes che Brain conſenes, 
Reaſon of the famous Nerve which is in the Scomach, and the ſharp vapors which ate directly (ent 
xo che Head from chence, from whence come Cephalalgia, Hemiccania, Vertigo, and Epilepſie.

The Barbarians cal it Miſerere mei, becauſe ic is a miſerable Diſeaſe, and commonly deadly, and 


therefore needs Divine Commiſeration. 
is Iliack Paſlion is a prepofterous motion of the Inteſtines, in which che Belly is al waies bounds 
and the Excremencs which ſhould be carcied downwards, ate brought to the Scomach, and caſt out 
It is — that the Iuteſt ines have a natutal motion by which the Chylus and Fzces are by de- 
tees carried downwards, which is called Periſtalticus; this motion is by the Ocbiculac and Tranſ- 
rſe Fibres which conttact che Inceftines, and is compared co the mot ion of Eacth-worms which 
nove the parts of their bodies ſucceſſively. And this motion is ſomcimes inverted by ptetetnatutal 
uſer, as when the Fibres of the Inceftines «hich ought co be contracted from above downwards; 
ce concracted upwards z and whatſoever is in che Guti is not tent cowards the Belly, but cowards the 
$comach, and then is this Iliack Paſſion. We obſerve ſomthing like this in Vonucing 3 toc when the

millowed down; but when by an inverted order they contract themſelves from the parc beneath 
pwacds,there is vomiting.

Good for the ſame is the often uſe of Medlars ; as Foreſtus confirms by expetience, obſ. I. har. in 
words : One that had a conſt ant Flux, and ſpem al be bad upon Phyſitians, came to me for au 
ſel, whom I adviſed to eat *Medlars, though green, as many as be could; by which be was eli 
cured. As it was with a Zeland Merchant that came to Jobn Spin chius, a Phyſitian of Lm 
who baving been long ſick,, and of a Dyſentery at laſt, and could not be cured by any, was at l 
by bis advice cured only with Medlars, and gave the Phyſitian three hundred Crowns for bu a 
Vice, Thus Foreſtus, 

But we muſt obietve that the Body before the uſe of Medlars be clenſed from Excrements.

CHAP. JI. 
Of Dylſcnteria, or Dyſentery, 


Dyſentery is an ofcen and bloody Looſneſs of che belly, wich pain and torment defending 
A upon the ulceration of che Icteſtines. 

The word Dyſenter ia is talen commonly among the Antiencs for every bloody flux of the belly: 
but ſtrictly and properly it is taken only for the bloody flux, which comes from an Ulcec in the In- 


reftines. : 
DITFERENCES. Gal. 3. de ſymp. caxſ. cap. 2. nameth four kinds of bloody 


fluxes, which he commonly cals Dyſenteries. 
The ſicſt is when any part of the Body is cut, or when any exerciſe is omitted, or any bleeding is 


amicced, as ulu il bleeding at che Note and Hemorrhoids, that by reaſon whereof the blood aboun-, 


Jing is ſent by che Meſeraick Veins to the Inteſtines, and ſo evacuated by the belly. } 
The ſecond is, when by teaſon of the weoknels of the Liver, Watery blood like that water wherem 
eſh bach been waſhed, is voided; as ic is in che Hepatick ot flux of the Liver, of which we fhal 
jeceafcer ſpea k. 
The third is when Melancholick and ſhining blood is caſt ſorth, which by reaſon of the long conti- 
nuance in the Liver or Spleen in burnt, and mixed with Melancholy. Shining fignifiech burning, be- 
uſe blood which groweth black by cold doch not ſhine, but loſeth that brightneis or ſplendoc which 
t had before. 
The fourth Difference, is when the Patient at ſome ſhoce diftance voids blood with Humors ot Ex- 
ements, wich which ſomcimes there is mixed Pus or Matter, and that with pain and totment, by 
bich we may conclude that chere is an Ulcet of the Guts. And this is properly called a Dyſentery, 
bf which only we bere diiccurte. 
CAUSES. The lncernal Cauſes of a Dyſentecy, ate ſharp and ulcetating Humors, as yel« 
Jow Choller, green like Leeks ot Verdegreece, and black ; as alſofalc flegm bred in che Head from 
great heat, or in the belly by purtitaction, and ſo brought to the Iateſtines, where cleaving a long 
me, it doth ulcetate. 


Here is a great doub: propounded by Authots; How yellow Choller in a ſhort cime ſhould cauſe 


Dytentecy, when green Choller ina long time makerh only a Diarct oi, which never turnech into 
Dyſentety, ſince the preen is made of the yellow by aduftion, and bath more ſharpneſs ? 
Nercutus anſwereth, That thete muſt be a clammineſs, by which it may cemain long in the Guts 
o cotode and gna w them, as wel gs a ſharpneſs. And therefoce if yellow Choller be ſuch, it cauferh 
Dyſen ery; on che contrary, it gceen Chollec be nre fluid, and ſtay leſs while in the Gute, ic 
makes bur» ſunple D:acct ov, 
| Sennertss (ach that this anſwer is probable ; but it doth not ſacisfie, becauſe oftentimes there are 
uxes, in which chere is clammineſs with ſharpneſs, and yet thete is no Dyſentety. And cormary- 
ile, oftentimes Chere i no clamminels in Chollet ick Humors which cauſe a Dyfentery, and chere« 
xe he thinks that the Humors which produce a Dyſentery have a peculiar occuk quality, with which 
de In eſt ines ace offended and ulceraced, as the Lungs ace with che fiſh Lepus, and che Bladder wich 
andarides, and no other part. And he provech chat malignant quality, in that a Dyſentery is coma- 
"tor che molt patt, ſo t hat the infections which come from the va pott tiſimg from the excremencs 
0 thulerhic have a Dy ſentetry, do only inſect the Guts of them that ace intected, and not upon ocher 
parry, lhe lame happenech in other Epidemical and infectious Diſeaſes, in which che poy ſon doch go 
„one peculist pace ; lo theit Pleureſies, Peripneumonia's, or Impoftbumes in che Lungs, and 
luna es which ate intectrous. So the poy ſon of a mad Dog doth only infect che Head. Thi i more 
leet ta be ſeen in Putgig Medicines, which have a peculiat vercue to move the Humors in the Body; 
eng che n to the Gute, which wil not only, — at the Mouth, purge by ſtool, bur laid 


ebe Nurel, ot taken by vapor at che Noſe, it is probable that they piercing into che Veins and 
* N 15 Acteties, 
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Arteries by the Pores of the Skin and ex:temitĩes of the Veſſels, do ſtit up motion, and Fermengy. 
on or working in the Humors, becauſe che bad Humors are ſeparated from che good, and by prick; 
ot ſtimulating of Natute, they ate driven to the Iuteſtines by the force of the Medicine, directing tte 
expullive faculty to thoſe parts. By the ſame reaſon, bur after anothet manner, do Sudoricks, a 
Sweating Medicines, and Diuteticks, or ſuch as provoke Urine work; che former fotcing the lia 
mots to the Skin, the lattet to the Bladder. From which we may collect that the inſection d 
Dylencercy, by what manner or part ſoevet it u admitted into the Body, doth cauſe a certain ſen 
mentation ot working in the Humors by giving chem a diſpoſicion like it ſelf; which being an erg. 
my to the Guts, doth provoke the flux of the Humors to them, by which they are ulceraced; 4 
they being infected with the hike diſpoſition, do infect the Humors and Nourithment 3 from wherg 
comes a true and proper Dylencery. 

It is demanded of divers Auchorsg, What is that ſnotty and white Matter which is voided in 6; 
great plenty in Dyſenteries, mixed with Blood and other Humors ? Some think that ic is the ſit of 
the Guts; others that ic is that with which the Iateſtines ace lined for the bettet paſſage of theens, 
mente z others, that it is flegm from the Head ot other patts; others, that it is Pus or Matter lum 
che Ulcers. But we conclude, That it is nothing elſe but a precernatural excrement of the Gm 
for they being decayed from their Natural Conſtitution, cannot convert their proper Nouriſhnes 
into their own ſubſtance, but by an impet fect way change it into that Matter; which when t iu 
for nouriſhmeuc ot thoſe parts, is expelled forth, and then the parts wanting again Nouriſhnen, ac 
tracted or draweth new, which is changed as the former, and there muſt needs be a great encei(e 
thereof, becauſe the parc affected continually draweth Blood from the Veins, which is charged n 
this ſlimy ſubſtance, by which it is deceived of its expectation, and therefore again draweth new 
ics Nouriſhment, which it continually aimeth at, but cannot turn into irs own ſubſtance, but into thy 
flimy Matter, of which there is ſo great an encteaſe. The ſame thing is done in other parts, andeſe 
cially in great and — or deep Ulcers, Fot the part Ulcerated when by reaſon of its tl 
— it cannot be wel nouriſhed, draws blood continually from the Veins, which is changed n 


us or Quittor, by which means the whol body by degrees conſumeth. Nor doth chis betil oh 
parts ulcerated, but others that have no Ulcer or Impoſthume; ſo that although the atouictui by 
crement be like Quitror, yet is dot true Pus or Quittor; for that comes only from an Ulcer ot la 
pofthume, Thu chiefly appears in an Ophthalmy or In flamation of the Eyes, in which when tet 


is no Ulcer or Impoſthume, there is a continual Exctement like Quittor, which comes only from 
diſtemper of the part, and the depravation of the Homioſis, or quality by which ic makes Now 
ment like it ſelt. The fame betals men in Aſthma or Ptiſick, and other Diſeaſes of che Lung, fot 
their Lungs being diſtempered, do ill concoct theic own Nouriſhmenr, but turn it into an Exciement 
like Quuccor, which is expelled by coughing, and yet they have no Ulcer in their Lungs ; a5 wary 
learned Phyſicians wil conclude when they ſee the Matter. 

The Ex-ernal Caufes of a Dyſentery, ate al things that produce ſharp and evil Humors, d git! 
them (being ptoduced) a diſpoſition to caule a Dyſentery, The principal ate, ſharp Meats, a vey 
{ubject co putteſaction, as Fruits ſoon rotten, and al uncipe things, Waters chat ate diunkadiu* 
rily, wherein there is Crudity or a Mineral, and Medicines which ate deadly qualified, andeil Au, 
as Hipp. Aph. 11. Sect. 3. when the Winter is too cold or dry, the Spring too wet, and too full d 
South winds, then there wil be Dy ſenteries in the Summer. And Aph. 12. Sect, 3. If che South 
wind blow much in Winter, and it rain much: bur it it be dey, and the Norch wind blow much, 8 
the Spring, choſe ſeaſons produce Dy ſenteries. | 

But the proper Diſtempet ot the Air to produce a Dy ſentety is known in a contagious or Epiden» 
cal Dyſentery, which ſomcimes is more dangerous than Others, As alſo there is an lotection inthe 
Excrements of thoſe that have this Dileale to them tha ſmel them, andif they be caſt into ibe Por 
they infect moſt of the Family that fic over them. 

SIGNS. The Signs of a Dyſencery are taken out of the Definition mentioned, an cd 
bloody Evacuation wich pain and corments of the Belly, and ſomt ĩmes a F eaver, watching, chu, ur- 
thing of Meat, and other Signs common to many Diſea ſes. 

But it is hard to know whether the thick or thin Guts ate ulcetated. Ui ually if the pain be ibobe 
the Navil, they ſay ic is in the thin Guts, and if be low, in the thick; but this is conttaty to teꝛtoa, 
becauſe both the thin and thick Gurs are carried boch to the ſuperior and inferior patts. Tbeteleit 
this ſigu is rather to be taken from the quality of the pain, and the Excrements, For if the thin C 
ate affected, there is vehement pa in, like pins pricking, becauſe they ate more Membranous, ad d 
more exquiſite fence, As allo they go not to ſtool pteſently atter the pain, ard there 1s blood me 
very ſtool; for becauſe the blood and purulent Maccer comes far before it be voided, it is mote m 
with the Dung; but it the thick Guts are affected, the pain is leſs vehement and laſting, tf" 
preſently aftet a going to ſtool, the Blood and Matter ſwim upon the Excrement, or ate vely l 

mixed, and iu a gieat Ulceration there are as ic were little pieces of fleſh, The 
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Somtimes a Vomit is very good, if the Patient be inclinable, and the Humors ſtand in the 805 
mach z for it makes a revulſion ot che Humots from the pace affected. Which Amatus Luſugny 
wilely mentioned, Curat. 44+ Cent. 2. in cheſe words: If the Phyſuttan can draw upreards, xj 


caſt out by Vomit a Humor that is Chollerick and ſharp, flowing to the Guts to make a Dyſentery y 
would be contrary to the Precept of Galen, in his Book of Medicinal Art, and Method of Cure, ty 
carry the matter by the Guts which are ful of Ulcers. But when the Phyſitian cannot do it, aliboꝶ 
be ought to try bis beſt Jl, he muſt then uſe Purges, and eſpecially Rbubarb. This Hippocrgy 
taugut, Apb. 15. Set. 6, After a long flux of the Belly, if Vomiting come of is ſelf, the diſeaſe ic 
red. But Galen in his Comment upon this Aphoriſm, ſaith, That this n the example of iboſe thing 
which are done rightly by Nature, which a Phyſitian ought to imitate. And Mercatus contumy us 
lame in theſe wo.ds : Divert the Humors another way by bleeding if thowe canſt ; alſo Purge, al 
Vomit, eſpic ially in ſalt flegm, for thus we have ſeen old Dyſenteries cured. 
Angelus ſala 3 this following Vomit in a Dyſentery : 

Take of Salt of Vitriol half a dram, or a dram : Syrup of Ruinces, and Betony Water, of ud 
one ounce : Cinnamon Water tex dram : Mix them and drink it off. 

Thece is a great Diſſention among Authors concerning Blood»letting in this Diſeaſe, And it ud 
Opinion of che wiſeſt, chat in a Feaver and Intlamation ot the Inceftine»(which is commonly joei 
with an Ulcer ) chat it ought to be in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, before the ſtreng! b be decayedly 
ie: for ſo thete is a tevulſion of Blood, and ſharp Humors flowing to che Guts, And Vai & 
Taranta, and Amatus Luſitanus in an old Dyſentety draw Blood. Valeſcus ſaith, That awyold 
man bad a Dyſentery three months , I being ſent for, when otber Phyſitians oppoſed it, command» 
ed a hein to be opened, he preſently amended. And Amatus ſaith thus; That an un | 
Phyſitian went to a man, who had a Dyſentery thirty dates with a great Feaver, and after thy 
of dwvers Medicine was brought very low, and lean, his flux continuing roith much Blood and am 
Blood from the Liver Vein of bis right Arm: and obſerve with what ſuccel; Preſently, muar 
louſly the blood ſtopped, though his flux continued. But by Clyſters with Sugar, and aſtringent li. 
dicines both internal and external, his belly was bound, and he cured. 

In the mean while give m:ny Clyſtecs, firſt alwaging, auld, and clenſing; chen giutinous ade 
ſtringemt; and ſomtumes in one Clyſter all together, or moſt of them. ;

CAVSES. The immediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, is an Ulcer in the ſtreipht Gut called Inc 
teſtnumrettum ; from which, Quittot or filthy mattet continually flowetb, and irteth up the Ex- 
pulſive Faculcy, by which means chere is a continual deſire of going co ſtool, Moreover, there is 
voided a flimy mattet mixed wich blood, from the depravation of the Homoioſis (or quality that 
converts things into its lilceneis) of the ulcetated patt, becauſe it cannot wel concoct ics proper Nou- 
riſhment, and make ic like ic (elf, but turn it into another ſlimy ſubſtance; as we ſhewed mote ac 
large in Dytentertes, and ot het Ulcers of the Guts. 

But in regard we faid in the Chapter of Dyſentery, That al che Inceftines might be ulcerated in that 
Diteaſe; thence it ſeems to tollow, That the UIlcets of the ſtratght Gut called Refnm belong co a 

Jylencery, Yer Cuftom hath ſo prevailed, that when the Rectum is only hurt, ic is called by che 
ame of Teneſmus : And becauſe when other Guts ate affected, it the Rectum {uffer, there ts alſo 
enelmus or needing, although the Diſeaſe be then called a Dyſentery ; cherefoce Dyſentery and 
enelmus are of che tame Nature, and have the ſame Cauſe, and differ only in reſpedt of the part at-

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Chap. S. Fluxus Hepaticus, or Flux of the Liver. * 


CHAP. VIII. 
Fluxus Hepaticus, or Flax of the Liver. 


Flux of the Liver, is that in which ſerous and bloody Humors hike water wherein fl:fh hath 
been waſhed, are voided. f : ; 

CAUSES. This Diſeaſe is produced from the Liver being weak and out of tune; by tea- 
ſon whereof it cannot breed good blood, but tutneth che Chylous matter into chin and ſetous blood, 
which becauſe it is not fic to nouriſh, is ſent by Natute into the Inceſtines, from whence comes this 
flux of che Liver. : f 

This weaknels and diſorder may come from any diſtempet Fot by the exceſs of any of the fiſt 
qualities, the native hear, and ics power co make blood, 1s dej ected. Vec chi hath a doubc tiſiug 

from Experience, becaule we lee often, that great diſtempers ot he Liver, and excels in the firſt qua- 
lities do produce other diſeaſes, and not th. And again, chis flux is many times without the excels 
of che firſt qualities. That theretore the Natute of this Diſeaſe may be declared, we muſt ſay wich 
wiſe Varandeus my Maſter, There is ſomthing more chan an ordinaty diftemper for producing of 
this diſeaſe. And it is occult ot hidden, contumiog the cadical moiſture in the Liver, which allo de- 
ſtroyech che Natural heat. 

Thizevildiipoſition, and occult diftemper may come by burning and (wooning Feavers by a hot 
diftemper of the Bowels, which melcech the Oy ly ſubſtance, by occult corruption, and corruption 
of Humor, by a great coldneſi from flegm and Melancholly abounding, which doch opptels and cot- 
rupt the Natural heat; and it may come by outward Ca es, as great draughts of cold Water, Snow, 
or Ice, extraordinary eating of raw Sallete, Poy ſon, and Medicines that purge too vehemently, By 
driking of coo much new Wine, lalt, ſharp, and prepared Meats, and ſtrong things which parch the 
ſubſtance of che Liver. To thele you may add al other Cauſes which by cov much cooling or hea» 
tn do diſſolve che ſtiengeh and tone or order of the Liver, | 

Hicherto u declared a true and proper flux of che Liver which hach this ſign, there ate Liquid and 
ſerous ſtools, like waſhings of fleſh, from che weaknels of the Liver, which cannot languiſie ur make 
blood wel, or from a malignant diſtempec which (poileth che Natural heat and moiſture. 

Thece is alſo a baſtard flux ot the Liver, which comes ot a ſimple diſtemper without any fault of 
the cadical moiſture 3; by which diſtempet the faculty is not hutt, but the work hindered, fo that 
inſtead of pute blood, there comes impute and cottupt, or good turns into evil, When in a true of the 
Livet thete is never any good blood in che Liver, 

The Blood is corrupted, either by the mixture of Choller, or Melancholy, or ſome other impure 
Macter, or from its too long (Fay iu in the Liver, and the parts adjacent, by which it is made thicker 
ot burnt, ot tottetli; ot from che fault ot che Spleen, which doch not fuck away the droflie blood z 
and in this baſtard flux, lontimes thick, Lomunes black blood is voided, and lot imes blood is mix- 
ed with Humors of divecs colors, 

SIGNS. ue ſigns of this Diſeaſe may be gathered from what hath been ſaid. For in a 
uue flux chere appear moiſt ſtools like waſhings ot fleſh, which is not in other bloody fluxes, if in a 
Dylentery at any time, it is ſeldom), and then thete is choller, flegm, and exctements of divers colors 
voided: and in a Dyſentety there is pain and totment of the belly, but in chis none.

Liver remaining ſound, and may be cured by taking away the Caules that defile the Blood, 
CURE. The Cute of chis diſeaſe is wrought by Medicines that ſtrengthen che Liver, corregiy 
diftemper, and ſtay the flux. Aud becauſe it comes ofteneſt of a hot diftemper, thetefote we yig 
ficſt ſpeak of the Cute of chat diſtemper, becauſe it comes ſeldom of a cold Cauſe, and is co be cy 
as Dropſie.

By ſome it i mes men fy to what kind ot Diſeaſe chat is precernatucal che Worms are co be refers 
red? But ve can take way all occaſion of doubting, by laying that after a divers conſideration they 
may refer to all kinds of Dileates; for as they pt ick and pull the Guts, orjobſtcuct them, and pro» 
duce other diſeales, they may be ſa id co be cauſes of diſeaſes, But as they are ſubſtauces added to 
thole which ought natutally to be contained n the Guts, they are reckoned by Galen in che number 
ot choſe Dileales which are in the numbet encreaſed wholly againſt Nature, as che (tcnealſo. And 
laſtly, as they are (ene our precernaturally by the belly, ot the mouth, they areto be referred to the 
hault in Excretion, or {ending forth, 

Galen in his Comment upon the Aphoriſms, Aph. 26. Sect. 3. propounds chree kinds of Worms: 
Ide tound Werg's, which are often bed in the Guts, and get often up into the Stomach z the Aſca- 
nden, or luile Wartus like (mal thtitls, which uſe to lie in the inferior part of the chick lnceſtines, atid 
overapunlt che SphicCter Muicle j and the broad Worms, called Faſcia, becauſe they ate and 
broad like Chilirens Swathing bands. This kind js moce tate to be ſeen than the reſt, and a Phyztian 
hal ſcarce lee them in his ww, Fs twice or Chrice in a yeer, yet there are great Controverſies among 
Authors about them; ſome ſay it is one Wotm only; ſome that it i made of many united, which 
they call Cucurbitinor, or Gourd Worm, and (ay that they ate parts of the broad Worm ; othets 
make fourth kind, containing the Gourd Worms ʒ but we do not intend here co ſhew their Reaſohs 
nd levera] Experiences they have lo much boaſted of: the curious Reader may ſearch for hu betten 
latiulact ion, Rondoletins, Platerus, Sennertus, and many others. .

tation co receive this ot chat form; and the Seed which is mote agreeable to that Dipaſit io ham 
into act, and bringeth into the mattet a form proper to it ſelf. This Opinion doch not muh dig 
from che old Philoſophy, which ceachech, That Forms proceed from the powet in the Marta; by 
they chink it latet to bide che Seeds ot things in theit Matter, which are truly efficienc,tban to cha 
ledg only che power ot t he Matter, which hath no power to be an efficient, ſot we muſt find auum 
efficient wich the power of che Matter which may taiſe a Form from it, ot rather introduce, u king 
Form unto it. 

CASES. The material Cauſe of Worms is commonly ſweet Flegm which proweth py 
trid, by Wich it gets a Diſpoſition to be turned toro Worms ; but we think i no wales nec, 
that food which wil breed Worms, ſhould be firſt turned into Flegm: Fot Worms may breed ot tex 
immediately being purified, as we (ee in Fleſh, Cheeſe, Cheſſnuts, Apples, Pears, Chetries and ln 
Ftuits which bring torth Worms by being puttified: So it is in out bodies, eſpecially in Child 
which ate given to Gluttony and eat the atoteſaid things, and cake new commonly before the old s 
Concatted, Hence u ic that they pucrifie and breed Worms, 

But let yong Phylicians oblerve chis, That Sucking Children, that eat meat are moſt tall 
with Worms, and becauſe their St omact are not able to digeſt it, thetefote ic is cottupted andiwned 
into Worms z moreover, Milk is quickly digeſted in the Scomach, and preſently ſent co the b 
and it it hath Meat mixed vii h it which could not ſo ſuddenly be digeſted, it wil be ſent into tte w 
teſtmes with the Milk, and cherefore corrupt and breed Worms, And oblerve, That Worms 
breed of Milk only, to that as often as you conſider the Diſeaſe of an Infant, cake notice, Whether 
have che Worum or no, which Women alwaies proclaim and (ay all their Diſeaſes came trom et, 
as they aſcribe al the Diſeaſes of Women to the Mother ; and che Phy ſitian may cercainly procure 
thac the Child bach not the Worms, it it live only upon Milk, and have eat neither meat na hö: 
Galen in his com. aph. 26 ſets. 3. taught this, ſaying, That in Children that Suck milk oa to 
Worms do breed ; the Reaton whereof is not plain, Many lay, That in ſucking Gh11dcenche Hew 
not ſtrong enough to beed Worms. And this is confirmed by Galen in the place cited; where 
faich, That ſtrong Heat is cequired for the Generation of Worms z and thence he ſaith ic comes (bu 
Worms ate more in Voutb, chan Iofancy 3 which allo Hippocrates teachech in the Aphorilm 
laid; and which be ſeems to gain · lay in lib. 4. de morbis, where he ſaich, That Worms breed # 
Cbildren befoce they are born; but theſe have not ſtronger beat than they that ſuck : And Hife 
crates gives anothet Reaſon why Childten in the Womb ſhould have Worms, becauſe theit Eu- 
ments are teteined but when they are born they do not breed Worms, becaule then cheic Exπνñ᷑.̈ 
are not receined, But thu wil not ſacisfie, becaule then ottentimes in Childgen that Suck che Hut- 
ments ace reteined, and yet they have no Worms while they live only upon Mille; cherelor 
the afoteſa id Reatons do not content lolid wits, we expect the new Thoughts of Wiſe men touch 
this matter ; and in the mean while, we wil briefly declare out Opinion, and leave co the Judt 
of the Leatned: We lay then, That Milk putriy ing doth grow ſout, and then is unfit tot to di

But when 
any means inwardly and outwardly, were in vain uſed, in tbe end finding no Remedy, they con- 
ded to try this Manual Operation: But baving no fit Chyrurgeon, they ſent for a — — 
bo profeſſed this Art, and be cut, tied, and burnt the Hemorrhoids of Fabricius thus: Firſt be 
bim ſo that he could no waies move; then be ſeparates the Hemorrhoids from the Inteſtine;

If the Inflamacion tend to ſupputat ion, which is known by encte nie of the Fezver, and the paing 
according to Hipp. Aph. 47. lib. 2+ there is great danget, aud few eſcape in this caſe, Yet you muſt 
fucthecthe Suppucation wr h che atotetaid Emplaiſters, which wil diſſolve che matter which wil be 
diſſolved, and iupputate chat which wil be ſuppurated or ripened ; as alſo with mollifying Gacas 
plainy, and you muſt give inwardly Chicken Broth wherein Mallows, Marſh-mallows, Figgs, and 
P wes have been boy led. 

After the la poſthume is hecken, if whice Matter flow by ſtool ot Ur ine, you muſt clenſe with 
Buley Water, or Whey wich Honey of Roſes, ot with thoſe Remedies which ate preſcribed for the 
Cine of the Ulcer ot the Stomach. But if the Suppuration tend outwardly, you muſt open ic with 
ared hoc Ine lion Knife, according to Hippocrates, And if the Matcet come ſotth whice and Goncys 
ed, here u hope of Cute; but it red, filchy, and ſtinking, the Patient is neec death. 


CHAP. III. 
Of the Stoppage, or Obſtruction of the Liver. 


He Obſttuction of che Liver is a Pretecnatural cloſing ot ſtraigheneſs of the Branches of the Veni 
Pocra,and Cava, that is, of the Gate and hollow Vein, and ſomtimes of the ſubſtance of the Liver, 
ering the pa ſſ ige of Natutal Humots, and the diſtribution of. the Nouriſhmenr, coming ſtom 
Mutter which filleth them Cꝛwit ies. 
Hence t is that Obſtruction u an Organical Diſeaſe, namely, in the way and paſlage obſtructed, 
a binders che diſtribut ion of Blood for the Nowriſhmenc of che partes. Theſe wa ies oc pailages 
le not only the Veins which are diſperſed through the whol ſubſtance of the Liver ; but allo the 
— ind inſenſible Pa ſſiges, with which che whol ſubftance of the Liver, and allo of other patcs, is 
lulz which being ſhuc up by a preternatural Humor, neithet can the beat of tue Liver be co0s 
dot can the thin va porous Excremetits be evacuated. , 
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The Matter that Cauſeth the Obſtruct ions, commonly is a groſs Excrement, viſcous and clanay 
which being not able co paſs freely, fticks in che paſſage, and is more and more thickned by the ben 
of the patt, ſo that the longer ObftcuRtions continue, the worſe they are, 

Somtimes plenty of Humors.cauſe an Obſtruct ion, as Galen ſhewetb, 10. mech. cap. 2. in che 
words : Of Obſtruction / ſome come of abundance of Humors, and ſome from the — 
they are groſs or clammy : Blood- letting is the beſt Remedy againſt thoſe which come 
tbe uſe of attenuating things is beſt againſt thoſe that come of Quality. 

This Obſtruction which comes tcom plenty of Humors, bappens chiefly in the Veſſels and they 
Cavities when being coo (ul, chey ace ſo diftended that they cannot contract themſelves for the 
ſending forch of the Mattet contained: As we may obſerve by the Bladder when i is ſtreiched ou 
long tetent ion of too much Urin, that it cannot contract it ſelf; from whence there comes a ſappp 
of Ulia, or difficulty of voiding thereof. 

Not only Humors, but alſo ſomtimes many groſs Vapors, which cannot eaſily be diſcuſſed (be- 
cauſe the way is not open as in the Chollick) may be the Cauſe of Obſtruction, as Galen teachech, 
3. de loc, aff, which Cauſes ate very rare, and abſolutely denied ot tome. 

The Humors which ſtoppeth with its thickneis is chiefly Flegm, which wil eaſily grow groſs ud 
clammy. Melancholy is next, which by its coldneſs, thicknels, and droffineſs, may cauſe Ob. 
ſtructions: Allo Blood may do the ſame by its quantity and thickneſs. And laftly, Cholle: tay 
loog in the Liver grows chick, and breeds dangerous Obft:uQions, The Ant ecedent and Frucip 
Cauſes, ate al things that produce thick and clammy Humors, and thick and cloudy Au, Nen of 
groſs Juyce, viſcous, bard ot Concoct ion, and diſtt iburion, aftringenr, cold, and not fit tas io be ea. 
ren, as Pears, Quinces, Services, Medlars, Mufhrooms, Cheeie, Pulſe, Peaſe oc Beans, Beef aud Pu 
flimy Fiſh, and dried in che Smoak, Bread not wel baked, Rapes, Cheſsoucs, chick, ted, and au- 
gent Wine, and muddy Ale. 

Alto an evil Diſpoſition of the Liver, eſpecially a cold diftemper, which may allo produce 0b- 
ſtruct ions from good Juyce, as when it doth not wel concoct, but turns che meat into a Sal Iuu- 
tous, and mucilaginous ot ſlmy Matter. 

Alſo the Diftemper ot the Scomach may be a Cauſe of Obſtructions, when it begets too crude 4 
Cbyle, which cannot attet be wel ordered by the Liver, becauſe the fault of che fitſt Concoclion i 
not amended by the ſecond, 

SIGNS. The Signs of this Diſeaſe are to be divided into divers ſorts, ſome ſignifie the kind 
of the Diſeaſe, others the parc affected, and others the cauſe that produce it.

Ths 
Sign doth ſo ſurely declare che Obſtruction of the Hypocbondria, although there be neicher pain bac 
apparent {welling, that Proſper Martian in bis — upon the atoteſaid Book of Hippos 
ter, afficmecb, That be bath concluded that the Bowels were obſtructed, before evet be handle 
Hy pochondtia. 

The ſtretching of the right Hypochondrion ſheweth che pare affected, together with che other 
ſipns, and fomrimes pain, that is heavy and dul, which encreaſeih attet meat, eſpecially it ener 
ummeditely follow; ſomtimes a dry Cough ; ditficulcy ot Breachivg by tealon of che neeroel 
che Diaphragma, and a greater weight of that part than of any other.

The negligence of Apot hecatt ies for the moſt part in, That they had rather buy Cry ſtal of Tar 
of luch fellows, than make ic themſelves ( though it be the eaſieſt of all) becauſe they ſell it cder 
pur than they themſelves can make it: for thoſe {mpoſtors wil ſel a pound for leven pence, ot tit 

ace, from which alone the Apot hecatt ies might argue deceit, perceiving chat they would be looles 
in (otelling, if ic were i ighely made. 

The deceic lie h here, Thoſe Impoſtors pur a little Tartar, and a great deal of Allum incocheic D. 
coct ion 4 not becrule Tattat is (old dearer, but becauſe it yields but a lictle Cryſtal; but Allum 
tun all into Cryſtal, Hence it is that the Phy ſi / ians are deceived of theit intent ions, beciule An 
in attringent, which is contrary to the opening Faculty which they deſite.

CHAP. IJ. Of the Jaundice. 


He Jaundice is a yellow color of che whol Body, coming of Choller, ſpread over all che 
Skin, | 

I: is checefore a Symptome of the Quality charged. And now preſently, that vulpar difficulty 
which is controvetted by almoſt al Wurcers, offers it (elf z namely, That the yellow color in che 
Cocnes, doth immediately hutt che Sight, making al objects appear yellow. To which (that I 
may anlwer ina word, without circumſtances) I lay, That ic is a diſeaſe in the encreale ot Numberz 
foc ſince the Gornea ought to be void of al color, that it may let the Species of Objects pals chrough 

e and unchanged, it it have any pteternatutal color, it hath a Diteaſe in the encteaſe ot Number, 
that is, More than what is neceſſaty to the Natural Conſt ic ut ion theteut. 

DIFFBRENCES. Authors do make cwo torts of Jaundice; Yellow, and Black, 
The Black proceeds from che Spleen, and is very tate: thecetoce here creating only of the Dileales of 
the Liver, we wil ſpeak only of che Yellow Jaundice, 

CAUSES. Tbe ſpteading of Choller upon the Skin comes from mau Cauſes ; which may 
de ceduced cochree Heads; namely, An Evil Dupoſition of the Liver 3 AuObſtcuction ot the Bag 
that contains the Gall; And che malignicy of che Cholletick Humor. 

The Evil Diſpoſit ion of the Liver is divers 3 as Diſtemper, Inflamation, Obſtcuttion, Scicthus, 
and whatſoever may ſo weaken che part, that Exctement itious Chollet cannot be ſepatated fiom the 
Blood, but is wich it diſtcibuced through the hal body. 

The Obſtcution of the Bag or Cyſtis, which contains the Gall, binders the paſſage of it into the 
Guts, whereby it temains iu the Liver, and goes from chence with the Blood into the whol Body. 
This Obſtruction is either from groſs Flegm, or Choller abounding; fomcunes trom lictle ſtones 
which ate often bred in che Bag of Gall; which may allo be made natio in the Paſl. ge, by che com- 

eſſion of ſome part nigh unto ir, which is flamed or ſcitthous. 

The Evil of the Gholleuick Humor conſiſis, ercher in che great quantity thereof, which cannot be 
regulaced by Nature, nor be (eparaced from the Maſs of Blood, or which fo filleth the Bag of the 
Gall, that ic cannot contract it ſelf to expel it; or it conſiſts in an evil quality, which by corrupting 
ot the Humors, doth hinder theit due Evacuacion, or ſtics up Nature tuddenly to caſt ic forth, as 
you may oblerve in a Cricical or Symptomat ical Jauudice. This Corruption happens in continual 

bollecick Feavers ; as allo attet Poyton is taken, ot trom che biting of ſome venemous Creacur?, 
by which che whol Blood is turned into Choller. 

SIGNS, The Signs ot the yellow Jaundice are manifeſt ; namely, a yellow colot through 
the whol Body, eſpecially in the whue of cle Eyes. Altoan itching, and lazineſs, bitrernels of che 
Tongue, ſomtimes Chollecick Vomitings, and Hiccoughs, 

Ide Signs of che Cauſes ate to be taken trom heit proper Fountains; for if the diſtemper of the 
Liver be hot, this Diſeale comes from Intlainacion, Obſtruction, Scicthus, or the like: the knowledg 
of which is to be tak en from cheir proper Chapters, 

Thele things properly thew the Obſtruction of che Bag of the Gall, white Exctements, and a Bel - 
ly bound Throug!1 the want of Choller, which uſeth co make che Excrements yellow, or ted, and co 
Ac up tde Expullive Faculcy ot che Guts like a Clyſter. The cine is very yellow, incluung to ted, 
and it you put a Linnen clout therein, it wil dye ic yellow, 

It t come trom the malignuy of che Chollericx Humor, the Exctemeuts of che Belly ate high colo- 
red, and ilio the Ucine, eſpecially if it tollow a puttid Feaver, when the Jaundice is a Symptome, 
and then atcer the coming of che Jaundice the Feaver tema ins: but if it be critical,che Feaver ceaſeth, 
and che Exciemencs with the Udine ate wel colored, The Excernal Cauſes, as Poyſon, and vene- 
out ditings may be declared by the Patient, and chole about him. |

But that which comes upon acute Feavers, if it be Critical needs no Cure, Yet if it be Sympros 
matical, che Cure of it depends upon che Cure of the Diſeaſe upon which ic depends. 

That which comes {com che Obſtruction of the Cy ſt is, or Bag ofthe Gall, is cured by taking 
of the Obſtruction, which may be conveniently done by the Remedies mentioned in the fotmei Cuy 
tet. To which we may add thele as more proper.

Droſcorides commends the Juyce of Horebourd for this Diſeaſe, and ſince his time, othen, ind

is without Pain or Sence. | | | 
That which is not Exquiſite or Perſect, bath ſome kind of pain, and comes from a Matter leſs 
ardened; ina word, ic is a Scirrhus beginning, and not confirmed ; but that which is Exquiſite ts 
oficmed, ſo that they only differ in Degrees. 

CAUSES. AScirthus breeds in the Liver two waits ; either from Defluxion, or Conge- 
ion of a chick and glutinous Humor upon the patt; ot from Inflamacion, which diſſolveth the thin 

Humors, and leaveth che chick, 
The Matter of the former, is Flegm or Melancholy, either ſent from other parts, ot bred in the 
e of the Liver by an evil Concoction. For the producing of this Humor, evil diet is a main 
auſe, if it be of thick, cold, and viſcous,or clammy Nouriſhment; as alſoa Flegmatick or Melanchol- 
idk Confticution, and a Natural ftraighreneſs of che Liver. From whence Galen laich, 1 3. Mech, 
That a Scirus eaſily breedeth in che Liver, Spleen, and Reins: In che Liver, becauſe the Paſſages 
narrow, and it is nouriſhed with chick blood; in che Spleen, becauſe ic recervech che thick blood: 

d laftly, in the Reins, becauſe they ate nouriſhed wich thick blood. 

The Cauſes of che lattet Scittbus, which followeth othec Humors, is the immoderate uſe of diſ- 
uſling Medicines, ot of Repercuſſives, which by cooling and binding, do chicken the Matter, ard 
rep x from diſſolving. Beſides, the Matter of che Diſeaſe, which is properly cold and chick, ard 

il not be diſſolved ; or the weakneſs ot the part, which cannot help che breathing tocth of che Hu- 
tors, And laſtiy, a cooling and thickening Diet. | 

SIGNS. The ſigns of a Scirrbus in the Livet ate, 4 hardneſs in the tight Hypochondrion, 

ad that more than in an Obſttuct ion, next a heavineſs in that part, eſpecially when there is violent 

(ting, no Feaver, not pain, by which it is diſtinguiſhed from an Inflamacion, or there is but litt le 
ain, as when che Scirchus is not exquiſite ot perfect: There is leſs repole upon the left ſide, becauſe 
de Liver being hard and heavy, doth then lie upon the Stomach, and burden it: thecolor ot the face 
pale, and greeniſh, becauſe when the Liver is ꝗcicthous, there is no good blood produced by it: The 
bol Body alſo, is fallen away, becauſe there is neithet Sanguification, nor diſtribution of Nouriſh -

Take of Marſh-mallow Roots, Briony and Lilly Roots, of each one ounce : Mallows, Viday, 
Pellitory of the Wall, Wormwood, and Agrimony, of each one handful: Linſeed, Nœnuęreei aui 
Dill ſeed. of each half a dram : Chamomel, Melilot, and Roſe flowers, of each one pugil: by 
them in three parts of Water,and one of white Wine, or in Water and Vinegar. Witb the ſtrap 
ning, let the Region of the Liver be fomented every morning and evening. 

It the Scicchus be very great, add to the Decoion, Flowerdeluce, wild Cucumers, aud Dwarfs 
Elder Roots, and make the Decoction in Tripe Broth, and white Wine. 

Take of Oyl of Lillies, Chamomel, Melilot, and ſweet Almonds. of each one ounce : Olof Rye 
ſes and Wormwood, of each half an ounce : Gum Ammoniack diſſolved in Vinegar three drans: 
Wax two drams : make a Liniment, with whicb anoint the part aforeſaid, after tbe Fomentatun 

It you deſire a ſtronger Liniment, 

Take of the Fhyce of Briony and wild Cucumer, of each two ounces : the Oyl of Capars and 
Tamarisk, of each three ounces : white Wine one ounce: boyl them till the Fuyce and the Wiehe 
conſumed, then add two drams of Wormwood in pouder, Gum Ammonaack diſſolved in Vini 
balf an ounce : with a little Wax make a Liniment. 

Take of the Emplaiſter de Mucilaginibus one ounce : Melilot half an ounce; Gum Anno» 
ack melted in the Fuyce of Wormwood three drams : ſoften them with a little Oyl of Wormwoodand 
Lillies, and make a Plaiſter to be laid on after the Liniment. 

The Leaves of Henbane boy led in Vinegar ace good to be out watdly applied to the part, mu u- 
to the form of a Cataplaſm or Pulciſs, with Oyl of bitter Almonds, 

To theſe you may add Baths made of ſoftening and digeſting things, and of ftrengthenecs, ſud u 
we preſcribed tor Fomentations z and let the Patient uſe them by tutti. 

And finally, M. ke an Iſſue in the tight Leg, that patt of the Mactec offending may be that vj 


drawn forth, 
CHAP. 7. 


Of the Dropſie. 


Diffe- H Ippocrates makes two kinds of Dropſies z namely, An Univerſal, and a Particular. A 
Fences. Univerſal Droplie, is that which is in che whol Body, or over the whol Belly: A Par 


ticular is that which is only in one pact : hence thete is a Droplie of the Head, Breaft, and Womb 


of which, bere we ſhal not ſpeak, but only of the Univerſal, 

Galen gives three kinds ot this Univerſal Droplie 3 namely, Aſcites, Tympanices, and Aaſicd, 
or Leucophlegmaſia. 

CAUSES. Aſcites is a (welling of the Belly, cauſed of a ſerous Humor; nor doth che Belly 
only (well, but many times the Feet, Legs, Thighs, and Cods. Nay, an Aſcices ſomtimes begins we 
a ſwelling in the Feet, which aſcends after to the Legs, and ſo to the Thighs and Belly. 

This ſerous Humor, as ic is of che Nature of Water, it is cold; but as it is ſalr, it bach in & beit, 
which then is encrealed by the neerneſs of the Bowels, and more by the puttefaction which it ei- 
ech by long continuance ; hence comes a Feaver and Thirſt, namely, from che ſtinking ſale ap 
which do inte the mouth of the Stomach. 


Ic ſals out ſomtimes, that this voy Humor is not contained in the Cavity of the Belly, but in 
t 


certain Bladders growing to the pares of the lower Belly. 
An Example whereot us given by $cbenkius, Lib. 3. Obſervation 3 and Mauritius Cordews,ComS 
in Hipp. Lib. 1. of Diſeales in Women. Galen uppoled (and almoſt al Phylitians, new and dd, 
have tollowed bim) that every Dtopſie comes of a cold Liver, which cannot Sanguifie of male 
Blood compleatly, but inſtead thereof much Water, Flegm, or Wind. Which Opinion, 26 i 1 
wolt (rue in Analaica, and approved; ſo in Alcites aud Iympanites it is — — 
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Writers, becauſe in the open ing of many that died of Dropſies, che Liver bach been found 
ſound, as is manifeſt by many te lat ĩons in choſe Auchors mentioned. Moteover, Hippocrates 
w Proceber. witcily afficons chat a Dcopſie may come either from the Liver,or trom ſome empty pare:

— And this may be maintained by the Authority of Hippocrates, in 2. Prognu. A Bropſis 
(ſuich he) coming after an acute diſeaſe, is evil, for it doth not take away the Feaver, It there» 
fore a Dropſie may come while the Feaver in, it u cleer that chere is ſtil a hot Diſtemper. Neither 
could that ever — _ is 7 { - * Galen: — That — Nate beat ,is — 
ſolved by a bot diſtemper, and much diminifhed, and that dimini heat may be called cold. Fos 
ſo ina Hectick Feaver, and other conſtant Feavers, in which the Natural Heat is much diminiſhed; 
we ſhould al vaies blame a cold diftemper, and the Symptoms which follow ſhould be impured to 
cold, and not to beat. _ —— who doth not perceive chat there would ariſe a great contuſion 
in the leacching into che Cauſes of Sympromes. 

Among the lace Writers, Carotws Piſo, whom Sennertus followed, hath dived moſt deep into the 
true Cauſes of Aicices, which he affitms to come from a ſerous Matter conta ined in the Meat and 
Drink, which by ceaſon ot ſome precervaturcal Cauſe, is ſtayed coo long in the Gate and Hollow 
Veins, not ſent into the Body, as in a Natural ſtate and condition it uſeth co be, but into the capati- 
ty of the Abdomen, This ſerous Humor is teta ined in the Veins, from the whol Body, by reaſon the 
uutract we faculcy of the Paccs, co which ic ſhould be carried, is either hutt or hindeted. 

Now the chiet parti which draw the ſerous Mattet, ate che Liver and the Spleen, For they attract 
the Chylous Matcer in which the moiſture of Meat and Di in is contained. At alſo the Spleen 
dravs drink to its ſelf, pure and vithout mixture 3 as Hippocrates taught, and Experience cotiſii tu, 
That they who drink much aftec Meat, do preſently avoid ic by Urine ; which learned Authots (ay; 
— the Spleen lucks che watery Matter before thete is a perfect Concoctiom made in the 


The Attraction or drawing quality of the Liver and Spleen, is loft chiefly by defect and wealcneſi 
of Nacucal Hea: : che Nacural beat is debilitated by a cold ot hot diftemper, or by Suffocacion. 

A cold diftemper coming eicher from too cold a Diet, from loſs of too much blood and Spitics, of 
_ Caule, doch deftroy che Nacural Heat of the Liver and Spleen, and ſo hinder their 


A hot diſtemper doch diſperſe the Native Heat 3 whence being made weaker, che Liver and che 

leen become leſs Active. This comes from Feavers, much Wine, ot hot meats. 

Laſtly, The Natural beat is weakened by Suffocation, when there is too much Blood in the 
Vent, elpecially if ic be foul, as when che Terms or Hemorrhoids are ſtopt, by which the Blood 
wasclenied formerly, but now by ſtoppage corrupted. 3 

Alſo cbe Atttaction ot drawing vertue of thoſe parts, is hindeted by Obſtruct ion, which hinder che 
ee paſſ«ge of che ſecous matter. So a Dropſie followerh a Scitthus of the Liver and Spleen, not 
ly becauſe thoſe parts being weakened cannot produce good Blood, but eſpecially becauſe chey 

tor able to attract, and ſend co other parts whatſoever is drunk. 
Kt may de objected, That in a Dropſie the wbol Body is nouriſhed by Blood bred in the Li- 
G ofa Chylous Mactec, which it draweth to ic ſelf. We anſwer, That the Liver doth better at- 
ia which is moft familiar unto its ſelf, and moſt fic to be made blood z but ic dra wethi to it leſs

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Next to the Livec and the Spleen, the Reins do attract the watery Mattet which is in the bolloy 
Vein, and free the whol body from the ſupetfluity thereof, ſo that if at any time they do not they t 
office, there tema im much mattet in the veins, which being ſent to the Abdomen do quickly make a 
Alcites ; now the attraction of the Veins may ceaſe for divers Cauſes, becaule of a Cold Difteg, [ 
per, Tumors, Ulcers, and Obſtructions, which wil Diminiſh, Aboliſh, and intercept cheit Fug, f 
ion. \ 
Laſtly, The diſttibution of Water is hindered from ſome extetnal Cauſe, as when much cy 0 
Water is drunk, which Natute cannot govern, not ſufficiently diftcibure into the Veins : 80 Carola cb 
Piſo reports ot a yong man that had a Tertian Ague, and drinking Water exceedingly in bis Fic (4 
into an Aſcites, trom which by the taking of one Lozenge of Diacatthamum be was Cuied by di. ch 
charging the Water which was in the Abdomen, bunt it be had continued drinking ſo much water any al 
longer, he had not been ſo eaſily Cured, becauſe it would have brought great obſtructions and: old di 
diſtemper of che Bowels, by rea ſon of loſs of natural heat. fri 
But it is queftioned of many by what wa ies that (ecous matter ſhould be carried by the Vein ino or 
the Capacity ot the Abdomen, to whom we may plainly anſwer, by ſaying from Hzppocrates thu in 
in a living body al things ate paſſing to and fro, fo that in time of neceſſicy not only thu and (erow m 
Matter, but alſo that which is vety thick may be ſent through the inſenſible paſſages : So inaPley, I. 
ſie blood and Mattet wil pietce thiough che thick ſubſtance of the Pleura and Membrane which covers ble 
the Lungy, and be ſpit forth at the mouth: So in a Fractute of the Leg or Thigh,which happem with. D. 


out hurt to the Muicles and Skin, the matter which floweth from the broken bone pierceth through 
ſubftance of che other parts and wett the boulſters and rowlers. 

So alio in a Dropſie oftencimes a great quantity of Water is vented in one day by givingof Quick- 
filver, which cannot be except che Water conteined in the Abdomen do paſs through che Tunis of 
the Guts. 

Nor is the Object ion ot Fernelius of any force, when he ſaith that Nature had in vain made ſo 
many open wates, it the Humors can paſs through thoſe inviſible paſſages : For we anſwer, Iba 
an otdinaty and natural motion of Humors ordained for the nouriſhmenc of the whol body, thoie 

{ſages ace neceflary through which they may eaſily flow, but in an exttaordinaty caſe, pine 

ature doth find out extraordinary waies by which ſhe may caſt out huttful Matter, ot ac leaſt (end 
it to a place leſs dangerous. 

Fernelius Objects aga in, That in them who have died by a ſtoppage of Urine for twenty dai to- 
gethet, ic was never perceived that any Water went through choſe blind paſſages : We Anſwer, That 
Nature doth not alwaies work the ſame way in precernatural Cauſes, nor ſend huttſul Humon to 
= lame places, but eſpecially co thoſe parts which ace more diſpoſed co receive chem chrough wek- 
neſs. 

So in the Suppreſſion or Scoppage of Urine, the Serous Humors flows openly through the Vein 
and Arteries and fils them, and if it find any parc weaker than the teſt it fals forceably upon it: beoce 
it is chat {ome die of the hutt of one ot other remarkable part, So nothing binders (if che parts ol the 
Abdomen in which the Veins and Acteries end) be grown weak, but that the Watery Humor 
be lent into its capacity ot hollownels, 

Nor is that ttue which Fernelivs would infer, namely, That a Dropſie never comes from ſuppee(- 
ſion of Urine, for Reaſon and Experience teacheth the contrary : as we ſhewed afore in «be Dil- 
courle of the Loſs ot Attraction in the Reins : but you muſt obſerve that the Scoppage ot the Une 
doth make an increaſe of Water rather in the branches of the hollow Vein, then ot the Gate Vein of 
Vena Porta, by which che wacery Humor chiefly flows into the capacity of the Abdomen as if 
pears by whac tolloweth, 

Therefore we may Anſwer this Queſt ion, by ſaying, That the watet got into the hollow of the Ab- 
domen, by the inſenſible paſſages though there ace alſo othet manifeſt waies by which ic may — 

Hippocrates, Aph. 55. Sect. 3. hach ſhewed them, for ( ſaith he) they who have much Water 
bout che Liver, if it get iuto the Omentum or Ke li, cheir belly will be filled with Water, and eben 
they die, The meaning of which Aphotiſm is (though Galen did not plainly ſee it) that the Wie 
trom the L. vet doch flow into the Branches of che Vena Porta which go to the Omentum, and — 
they are filled, eicher by their Tunic les made thin by Diapedeſis or Ratefaction, or by tbe mouths o 
the Vellels being opened by Ana ſtomoſis, the Water gets into the Cavity of the Abdomen Ida 
happeiu otcen in the Spleen allo, hen it draws Water in abundance from the Scomacb, as appears by Noun 
many lay inge ot Hippocrates z and in lib. 4. morbi, he ſaitb, That Water may preſs tram = Th 
Spleen to the Omen um or Cell, in theſe words, Drinks alſo carried into the Stomach with bi 3 
n hen ii is filled the Spleen takes it from thence and ſends it to the Veins and the Omentum. Fc The 
which we may percewe, I hat Water chiefly gets into the Abdomen, by the Veins of the Omentum 
which ate called Ep ploicæ, and Gaſtrepiploicz, although ic may paſs alſo thtough other —_ Cie 
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Bede dhe aforeſaid Caules of a Dropſie, which ate more ordinary, thete ate mentioned by Au- 
thorns ſome leſs uſual, conficmed by Oblervacrion : and theſe come from the diſorder of ſome peculiac 
act, not only of che Livec and Spleen, but allo the Melencery, Sweet-bread, S:omach, Guts, Reins, 
adder and Womb, namely, when the Homioſit, ot faculty to couvett nouriſhment into theme 
lelves is hutt, from {ome great Diſeaſe, ſo that their proper nouriſhment is corrupted and tutned into 
Water, So Galen, Comment. Apa. 55. Sect. 7. faith, that watecy Bladders ate ſomtimet in the 
ouc-lide of che Liver, which being broken, ſend Water downwards inco the Cavity of the Abdomen, 
he encreaſe whereof breeds a Dropſie. 

Fernelius ſuppoſeth that the Liver being very dcy, bath clefcs like che parched Earth, and that 
chcough chem thete flows a conſtant Water which fils the Cavity of the Abdomen. Ochers ſay chat 
a Dcopſie may come from the Guts, iſ they be perforated or pierced chrough, and yet the Patient 
diech uox preſently, but a watery Humor ſtil] flows through chem into the Cavity. Ic comes alſo 
from the Kidneys, if they be much Ulcetated, and Water flow from them. So Platerns reports of 
one that in a Dcoplie had many Ulcets in both Kidneys, from whence both matter and watet tlowed 
into the Cavity. Thece is alſo a S:ory in Sennertus, taken out of Fobn Heingius, of a certain Wo- 
man who had a Dropſie from che diſtemper of the Womb, whoſe Bowels were all lound, except the 
Teſticles or Stones, . which were found co be ſwollen as big as the Head of a new-bocn Child, being 
blew, bollow, and full of Ulcers, from which chere came a ſerous Matter which cauſed che 


Drophe. 

The Drop called Tympanites, bath ics name from Tympanum, a Dcum, becauſe the Abdomen 
in ſtretched out like a Drum, and it you ſtrike ic with your hand, it ſounds like it. This ſtretching 
comes from wind ſhuc up in the Cavity of the Abdomen. Bur ſomtimes this wind is in che Cavity 
of che Guts ; which Platerus oblecved, ſay ing in ſome that have been thought to die of a Tympany, 
after they were opened, have had no wind coming forth of che Cavity of the Belly ; neither did cheic 
Bellies, but theit Futs ſiuæ, eipecially the ehin Guts, which were ſo ſtretched wich wind that they 
came torch ſo rouled togechet that they could not be again thruſt into the Belly. 

But we muſt obſerve that the wind wh'ch cauleth a Tympany, is ſeldom contained in the Belly a- 
lone, but tor the moſt patt mixed with Water; as in an Afcites, noc only Water, but Wind alſo is 
contained; and both theſe Droplies have theic name of that which predominateth : it there be more 
wind than water, it is a Tympaoy ; buc if more water than wind, an Aſcites: but if they be cqual, it 
in between both; ſo that we my doub: whether that Dropſie be a Tympany, or an Aſcites. 

The Material Cauſe of Wind, 15 a crude Humor and thick, whether ic be Flegm or Melancholly, 
which being ſticred and made thu by hear, ſends forth thick vapors, Which ate hard to be diſſolved, 
and (hele ate called Flatus. 

This Crude and chick Humor, is pittly in the Stomach and Guts, but eſpecially between the Mem- 
braresot the MideifF aud Guts, from whence it is more bard to be moved than from the Cavity of the 
pacts aforeſaid, The 11. Aph. Sect. 6. of Hippocrates, makes this very probable ; They ho hae 
pains andgripingr about the Navel and Loyns, wbich cannot be removed, hade a dry Dropſie. 
For beciule the Meien- ery is joyued to the Guts by the fore part, and to the L?yns by the hindec 
pitt, we may ealily pe! ceive that the pains which reach from the Navil co che Loyus, come from the 
Melencery, Beſides, The greatnels of the pain, ſhews that the Caule is deep in the fubſtance of che 
— — cannot be removed : For it it wece in the Cavity of the Stomach and Guts, it wouldeaſily 

temedied. 

| Concerning the Eſſicient Ciuſe, Autbots differ 3 ſome ſay it comes from a cold, ſome from a hot 
diſtempet. They which accuſe a cold diftemper, they bave Galen on theit (ide, who ſiaies that wind 
in bred of a weak heat. To whom we anſwer, That heat may be {aid co be weak inteſpect of the Mat- 
tet which cannot be diſcuſſed or diſſolved thereby. But this is to be imputed to the Mater, which is 
tachet deſectie chard the Heat, which is commonly too great and pteternatuta l. And we muſt ac- 

wiedg wich the Learned, That s bucac Nelanchollick Humor is moſt fic to breed a Tympany, 
vluch proceedeth from the patching heat of the Bowels 3 which heat doth ſtic chat Maccer, and pro- 
b from it chick vapars chat ate bard co be diſſolved. 

The Dropſie called Anaſarca, comes ot a Flegmat ick Humor ſpread through the whol Body, ard 

oe the Budy is ſwoln and white 3 ſtom whence the Dileaſe 1s called Leucopblegmatia. This 

em comes ſtom a cold Liver, which inftead of good Blood, produceth crude and flepmarick z 
lich when ic cannot be tut ned into the ſubſt ance ot che parts, leavech che crude pact that is unfic for 

ounſhmenc upon them, and makes them (wel ; hence comes Anaſarca, or Leucophlegmatia. 

Thy Diſeaſe beginning, is called Cachexia, ot an evil Habit, and turns into Leucophlegmatia, 

on Which ic differs but in degree. 
A de Antecedent Cauſes ate, all thing that cool the Livec coo much, and hinder its concoction, as 
uuch cold and moiſt Diet, che ſtopping of the Terms ot Hemorrhoids, ObſtruRions, cold Tu- 
mots,

SIGNS. TheSignsof a Dropſie, and every ſort of it, may be known by what hath been ( 

In an Alcites, you may know that there is water in the Abdomen by its gteatneſs, folt $welly, 
and broad, and if you preſs che ſides, you thall eaſily hear a noile of. Water, and when the Paton 
turns from one (ide to the other, and t hen che who! Belly lieth as it were on that ſide : then the Fe 
and Cods (well, but the higher parts grow lels 3 the Urine is lictle and thick, ſomt imes ted, decide 
chece goes but little Water to the Reins and Bladder, and ſtaies long chere, by which means it became 
red and thick. In the progreſs ot encteaſe of the Diſeaſe, there is difhiculcy of Bteathing, by reads 
ot the abundance of water which lieth upon che Diaphragma or Midriff, eſpecially whei the Pure 
liech down, and cheretvie he is torced to ſtand or lic moſt utually, There is a croubleſoin thirſt naa 
the talcneſs of the Humor, with which the Scomach {wimmech, . And laſtly, there is a conſtat lj, 


gering Feaver from the corruption ot the Water, which ac length doth corrupt all che Bowels (vm. 


ming chere in. | 

In a Tympany, the Belly being ftrook, {ounds like Drum; the Bulk of che Belly is leſs but 
ſom than in an Aſcites : There were toumerily pains about che Navel and Reins, when the Pacienc(s 
eth with his Face upwards, bis Belly remains haid and ſtretched forth, not doth it turn aſide whier |; 
turnech himſelt. 

Laſtly, In an Anaſarca, not only the Belly, Thighs, and Legs, but allo che Hands, Arms, Biezfl 
Face, and wbol Body ſwel; and whereloever you tluuſt y oui finger upon it, it will pic, and leave ay 
impreſlion. The color of the Skin ts pale and Earthy, the Fleth ſoft and loote, che Water thin 44d 
white, breathing difficultly. and ſomtimes a lingering Feaver. 

PROGNOSTICH. As to the Progroſtick : Every Dropſie is dangerous, and haidts 
be cured, and che more hard by how much the elder, but Aualarca is leaſt dangerous; but Alcea 
Tympany ate lomtimes one more dangerous thin ano her, according to their Cauſes. S0, Aus 
come trom a Scirrhus of the Liver, or Ulcer of tome incern+l parc, it is more dangerous thana Thur 
pany z but it ic come of drivking too much Water, or new Ob{ttuctions, it is lels dangerous. 

A Drophie is more eaſily cured in Servants chan in Fiee- men, in Countty men chav in Noble me; 
for they wil be bettet conſtrained co abſta in from Drink and che like, and che more Patient chan they 
who have hbeccy. 

A Droptie trom the hardneſs of the Spleen, is leſs dangerous, chan from che hardnels of the Live, 
becauſe the Spleen in not ſo Noble a pate. 

A Dcoplie coming upon an accute Diſeaſe, is evil; not wil it abate the Feaver, but cauſe pain 
death. Hipp. 2. P:opnolt, 

They whole Liver being tull of water, diſcharge it into the Omentum ot Caul, theic Belly is (11d! 
with Water, and they die. Hipp. Aph. 55. Se ct. 7, 

He who hach Water becween the Skin, ot an Analatca, if that water which is in the Ve ins flown 
to che Belly, che diſeaſe is cured. Hipp. Aph. 14. Scct. 6. This Aphoritm teems contrary to ile 
former. But this contratiety u ani weted, by laying that Hippocrates in the tormer, by Bell, us 
detſtood the Cavity ot the Abdomen; but in this, Belly its telt; tor if the Water flow thiougs the 
Belly the Dileaſe is at an end. Which Opinion is more cleet ly explained by Hippocrates, i Co 
in cheſe words: In the beginning of a Dropſie, if there come a flux of the belly, without nant 
Concottion, or Crudity, it is prevented. You mutt maik thac it u in the beginning; tor It « flux 
come upon an old Dcoptie, 1c is not to fate, becauſe commonly chere is ſome tault in the Bowelsbj 
continuance, 28 4 SCirtbus or corruption ot ſubitance, which begets new matter, and death als 
Hence Hipp. in Prorth. ſaith, that they who are to be cuced of the D.opſie, muſt be Enſplage bnow, 
chat is, thole chat have ſound Bowels, tree trom the great diſeaſes mentioned.

In this Dileaſe thete is often belching and noiſe beneath the Ribs, by teaſon of the abundance 4

Wind is bred of Melancholy, we ſhewed in the Tympany. 

gomtimes pains ariſe in the Sromach and Hypochondcia, of the ſame Wind which reach to (6, 
Back and Loyns, ſo that you would think it the Stone of the Kidneys, elpecially it the Uryg be 
chick and red, as ulually it i-. 

The Belly is often bound, becauſe che Meat is turned into clammy Matter, which ſticks totheGur, 
which the expulſive Faculty cannot caſt out without help of Medicines, and therefore the Pies 
are conftcained to cake Purgers and Clyſters often. 

Somtimes there is a Flux of the Belly, if che Humors grow ſharp, and have in them much Choliz 
or bucnt Melancholy. 

There is a heat in che Hypochondria, and a certain Iuflamation inward, ſomtimes in one (ide, 
ſomtimes in anotbet, from hot Humors contained (therein, eſpecially when they ate moved by in- 
ward or outward meant; fo that the Face wil grow hot and ted from thoſe vapors ad l 
there is an Ephemetal, or Feaver, for a day, by thoſe vapors {ent chrough the whol body. 

The Urine is ſomtimes thick, ſomtimes thin. Thin, when chick Humors ſtop the paſſages throw 
which it is as it were ſtrained, thick, red, and croubled, by reaſon of the mixture ot the thick M. 
ter, which is very ſalt, and therefore called ¶ Materia Tartarea) and ic hes at the bottom of the 
Utinal like a thick Sediment. Or ſome part of it ſticks like red Sand co the ſides, which makeins- 
ny fear the Scone without cauſe, becauſe this ſame is not bred in the Reins, but in the Liver, fic 
burnt and (alt Humor, and you may know this, becauſe it diſſolves between the Fingers like Silt 
which wil not when it comes from the Reins, 

Somtimes there is a Palpitation, or beating of the Heare, by reaſon of the Vapors alctrdiy, 
—.— while it labors to expel, make ic move violently; and then the Patient chinks himſelt in git 

anger. 

Semtimes there is a beating in the left Hy pochondtion, when hot Humors are there; fin 
whence va pots at iſe, and make the Pulſe or 8yſtole and Duſtole of the Attet ies greater ; ſo tha boa 
the Patient and the ſtanders by may feel it, which is chiefly aſter heat with Anger, motion, ct din. 
king of much Wine. This beating is chie fly in the Cœeliack Artery, which is the chie feſt in chat pur 
In an old Diſeaſe, it is ſomt imes conſtant; and this ſignifies an Habitual and incurable Dilcale, A 
Aneut iim ſomtimes followetch this great breathing, from the enlarging of the Cœliack, or ſome other 
Attety, and from the hot blood in them, which being very thin, and ful of many hot Spirics,crntmu- 
ally dilateth and ſtcercherh the Arceries while there is an Aneuriſm, ſuch as Fallopius oblecved, Lib, 
de tum preter naturam, cap. 14. in an old woman, who being opened had an Aneut iſm in bet belly, 
into which he put his fift, From which, matk by the way, the great Providence of Nature, which 
feat ing the breaking of an Actery through coo much enlarging, hatch made the coat of it as laid 054 
bone, as Fallopins oblei ved in the ſame place. Allo Paræus in his ſixth Book, Cap. 28. els (ht 
like ſtory ot Aueutiſm, found not in the Belly, but the Breaſt, in the Venal Accery, which vas 0 
ſtretched that ic could contain his fiſt ; and allo the inward Tunicle thereof was like a bone. At 
we have {een the like about two yeers agone, namely, an Aneuriſm in the Breaſt by che dilacationd 
an Artery, which would bold che fiſt of a Boy of fiſteen ycers old; and the Tunicle theceot Wi 
grown like a Griſile, 

The evil vapors that aſcend from the Hypochondria, produce many Symptoms: for be ir g lem to 
the Palla and Tongue, they dry choſe parts, and cauſe a thitſt: when they go to che Lurg 
Midriff, they cauſe ſhortneſi of breathing 3 when to the Membranes of the Brain, Head - ach; 
to the Brain, noiſe in che Ears, dimneſs ot Sight, Giddineſs, Fear, and Sorrow, and divers Melanchob 
ly Phanſies. And if they be malignant, and very ſharp, they cauſe an Epileptie, or Falling (ickve

1 0GNOS TIC This Diſeaſe is not deadly for che moſt part, but of long continu- 
ance,many times the whol lite, therefore it is commonly called che diſgrace of Phyſicians, becauſe they 
do ſeldom cute it; and if the Patient ſeem to be cured, it returns again in a few months: it is alſo cal- 
led che Scourge of Phyſit ians, becauſe they who have it ate continually atking new Medicines, and 
ently wearied cherewith, and dayly complain to the Phyſit itians and often change them.

Of the Scurvy. 


e $curvy is uſual in the Nocth, in moſt places thereof Common, but almoft unknown in che 
gouth; ſo that al Wricers that have Practiſed in theſe Parts, have never mentioned it : and we 
may wel leave it out, becauſe in our Preface to this Book we promiſed co meddle only wich the uſual 
Diſeaſes of cheSpleen z but Experience hath taught us, That our Country is not alcogether without 
ir, for though it de not in every Symptom the ſame with that of the North, yet ic hath enough to con- 
firm it to be the ſame : fog che aforeſaid Authors ſay that one 8ymptom is ſufficient co diſcover it; 
we have ſeen many Sympcomes of ic in many people, but becauſe it is not familiac here, and all out 
Phyſicians ſay we have ic not, we would not abſolu ely cal it a Scurvy, but we thought ic bettet to cal 
it a gcotbut ical Diſeaſe, ſuch an one as comes next to it, though it be not a ttue Scut vy. 

Fot the Scurvy is nothing elſe but an Hy pochondtiack Diſeaſe, having a peculiar degree oi Malige 
nity from which mote Sympcomes ariſe than in the Hy pochondtiack Diteale : this malignity comes 
rom the putrefaction of Melancholly, not of every kind of melancholly, for it is often corrupced; 
from which other Diſeaſes ariſe and not the Scurvy, as a Quattan Ague, an Impoſthume in the Meſens 
tecy, and other parts; but of a peculiar and proper Melancholly which is agreeable to that Malignitys 
Thu is Known by the infection which is found in this Diſeafe, becauſe al Auchors hold it co be inſe- 
iow, And becauſe al the degrees of malignity which lie in the Humors and produce divers Diſeaſes 
ire unknown unto us and al men, cherefore is this of the Scurvy obſcute and hidden; and ic is won- 
derful that ſo many Diſeaſes ſhould ariſe from the variety of malignicy which is in the Humor, 8s 
malignant Peftilencial Feavers, Smal Pox and Meaſels, Cancers and Elephantiaſis, the Pox, and mas 
py others.

ſomtimes Looſneſs, beat in the Hy pochondria, beating of the Left ſide, Utine now thin, then chicks 
beart-dearing, thirft, drought of the mouth, ſhore breath, head - ach, noiſe in the ears,dimneſs of ſight⸗ 
| giddineſs, (orrow and ſadneſs, and divers dotings, convulſions, falling-fickne(s, numbneſs, coma, wat- 
aon, woubled ſleep, and terrible dreams: The Reaſons of al which were ſhewed in che Chaptes 
BY above, and they may agree wich this of the Scucvy.

lected many Obſervacions thegeof : yet he knew not che cauſe of this weight, Namely, the lwelling d 
the Sweer-bread z nor doth any that wrice bereof make ment ĩon of it.

eacer and ſtrongeſt, Which comes from the Heart contending to caſt out thoſe V apors wich which 
it is oppreſled, | 

The ſeventh Sign, is the pain in divers parts : inthe Thighs heavy, and ſomtimes ſtretching; ſun- 
times Oſtokopos, ot at the bone; ſomtimes in the Shins, Ankles, Soals of the Feet, in the cipsof ihe 
Fngers, in the Hips, Knees, and other Joynts, or parts to which the Salt Humors flow); (omctmes'8 
the belly, like che Chollerick Chollick ; and it comes trom theſe Humors flow ing upon the Gul 
theſe in che Arms, Thighs, and Legs, ate like thoſe of the Pox, and may well deceive a Phyliciany 
France, w here the Scutvy is tate, and the Pox common. 

But they may be thus diſtinguiſhed y T be pains in the Pox ate between the Joynts, ard if theyfhy 
long, make knots, and there are, ot have been then allo other Symptoms of it, as cunning of theRers, 
Ulcer ofthe Yard, Bubo, and the like, or Uncleannels with Women. But the Scut vy paint ſeit up- 
on all parts indifferencly ; and then there are othet ſigns of it, or ac leaſt a Melanchollick Conlti'uth 
on; and the matcer 3s certainly known, if the Patient will truly ſay that he hath not been with ur clean 
Women. Which cauſed our ſuſpicion in a Magiftrate, who hada long time greac pain in hi Fett, 
Shins, and Thighs, and was brought very lean, (o that you would have thought that he had he Matar 

mus, or Conſumption : And when no Medicines for a long time would do him good, we from bis M. 
lanchollick Complexion, and other ſigns, eſpecially becauſe be led a moſt chaſt life, and becauſe in 
many yeers his Gums did bleed at certain times, conjectuted that it was the Scurvys. and by 
thing: aga inſt chat Diſeaſe for ſome time, he was Cured. 

Somt thoſe pains remain in the Hypocnondria, ſomtimes in the Loyns, ſo that they are we, 
and can ſcarce go. Hence this Diſeaſe is called Lymbago. 1 

Somrimes the pains ate like the Scone, and the Urine is very red ot black; and if you do car dili- 

ently obſerve, you will think they ate bloody, and that ic comes from the Reins wounded d m

3 bo Coovulfions ate not only in ſome liar part, but ſomtimes in the whol body like an Epi- 
lepfie, by a windy or watery matter ful of ſharpneſs, and malignity, which is ſent to the Brain, which 
being diſcuſſed doch give eaſe, and gathered again, maketh new Convullions.

The flux of Blood in this Diſeaſe is diſtinguiſhed from a Dyſentety, becauſe it is without pain of 
the belly, and it is thick blood which is ſent into che Gute by the Meſetaick Veins, Somcimes che 
Hemorrboid Veins do receive that filthy blood, and ſend it forth: but if this flux of the belly conti

ordinary Agues or Feavers : for in them the Pulſe is weak, ſlow, and unequal, eſpecially in the 
declination ; but in the height it is commonly great and hard, Befides, at the firſt coming there is 
luch a twitching in divers paces, eſpecially the Legs, char they ſuppoſe cheic fleth to be ton; and 
loacimes chey have convullive mocionttherewith.

Ye: ſomtimes they who have ſeemed deſperate have been Cuced, and oftener in this Diſeaſe thin 
in any other: And we have (een ſome brought to a Conſumption by long pain, and bloody F. 

( which by many circumſtances we conclude to be from the Scurvy ) to have been perfectly Cui.

But becauſe this is a general cule in Phyſick, That we.alwaies begin wich che weakeſt Medicine, 
and io proceed to ſtronger, it the former wil not cute: It wil be good in this Diſeaſe to appoint the 
whol coucte of Cute for Hypochondriack Melancholly, becauſe a ſtubborn diſeaſe requires a long 
courle ; and if chat wil nut root out the Diſeaſe, let us then uſe the Medicines mote ſ pecihically pto- 

t: And it wil not be amiſs to mix ſome with the othet at the beginning. 

Theſe Specifical Medicines ate called Antyſcorbutica, or Medicines proper for the Scury, and 
there ate many of them in Auchors that have wriccen of this Diſeaſe ; whoſe ſtrength chietly d. 
pends upon a Volacile oc fly ing Sale, of which they are very ful, by which means chey make thin ad 
fluid, chat chick, earthy, and ſalt humor, and at length diſcuſs it. Moreover, they bavea cena 


eſetvative and oppoſing Vertue againft che poyſon of the Scurvy which is in the Melanchollk 
— Among cheſe, the chief is Dutch Scurvy- graſa, which is not in France. Another i, Cie 
ſes ot bot h ſocts ( but the Wacter-creſs is beſt) Brooklime, Horſ-Rhadiſh, the leſſer Celudit, 
Wormwood, and Fumitory. To which may be added many others, but of leſs vertue, and allthey 
are ſuch which can prepare, correct, and tame the Melancbollick Humor. Hence it is that wedireſted 
the Cure againſt Hy pochondt iack Melancholly to be uſed here ; Thoſe are, Carduus, Cetetich, il 
the Capillar Herbs, Hyſop, Germander, Bettony, Agrimony, — Bugloſt, Elicampate, Ali

rum, Ditch Dock, Polypody of che Oak, Capar, Aſh, and Tamaruk 
risk, and Doddec of Time. 

In ebe choyce of theſe Plants, you muſt glwaies obſerve this, That you give tht leaft quanciy o bot 
things, and chat you alwaies mix them with cold or moderate thingy, and in a great quantity, eic 
ally in hot Countries, in which Melancholly is burnt. And beſides che Capillac Herbs with 
Buglots, and Agrimony betore mentioned, when there is a Feaver, ot we feat heat, you may add!

As for the Prognoſtick: This Diſeaſe of its ſelf, is not dangerous, 
becaule an ignodle part can endure great evils without darger of Death: moreover, you may apply 
ftcong Medicines for the Cure, which being well adminiſtced, docommonly bring about the deſited 
effect; except Hypocbondriack Melancholly riſe from thence, which uſech to be called the ſhame of 
Pbyſuiant, by tea on of the rebellious Natute of the Melanchollick Humor, But becauſe this parc 
bach not exq uſite ſence, and the Obſtruct ions do not alwaics gently diſturb the Patient, they ace 
often neglected, and become che cauſes of other moſt dangetous Dileaſes.

you may (ee in ſome who ſend abundance of Humors forth at divers times by V omic and Stool; it 
thoſe Evicuations be hindered by ſtoppage of the waies by which they ate made, ot by any o:hec cauſe 
thole Humors which ate chere decained, ſtaying long in che patt, do ger a precernatural heat, from 
whence come Putrefactions, Inflamations, divers Feavers, and impoſthumes, But an Inflamation

8 IG NS. The Signs of the Inflammation of che Meſentery are, a lingering Feavet without 
Mut, and great Sympromes, want of Appetite, a ſence of ſtretching and heav ĩneſi beneath the Sto» 
Th, without gieat hardneſs, and which in not felt but by the hand preſſing of it, and without pain, 
wth the ſpeaking of, becauſe the part is of dull ſence; Chollerick ſtools, which commonly bath 
tin matter, wichour pain, ſomtimes pure, ſomtimes mixed with Excrements, 

lf che Meſencery be only inflamed, all the aforeſaid Sympromes are milder: But if the Liver ot 
Pleen, or Guts, ace alſo inflamed, all the Sympromes are ſtronger : And beſides, the (ſigns of che 
Uorelad paces affected will appear, which ate to be taken out of their proper Chaprecs. 
_ becauſe the Loflamacion and Impoſtbume of this part, ate very bard to be — if they be 
kde by ceaſon ofthe dull ſence of the patt, and becaule it performech no action in the body, whoſe 
ha cance may be perceived ; but only ſervech for the diftribution of the Chylus and the Blood: 

"efoce they ate tather to be diſcovered by conſequence, than directly, and according to artificial 


conjectyre 3 
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conjectute; namely, when there is a Feaver and other Sympromes, and no fign of the Liver, Spleen 
or Guts diſtempeted. A half Tectian Ague ſhewech that che Guts ate inflamed wich the Meſerr 
which Spigelius obſerved co come commonly trom the Inflamation of theſe parti. Alſo this Difey, 
is diſtinguithed trom the Inflamation of the Muſcles of the Belly, becauſe che Tumor and Pain's & 
Jarped according to theit proportion, and they ate commonly long, or over the whol belly, ang moy 
in the outward parts, ſo that they ace perceived by che leaſt touch, and chey ule to bring gieat Pain, 
anda Feaver. 

Laftly, This Diſeaſe is to bediftinguiſhed from the Tumors of the Midriff, which bave been, v 

et, known to few Phyfirians : for in them there is alwaies greac difficulty of breaching, drawing 

of the Hypochondria, a Pulſe hard and ſmal, without any ſence of Tumor inthe Hy ndria 
if che Tamor come of a hot cauſe, a ſharp Feaver, great pain, doting, and Cpnvullions do folly: 
which Sympiomes never happen when the Meſentety is only inflamed. 

PROGNOSTICK. Av for the Prognoftick : This Diſeaſe is very dangerous ; for it eichereng 
in an Impoſthume, ot chete follows a cocrennels, and corruption of the Melentery. Ofteniinaths 
Matter of che Diſeaſe is ſent by Natute another way, and yet it is not clean taken away, whencehe. 
Diſeaſe returns, and continues tor many yeers, ſomcimes til death, now with a Feaver, then a Chal. 
lick, or Inflamation, 

CURE. The Cure of the Inflamation of the Meſentery, is not unlike to that of the Liver and 
Spleen, and therefore you muft petuſe that. 


CHAP. III. 
Of the Impoſthume, Ulcer, and Scirrbus of the Meſentery. 


He Inflamacion of che Meſentery often turneth into an Impoſthume, yet every Inpoſthune 
thereof is not from Inflamation, bus mauy times from vicious Humots therein contained, which 
puttefie, ſo that theſe Impofthumes come by degrees without a Feaver aforegoing, or other gre 
Sympromes; as we ſee in other parts, when Atheromata, Steatomata, and Melicerides, andother 
kinds of Impofthumes are bred without Inflamation going before, And when they are broken, (he 
Mattet being voided, there remains an Ulcer which is hard to be cured, But if choſe Humour very 


flegmatick, or Melanchollick, and teſiſt puttefaction, they ww ſomcimes are hardened, ard 


tur into a Scirchus : ſomtimes they are hard as a ſtone, as many affirm who bave found ſtores inthe 


Meſen'ecy. 

DIAGNOSTICH. The Knowledg of the Impoſthume in the Meſentety, is ſomtimes eaſt, 
ſomtimes hard; tor if it comes from an Inflamation of chat part, that being perceived by che {1gns 8 
the former Chapter, it is a ſign that the Inflamation could not be diſcuſſed, but ſuppurated and iu 
into an Impoſthume. But when an Impoſthume comes from evil Humors remaining lorg incbe le- 
ſentery, and at length putrefy ing, it is bard to know it; ſo tha many Auchors who have wricten Obs 
ſervations upon ſuch kind of Impofthumes, ſay, that they never were known but after death, ber 
the Bodies were opened, For although for the moſt part, they may be known, by the. touch, 6 
ſomeimes they lie ſo deep, that they cannot be touched, and the part being dul in ſence, they wid. 
be diſcovered by pain. But becauſe they come divers wa ies, they muſt be thus diſtinguiſhed. 

If che Impoſthume of the Meſentery, bath a viſible Tumor, ic is fitſt to be diſcerned froman lobe 
mation and a Scirchus : It is diſtinguiſhed from an Inflammation if it come not from it, whe® chaces 
no Feaver, or at leaſt but ſmal,when none went beforegnor any other ſigns that may ſhew an Inflan 
tion, but if it follow an Inflamacion,it can no other waies be diſtinguiſhed than by hardneſs and c 

. huance; for if the ſigns of Inflamation have continued twenty ot chirty daies, it 18 a ſign that it - 
ned into an Impoſthume. Ic is diftinguiſhed from a Scirbus by hatdneſi, which is great in a 
but in an I upoſthume there is ſome kind of ſotneſ+, as alſo by want of pain alcogecher 3 for 1040 0 
poſthume there is alwaies ſome pain, eſpecially if ic be preſſed bard. Moreover, this Tumor adm 
guiſhed from the Tumor of othet parts, by the ſcituat ion thereof, as we ſaid betore of che In flanation 
of the Meſentery. But if che Impoſthume lie in the Meſentery without any viſible Tumor, ib«ea 
be no certain ſign, but by an artificial conjectute we may ſuſpect, namely, if thete be Joaching dl 9 
ot vomiting without manifeſt fault of the Sromach, and great fulneſs afcer little Meat, wear! 
the whol Body, and faincing without manifeft caule, if the Belly be unaccuftomarily bound ot loc 
and void ſtinking Excrements, and ſomtimes bloody, wichouc ſuſpicion ofa Dyſencety. #97 
you may add greac — and if they ſleep they taint, and have great Sweati. And thong . 
times (here appear neither Feavet not pain, yet there is commonly an obſcute one; of wi 1 
appeat no manuteſt cauſe, we muſt conj ecture that it comes from this Diſeaſe, eſpecially if 2 ;

Hence one while che Maccer is pure and white in great plenty, without ſence of pain, when ic is 
ſent by che Meſeraick Veins into the Guts, ſomtimes when che Impoſthume is in the thick and low-. 
e Cuts, che Mattet is mixed with the Excrement, ſomt imes it is lent to the Reins, aud caſt ſort h by 
Urine 3 ſomtimes being ſent in great quantities between the Pericorzum, and the Muſcles of che Ab- 
domen, it falls into the Cavity of the delly by breaking of the Pet itonæum, or breaks outwardly by 
an Impoſtbume, ſochat a great quantity of Matter flows from che N avel, and ſomt imes Worms thercs 
with, chcough the corruption of che Meſentery. And that which is ſent forth by fFool (which is the 
uſual) is lomtime: white and laudable, as was ſaid ; ſomt imes mixed wich blood ot water, ſomt imes 
black blood, and ſtinking, ſomtimes other black Matter, ot ot divers colours, But whether this putu- 
ent M actec come from the Meſentety, Liver, Spleen, or other pacr, it is knowne by the proper ligus of 
art affected; 
"When che Impofthume is broken, and the Mattet flowech, it is certain that there is an Ulcec in the 
Meſencery, which ſomcimes is quickly cured, and ſomcimes it is of loug continuance, and bring tot- 
renneſze upon the whole part, and a Gangrene. : 

As for the Pcognoſtick : The Impoſthume of the Meſentery is dangerous; for if it continue long 
in che part, a3 it often happens, it breeds filthy rottenneſs, ot a Gangtene, or brings the Patient into a 
Conſumption or Dropſie. If ic breake, and tbe Ulcer be not quickly cuted, but gets an evilcondicion, 
it bath che like event, and Gangreen, Conſumption, or Droplie. Somcimes when che [mpoſthume is 
becken, and very ſtinking Matter is ſent into the Cavity of the Belly, the Patient dies ſuddenly. The 
Sciccbus, or hard Tumor of the Meſentety is left dangerous, and it i: be new will admic of a Cute; 
but it be old, it brings the Patient co a Drcopſie. 

The Cute of theſe Diſealet, is to be varied according to the diverlicy of them. And ficſt, an Im- 
hume bred requires opening and Evacuation, and it muſt be ſottned with opening and purging 
iciner, ſuch as are laid down in the Obſtructions of che Liver and Spleen, not omitting outward 

Softners and Looſenets, Fomentations, Cacaplaſms, and Liniments, which do make the Maccer ot 
the Impoſtume chin, and open the paſſages that the Mattet may bettet be voided. 

After the Impoſthume is apened, you muſt clenſe the Ulcer and heal it; for which purpoſe the 
Remedies mentioned in the Cute of che Ulcers of che Stomach, Liver, Reins, and Womb, are ver 
good; of which a wiſe Phyſician may cake his choyce according to the davecs diſpoticions both of the 
Bodies, and the Diſeaſes. 

Anda Scirchus of the Meſentery is Cured wich the (ame Medicines, which ate ſee down for the Cute 
of the Scicchus or hard Swelling of the Liver and Spleen, 


Chap. 4. Of the Diſeaſe of the Pancreas, or Sweet-bread. 


He Aucienc Anatomiſts knew no action of the Pancreas, or Sweet-bread, but the uſe ooly, 
Namely, co prop the Vellels, leaft they ſhould be in danger of breaking, and to be inftead of a 
Pillow to the Stomach, leaft when it is ſul ic ſhould be huce by che hardneſs of the Vertebrz or Back- 
bone. But the Modern Anatomiſts have aſcribed very great action unto it; Namely, the firſt pre- 
patatioa of che Chy le, and clenſing of it, ſo that it may be brought to the Liver more pure z which the 
milky Veins ſeem co couficm, becauſe they ace diſperſed chrough the Pancreas, Beſides, in the mid- 
lle of it there is an open paſſage which to the Gurs, by which it is probable that the Excrements 
o the Chyleace purged ; therefore che Pancreas bach ics Diſeales, which hutt the whol Body, elpe- 
ally Obſtructions and Tumors, as the Meſentety bach ; Namely, when the Chylous Matter is crude 
- ( — and is brought to it from the Stomach, not ſufficiently digeſted, and when it doth not freely 
am ic. 
K Riolanus obſerved a Scicrhus of the Pancreas, in Auguſtine Thuanus, chat wrote the Hiftory of 
ls Times moſt elegantly in Latin z who when be had for tour yeers, among ocher 8ymptomes, a hea· 
= continually in his Stomach, eſpecially when he walked oc ſtood ſtill, without ſwelling or hard- 
inthe Hypochondria, had a Pancreas as big as bis Liver, after he was dead, hard and Scicrhusy 
full of knocs like Pidgeons , 
But becauſe the Pancreas is covered with che Stomacb, ics Tumors ate ſcarce to be felt 3 and this is 
Aaa 
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the cauſe, becauſe thete is no mention commonly of them, and they have been found only af 
death: Vet you may make a handſom Conjecture of them, trom what Riolanus obſerved in Thug, 
nut. namely, It ctece be a ſence of weight or heavineſs in the Stomach, and no Tumot or hardneſs in 
the Hype chondtia; and other ſigns of Obſttuctions than ate mentioned in the Obſtruct ion of the 
Liver, Spleen, and Meſentery. To which you may add pain, and other Sympromes af the $:oq, 
by reaion of its neerne(s, ſhortneſs of breath, by tea ſon of che compreſſion of che Diaphragm; g 
which figns we ſuppoſe that the Lord Ardeyerius, Pieſident of che Senate of Gtatianopoſh, hag, 
Scirchus of che Pancreas, and we could perceive it by touching, by putting our band deep to the ads 
ot che Scomach about the middle, becauſe be was lean; and we found a hardneſs thete, which bei 
couched, pained him: che ſtore whereof, is at large telated io our 81, Obſervation, Cent. 3. 40 
in the knowledg of the Scurvy we obſerved ( which none chat ever wrote thereof did) Thar in 1 
Scurvyes there u a Tumor of the Pancteat, becauſe you may find a ſtraighcneſs, oppteſſiaa a 
weight in che Region ot che Stomach: And chis Sign is laid down for a cleet one by Eugalenus t- 
nertus, and others, 

There ate ſome ſtot ies in Authors, of Impoſt humes found in the Pancreas, which were not diſcoy, 
red while the Patients lived. But by the 8ymptomes they had tbey may be partly knowne; as (one 
like thoſe of the Scicrbus;z to which you may joyn theſe, a lingering Feaver, which ii the companion 
of almoſt all inward Impoſthumes, much watching, ſhort ſleep, and after it, pain, f WOoning, and 
cold (ſweats. 

The Cure of the Obſtruction, Scitthus, and Impoſtbume of che Pancreas, is the ſame vich thoſe of 
the Liver, Spleen, and Meſentecy, There you may fetch Medicines from the Cheptett concerning 


them, 


Chap. 5. Of the Diſeaſes of the (aul, or Omentum. 


Ecauſe the Omentum is a ſoft part, and far, fic by reaſon of its looſneſs to receive Humonthu 

come from other parts: It is ſubject codivers Diſeaſes, as the Meſentery aud Pancreas: And 
theſe ate not deſcribed by Authors, becauſe they can ſcarce be ſeen in living men, but only by Auato- 
my, as you may ſee in ſome Stories in our Obſervations. Veſalius ſaith that he ſaw in a Body opened, 
an Omentum ſo ſwoln that it weighed five pounds, when in its Natural condition it would ve 
ſcarce half a pound, Rouſſetus in lib. de partu Ceſareo, reports that in Paris there wat (ourda 
great Impoſthume in the Qmentum. Riolanws in bis Anthropographia, ſaich chat be ſaw an Omen- 
tum in a Noble Youth of ninteen yeers of age, ſq ful of Kernels, by which it received abundance of 
filthy Humors, the Meſentety and Pancteas being impoſthumated, and the Spleen almoſt conſumed. 
We allo law a Scicrbus Omentum in a Fryar of Montpelior all over che lower parc of the Belly, and 
four Fingers thick; it was of the color of the Spleen, ſo that it was probable chat it was cauſed by 
Melancholly from chence, becauſe he was of a Melanchollick temper, and the paſlage is very opa) 
the branches of the Spleen Veins, to the Omen um; by which branches (as Hippocrates teacheth) 
the water in a Dcoplie is brought from the Spleen to the Omentum, from which by degrees iqdiftil 
into the Cavity of the Abdomen. 

But becauſe the ſwelling of che Omentum can by nomears be diftinguiſhed fcom that of che Neler- 
rery, th..efo:e we cannot appoint a diſtinct knowledg, It is ttue, that the Tumors of the Omen un 
ace eaſiet known at the ficft couch, becaule ic is immediately under the Peciconzum z but che Meſer* 
recy is deeper. But the Tumors of che Meſentery ariſe greater cowards the Peciconzum, and ut 
. io united to it, and the Muſcles of che lower Belly, that they are ſent forth by ſuppuratia 

the Navel, ot othet external parts, 

Vet thu Difficulty of Knowledg, oth not binder the Cute, becauſe the ſame Medicines ſerve ſa 
all Tumors that ace alikein all the parts of the belly: but the Cure is worſe to be made in the Oxer 
tum, becauſe ic hath not fic way, as other parts have for the purging of its ſelf, 
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Of the Diſeaſes of the Reins and Bladder.

And tirft, they doubt under what kind of Diſeaſe they ſhould reckon the ſtone; Galen placei i 
among the Diſeaſes in number, of thoſe things which are wholly beſides Natuce, as allo the Worm 
Fot though a Diſeaſe in number properly doth teſpect living parts, whoſe number being 11.Crealed « 
diminiſhed, maket h an organical Diſeaſe; yer choſe things which ace precernaturally added tod 

number of thoſe things of which the Body is compounded, ought to be referred tothe Diſeales u 
number, ſo that ſomtimes the bare qualities ace fomumes referred co Diſeaſes in number; wie 
they do immediately hurt the actions, as yellowygels in the Eye of one that bach the Jaundice, ; 
no in Ears, and a bictet caſt upon the Tongue, : 

Ofcentimes the Stone is ceckoned among Cauſes of Diſeaſes, as it breeds Obſtruction ot Dites- 
tion. 

It may alſo be placed among the Syomptomes, viz. thoſe things ate voided or retained : for ifithe 
retained in the Kidneys, Reins, or Bladder, when ic ſhould be voided, it is co be reckoned a 
thoſe things that ace precernaturally recained : but when it is voided, it is to be reckoned among choc 
that are voided wholly —_ Nature. 

But thete is more difficulty about the cauſe of the Stone, both material and efficient. Galen and 
his poſtericy, thought that flegm was the matetial caule of the Stone, which is thick and ſluny, fit to 
be hardened, and (as they ſay of late) fæculent, ſlimy, and Tartatous, and heat the efficient, which 
drieth and hatdeneth that matter, and at length turneth it into a Scone, Which Doctiine is oppoled 
with itcong Realons. 

Firſt, It it ſhould come of a ſlimy and thick flegm, then it would often be bred in the Brain and 
the Sromach, in which ſuch flegm doth chiefly abound. Neither will it ſuffice to ſay that there u 
not ſufficient heat in thoſe parts to harden it; becauſe according to the DoCtrine of Hippocrate / ud 
Galen, a gentle heat by a continual action is ſufficient co congeal; and hence is the teaſon why old 
men do more often breed the Stone, when yong men have hottet Kidneys; becauſe the mattet ofthe 
Stone lies longer in old mens Reins, by reaſon of the weakneſs of che expullive Facul y, au lo 
longer concocted by the heat, and at length hatdned. 

Secondly, From Ariſtotle, 2. meteor. cap. 4. things which grow together by heat, ate melcedby 
moiſture, as Clay. But the ſtone is never diſſolved wich water. Neither doch it hindet to lay that 
a ſtrong heat makes ſuch a Concrecion or growing together, that it cannot be diſſolved by moiſture, 
at in Bricks, For ficft, in Man there is not ſo great a heat; then the not diſſolving of Bricks with Me- 
ter is not becauſe of the ſtcong heat they had, bur tathet from che diſpoſition of che Clay; tor Clay 
made of common Earth, although it be baked in a Furnace, will never be bard as a Brick, but alwaie 
be diſſolved wuh moiſture. 

Thirdly. From Ariſtotle in the place mentioned, the heat that makes concretion myſt be dry; But 
there is a continual flowing of moiſture into the Reins and Bladder, therefore ſuch a drying and bite 
dening cannot be in thoſe parts. 

Fourthly, Scones bred in Rivers and Fountains, in which there is no hear, and in ſome Dem ind 
Holes that are very cold, che water that fals turns into a Stone; from whence ſtrange ſhapes do ui. 
| —— we muſt find another cauſe beſides heat, and another Matter beſides clammy and glurivw 

m. 
ifchly, Flegm made hard is like Chalk, and is brittle, as you may ſee in the knots of the Joyti. 
But ſome Stones are like flints, which they cannot be from Flegm: not is there ſo much heat in mu 
Body to make it ſo. | 
This flimy flegm bath deceived the Phyſicians of all Ages, which is found in the Urcive of man) Fe 
tients, and they thought it co be the immediate cauſe : but they were our, For ſirſt, Iu the Stott 
of the Kidneys ſuch Urines ate ſeldom made, but often in the Scone of the Bladder. But it thu ve 
the matter of che Stone it would be alike in botb. Therefore this Matter depends eſpecially up® ide 
proper Diſeaſe of the Bladder, for it is an Exctement of it diſtempered, The Diſeaſe ot «be hdd 
u this: we have (een in the Bodies of them who have died of the Stone in the Bladder, and O - 
ded much of that matter, that the Bladder grew fleſhy, as thick as ones Finget or Thumb, ſo that 
filled the whol Cavity, and lay next to the Stone til by ſtopping the Urine it killed che Pacien's 
in chole who made thin cleet Ucine, their Bladder was not altered, The Realon of theſe accidents t 
taken out of Hipp. Aph. 66. Sect. 5. If there be no Tumor in great and evil wounds, it is e. my 0 
Galen gives the Reaſon becauſe there is 8 ſuſpicion that the Humors which ſhould come by reaſon! 
pain 'Othe wound, are gone to ſome noble part. Moreover, it is Natural to all parts; 4 Calen, 
de di feb. cap. 11 that they which ate ſtronger, ſend that which hutteth them to the weaker, — 
do they ceaſe lo doing till it come to the weakeſt, So when the pare wounded is very Wenke 
therefore fic co receive Humors, if they come not thithet, it is a ſign that other patu ate ery 
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che greateſt parc ot che Inhabitants ate ſubject to the ſtone ; as we may lee in Ovid concerning th

By theſe Remedies the pain of the Reins is Cured, and Stone diſſolved and expelled. But becauſe 
they who are diſpoſed to thu Diſeaſe, and Cured, do often relapſe: therefoce we muſt appoinc tome 
Preſervacives that we may binder it as much as may be. 

And ticft, it there be a Plet hota ot ſulueſs, or che Reins and Liver hot, ic is good to open a Vein, 
Spring and Fall, a Clyfter or gentle Purge being fiſt given : And then co Purge che Matter away 
which is proper co breed che Stone betoce it come to the Kidneys, which you may do by a Vomit 
twice or thtice in a month, co thoſe which eaſtly vomit. 

Oc you may give a Purge by a Bolus ot Caſſia, Diaphwaicon, and Rhubaib, preſcribed in the Cute, 
ot ſome other convenient Medicine every month; or two or three, accoiding co the habit ot the Pati- 
ent, and the plenty ot Humots, and that in the laſt quarter of the Moon, f 

Ot ifchere be evil Humors, they muſt be purged Spring and Fall with a convenient Apozeme : for 
by that, notonly che Antecedent and remote cauſe will be taken away; but alſo ſome pate ot che con- 
juatt caule z as alſo the Obſtcuctions ot the Bowels, which uſually accompany chis Diſeaſe, will be 
tiken away, if you mix therein clenſing and cutting Medicines,

There is ((aich he) no better Medicine after Purging, than the drinking of Balervacan Waters ; 
for by the beat wbich comes from the Bitumen, they diſſolve groſl Humors and Stones, and by their 
Nitrous quality they clenſe, and by their great quantity, do not only clenſe the Guts, but Rein /; ſo 
that it is incredible to tel what abundance of thick Water ſome bave made after it. Bm when we 
fear the Inflamation of the Guts, we ordered them to abſtain from Wine, and gave them Chicken 
Broth with cold Herbs and Fuleps. Therefore we put fat Flegmatick men into them once a day in 
the morning, baving firſt anointed tbeir Rein and Liver with ſome proper Oyntment, and bound 
them Sith Ioubled Linnen Cloatbs, that the Excrements might be received from the Pores ope- 


ned. And if their Bowels grow bot, they may after uſe ſweet Water Baths that cool and

making Urine, ic is vety probable that thete is a Scone in the Bladder, 

The T welfch Sign is from Hippocrates, Aph. 79. Sect. 4. They who make a ſandy Urine have 4 
Stone in the bladder. Which Aphoriſm hath ccoubled many Wits. Galen in hu Commentary 
thereupon, ſaith, that it is manifeſtly lame, and defective, becauſe Hippocrates left out halt of it; for 
wherher the Scone be in che Kidneys ot Bladder alwaies the Urine is ſandy. And H:ppocrates him 
ſelf contradicts this Aphoriim, Lib. de internis Affectionibus, where he teptoveth the old Phyſicians 
that ſuppoled ſand in che Urine to be the ſign of the Scone in the Bladder. Cardanus in his Comment 
upon the fame Aphoriſm, taich, That he voided for thirty years, ficſt red, then white Sand, every day 
in abundance without any ſulpicion of the Stone either ot the Kidneys ot Bladder; and be furchet 
lau chat there are ſcarce one in ten who doch not void Gravel, yet few there ate that are troubled with 
the Scone in the Kidneys, and fewer with that in the Bladder, The Spaniards void much Gravel, ard 
yet are not lubject to the Scone, 

Wediſtinguuhed of Sand in the former Chapter, which may ſignifie che Stone: But we ſaid ic was 
in Equivecal ſign, For that Sand is ſomtimes feng forth by the ſtrength of the expulſive faculty, and 
woot kept in the Kidneys and Bladder any he. And it this Sand did ſhew che 8: one more fucelys 
- - would nevec declare that of che Bladdet only. + And checefore that Aphoriim, as the words are, 
ulalle, 

Beverovitius and Salm aſius, have greatly contended about this Aphoriſm (boch Learned men) and 
good to open dark S:ntences) and they have titten boch whol Volums of che ſame, It is not our 

intention to ſtay long upon it, detetmining this one thing for an end of all Concroverſies z T bat che 
— Auchers, which at ficſt ſeem contrary co Ttuth and dayly Experience, ate al Vyaies to be 
en in that ſence which is moſt conformable to Truth, although che words will not beat it, Which 

in ſuch a caleare to be thought to be added by ſimple fellows in the Tranſlation, ot tbe hol Sencence 
tobe put in by them z as Galen ſaith often of ſome of Hippocrates his Sayings, That they ate thruſt 
u by others, when they carry not the weight and Majelty of Hippocrates, And the Opinion of 
oviiins concerning Sand in the Urine, ſeems rot co be according to the mind of Hippocrates; 

d to be of great uſe in Practice. Firft, it ſeems not to agree with Hippocrates, who in bis fore» 
mm Apbociſms, cakes ſigns from things contained in the Urine; and following his matter in hand, 
ab, That Sand in the Urine, ſignifieth the Scone of the Bladder. But Beverovitius inverts the 

N — ind ſa ich that Hippocrates is to be undetſtood of 8nd, which formerly uſed to be voided, that 
— lubſiſt, that is, be tetained inthe Bladder, and be uo more ſent forth, ic is a ſign that the 8and 
vitained is turned to a Stone in the bladder. This Interpretation, as I ſaid, doth not agree with 
cradle bis Incencion, and ic nothing ava ils for Practice: for they who ule to void Gravel, bave 
ne times of intermiſſion, in which thete is not a Scone bred in the bladder. Nor hath ic much 
| bebe that Beverovitius obletveth, Thac Hippocrates in his other Aphotiſau, where he laĩes down 
| *ligns to be caken from the things con;ained in che Urine, doth not ule the word Snbſidentia, — 
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Jing, or falling down ; but the word Excretion, or voiding. As for example, they who piſi ma 
or blood, with chick and branny Urine, &c. But bere he uſeth che word that ſiguiſieth ſetlug, 0 
'ſhew that he meanet h ſomt hing elite. But we bringing all things to Practice, ſay that Hippocrat, 
in this Aphoriſm, could not ule a word which ſignifieth only ſending forth, or Exctetion, bec ie 1. 
ought to diſt inguiſſi that ſand which ſiguiſiech the Stone, from that which doth dot. This $414 * 
we laid in the former Cabpter, ſeteles in the bottom of the Ut inal; but ot het Sand doch ouly Hicke 
the ſides; and cherefore Hippocrates, that he might diſtioguiſh them, ſaid well, They whole land, 
matter ſettleth; for otheti which do not ſett le, ate not a ſign of the ſtone, in the bladdder. ö 
But that we may bring this Aphociſm to Truch, and Practical uſe, we ſuppole that the Opis 
of Johanne / Zechius, is the beſt 3 who makes it a proper ſiꝑn of the ſtone of the bladder, and there i 
great ule of the Aphoriſm in Phyſical Practice, when by al other Incerprececs, it is made unprojicah)e 
And that Zechius may be honoited by tbem who have not bis Works, we thin ic worth our libæio 
repeat bis words, which ate in his Book of Conſultation, 58. Conſult. Hippocrates ( [aih he ) 
_ 79. Set. 4. ſaid thus, which was never under ſtood yet, either by Galen, or any other, Ne 
oſe 


Urine bath a ſandy ſettling or ſediment, have the ſtone in the bladder. Which Sentence. ii 
wwe ſhould take it according to Galen, would be falſe, becauſe we obſerve that many men do piſ/ find 
all their lives(whereof I am one) whithout any ſuſpicion of the ſtone in the bldadder. From whe, 
I cannot but wonder at Galen, and all the reſt after him, that they ſhould either not underſtand 
uſeful an Apboriſm ¶ which I can ſcarce beleve ) or by reaſon of its ambiguity paſs it by, i, 
whol difficulty is in the ſignification of the word | Sabulola ] in Greekcalled Pſamimodea ; Hig. 
pocrates would hae nothing underſtood thereby but thick gravel mixed as it were wnb fat Earth 
like Clay or ſnot in the bottom of the Vrinal; a certain gn of a great ſtone in the bladder. Pi 
beauſe there is nothing conſtant in man, it is not to be admired that ſome that have this Diſey/, 
hade not this ſign ʒ as when the ſtone is ſmal, as we obſerved in Cardinal Paleotus. Nom the cal 
of this muddy Excrement bgth been ſhewed in another place. So fat Z:chius 3 but where be thewed 
the caule of it we could never find, But we plainly ſhewed it in the former Chapter, when ue 
ſaid that this ſnot- lie macrer is the proper Exctement of the bladder diſtempered, when it curd 
concoct the great quantity ot blood, and ſupertluous bumors which are ſent chither, and tum ſhen 
into its ſelf, but turns chem into that conſiſtence like ſnot 3 and this evil diſpoſicion ot the bladia 
comes from the ſtone therein. Let that be peruled, for it maketh much for che underſtanding d 
what bath been ſaid. 

But there ſtill remaineth one difficulty, for ſome have dayly flegmatick ſlmy matter inches 
Urine, and yet are free ſtom the ſtone in the bladder. And Cardanus reports of an Auguſtine Monk 
called Leo, that ſhewed him often ſo much conge led flzgm in the bottom of the Chamber potas was 
bigger chan a Gooſe Egg, and yet he had not the Stone. To this doub: we anſwer, That tte fla, 
mattet that comes from the bladder, is to be diſtinguſhed from that which comes trom other put 
becauſe that which comes from the bladder, is more clammy and glutinous, ſo that it ſticks faſt io ite 
bottom ot che Pot or Urcinal, and cannot be ſhaken off when the Urine is powred ſoith ; but tha 
which is from other parcs doth not locleave, but comes preſently forth wich che Urine ; Expetitvce 
bath tanght me this, which hithetto no Author ever ye: obſerved. This clammineſs comes om de 
Nature of the bladder, which is a Membcaine, and apt to produce this glewineſi, as yo lee 
Glew is made of Mebranous Skins of Beaſts, | 

This cough glucinous Matter, I ſay, comes from the evil diſpoſitien of the bladder, which is caulcs 
by the ſtone there, and we can thus prove it beſides what hath been ſaid ; Becauſe we have known 1 
Cbild of twelve yeers old, that had a ſtone in the bladder, and piſſed continually 4 glutinous matte 
that cleaved co the bottom of the Glaſs. And after the ſtone was cut forth, he voided the (ametoc1 
mouth, but after wards none at all. Which cleerly ſhewes that Mattet comes from the evil 4 
poſition of che Bladder, which could not preſently be cured after the cutting: but after the Bladi 
— cured, that mater appeared no more, Which ſhews that ic came from no othet parc but the duc 

er. 
For a Concluſion of this, let us cake not ice, That whenſoever this ſlimy matter appears with all 
the afotſaid condicions, there is a ſtone in che Bladder z but when it doth not appear, it doth 00: 
follow that there is no ſtone, for it often happeneth that che ſtone is ſmooth, or little, and ſo doth not 
huce the bladder, and then the Urine is alwaies cleer. This is a true ſign, that there is a ſtone when l 

appeals ; but when it is abſent, ic is not a ſign of no ſtone. a 
ot would chu Objection, ot rather Cavil, become a wiſe man, becauſe from our Obſervation 


before mentioned, we proved that ſuch matter might be voided by Urcine,and yet noſtone in the \ 
der, for ic was cut forth.

Diabetes, or excraordinary piſſing, comes from the hurt done to the attractive faculty, and Dy- 
ſuria from the diſtemper in the expulſive: ſo this comes from the diſorder in the Retentive Faculty 
of the Bladder. This comes ſomtimes to people awake, and then the diſeaſe is worle; ſamtmes 
to them aſleep, and then it is leſs, becauſe chen che Animal Functions ace exetciſed lels freely. And 
this in time of ſleep comes two waies, either from weakneſs and looſneſs of the Sphinctet Nucl a 
che Bladder, as in ſucking Children, weak people, and ſomtimes in them of yeers, or from he hurt 
of che Imaginacion : for many do pils their Beds, either from too much drink, ot from the exquilce 
ſence ot che Bladder, and the Urines ſharpaels, wich ſome conſent of their wil, when they dreanuthey 
are piſſing againft a wal, ot othet place; and they are ſo accuſtomed to it, that it is done without ary 
diſtempet either of the Bladder, ot its Sphinctet; nor ate they to be cured with Medicines, but by 
change of theit fooliſh Imagination, as Children by Whipping; or in choſe of yeers, by adorang 
thoſe places which they dream chey piis upon, with ſome coſtly chings, and ſhewing them oſten. 

The true cauſe ot Chis is in the Sphincter Muſcle, which ſuffers either from its te1f, or by content 
from other pars, 

It comes divers wa ies by conſent, as when the whol Body is weak, and the vital hear ſpent, as 11 
dying men, or when the whol Body, ot half of it is caken with che Palſey, or choſe branches ol News 
which come from che Os Sacrum to the Bladder > ſomtimes the looſneſs of the Muſcle comes tromibe 
pain only, and neerneis to other parts affected, as in Women with Child, tro che ſwelling and pan 
of che Womb, and in the great Diſeaſe of che ſtraight Gut. 

The Sphinctet muſcle ſuffets divers waies by its ſelf, as when it is wounded, as in cut: ing for the 
Stone, or in deep Ulcers which hinder its cunttaction and ſhutting. But che chief and ulual caule i, 
a cold and muiſt diſtemper, which is moſt fic co weaken and make looſe the part.

Y word Dyſuria, we underſtand all painful piſſing, which che Modern Wricers call Scalding 

B of the Ut ine. Many Authors make it all one with the Scrangury,becaule chere is painful piſſingʒ 

dut they will have it differ from Dyturia in this only, becauſe in Dyturia thete 1s a greater quanti- 

ty ol Ucine made, than in Stranguty, which u theretore called piſſing by drops. But we bad rarbec 
for Inſtruction lake, cal that Scrangury which u piſſiag little, without pain, and put them in one 

Chapter, becaute they muſt be cured both che ſame way, and co treat hete of all painful piſſing 

under the name of Dyſucia, being they come all of che ſame Caules, and are cuced by che fame Me- 

dicines. 

CAVSES. ] The immediate Cauſe of painful piſſing, is a ſolution of continuity in the 
Sphin&ter Mulcle, or che paſlige of the Bladdec : and chetetote what lo vet can cauſe a wound in 
thole parts, may cauſe heat ot Urine. | 

The moſt uiuil Cauſe is ſharpneſs of Urine, ſomtimes wit hout mixtute of other Huntors, which 
wcauſed by a hot diftemper of the Bowels, ot of che whol Body, or by eating of hot and ſhasp Meatsz 
but it often comes by mixtute of hot and ſharp Humors, as Chollec and talc Flegm. Somęimes mat» 
ter coming trom the Reins or Bladder, being ulcetated, may caule tuch a ſharpneſs of Ucine. Som- 
times a ite Humor like Milk comes plent iiully forth with the Urine, and cauſeth ſcald ing, which 
commonly tbought to be matter ttom the Reins 3 but Sennertus denies it for this Reaſon, For if 
all ue Reus wete tutned into matcer, they could not afford to much as 1s many times voided! at once, 
every day for a week together. Aud be ſuppolech that it comes from an evil Concoction fiiſt of the 
$ onach, then ot the Livor, becaute che ettot᷑ of the ticft Concoction cannot be mended in the lecohd, 

hence che Chylus, and chen the Blood tetuains crude, not freed from its Salt and Tartar-hke parts, 
which ought to be ſeparated in the tic ft Concoct ion, and they being aſtet ſucked into the Reins, and 
lent to the Bladder, cauſe pa in in piſſing. He taich that he was brought to be of this t. be- 
cauſe a Learned man, who was ctouhled fore weeks with heat of Urine, which he voided plencifully 
Wh halt an Urinal tul of ſuch white maccer,was(when nothing elle could all wage this violent paint) 
Cuted only with drinking of Sack.

The ſtoppage uf the Term is very dans 
gerous, and many great diſeates come thereof, and ſome in the Womb it telf, as [welling, mpoſt- 
humes, and Ulcers ; others in the whol Body, and divers paces thereof, as F eavers, Odſtrutuns, 
evil Habis, Loathing, D.opſie, Heatt- ach, Cough, ſhore Breathing, Fainting, tore Eyes, Madreh, 
Melancholly, Head-ach, Joyac-gouc, and che like, Hippocrates, Lib. 1. of Womens diſcaſes, hath 
ſhewed che encteaſe of Diteates from che ſtoopping ot the Terms, in theſe words, Thbetbirdwowb 
after the ſtoppage of the Terms, they begin to feel ſuffocatians, or ſhortneſs of breath, with bono 
beavineſs of the Loyns, andſomtimes a Feuer. But if it laft long, che Belly grows hacd, they 
piſs much, chey loath meat, and watch much, they grate cheic Teeth in fleep ; aud if they continue 
longer ſtopped, the pains will be greacec ; but in che ſixch month, chat Diſeate which was formerly 
curable, wil be then incurable: then ſhe wil be croubled in mind, and faint, vomit flegm, be chic, 
the Belly about che Pcivicies wil be pained, there wil be a Feaver, and the Body , and che Ute 
ſtopped, the Back wil ake, and ſhe wil ſtammer. Aftetwards the Legs, Feet, and Belly wil (weld 
the Urine be ted, bloody, and pain over al che Body, eſpecially the Neck and Back- bone, and Goym, 
and ſo they die ot a Dcopſie.

But hece is a doubt, becauſe che Aube 
laich, That in the ſixc month the D ſeaſe is incutable, when Experience teacheth che coneracy ; and 
Hippocrate / himielt, 4. Epid, reports that a Maid who bad her Tecays ſtopped for ſeven years, va 
reſtored co health by che recurn of chem, Hippocrates may be reconciled co himſelf, by layug, 
That after ſix months che Diſeaſe is incucable, when the Teta are in the Body or Cuvityotihe 
Womb, becauſe thete they pucrefie, and come co ſupputation, as in the Afcer-bicch, ot bloodre- 
rained. But this is not to be underſtood of every Suppreſſion. 

That ftoppage is leaft dangerous which comes trom plenty of good Blood, or Fat, Bleeding, ot 
other Evacuat ions, becaule choſe Ciuſes may ealily be removed.

That the Immoderate Flux is cauled by an opening of the ends of the Veins, or a breaking of their 
Coates, is known by the Foregoing of Wounds, Fals, or Bruilesz by the ute of daucings, long oul- 
cries, catcying unuſual weights by a Perſon cot pulent and iul of Blood: By fume totegaing great 
bear, extteam Cold, Immoderace carnal imbraces, great Anger, and the like. The ſame may allo 
happen afrer ſore labor in Child-bicth, ot by the unskiltul bandlwg ot a Midwiſe; afcer a milcacriage, 
ocafter a long ſtoppage of che monthly Blood, which makes che tame being collected in coo a greac 
gunticy, breaks out on a ſudden with violence.

bend ic divers and innumerable Accidents, Notwithſtanding all late Wrizecs in a mne, 

„ e the Suffocarion of the Womb, undet the Title of HySerical Paſſion, calling a pan 
dymptome by ſuch a name us is common to many others, becauſe it, ofall the reſt, is moſt ing 
and moft troubleſome. But berein the very beſt Authors ſeem to have been ſuperfluous in theic [oy 
tiferof Womens Diſeaſes, while in different Chaprers they deſcribe ſevetal ſpring ttt 
theWomb, viz.

It is cauſed by a black Choller gatheted in that patt, ot by reaſon of a Schirr 
or ſencele(s hard tumor il cured, which eaſily turns into a Cancet, eſpecially in this pare ot the Body 
reaſon of the copious afflux ot blood, which being rerained in thoſe veins which ate nigh u be 
Sciurbus, and not ſufficiently evacuated by the monthly purgations, it becomes adult or bucned, wy 
acquires a malynapt diſpoſition. 
DIFFERENCES. Ic is ordinarily reckoned to be of two ſorts, Ulcetate, and not Ulcerace, *

Now this diſproportion of Seeds, conſiſii chiefly 
herein; When men much exceeding in {ome qualicy belonging totheic cemper ate joyned with wo» 
men which partake of the ſeit ſame excels, viz. When over men ate joy ned wich over bot wor 
men, over cold men wich over cold women; for choſe diſtemperatutes can procuce no mediocriry in 
the Seeds, and ocher cauſes neceſſary to Generation.

Tbac Batrenneſs which is cauſed by other Diſeaſes, as by aSwelling, an Ulcer, Obſiultion, 
Whites, want of Coucles, falling of che womb, GContumption, Leprous Mangynels, WhocPox, 
and ſuch like; is eaſter ox bardec co Cute, according as che ſaid Diteaſes are eichet ealie to be qued a 
hard. 

CORE. For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, which ſoevet of the cauſes aforeſaid hath product 
the ſame ; we muſt {eek the removal chereof. 

And in the firſt place, che ſtraitneſs of cheGenital parts in regard of youngneſs of Age, need ug 
cute; for as Age encreales, they attain a convenient widenels, But in che mean time, it u nec 
chat the party abſtain trom Carnal Conjunction 3 becauſe the overſoon ule thereof, doth (pal (bu 
natural conſtitution ot thoſe parti. 

Battenneſt which is cauled by lowneſs of ſtature, or Elderlineſs of years, is incurable, yet endtau 
— be uled to help che lame, by Emollient and Relaxing Medicamenti, pcovided che Couiſes do i 

ow. 

Ovet great Corpulency, muſt be corrected by an extenuating Diet and covenient Evacuation 
It Barieuneſs ſeem to atiſe from a bad Courſe of Diet, as in perſons given over much co belly<itt!, 
to Wine, ot {mal Drink, ſuch women ate co be reduced to an exact Coutſe of Life ; and allexccud 
Eiting and Drinking muſt be avoided. 

Vicagoes and ftcong confticution®d women, ſuch as come neer to the Nature of Men, chat they aa 
be cendred tic tor conception, muſt by all che acc poſſible be effeminaced, and reduced to ſuch aun 
as become their ſex ; all meacs ot groſſer nouriſhmenc being forbidden them, and all labors and ena. 
eiſes ʒ their Courſes being made conveniently to flow, by plenty whereof they may be abated of he 
manly courage, and grow loft and gentle. And if theit monthly courſes ſhall aot ſuffice co ihit ca, 
their Humots muſt be diminiſhed, frequent Blood - letting, and putging and by feat 
. and other alterative remediet, the whole habit of their bodies muſt be moiſtened ud 
cooled. 

It Barrenneſs be cauſed by Cloſure of the Womb, by diſtotſion, by obftruRions, by Tuan 
Ulcers; all thele muſt be remedied by ſuch Medicamencs n ace propounded in choſe Chapten which

— to ſpeculate thereupon, let the Reader pleaſe to look for them in their pro- 
ä ; Buy

— PR O0GNOSTICH } But the Prognoſtick ot thele Diſeaſes is not the lame; bet 
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in women wich Child they ace tat more dangerous, aud very often times mortal. So aich Hippocray, 
in Aphor, 13. Sect. 5. For a Woman with Child co be ſe zd by an acute Diſeaſe, is deadly, Fu 
the Diſeaſe have a Feaver joyned with ir, thete 1s a cwo-told danger attending che (ame (a Galen 
ſhews in his Commentary upon this Apborilm one from the Feaver, which wil kil the Child ; another 
from the ſlendet Diet which is tequiſite co the Cure ot the Feaver, but is not ſufficient co now the 
Infant in the Womb. O if it be an acute Diſeaſe without a Feaver, as che Falling ſicknelz, Abo- 
plexy, Unwerlal Convulſion ot the whol Body, the Mother and Intant cannot withitand the violence 
of the dileaſe, neither can they bear ſuch ſtrong Nedicines as ate requiſite tothe Cute of c hoſe dilea(e, 
Yet we muſt know that this Pcognoſtick is not petpet ua lly ttue. Fot we know by the Teſtimouia 
and Examples in Authots, and by dayly Experience, That many women with Child bavug tcute 
diſeaſes, eſcape with theit lives, : 

But Chcemcal oc lingering diſeaſes, as Intetmitting Agues, Citatths, Teneſmus, &c. do thewen 
Aborcion, and if they cauſe it not, they can hardly be cured betore che woman be brought to bed, but 
do keep her company til ſhe lie down. 

Diſeaſes Acute and Chronical in che firſt and laſt months, are more dangerous, than in the inter: 
mediate months. For in the ficſt months, che bauds wherewith che Infant is taſt ened to the Won 
ate weak, lo as they may eaſily be broken, and the tendet Iutant is more eaſily over preſſed with thoie 

recernacural Cauſes, But in the laſt months, Namely, che ſixth, ſeventh, and eighth, the Child 
— grown greater, requires much nouriſhment, which in theſe Diſeaſes it us deprived ul. Allo the 
ſotelaid bands do not ſtick ſo faſt as in the ehicd, fouib, and fut months, in which thete is lets dans 
ger of Abortion, Thetetote Galen doth _—_— compare che Ciyld in the Womb to Fuss bans 
ging on a Tree, which upon theit lit ſt prowing out have very tender ſtalks, ſo that chey may be eiſi⸗ 
ly ſhaken off with the wind, or any other violent commotion; and when they are nter cipe, they 
hang not ſo taſt upon che bough, as in che intetmediate [paces they did, 

CORE. Likewile the Cute of the foteſaid dueales in women with chil i doth remukably 
differ, as touching the it Diet, and choſe two grand Remedies, Blood - lett ing and Purging ; where» 
unto we may ad Medicamen:s which evacuate by other wares, viz. Such as move the Courtes, Pip 
drivers, and Sweat-drivers, becauſe it is feared left by theſe evacuations, abortion may be cauled: d 
theſe therefore we ſhal only creat ac preſent, referring what elle belongs to the Cute of thele Dileaſa, 
tothe proper Chapters, where ſuch teſpective diſeaſes are handled. 

Ax for Mattet of Diet, it is not co women with Child in Acute diſeaſes to be enjoyned (0 (pare, 
leſt the little Infant be famiſhed ; neithet is it to be allowed ſo liberal, chat the Feaver ſhould be cdae - 
by ſtrengchened ; but we muſt ſteec a middle courſe, with this Caution, That in the ficſt months of 
cheit Belly- burden, a thin Diet be en joy ned, and in the latter ſomwhac more ſolid and plentiul, 
becauſe the Child doth then ſtand in need of more nouriſhment, I et if chere muſt needs be (one 
ercor in Diet, it is bettet to ett in keeping too ful, than too flender diet; for recovery is chiefly tobe 
expected ſtom the ſtiength of che Mother, and the Child. 

Touchiug Bleeding, that A phot iſm of Hippocrates, viz. the 3 1. of Sect. 5. is preſencly bug 
in oppoſition, where he ſaies, If a woman with child be let blood, ſhe miſcarries, eſpecially if tht 
child be grown. And Galen tendets the Reaſon in his Comment, Becaule che Blood being h, 
che Intant wants its naut iſiment whence tollows Abort ion. On the other ſide, daily Expert 
ſhew?, That in very many diſeaſes of big - Bellied women, eſpecially acute diſeaſes, as the Pleucilit 
Inflammation of che Lungs, continual Feavers, and ſuch like, bloodletting is neceſſary, and may dt 
alminiſtced, not only in che ticſt, but alſo in the middle months, and ſomtimes in the laſt mouibi d 
a womans Belly · beat ing. Which if it be omitted, both Mother and Child are in great dige 
death. And to chis lattet Opinion the Elder Phyſitians aſſent, not diſſenting from the mind 
Galen and Hippocrates, by io doing. For therefore it is they held a woman would miſcatty, li- 
ing wich Child, ſhe were let blood, becauſe blood be ing taken away, the Child would want ics N 
ment. So that if blood may ſo be taken away, as that the Infant ſhal not want its Nout iſi mente 
wil be noglanger of Abort ion thereby. | 

Now fo the caſe may ftand : As facft, In the firſt Months of a Womans Belly.beacing, whit the 
Infant in the womb is licele, and wants but little Nouriſhment, tor then its Nouriſhment by bleeding 
wil not be drawn away, eſpecially if certain ſigns of tuperfluicy af blood be appacenc in che Mother, 
So that from the firſt month co thi lift, Blood- letting may be ſafely practiſed. But in che middle d 
laſt Months, greater citcumſpections is to be uſed, becauſe che Child bei ater, and wanting woe 
Nourithmenc, connot ſo ſafely admit af Phlebotomy. Howbeit, if the Woman abound with blood, 
ni a foial quanticy be teen away, ſhe may ſafely be let blood, becauſe bereby the Diſeaſe vill be 
allaied ; neither wil ſo much Nutriment be thereby withdrawn from the Child, as to cauſe Aborrioh 
But if ic ſcem chat Hippocrates thought otherwile, let us conſider that we let blood after a fat 

t+ſhiod than the Antiencs did, they let blood by pounds, and we by ounces. The very truth l, wy 
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Chaps 16. Of Diſeaſes of Women with (Bild. 
detter way copreſerve women from Abottion, than by Blood- letting, when ic ſprings from ovet · 
blood ſtrangling the Infant, and over whelmiog the tame, in ſuch women as have been actuſto- 
med out of their time of being wich child to have a plentiful flux of Courſes for divers daies togethet. 
Thw Salius Diverſus in his 22, Chaptet of his Book of pacticulac Dileates: I for my pate 
af (quoth be) that I have preſerved many women from Abortion, which they bad often ſu f- 
2 only by letting them blood in the firſt month of their being big. Neither would 1 bane it 
rhaugbt, that no other kind of Blood-letting may be praiſed in childing women, ſave thut which is 
n or moderate. For ſomtimes Plentifue bleeding in the laſt month bath done very much good. 
Aud I bave ſomtames experienced this plentiful Blood-letting in ibe laſt month, when the women 
with Child were affli$ed with a burning Feaver, and were 4 of blood hoping thereby an abate- 
ment of the Feaverss and an baſtening of the Birth, both which I obtain'd by Blood -letting, and 
ſaved both Child and Mother in danger of death, by ibis only Remedy. l/ bich being in ſome Pauli- 
ts omitted, and negletted by Pbyſitians, minding more the words of Hippocrates, ihun the matter 
it ſelf, bath been the cauſe that both Child and Mother bath miſerably periſhed, being ſirangled by the 
peny and fervency of blood, So tar Salizs, Amatus Luſitanws, in bis 57. Cute ot bis 1. Section, 
a 
ſuccels, 
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woman wich Child ot eighteen yeecs of Age, Blood, in the ſixch month, four times with bappy 
the being in a burning Feaver, And Rodericis a Caſtro in his third Book of Womens Dus 
eaſes, Chap. 21. wrices, that be let a woman of Lisbon blood, who had a Pleurifie in the eight month 
and was given over for deſpetate by other Phyſit ians, four times and no leſs one aftet another, and the 
recovered, and had a hea leby Boy. And to conclude, It I may treely telate fomwhat from mine own 
Experience, I will ſec down the following Hiſtory, which is a rare one, and worthy co be regarded. 
TheWifeof John V icules, Citizen of Moncpelier, bad three Miſcarriages one after anoiber at ſe- 
veral times of ber being with Child : When ſhe was the fourth time wih Child, about the end of the 
ſecond month, ſhe was taken with the ſame pains of ber Belly and Loyns, which bad been the uſual 
fore-runners of ber former Miſcarriage. I being called to ber, and conſidering ſbe was a Sanguine 
Woman, and ful of Blood, preſently cauſed four ounces of Blood to be taken from ber, and within 
balf an bour the foreſaid pains quite ceaſed, and the Woman was ſo wel that ſhe would not uſe 
thoſe other Medicines which Ipreſcribed for her to prevent Abortzon, Now thole Sy wpcoms ap- 
in the ſelt ſame time, wherein ſhe was wont to have het Courtes, when ſhe was not with Childs 
Again in thethitd month of her being with Child, at che ſame period ot time, che {ame Sympromes 
te un upon ber: She {ending for me, delices I would order het tag let blood, ſeeing the month pre 
ceding ſhe had found ſo ſudden belp thereby. I conſent, and Wel let blood, wich like 
ſucceisas before. In like manner in het fourth, fifch, ſixth, ſeventh, and eigheh months che tame 
$ymproms teturuimg, in the ĩt juſt diſtances of time, ſhe was again let Blood and preſently recovered. 
The laſt ot her bleedings was but eight daies before the beginning of ber uiuch month, wich like proſie 
u beat j and about the eud of che ninth month che {aid women brought forth a living Male - child and 


Tal would not have a young Pbyfician moved wich theſe examples be too bold in letting women 
blood in cheic laſt months of being with Child. But the Natute of che diſeaſes and of che women muſt 
bediligently conſidered, that Medicamencs may be conveniently ſuited thereunto. Al waies temem- 
en chat ſins of omiſſion are lighter chan ſins of commiſſion, and that ic is bettex in a doubttul cale to 
lal ſhore, than co outpals the due and ſitt ing bounds, Yet when be finds the evident indicacions of 
Bloolerting, let him boldly dcaw Blood, firſt enforming the by-ftandecs or friends of che flick, chat 
ati mote danger of abortion, and of che death of Infant and Mother from che Ctuelty of the Dif» 
eaſe, than from Blood-lecting : and alwaies remembcing that but little blood be caken away, that the 
Chidmay not miſs of its vouciſhmenc. And if plenty of blood tequite a larger quantity to be taken 
Wy, let it be done at divers times and not all at once. 

Wherefoce che foteſaid Aphotiſm of Hippocrates does not abſolutely forbid the opening of a 
Vein, dut only wares that Pbyſicians be wary what they do in that kind. Which is elegancly 
ſelveced by Cornelius Celſus in the 10. Chapter of his 2. Book, in chele worde. The Antients 
Gd judg that young and old — le could not bear: Blood - letting · And they perſwaded themſelves 
bata woman with Child, lood would miſcarry. But experience bath ſince taught n, thas 
dee ar: no general Rules, and there are other conſiderations of more weight, which the Fratti- 
sto regard.

Women are more endangeted by Abort ion, than by due and timely Child · birth, becauſe it umoce 
violent, andunſeaſonable z tor as in ripe Ftuit, the Scalks are looſened from the Boughs, and the 
Fruit tals of it ſelf; ſo ina Natural Buth, che Veſſels and Ligaments wherewith the Child i died io 
the Womb, ate looſened and untied as ic were of cheir own accord, which in caſe of Abaction muſt 
needs be violently broken aſunder, 

Very many women become Barren by theit Miſcacriages, by reaſon of choſe exceeding readings aud 
teat iugi which do wholly overchrow the diſpoſitions of che Womb. 

Much bleeding accompanied with fainting, raving, and Convulſions, is wont to cauſe death; and

Wine oc Milk. Or the following Cataplaim may be applied. 

Take three or four Onyon well boyled in water; beat them in a Morter, and put thereto Seeds of 
Line and Cummin beaten, of each one bandful : Ar much Chamomel —— Barley Meal 
much as ſhal ſuffice to make al into a Pultiſ. And if need be, add a little of the water whertintlt 
Onions were boyled. Spread it upon a Cloth, and apply it warm to ber Navel 

It is likewite proficable to apply the Skin ot a weather newly flead off while it is warm, cober 
Belly. For this kind of warmth i very neet ot lein to our Natural heat, concocts and mijigats the 
cauſe of the pain; allo ic binders.che Skin ot che belly from gachecing into wrinkles.

Ihe hol Body being weak, and the principal Parts thereof, 
have but little blood, yet finding themſelves burdened, they thruſt the ſame and expe] 10 l 
parts of the Skin. Whereby it appears that the true Natuce of this Rheumacick Diſeale 3 
co Galens Doctrine, confſifts herein; That che whol Body is ſo weak, that when any principal par 
is burdened with Blood, although it be in no very great quantity, it cxanſmics the (ame to the tleſhy 
parts and babit of che Body. 

But that is not ſimply to be undetſtood which is ſaid by Galen, Thar the principal parts being buc-

Now che Primary Original of this Diſeaſe ought co be aſcribed to the Liver, which being affelted 
with an hot diftemper, and being weakned, breeds not blood convenient for co nouriſh, ad aich 
the wol Body with the like weakneſs, whereby it becomes exceedingly diſpoſed to receweall ſupes 
fAluities. Aud from the ſame diſtemper and weakneſs of the Liver, great quantities ok evil Hunan 
do ariſe, which being long detained in che Veins and Acteries, they become viciouſly coorupedjnd 
ite chere diſſolved and turned into the Nature of Whey, and Blood-watry Liquors, and u n, 
burden, are by Nature caſt off into the Ignoble Parts, ſhe being not ſtrong enough to dtive then ou 
of che whol Body. Now theſe wheyiſh and blood-watry Humots being very ſharp, do prick nd au 
(as it were) thoſe parts unto which they ate carried, from whence pains and totments doariſe, And 
although we conceive the Livec to be che primary Cauſe, and Original of this Diſeaſe, yet i u 
patent that theſe Humoti do (omcimes flow immediately from the Bra in, becauſe the pains dooken 
begin in tbe Neck, and afterwards do deſcend unto the Shoulders and Arms. But the firſt Gu 
on of theſe ſharp Humoti was in the ovec=heated Liver, which beiog cranflared from chence imotte 
Brain, do from thence afterwacd fal down into the inferior parts.

che Feaver holds an even progreſs, for either it holds one and che ſame tenor, or it leſſens by degies, 
or it encreaſ eth equally, never temitting ot ceaſing. Whence chete are reckoned three Differences q 
this Feavec : For that which continually encrealecb, is called Epacmaſtica 3 That which cantinusli 
decceaſech, is called Paracmaſtica; That which keeps one and che lame tenot, ucalled Homotonyy, 
or Acmaſtica. It lafts til the fourth day, and ſomtimes t il che ſeventh 3 and then it uteminuted by 
bleeding, or ſweating ; and if ic be further prolonged, it degenetates into Synocbys Putrida. 

CORE. The Cute of chu Feaver is performed, by blood · letting, by cooling, and by ope. 
ning The pores of the Scin. Galen in the ninth Book of this Method, Chap. 4. Cures thu Feaver by 
two Remedies only ʒ viz. Letcing of Blood til the Patient faint away z and by giving a greaquarcicy 
of Water to the Pat ient to drink. 

Blood letting u abſolutely neceſſaty in this Diſeaſe, becauſe it is bred by ſulneſs of blood; ardy 
Vein muſt preiently be opened at what hout ſoever the Phyſicians is called, unleſs the Fei & o- 
mach be ful of Meat, che digeſtion whereof muſt be expected for certain hours. And — dloud 
muſt be plentifully dta wu, and Galen reports in the fote · cited place, That he cuted the moſt of (uch 
as had this Feaver, juddenly, by letting them bleed til they fainted away; which bleeding was a» 
rended by a looſneſs, vomiting of Choller, and plenciful Sweat, Yet in cheſe daies of ours, that 

ſame large blood- letting is out of date; which is not without danger, ſeeing Galen himleltcelaesi 
tris Book of Curing by Phlebotomy, Chap. 12. That ic befel three Phyſitians, while they were pralt» 
ſing chis large Blood. letting that inſtead of tainting away, cheir Patients died out : tight. It ubet· 
tet cherefore at ſeveral times to take away ſo much blood, as the Nature of the Diſeaſe doch necefſuily

AN Heftick Feaver occupies the ſolid Parts of the Body, which conſtitute the Habit thereof, and 
A ue commonly called Spetmatical, oc fleſhy ; in cegard of which parts it is more tixed and coo 
ind then other Feavers which ate in the Spirics,or Humots. For which caule ic is allo teimed Habi- 
wal, becauſe ic is become Habitual, andygan hardly be removed from irs ſubject. 

There ate many Diviſions of chis Feav For ficſt of all, chece is a Prunaty Hectick, which be- 
ins of it ſelf z and anotber Secondary, which tollows other Feaveti. Secondly, an Hectick Feaver 
pſimple and ſolitary, ot joyned wich a putr ĩd Feaver. Thirdly, ſome HeCticks begins ac che Heart; 
others from other parts, as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Kidneys, Womb, and other Parts iuflamed, 

corrupted, or poſſeſſed wich ſome other grievous Diſeaſe. And this Feaver though it 
havent babicual ſear in the Heatt, and the whol Body; yet is ic commonly cermed Symptomatical, 
becauſe of iti firſt Ociginal which it hath from other parti. 

Galen makes three deprees of an Hectick Feaver, The Firſt is che very beginning of an Hectickz 
u vdich the Body is hardly extenuated z yet the moiſt Humidity of the Body is inflamed, conſumes, 
wddnes, The Second comprebends che Augment, and therein is an evident extenustion of the Body, 
the fleſhy and fac ſubſtance of the Body periſhng, The Third contains the ſtate of the Diſeaſe, and 
in lit ige; for it never comes to a declination, b:caule therein, viz. in that degtee ic is incurable :

The Pulſe, is lictle, frequent and quick ; the ficl perceive not any Furt, 
they ace lazy, and loath to ftir, and when they tic it is wich Pain, becauſe cheic ſtrength i ina 
uiſhing condition. Their Acreries ace hotter than che Parts curccumyacent, which may be pecce 
by the couch after the Patient bach waſhed in cold Water. The Ucine is like that of one in health 
both in point of color and ſediment. In che progreſs of the Diſeaſe Oy ly ſubſtance Swim o the

More particularly, we may know not only the ſeveral degrees of an Hectick, but foreſee ubeſate 
it comet aftet this manner. 

An Hectick Feaver at hand, is known, if the cauſes have preceded ; viz. If chete have been abu. 
ning Feaver, in a body naturally hot, dry, and ofa thin contextute, in an hot ſeaſon of weather, u 
11 to be feared, the Patient will fal into an Hectick, and ſuch remedies as may prevent the (ame att io 
be uſed, 

The ficſt degree of an Hectick Feaver if it be Joyned with a putrid Feaver, is very badly known: 
" zf icbealone, not very eaſily. In the ficft day, there are al che ſigns of Febris Ephemera, In the 

ſecond, the dryneſs is augmented, not the beat. On the third day it repeats not, it us notevidercly aug. 
mented nor diminiſhed. And at length one houc ot ewoafcer Meat, the beat ſeems ſomwhut encrealed, 

In the ſecond degree, the Patient perceives no Feaveriſhneſs,only ſome alceracions aſtet meals. There 
is a manifeſt dryneis, a ſmaller and ſwifrter Pulſe, with certain hardneſs, 

The figns of the third degree ace moſt manifeſt ; the Eyes axe hollow, dry and bavedry Exaemeny 
in them, the bonesevidencly ftick out, the lively color gk the Face is extinguiſhed : thewbol Se 
is dry, the Midrif vehemently contracted, ſo that the PaWencs ſeem to have no Guts, Ten Fulle u 
perceived under the ſtomach, in all excenuated perſons, | 

And becauſe a pucrid Feavec is many times coupled with an Hectick, they are both exadily to be 
diftinguiſhed, becauſe it is of great moment in regard of the Cute, which in this caſe is very much 
differing. Now this coupling may be known by — ſigns of an HeRtick propounded, 
with the ſigns of a puitid Feaver, which ſhall be bereafcer deſcribed in theit proper place. 

PROGNOSTICAK.) T be firſt degree of an Hectic Feavet is eaſily Cuced, thethud 
is incurable z che ſecond u of a middle Nature, and look bow much the nearer it approachs to the 
ficlt or third by ſo much is eaſier or harder co be Cured, An Hectick Feavet happens moſt cum. 
monly from the eighteenth yeer to the chicty five, for in that Age che heat is moſt incenſe, and (oocelt 
conſunies the Body. But they who before this Age or a liecleatrer are taken wich an Hectick Fete, 
do more eaſily eſcape and are ſomtimes Cured periectly; ot by a palliative Cute cheir life u prociacted 
a long time, eſpecially if they be Women. 

CURE.) Fot the Cute of this Diſeaſe, we muſt ſitſt conſider whether ic depend upon wy 
Diſeaſe of ſome particular part or not: ſot then the Cure muſt be directed to that Dileale: udo 
ic be ſingle or combined ot complicated with a puttid Feaver, And in this caſe che putrid Favern 
ficft to be Cuted by bleeding, Purging, and by opening Medicaments and ſuch as hinder : 
the Hectick Feaver in the mean while not being neglected. But if che Hectick Feavet be inge ul 
alone che Cure muſt be effected only with cooling, moiſtening and reſtaurative thing 3 the mu 
of which muſt be taken from Diet and Medicine, 

Diet, here, as in all Chronick Diſeaſe, can do much; Nay in this Diſeaſe ic can do morethani 
Medicines. Therefoce the Patients Diet muſt be by che Phyfician exactly ordered, viz. TM 
may be directed ſo as to cool and moiften che whol Body. If therefore che Air whe © 
Fatient is, be moderately cold or cemperate, ler him uſe the ſame; if not, let is be © 
rected, ſo as that it may incline to cold and moiſt. For this Reaſon Galen inthe 10. of humor 
Chap.

And becayſe Perſons that are Hectical, have che Feaveriſh beat fixed in the ſolid Parts of cheig 
Bodies, by which che Nucriment is eaſily and ſuddainly conſumed and diſſipated : cherefoce Practi- 
dom are wont to preſcribe unto them, Meats ſolid and of a clammy ſubſtance, as che Feet of Living 
Creatures, The fleth of Snails, Crabs, T occoiles, and of Frogs, For ſeeing theit ſorts, of fleſh ace 
malt and clammy they eaſily adhere unto luch Parts of che Body as want nouriſhments neicher are 
they ealily conſumed by the che Feaveriſh beat: and ſo they hinder the dry ing up of che ſolid Pars 
ofthe Body. Yer ſome do reject tbeſe Meats, becauſe bard of digeſtion and ttoubleſom to the Sto» 
mack. But this difference is thus reconciled. In the beginning of an Heftick, while the digeftive 
faculty u yet ſtrong, theſe thick and clammy nucrimencs are convenient: but in a confirmed Hedticle 
they ace not co be g ven becaule hacd co digeſt, Add hereunto, that they may be ſo prepared and 
quliied, as that they may ealily be digeſted; as by being boyled to a gelly, or giving only what is 
ſtrucedour of chem being beaten into a maſh.

Motion of che Body is not good, but che Patient muſt be enjoyned to teſt 3 howbeit betore leit, 
if ſtrength will bear it, ſome light exetciſe wil be good; or inftead thereof, a few light triton or 
rubbings may ſei ve tucn, eſpecially preſently atcec ſleep, beginning at the inferior paces of the Body 
for they provoke the Humors outward. And the Patient muſt be cubbed no longer chan til a lite 
redneſs begin to appear upon the Skin z for to tub longer would dry the Body. Carnal Embracearo's 
muſt be above all chings avoided, which do very much conſume the ſubſtance of the Body. 

Let the Patient fleep, neither very long, nor very little. Fot long ſleep encreaſeth the heat of the 
Boweh, by the ceciring of che Natural wacmch inwards : coo ſhort ſleep dries the body mote, bu 
thete is leſs inconvenience from ſleeping a little over largely, chan coo ſcantily, becaule ſleep dock 
exceedingnly moiſten, which in this Feaver is very much to be deſired, Let the Patient fleep in i ai 
bed, and that a Flock-bed, not a Feather - bed, and large enough, Let the Patient Linuen be dea 
changed, which muſt be ſprinkled with Roſe-watet betore they be put on.

mitting Feavers are cauſed, when the ſaid Vapors are carried unto the Heart, only at cn 
diſtances of time. Contunual Feavers are again divided into Eſſential, and Primary, or yup 
tomatical. Tyoſe are called Eſſential and Primary, which ſpring from a putrefattion inſum u 
the common Veins, and not in any particular part of the Body. Thoſe are Symptomaticalha nie 
from the putrefat#ion or ſuphurat ion of ſome particular part inflamed ; out of which part by comms 
nion of the Veſſels, a pretrid vapor may continually be carried unto the Heart: Such Feawr! an 
ſeen in the Pleuriſie, tion of the Lungs, Inflamation of the Liver, and in tbe Inflanatine 
ber internal Parts. ain, the Primary continual Feavers are two-fold; for ſome art wil. 
out any Exagerbation or Tits, andremiſſion, but continue alike from the beginning to the end, and 
are called Sunochi, or Continence:, But others bave manifeſt Exacerbations or fits, and ma- 
fions, aud are called gunechen, or Comunuz, by the name of the kind. And theſe again frovie 
difference of their Exacerbations or fits, and remiſſions, are divided into tbree ſorts, Fo ſow 
are called continual Tertians, which have their Exacerbations or fits every third day; othericar 
tinual Ruotidians that are exaſperated every day; others continual ——— are era an 
every fourth day.

Febris Colliquans, the Melting Feaver is of the kind of burning Feavers, which in tegitd of the 
exceeding heat, doth ſuddainly melt the Far, Fleſh, and ſubſtance of the ſolid Parts, and ſomtimes 
the Blood contained in the Veins, and diſſolve the ſame, by inſenſible Tranſpiration, Sweats, Urines 
orStools. It is wont to becauſed by a thin, ſharp and Chollerick Matter, whichis vehemently in 
flamed, and Galen teaches that often times there is adjoyned thereunto a malignagt and peſtilencial 
Quality.

ſharp and Chollerick Humors, biting the orifice or Coats thereof. 
T he Feaver Eldoes, is that in which the Patient prepetually Sweats: and it is cauſed by mighty 
Putrefaction or Maliginty of Humors, diſſolving the Subſtance of the * 
The Feaver Syncopalis is that in which the Patient often Swoones and Fa ints away. Avicem 
makes two ſorts hereof, one of thin ſharp and Venemous Choller : another of much Flegn, ot 
abundance of crude Humors. The former is called Syncopalis 'Mimeta becauſe it ariſe from a little 
Quantity of Humor, but thin and malignant. The latter Avicenna dothcall Syncopalis Huna 
vel Repletionalis becauſe of a great Quantity of crude and Flegmatick Humors abounving 
therein and there is alſo Joyned a weakneſs ofthe mouth of the ſtomach. by which means eſpecially 
the fickperſons comes to Swoon ſo often. 
That Feaver is by Galen termed Epiala 2. de diff. Feb. cap. 2. & Lib. de inequali intempert 
cap. 8. in which at the ſame timegthrougb the whol Body in the ſmalleſt particles thereof theres 
felt both cold and heat. For albeit one and the ſame Part cannot be the ſubject of contrary qui 
lities : yet is that which hath been ſaid of this Fea vet to be underſtood of the ſmalleſt particles 
reſpeR of ſenſe, bu not indeed and in truth. Galen ſhewes that this Fes ver is cauſed two wies; 
the one is by means of Glaſſy Flegm mingled with bitter Choller and ſo diffuſed into the who! body. 
For Choller cauſes a ſence of heit and the Flegm a ſence of cold. The other is by meaves o 
Flegm alone, but partly putrefied and partly void of puttefaction. For inaſmuch as Gl 
is extream cold and clammy, it doth not readily putrefy, nor al at once, but only by peecemea! ;

Platerus alſo hath invented 900] 
how this Feaver may be bred, viz. when intetmitting Feavers, or Agues, do one fal upon the N 
of another the ſame day in the ſame Patient, ſo that the cold fit of the latter Ague begins, ret 
hot fit of the former be ended; or elſe when intermitting Feayers concide with choſe w ich are con 
tinual, ſo that the heat of the continual Feaver and the cold of the Intermitiog, happen at one 
the ſame time. 
There ate likewiſe other accident il differences of continual Feavers, which becauſe they are *

anditis diligently to be. bſerved, as a thing of great moment in Practice and by few taken notice 
of that al Feavers perpetually which are Joyned wich Intlamations of the Parts of tht Body, are 
dot Sympromntical ; But that me of them are eſſential and the foreſaid Inſſamations, do follow 
upon them. For it ofren falles out that Blood corrupted or filled with evil Humors, after it hath 
raiſed a Feaver, comes to be agitated byNature and as hurtful co her is expelled to the weaker pares, 
or to ſuch 25 are moſt convenient to receive them: wherupon an Inflamation is cauſed in thoſe Parts, 
which doth not cauſe the Feaver , but is rather a Conſequent thereof. So we may often lee in the 
Courſe of our Practice, the Patients ſick of a cotinual Feaver, for a day or two before Pain in the 
Fdeand other Signes of a Pleutiſy appears. So many on the third or fourth day fal into a Phrenſy; ſo 
41G ury perſons in a manner, before they are troubled with Pain, ſwelling and Inflamation of theic 
Joynts, are wont to have a continual Feaver for a day or two. So they which have the Roſe ot Saint 
Anton / Fire, have a Feaver ſomtime, befor the ſwelling break forth. The ſame thing appeats 
by the Urine, wifich in ſuch Inflamations as theſe, do ſhew manifeſt tigns of puttefaction inthe 
Veins Fot in the beginning they 22 crude and undiꝑe ſted, and in the progteſe, they ſhew tokens 
of concoction day ly encreaſing. Allo Blood is often tak ni 1way very corrupt. Which things would 
not happen if luch Feavers were on'y Sympromatica!, ſinply depending upon thoſe Inflamstiont. 

And theſe Fe wers whether they be Symptomatical or primary and attended by Inſlamations of 
the Parts, have theit accidental differences. For if the Inflamation be of blood, the Veaver is called 
Phlegmonodes : if it be of Choller , Typoder. And peculiarly an EryſipeLis or Chollerick Inſlama- 
tion of the ſtomach and Guts brings theFeavers called Lipzria, in which the out ward Parts ate 
ren cold and the inard Parts burn. For the inward burning doth draw the Blood and ſpitits to 
the Partin flamed ; whereby the heat is ſo encrexfed, that the tnward Parts ſe em to be burned with 
uequenchable thriſt, but the ovtward are cold, being delticute of heat and ſpirit. 

Lexa Febris, the (low « r Lingring Feaver, is wont allo to be reckoned amongſt Symptomatical 
fenen, which ariſe from ſome hidden obſtruction and puttefaction, ſticking ſo cloſe ro ſome 
Bel and ſo impacted, that the ſubſtanee of the Bowel is for the moſt Part Vitiated. And when 4 
portionof the putrid Humor is ſhed into che Veins and mixed with the Blood, it ſfirrs up a ſlow 
Fearer, and ſo mild that it troubles the Patient with no greivous ſymptom, yea and the Patienc 
lee ſenſible of any Feaver. Vet ſome notes of putrefaction appear in the pulſe and Utin. And 
omtimes this Fehr i Lenta is bred of che putre faction and corruption of ſome of the bowells ; be- 
auſe by the Veins inſerted into that bowel, putrid and hot Vapors do breath unto the Heart. Such 
and of Feaver isoften bred in the Conſumption of the Lungs, which degenetates into an Hectick 
ks -ſo ſomtimes cauſed when the ſubſtance of the Liver or ſpleen corrupts : or when putrefaction 
ſtles upon the Meſentery , the Caul or the Pancrea, or other parts; or alſo ſomtimes when the 
ud ot After birth are cotrupted in the Womb, And hence not only (low Feavecs, but ſomtimes 
lo cute ones do ariſe, according to the different Nature of the puttefactions: And finally, to 
ths kind of flow Feavers, thoſe are to be referred, which are found in Cachectical perſons, zot in 
Mics which have the Green- Sickneſs ; which Hernelius conceives do ariſe from a light purrefaction 
wheyiſh ſlegm ſhed abroad in the Body. 
belices theſe forenamed differences of continual Feavers, which are moſt frequent, and are com- 
donly ſer downe by Authors; there are alſo ſome other, arilang from peculiar and e xtraatdiuary 
Gaſes, which ſomtimes we meet with in our Practiſe. The Cafe of a certaine lufant may ſerve for 
ample, propounded dy Z-chizs in his 46. Counſel. The Infant was ſcarce two yeares old, and 
Ada continual Feover , with moſtpreivous Sympromes viz, Unquiernefs, convulliom, and con- 
ul ſtomach Sickneſs enclinirg to Vomit; and it was conjectured that there was ſome Malignity 
X0yned, becauſe ſuch gteivous ſymptomes did not anſwer to that Feaver. For althe extetnal 
imm were cold, though the inner Parts were burned witch heat; as appeared by the heat about the 
breſt and under the ſhort Ribs, and alſo from the dryneſs and blackneſs of the Tongue. The Ganſe 
N Wich was blood puttifying conteined in the ſtomach.

For of that for the moſt part depends the 
know)ede both of the Cauſe and Cure. See an example bereof : This diſeaſe of ibe Gentlon * 
Child was very acute, and the Cauſe very bard to find, bad not I diltgently ashgd of the Parms 
touching the conditions of the Chiid and the Nurſe ; who told me that two daies beſore ii Ts 
firſt ill, a certain Chirurgeon bad cut the Membrane, whereby the Tongue of it waz faſtened in 
parts beneath iti. And when I 1gain asd them, if preſently aſter this was done, they had cuuſed 
tbe child to be beld forward, or if any blood bad come out of its mouihʒ they ſaid no, it ton antes 
ſo held, neither came any blood from the mouth of it. Whereupon I preſently con jetta ed. that 
blood was fallen from the place cut, into the Stomach, and there putrefied, and was the cas of 
theaiſeaſe, and Sym|t»mes aforeſaid. Neither did my Opinion decerve me 3 for b ing enen n 
Oyl of ſweet Almonds to make it vomit, it uttered a conjiderable quantity of clotted blood, and mu 
teriſh.

DAGNOSTICH)] The Diagnoſt ick Signs of putrid continual Feavers, do ſome of them 
ſhew che continuity, othecs che puttetaction, and che teſt che peculiar differences ot them, 

The continuity is eaſily known, in that the Feaver is continual, and hach nu utermitlion, 

The putretaction is ſignified by a tharper heat chan oidwmary, and more bicirg, and by aſharpard 
biting Sooty vapor, produced by the exhalation of puꝰi id Humors. The pulle is not on great ard 
frequent, and oftencimes unequal z bur. ic hach this peculiar property, That che Syltole quicker 
than the Diaftole ; becoule che Expulſion ot Sooty Exccements 1s more neceſſity than tet gecation, 
The Ulrins ace in the beginning crude, or very little digeſted, The Exaceibations or his keep their 
cettam Times, which yet is not to be underſt2od of the Feaver Synochus. A cold ſhaking it ac the 
beginning ot the Diteaſe, Hereunco ate added various Symptome: commonly accompany ing pu ud 
Feavers, as Ilneſs of Stomach, V omiting, Heavineſs ot the Body, pain ot the Head, Raving, Giddineſ, 
of the Head, Hiccoughs, Anxiety, Heart- burning, Tnicſt, Roughneſs and Blackneſs of the Tongue, 
ſtretching ot che patts under che ſhort Ribs, and the teſt, Betote which preceded, wearinels withouc 
labor, pui ſineſs, troubled ſteeps, wartchings, tenſton of the parts under the ſhort Ribs, difhcul: brea- 
ching, pain and puliat ion of the Head, Scomach-ſicknels, want ot Appetite, plenty ot ſtukiog Ex- 
ctements, ttequent yawming and reachings, or ſome ot chete.

Malignity is diſtirgurthed from the latgenels of purretaction j becauſe in Caſe 
olmalignity, che Ul ines ace in a manner Natural, or appear not much diffetent trom che Natural 
oc lomwhat (wins in che Urines like a Spiders Web, when the Fat melts; or if with the Urine there 
comes away ſome what like Vecches ot Barley, which ſigniſie a melt ing of the fleſh ; or linally, abun- 
Gance of Urine coming divers dates together, when the blood and bumors ate melted. Add here unto 
an excream decay ot ſtrength ; a (mal contracted Pulle, not very frequent, In great pu:cetattion the 
Urinesare chick and troubled, che Pulſe great, fotc, and fiequent.

A Primari continual Quartanis moſt rare, yet ſomtimes an intermittent Feaver or Ague depene- 
rates thereinto, and then tor the moſt parc deadly. 

The melting, ſhaking, Tumbling, Swearing and Swouning Feavers, ſeeing they borrow their 
Names from ſuch bad ſymptomes as they are attended with ; they are in regard of ſuch ſymproay, 
extteam dangerous, and for the moſt Patt deadly. 

Finally, the Prognoſtick of Symptomatick Feavers, is to be gathered from the Excellency ofthe 
Parts affected, vehemence of the Symptomes and Validity of the Patients ſtrength. 

CURE) Nov in the Cure of al putrid Feavers, we muſt take our Hints or Indications from 
the Feaver from its Cauſe and from the patients ſtrength. The two former indicate they 6wn 
ablation or removal ; the third, its own Preſervation, Which muſt be done by aſſiſtance of thow 
ordinary Medicinal Ucen(ils viz. Diet, Manual Operation, and Medicaments. 

The Diet in all Chollerick Feavers ought to be cooling and Moiltening, in flegmatick 2nd Me- 
Japcholick more warming 21d attenuating. Let therefore the Air be cold and moiſt, which bey z 
drawn in by the Lung unto the heart, doth exceedingly temper the burning heat thereof, Yer 
muſt not the Patient de laid bare to the cold Air, becauſe tranſpiration, which is exceeding need(ni, 
would by that means be hindered; and the ſooty Vapours and ſweats would be driven back again 
into the Body. Howbeir the tick muſt be covered only with light and ſoft Coverings, and not 
loaded with over many blankets or Rugs. alſo the Feather-bed muſt be taken away and tiock- bed 
put in place, upon which alſo inthe extremity of Summer a covering of Leather wil conveniently be 
laid on. Let the bed be wide, that the ſick may change place therein. Let the Patients Linen 
Shifts be often changed contrary to the vulgar opinion; provided they be not newly waſhed, got 
{mel of Soap, and that the Time of the Criſis be not at hand, in which nothing is to be ſlicted, lat 
the motion of Nature be hivdred and diſtutbed. The Sum beams are to be kept out of the Puma 
Chamber, and ſtore of Company is to be avoided. Water is often to be powered out of one Veſſel 
into another, in the ſick perſons chamber: The Pavement of the Chamber is to be ſprinkled with 
Water, Vinegar and Roſe-Water mingled ; or with cooling Herbs and Flowers; 2s Vine Lene, 
Willow Leaves, Leaves of Water Lillies, Flags; Roſes, and Flowers of Violets and of Warr 
Lilly; which muſt be kept at hand in good Quantities in a cool place, and be often freſh ſprinkled 
and ſtrowed abouc the patients Chamber; for when theſe Herbs and Flowers are dried, they hex 
the Chamber. Ifthe Chamber be cold, as in Winter, it muſt be a little tempered with a Fir, 
avoiding Smoak. Howbeit in Flegmatick Feavers the Air muſt be moderately hot and dry. 

As for point of Nouriſhment, the Diet ought to be thin and ſpare in acute Feavers. And ther 
the Ancients were ſo ſeverely diligent, as to place the greateſt part of the Cure in ordering the Diet 
enjoyning ſuch as were ſic k of a moſt acute Feaver, to Keep x moſt thin and (lender Diet; and gi 
ing them nothing but a ptiſan drink of Barley Water, as moſt convenient for perſons in a fen; 
ſeeing it cooles, and Moiſtens; wichal extenuating and opening and hindering oo Evacuation. And 
they had two kinds of ptiſans. One limply fo called, or who! ptiſan not ſtrained ; the others 
ſtrained, which we cal Barley Cream. Barley clenſed of the Husks boyled in fair Water, t01 
Conſiſtency or Portage, is the whol ptiſan; this being ſtrained with preſſing, is called Cream 0 
Juyce of Barley. 

But in our Times, at leaſt our Country, by the refraRoryneſs of Women [who fear nothing 
but that the ſick perſon ſnal be ſtarved, as all their care in a manner is to cram their Children with 
meat like Puddirg bags, how empty their brains be of wit, or their Hearts of Grace and Wiſdome, 
matters not] and the Indulgence of Phyſitians [ who the beſt of them ſmel coo ſtrong of the Mounte- 
bank] it i; grown intoa faſhion in all Feavers, yes the moſt acute and violent, to allow the fickat all 
times broaths of the fleſh of Hens, Chicken, Capone, Mutton ; and that for the moſt pert they g 


every third or at moſt every fourth hour. And in the Summer the fleſh of a Paller, Kid ot Lim 


is added to the former Diet. And ſomtimes again broaths are made of nothing but a Chick wi 
cooling Herbs, as Lettice, Endive, Sorrel and Purſtan. Or to ordinary broaths is added ſuyce of 
Oranges, Lemmons, or Pome-Granats, when the heat of the Feaver is very great, or the pntrerart®, 
on very intenſe” ; | 
Moreover in Feavers not ſo very acutePanadaes are given twice or thrice in a day wade of maſhed 

bread and broath. Alſo Barley broaths are ſomtimes uſed of the Ptiſan of the Antients being 
ned, with the broath of the Heſh aforeſaid, and Sugar; or without broath, adding ſweet Almo x” 
But theſe for the moſt part do oppreſs the ſtomach, and therefore the uſe of (imple broarhs 2 
Panadaes ſeems more convenient. Howbeit very profitable it is to boyl a little Batley with 
and therefore to make broaths.

Touching ſpirit of Vitriol and of Sulphur, this is diligently to be obſerved, that in putrid Feavers 
the uſe thereof is great, becauſe they have a mighty cooling, opening, and putrefaction- quelling 
facalty ; prohibit che Inflamation of the Humoss,* ahd quench thirſt. Howbeic in the Pleutiſy, 
lefumation of the Lungs Spitting of blood, Conſumption of the Langs and other Diſeaſes thereof 
(uoles they \pring from thick flegm ſtopping the Veſſels thereof) Inflamation of che ſtomach, 
Dyſentery or bloody flux, Piſſing of blood, Ulcers of the Kidneys and bladder, they do very much 
lun andthereof we muſt abſtain from them. . | 

ln Feavers ariſing from very thin and hot Choller, or Joyned with a harp thin diffillation 
lu thiags are not convenient; but rather ſuch asgently thicken, as Syrup of Violets, of dried red

How much blood ſhould be taken, is gathered from the Patients ſtrength from the gteatneſ, of the 
plethora, Cuſtom of che Patient to bleed or not to bleed, and other circumſtances. The Aotieny 
19 the Synochus Putrida, and the burning Feaver, did let blood til the Patient fainted away But 
it im ch more ſafe( as we have ſaid in the Cute of a ſimple Synochus) to take WAY at fevers 
times ſo much as ſhall be ſufficient; then ſuddenly to put the Patient in danger of death. Pow 
na in a burning Feaver, and in a continual Tertian, doth forbid letting blood, unleſs the Urine be 
chick and red. For he fears leſt Choller ſhould be the more inflamed, which he ſaith is bridled by 
Blood. But the wiſer Phyſitians dv explode this Opinion or his ſeeing theſe kind of Feten ar6 
often terminated even by Nature her ſelf, by bleeding at the Noſe ; and they do ſamtimeserve 
Frenzies, and other Inflamations : and finaly , beczuſe Blood-lerting doth potently refrigernte ; 
doth rather ſtop than further the Ebulition, or boyling and working of the Blood, and Choller 
comes away as wel as Blood hen Vein is opened; ſo that in that Maſs of Blood, which isin the 
grater Veins remaining, there is the ſame proportion of blood to Choller which there wi before, 
ay verily, when aVein is opened if the ſick party be any thing luſty, and the blood flow amine 
only the putrid Blood which is offenſivero Nature is void, the purer remaining in the Vein 
which few Authors have taken notice of. although ĩt be in the courſe of Practice ertywhere Obfer= 
vable : For if the Blood flow out of the Vein drop by drop, it is the pureſt blood, becauſe it comes 
out of the Vein by its own proper motion. but if it ſpring out with a forcealbe fire, it appears 
foul and corrupted Nature expelling the worſer part of the Maſs of blood. Howbeit blood is 
more ſparingly to be taken from ſuch as are of a veryChollerick Conſtitution, in the middleof Sun. 
mers Heat, and the Dog- Daie, than in other Natures and times. but in Flegmatick & Melanchollick 
Feavers, blood muſt be taken away in leſſer quantity: and evermore great regard is to be hid ta 
Coiodicants and Contraindicants; foraſmuch as Quotidian Feavers do for the moft part 
happen unto Children, or old Perſons in cold Countries and cold Sea ſons of the yeer; which confi- 
derations do leſſen the Quantity of blocd.which otherwiſe the Diſeaſe,or its Cauſe require, ſhould 
be taken away .When the Feaveris cauſed by over much labor, blood muſt be taken away more 


ſparingly, If a Feaver happen by over great uſe of Carnal Embracements, blood lecting u pem 
cious. 

Concerning the time of blood · letting, it is to be noted, That a Vein muſt not be opened pt 
ſently after the Patient hath eaten; but after Digeſtion is Paſt, and after the Patient hath born at 
ſtool. Again, blood is to be let when the Feaveris moſt remiſs, and not in the vigor thetaſ, for 
then Nature is not able to bear both the violence of the Diſeaſe ,and the loſs ofblood. Asforthe 
repetition of 1 the ſame be neceſſary, to cauſe Evacuation it muſt be repeated the (ame 
day; if for Revulfions ſake, on another day. For where Evacuation is neceſſary, eſpecially in 
cute Diſeaſes, the body muſt be ſuddenly changed into another condition; alſ» it often bappens, 

that a Diſeaſe is quickly paſt irs firſt time or begining, ſo afterward we cannot ſo convein 
open a Vein but io Revulſion we have reſpeR to the motion of the Humors, which is thenke! 
ordered,when it isdone at divers times, ſome ſpace being interpoſed, whereby Nature becomes uet- 
ſtomed to a contrary motion. For in the ſpace between bleedings, the blood which was ſhedinto 
the parts regurgirares into the Veins, and by another blood-letting is profitabelydrawa forth. We 

' underſtand that blood letting muſt be iterated if chat blood which was fiirſt drawn forth, wen ven 
much'corrupted ; and there is reaſon to think, that there is yet a great quantity thereof abiding" 
the Veins. 

Yea verily, Although the blood at firſt ſeem pure, and uncorrupted yet muſt we not deſiſt from 
taking rhe ſame away, but continue ſo doing until it * more impure and corrupted. And u 
that precept delivered by Hippocrates, in his 4. de Vittus Kg. in Morbis acutis ,in the Cure oft 
Pleuriſie, may very profitably be obſerved in acute Fea vers, viz. That Blood letting be ſo long con. 
tinued.til the blood charſhe color ;ſo that if at firſt corrupt blood come away, we mult let i cn till 

it appear moe pure ʒand on the other fide, if ar the firſt the blood appear laudable, we wolt ſuffer 
to flow, til that which is impure and corrupte> be come away. 

Vet is thete ſome diverſicy to be obſerved in both Cafes, For if at firſt Blood come 9] 
blood ouꝑht to be gain token from the fame Vein; chat putrid blood reſiding in the innermoſt po 
of the Body, may the ſoonet be drawn forth. But if at firſt co blood be taken away, dlood 
text time to be taken out of the other Arm, and afterwards out of the former again, and ſo in c

Somcime allo in the beginair'g of theſe Feavers'V omit 1s co be procured, viz. when the Pirie j 
much vexed wi:h 11Ineſs of ſtomach and with vomiting ; for then Nature endeavors co evicuaie the 
Morbifick matter upwards, and the Phyſitian ought to aſſiſt her endeavors. And muy times u til 
out, that great Quantity of mattet is conteined iu the Stomach and parcs thereabout, which owt 
be Evacuated as (oon as poſſible maybe, by Vomit; ſeeing no concoct ton can be expected of (uch 
Excrementit ious matter in ſo great a Quanticy 3 and hat ever the Patient Ears ot D. irki is chan» 
ged into ſuch a like Humor and encceales che mattet which is cauſe of che Diſeaſe. For Fernelivs 
hath well obſerved in his t hid Book of the Method of Healing, Chap. 3. that all ſupertlucy ot 
Humars in the ft omen, Spleen, Pancreas, Meſentery, and che Cavicy of che liver, is convernencly 
emptied oui by a Vomi-, which (omcimes will not be removed with Medicines that wu dowts 
wards, though divers times adminiftred. And it comes otten to pals, that che marcec being Vonuted 
up, the Feaver is taken away at che ſuſt, which otherwiſe would have proved long, in cale that 
mattet had been tctauſmitted into the more inner Paces of the body, and very wel mixed wyhibe 
blood.

And to the Decoction we add the five opening Roots, Leaves of Hpſſop, 
Carduus benedictus and( if the mater be very impact, Clammy and ropy) of Germander 
and Centory. Whereunto if Salt of Tartar and ſpitit of Vitriol be added, they work more hap-

And this muſt be done with Medicives, 
alittle ſttonget than thoſe which were given at the beginning ; of which ſort are Senna, Riubub, 
Agarick Catholicum duplex, and ſuch like ; whoſe Matter and Doſe muſt dy the skilful Phylr 
be accommodated to the Humors offending, and the Nature of the Patient. And ſome Pyhiiizns 
are ſo bold as to proceed to Scammoniate Medicaments, 28 Diaprunum ſolutiuum, Diaphenicon, 
(Elettuarum de ſucco Roſurum & Diacarthamum. Which notwithſtanding are very ſeldom to be 
uſed in continual Fe vers, beceauſe Scammony is wont very much to intlame the Humors, and to 
cauſe vehement thirſt; and that eſpecially in burning Feavers, in which Scammoniate Medicanew 
are very hurtful. Yea verily, and Rubarb it ſelf, although a gentle and moſt excellent Medicy 
ment, is by ſome ſuſpected as not ſate in very Cholletick Feavers, becauſe of its not able heating 
and drying faculty. Howbeit the hurtful faculty thereof may in great part be cottected, by i- 
ſing the ſame in Cooling Waters, and by mingling therewith a Decoct ion of Tamarinds and 
— ; and by adding thereto Caſſia, Syrup of Roſes, Syrup of Cichory with Rubaid, 1d 
uch like. 

If the Feaver do ſtil continue, Putgation muſt be ever and anon repeated, uſing between — 
paratives & digeſtives, til the whole ſeminary of evil bumors be taken away. For otherw ſe, it we 
ſeaſe Purgiog before the Feaver be perſeQly abated and gone; the Patient wil be in danger of a le- 
lapſe Yet this Rule needs ſome teſtriction. For if after many Purgations,a lingring Fea vet continue

Neither need we fear leaſt it ſhould hinder the voidance of excrements by the pores, becauſe they 
ate few that come that way; ſo that there comes more good than hurt by the cooling ofthuſe 
parts.

DIFFERENCES. A Tertian Ague is either Legitimate and Exquiſite, ot Illegitins 
and baſtard. - | 

A Legitimate or Exquiſite Tertian Ague, is terminated in twelve hours, and is cauſed bythe 
ttefaction of Natural Choller. But a baſtard Tertian bath fits that laſt above twelve hour, Boe 
it exceed twenty four hours, it is termed Tertiana extenſa, a ſtretched Tertian. Anditiscaufed 
either by Pteternatutal Choller putrefying, or by Natural Choller mingled with other Humon.e. 
ſpecially with flegm. ; 28 rr 

Alſo Tertian Agues are Simple, or Double, or Triple. A Simple Tertian, is that whoſe Fig 
every other day. A Double Tertian is that whoſe Firs come every day. And although bereia 
differ not from a Quotidian or every day Ague, yet they are known one from the other by thei 
proper Signs, ſhewing the abundance of Flegm or Choller in the Patient z6f which Signs in cher 
place. Somtimes notwithſtanding in a double Tertian there are two fits in one day, the other dy 
remaining free; and this ſome latter Phyſitians do call two Tertians, and made it to differ from 
a double. Tertian. Which Diſtinction notwithſtanding is Of ſmal moment. ATriple Teta is 
when there are three fits in the compaſs of two daies. This is 4 moſt rare and ſeldom To nr 
Feavers.

Hence atiſe two lud 
quattan Agues; for that which is bred of Natutal Melancholly, is called a legitumate quaccav; tha 
which ig bred of Petetnatutal Melancholly, is called a baſtard quattan.

And although in Galens judgment, chac i 
none of Hippocrates his writings, but of bi: Son in Law Polypus ; yet they conceive it dot 
therefore to be of no Aut hotity, ſeeing Polypus allo was a very Learned Man, and frequent 
ence confirms this Opinion ; as the ſard Experience i ſet down by Arculanws, Genitils, An 
Luſitanus, and others, who have ordered that che Purging Medicament ſhould be given four houn 
betore the Fit. Which practice notwit h ſtanding, bach need of much warineſs and in the

The bath may be uſed on the daies of intermiſſion, giving dil 
gent heed that it be no other than luke-warm. For if it ſhould be hotter, it is to be feard, leſt the 
Humors being thereby diſſolved, ſhould run on ſudden into diveres parts of the Body, ui breed 
dangerous, very dangerous Impoſthumes. 

Finally, Such things as are wont to be laid to the Wriſts, are not to be neglected, ſeeing futhon 
of good account do make ſome reckoning of them. For Rondeletius affirms, Thathe hath del 
this following Medicament, with great ſucceſs.

The differences ot a Pettilencial Feaver are takeneicher from the matter wherein that venemays 
quality is produced; or from the place wherein che ſaid mattet is contained: aud ſo they follow the 
difference of purrid Feavers, which in reſpect of the matter of purcefying are divided ino tbe Fexcec 
Sunochos, Tertiana, Suartana, and Quotidiana, according as the matter pu teſying, is Bluod, 
Choller, Melancholly, oc Flegm. And in teſpect of the place wherein the Humors pu refie, they 
ate divided into continual and intermictent; according as the aforeſaid Humors ate lodged withiaor 
without the Vein; : even ſo Peſtilential Feavers, ſome ate cermed Synochi, others Teitians, On- 
tans or Quotidians; ſome continual, others intermittent: although Hippocrates hath ſuid u the 
43-Aphoriſm of the 4.

There are other Differences of a Peſtilential Feavet taken from the intenſueſs of theic digte: 
Remiffnels; namely, as ſome ate greater, other lefſer, {ome pattake of grearec Malignity fone &f 
leſſer. They ate ſaid co be {imply greater or leſſet, according as the Putteſact ion is greater of | 
or as the preternacural Heat ariſing therefrom, is more — or remiſs ; more Malignant ac beni 
nant, according to the greater ot leis intenſion of the venemous quality, Hence it comes topuls, tt 
ſomtimes a Peſt ilential Feaver hath extream putrefact ion, and Malignancy at che bigheſt ; ud de 
it is wont to be moſt fierce, and therein in tegatd of the Malignancy the vital faculty is exctedngy 
afflicted ; and in cegacd of the extream puttefaction, The other faculties ate like v iſe hutt, and © 
Sympcomes follow thereupon, But ſomtimes in this Feaver the Puttefaction is very high, ard t 
Malignant quality remiſs 3 and then the Feaver is ttoubleſom by reaſon of the puttefactioa; but 
vital faculty u leſs afl ted. Contrarily ſomtimes Putrefact ion is little, but the Malignant qu 
incenſe: and then the Feaver in regard of Puttefaction ſhews no ſuch bad Symptomes and feu 
mils; yet che ſtrength of the Patient is more than ordinarily weakned. Fot ſomtimes the 
ction i ſo temiſs char it is in a manner none at all; but the Malignant quality is in a very biph wa 
and then we have a'Feaver, which feems neicbec to the Patient not by ſander: any ching croupen

ral condition, they breed in us Malignant and venemous qualities. Among cheſe, che Ar hold 
chiet place: which as it is a moſt common Cauſe, ſo Diſeaſes chat ate common do for che nal pare 
proceed from ſome fault thereol.

Hemp have been fteeped. Or trom the ſtink of Privies, Dung-bils, and naſty Allies. Ot hm the 
unburied bodies of ſuch as have been ſl in in battle. Ot out of Dem or Caves (wherin the Au bum 
been long ſhut up, bath gained a filthy putreſaction) being opened by an Earcb-quake, ot ſome o- 
ther Caſualty.

High God blefled for ever created any thing which oughc co be cermedevil, ſimply conſidered o they 
are couſideted in regard of their operations,and then they may be cermed evil, foraſmuch athey my 
damnefie ſome other chings by reaſon of che antipatby and inbred Eamity ot Natute. Aud ako

almoſt innumerable contrariecies of Natute ate found in the world, yet muſt they all be teimed 
in reſpe& to God theit maker, and in regard of the Univerſe, whole perfection conliſts ch 1 
variety. Fucchermore the operations of things created, may be termed evil two waies abſolutly or 
, ſunply confidered in themſelves, or in teſpect ot ſomuhat elle; They ace abſolutely evil ves ill 
times, in all places and upon all occaſions they do perpetually evil; and in this ſenſe no Creawecy 
be found which is evil; in reſpect of ſome ocher thing, che operations of chings may be cecmed evil, 
when they hutt one and do anocher good; and ſo there is nothing in che whol univerſe ſo hutul 
but that it bath ſome other waies its uſes and benefiti, for which it was created : Soall Poylong, though 
moſt hurt ful co men ot othet Animals, yet conveniencly ul*d they do a great deal u 10 chem 
And in the Arc of Phy ſick there is ſcarce ſo deadly a Poyſon found, but that out af it, by tkil of Act, 
an bealthlul medicine may be drawn. And finally the actions of Stam upon theſe inferior Boches are 
conſidered two waies, eicher in teſpect of the whol ſublumary world containing the Elements and al 
mixed thing: and ſo the action of the Heavens and Scart is fimple benign, ingendering, conſerving, 
vivityingall things, and doing all oiher.good offices which tend co uphold che univers ; andinthis(ence 
moſt cue it is, chat theſe interior Bodies are cheriſhed and ſuftained by the influence of che Heaven 
and Heavenly Bodies; or they are conſidered in teſpct of tbe proper nature of this oc that Elemene, 
oc thus or that living creature: and then it is no abſurdity to — that there ace ſome influences buctful 
to (ome Element or living Creature in ſuch or ſuch a part ſo and fo affected which depends not of any 
fault ot che Stars (for they are of a moſt perteCt Nature) but tather of the imper ſection of ſublunuy 
things which cannot ſuffer any conſidetable mutation without the corruption of cheir proper ſubs 
ftance : now theſe divers natures and qualities of the Stars, produced in ſublunary Bale ys 
divecs concourle and influence were ordained by che great Architect of this univerſe, for the Cie 
vation ot the who] world which being made up of ſo divers and Io contrary Natures, had need of # 
great variety in the influence of che Scars, that all things might be preſerved, as it were in in 
balance. Out of which diverſity of ivfluences notwithſtandinę, it could hardly come c pal bu 
that {ome parcel of things ſo different ſhould ſomcimes ſuffer, not in any whol kind ot ſott (vbich 
thould tend co the deſtruction of che univerſe) but only in ſame individuals that were lef able to 
reſiſt and tor the moſt pace miſaffected, and only in ſomg parc of the Air more diſpoſed co item 
Malignant influence · From whence we may conclude, that choſe corruprions do chiefly —_— 
on the defect of ſublunaty Bodies. Foraſmuch as many places ate in che world, where che Air f 
perfectly conſt ituted and the inhabitants ſo evenly tempeted, that let never ſo malignant lauen 
of Stars ſhowr upon them, yet ate they never intected wih the Peſtilence. 

Io the ſame kind of Caules muſt we refer the defects and Eclipſes of Sun and Moon, uruſul M 
teot and — Blazing Stats: which ate never wont to appear but that Epidemical and Peftijery 
tial ſickneſles, and Divers changes in che World do follow, as is Confxmed by the experiment d 
many Hiſtories : whence that uſually Cited verſe of Claudian is become as a Proverb, 
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In Cælo nunquam Spettatum impune Cometam.

A moſt evident witneſs whereof was that hairy Comet which appeared Anno, 1618. Towar&tte 
Eaft on the 27. of November, and was afterwards ſeen near upon thewhol'Monech of 
moving and thiving.

be Signs of a peſtilential Feaver do ſome of them foretel the diſeaſe when it is coming others 
declare it to be preſent; and others witnes where it has bin. All which muſt be ſer down, becuup 
the firſt tend co Preſervation, the ſecond to Cure, and the third ſort to be a Caveat to ſuch uus no; 
et infected. 
- The Signs which foreſhow a peſlilential Feaver, are taken from three things viz. From, 
the Diſpoſition of the Body, from the Preſence of Cauſes, and from ſome intermediatediſpaitions 
Thoſe bodies are diſpoſed to receive peſtilential Infection, which have collected evil Juycesthrough 
bad diet, and by a prepoſterous ule of the ſix non-natural things aforſaid. Or ſuch u beng ple 
thorick do gorge themſelves and inordinately and unſeaſonably repleniſh themſelves, Furthermare 
ſome that are neither plethorick nor cacochymical, do diſpoſe their bodies to the reception of thi 
diſeaſe, while they rorment their minds with moſt troubleſome paſſions, or give themſelves in- 
moderately to carnal embracements ; for from theſe two Cauſes, the peſtilential Feaveris very or- 
dinaryly produced, for · ſmuch as by them corruption is eaſily introuced even amongſt goood hy- 
mors. for Paſſions of the Mind do diſtraRt and draw away the ſpirits, from their proper operations 
and overmuch Carnal embracement, does weaken al the powers of the body. but the Spins being 
diſtracted, and the vertues weakened, the Humors change their Nature, and grow corrupt. 

Finally, thoſe woſe principal Members are weak, or ſome waies tainted, either fromthe 
womb, or by bad diet or any other external Cauſe ; which have an hot and moiſttemperature ; 
which have a very thin ot very compacted habit of body, are al diſpoſed to peſtilential Fenn, 
for hot and moiſt bodies »re ſubj ect to purrefaCtion, thin bodies are liable to al injuries, compatted 
conſtiturions, have no free tranſpiration. 

The preſence of ſuch Caulcs as can breed a peſtilential Feaver do portend the ſame : andconſe- 
quently il ſeaſons and urnatural temper of the year, Dearth, and Scatcity of Vifuals, War 
and other Cauſes, reckoned up before, when they appear, they declare the Plague to be approxt- 
ing? 
Those intermediate diſpoſitions are, when ſuch a diſpoſition of body and the Cauſes aforkid 
being prient, wee ſee a Man more ſad than ordinary, an unexplicable fear in him without good 
ground or cauſe, the Colour of the face changed; is notrightly diſpoſed in point of diet; is dim 
ed with bad dreames ; infeſted with wearines which comes without labor, thirſt, wachingy, f6- 
mach ſicknes; it is exfily conjeRured, that man wil have the Peſtilence : for al theſe thing do ie 
f are, that the humors do attain another nature, and do corrupt. from whence comes a peftilenti!

Such Signs as declare the Peſtilence to be preſent ate exactly to be propounded and therefore 
al the Heads of Signs muſt be run over, out of which this Diſeaſe may be known. which Herds 
of Signs, are taken from thethree kinds of ſymptomes, becauſe the ſympromes are the eo 
Diſeaſes, and Cauſes can no way ſo convenintly be known as by their effects. And t 
ſome ſignes are taken from the Actions hurt, ſome from Excrements voided, and others from qur 
lities changed Unto which Heads a fourth muſt be added taken from ſupervenient [nficmites. To 
the right underſtanding of which chele things following muſt be premiſed. 

Firſt, we muſt know that the ſame ſigns in a manner do ſhew a peſtilental Feaver properly 0 
called, and a Feaver ſimply malignant, and that the ſignes of the one and the other doe di 
according to more and leſs; ſo thit in the peſtilential Feaver the Sympromes are more aodio 
malignant Feaver leſs cruel ; yet there are ſome adj uncts more proper to the one than the 
which we ſhall declare in their proper place. 

' Secondly, we muſt note, that there is no true, proper and Pathognomonick ſign of theſe fenen 
viz. Such an one as wherever that ſigne is, there is the peſtilence, and where that go ® ft 
there is no peſtilence ; no not the Bubo or ſwelling in the Groyn ner the Carbuncle ; feng le 
many have them not though they have the plague, and many have Buboes and Cat 
that have no maliꝑaitie in them neither are choſe purple ſpots any ſuch pathognomogick bf?, 
although a malignant Feaver is from them termed the ſpotted Feaver, forasmuch as 
malignant Feaver without any ſuch ſpots, & thoſe ſpots do ſomtimes appear on women 
their cour in ſome Children by reaſon of a light ebullition of Blood, without any Feat 
which I ba ſcenin both.

Thirdly, we muſt mark, that al the ſigns which ſhill be propounded, arte not found inal

Daly Ic muſt be known, that the ſigns of a Peſtilential and Melignant Feaver (althouęh they 


alſo found in other Feaveti) yet are made in ſome ſort Pathognomonick in this Feaver in a ewo- 
Ficft, Becauſe in theſe Feavery, they ace ſo conditioned as in other Feavem they ate 
ye Head-ach, Hneſs at Stomach, Vomiting, the manner of the Heat and othet figns, when 
Peftilential Feavert, they have a peculiac Malignant condition whereby they differ 
ban when they accompany other ordinary Feavers z which is well known to them that ate 
bu indiffecencly exerciſed in the Practice of Phyſick. Secondly, becauſe the 8ymptot do hot 
the ſame proportion among themſelves in theſe Feavers, which they do in ordinary ones. So 
ihe bent being gentle co che couch, the pulſe not much changed, do ſhew a ſmal Feaver ; yer withi 
Fey Head-ach, watching and ſomtimes raving, and other Symptoms which ate 
a burning Feaver. Theſe chings being thus premiſed, we ſhall deſcribe the ors 
ing fcom the actions hindered. 
the Heart is chiefly afflicted in theſe Diſeaſes, by the malignant and venemout 
qualicy thereof, therefore ics action, viz. The Pulſe, is diverfly ch , according to the variecy 
of times and the divers condition of the Diſeaſe, For ſomcimes at the firſt, it is in a manner Natural, 
ul very like tbe pulſe of perſons in health, as Galen ſhews in the 43.de prelag, cap. 4. but in the pro- 
and augmentation of the Diſeaſe, it is little, weak and unequal. Alſo the ftequentneſi ot che 
pule u alvaien more than the increaſe of heat can tequite, becauſe che Heart being provoked by the 
malignant quality, doth in that regard diſturb ic ſelt more than the neceſſity of eventilation doth res 
quire, Likewiſe the ſigns of this Feaver ace, 

Cardialgia, Heart burning or pain of the mouth of che Sromach, which Hippocrates condemns 
aa ſign ofmalignity 1. Progn. in theſe words, Pain of the Mouth of the Scomach, with diſtention 
ofthe Hy pochondria and Head-ach, are ſipns of Malignity. 

Somcimes great thirft, exceeding che mealute of the Patients heat and ſomtimes want of thitſt, with 
\vchemenc Feaver, and dryneſs of cbe Tongue, for both ate ſigns of Malignity. 

Gienr want of appetice, which makes many abhoc all kinds of meat, as much as if they were the 
moſt bathſom Medicines. Now this is work to atiſe from malignant Vapors which vex che {165

By, 
commonly ic appear thick and troubled, and of an high colour 3 and hach a thick, red, diflurdedang 
ſcattered ſedimenc. And fivally all evil diſpoſicions of Urins, do happen in this dileale, cextung to 
the divers alterations of the putrefying and corcupred Humors. 

Cbollerick Fluxes of the Belly, which eichec comes of chemſelves or through ſome like occaſions 
by ſome geocle Chyfter or Medicament z which bring many to their end. So Hippocrates relate in 
3. Epidem. In a Peftilencial Gonfticucion there deſcribed, that many died of che Jooſneſs and 
flux : For the Humors being made more furious by the Mallgoant qualicy which is in them, do ex- 
ceedingly provoke Nature, ſo that ſhe indeavors to drive them out che neereſt way: Now in (het 
Scooles, there is wont co be a mighty ſtink, by reaſon of the excream cortuption of the Hu- 
mots. 

An abundance of Worms is wont to be voided in this Diſeaſe, — at the beꝑinnim: For the 
great Puttetaction doth very much diſpoſe the Humors co breed Worms. 

Frequent Sweats, Smal, Short, and unprofitable, do break forth in che beginning of the Di-

Finally, Purple ſpots like Flea-bicings, called by later Pbyfitians Peticula or Petechie, we the 
proper and peculiar Signs of a Malignant Feaver, For they ace found in no other kind offana 
fotalmuch as they do ariſe from a vicious quality of che Blood ot other Humars, joyned vich ug 
nicy. Vet there do appear in other Dilealeaſes, ſpots very like unto thoſe aforeſaid, bur (pringg 
from a far different Cauſe ; viz. From the over thinneſt of the Blood, which being exaguitated bythe 
heat ot che expulſiwe faculty, does ſptout forth of the Capillary Veins into the Skin. Theleſpan, 
ate wont for the moſt pace to appear in ſuch as have — of blood, becauſe che blood in ud n 
more thin and watery: and alſo in Splenetick perſons, in ſuch as have the Jaundice and clichirr 
ctions of the Bowels, and (ina word) in all luch, who by reaſon of the weakneſs of theit Bowel, 
do breed watry blood and ate apt to fal into a Cachexy.

Wherefoce the prudence of a Phyſician, # in 
this caſe very teceſſaty, that be may contemplate the Nature of che Diſeaſe and conftituion ofthe 
Patient: for by this means he ſhall know wherher che uſe of Wine or ſtrong driok befife oc fo.

Many teject purging at that time, not only becauſe of that wel known 
cept of Hippocrates, that Concocted humors ate to be purged, but crude humors not: bur x 
becauſe in this dieaſe the malignant humois are too much exaſperated by purgations, and diffule 
their malignant quality the more abroad, and by ſharpely provoking of Natwe, they produce 
pernicious Flux-s, whereas otherwiſe of themſelves in theit Feavers, melting fluxei dooken ttiſe; 
and bring the Patients to their long home · Bur others contend, that ſomcimes there is ſuch plenty of 
evil and venemous Humors in the firſt paſſages, char unleſs they be ficſt cemoved by purgitg, orvery 
much leſſened, they intect the teſt of che Humors, ſo that Nature cannot maſter chem, however 
aſſiſted by Ancidotes and Corrcoborating Medicaments.

Where the malignant and venemous quality is very rife Alexipbarmaca or Poiſon - quellen, ut 
to be given in Juleps, Broths, the ordinary drink of the Patients, and in all they take in, thathy 
a perpetual and inceſſant Conflict, the troubliome Enemy may be oppoſed. 

Bezoar Stone is given alone to the quantity of five or fix graines,with water of Mead-ſweet, ot 
zonera, Cardvs, or ſuch like, not only to oppoſe the malignant quality. but alſo to help the Di 
pboretick motion; for this ſtone is repated for a ſweating Medicament, which notwithſtao 
many approved Authors doubt of, becauſe they could never ſee any ſenſible effeR, by che g 
thereof. And truly ( to ſpeak out my mind) there can no great Confidence be put in this toe; 
becauſe although we may allow to the true and genuine Bezoar ſtone, thoſe faculties which ite bet 
unto aſcribed ; yet becauſe the great price thereof Cauſes that many Traders take u world of pas 
to Sophiſticate the ſame, we can now a da ies hardly get any but counterfeit. A clear * 
whereof is, that the writers of the Indian Hiſtories, do aver that Bezoar ſtone is very ſcarce iu

And the Symptoms of this Feaver ite the ame 
in a man1er wich (hole of patrid Feavers, the difference being only in degrees of mere or leſs ; and 
therefore the ſame Remedies wil ſute with both. Howbeit Iſhal here ſer down ſach thing u lupe 
been frequently tried inthe taming of ſuch Symptoms as attend Malignant and Peſtilential Fes 
and which have proved moſt ſucceſsful. And we ſhall withal declare the Cure of ſuch Dikaſes ul 
do Supervene upon theſe Feavets. * 

And Firſt of all, In Pains of the Head, Want of ſleep, and Raving, ac the beginning Revellers 
of all ſorts muſt be uſed, as epening of the inferior Veins and of the Hzmorrhoids ; Enollient C- 
ſters, frictioos of the nether parts, Cupping-glaſles, firſt ſer upon the Calves of the Leg, iſtei 
wards upon the Back nd Shoulders, both diy and with Scarification ; and Veſicatoris,whichia 
a ſimple Delirium or Dotage ariſing from a Chollerick matter, muſt be applied to the Ami u 
Thighs. But if with the Raving there be joyned a dulneſs and Neepyneſs, x Vlicatory mull be 
applied alſo to the Neck; and chenRepellers muſt be applied unto the Forehead and Qxyriboduner, 
of which it is to be noted, that they are not ſo good in Malignant as in meer putrid Feavers ; becule 
the venemous V apors muſt by all means be expelled, and at no hand be kept within the Body. A 
therefore firſt gentle repellers muſt be applied, and if the vehemence of the foreſaid Symptom iu 
compel to fly to the ſtronger, we muſt not uſe them long together. 

Among Repellers of the gentler fort is reckoned that common frontal of the Flowers of Wutt 
Lilly, Violets and Roſes, the greater cool ſeeds and Chermes-Berries, Bedewed with the Vaporof 
Vinegar; And if that will not ſutfice, let this following be laid on. 

I. be Unguentum Populeum, one ounce : Conſerve of Roſes and violets of each half an ou: 
Oyl of Roſes ſax ounces : Vinegar of Roſes two drams. Mix them all and receive tbem in i und 
put them between two Cloatbs and ap them to the Forebead. 

Mean while the Emulſion: of the four greater cool ſeeds may be uſed, from which cool ui get? 
tle Vapors are wont to be carried upto the Brain, which are wont to mitigate che foreſaid yep 
tomes. Which if they ſuſſice not, Narcoticks may be added, which do wonderfully bindet 
aſcent of ſharp and Malignant Vapors unto the Brain, and procure Sleep. Yet they muſt be gies 
in a ſmal quantity, as balf an ounce of Syrup of Poppies ; or if neceſſity compel, to grains of 
Laudanum opiatum with Conſerve of Roles may wel be given; or they may be diſſolved in font 
Julep, or in ſtead thereof new Lreicle may be given to the Quantity of balfa dram. f 
theſe Narcoticks are ſeldom to be given and in ſmal Quantity, becauſe they Concentre th: 
howbeit they are by ſome accounted Sudoroficks. ; 

After repellers have been uſed a day or two, we muſt come to derivers, among which is reckoged 
a veſicuory applied to the Neck of which before, whereunts muſt be added Blood-lering en 
the forebead Vein to the quantity of five or fix ounces : which is very ſucceſsful provided blood 
before ſufficiently taken from che Veins of the Arm. Alſo Horſ-leeches may be faſtened bevin he 
Eares. Which is a good remedy, bat leſs e ffectual than the former, becauſe by leeches the thinoef 
part only of the blood is drawn away ; whereas by che forehead Vein ſomtimes ins Phreafe nan 

corrupt blood is drawn than by the Vein of the Arm. At length, in the ſtate of Phrenſie, or u 
beginning of the declination, reſolvers are to be applied, eſpecially living Creatures a0d — 
as the Lungs of a Wether which is bettet than young Pidgeons or Whelps, becauſe it doth fore 
encompais the whol Head. Now theſe Animals do partly reſolve evil humors contained in * 
and partly ripen and digeſt them, that Nature may afterward more eaſily expel them. — 
unadviſedly apply them in the beginning of a Phrenſie,becauſe by encreaſirg cheHear,they ecc the 
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Worms, F ot Foreſtus in the tour. b Obſerv. ot his ſixth Book la ich chat no Remedy dig 1, 
ood co ſuch as having a malignant Feaver were troubled wich Worms and a Loolneli, as by, * 
orn given to the quantity of a dram in convenient Juleps. Hur, 
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When the malignant and venomous quality beats great ſway in theſe Feavers, that they come 
the Nature of che true Peſt ; in ſuch Paciencs thete ate commonly riſings behind their Exc, 0 = 
buncles. Wherefore ” will here 2 their — — 

In the beginning of a Pacotis, ot Riſinſi neet the Ear, as ſoon as it begins to appest 
cipient — be wr he and widened as it were, and it che (welling tile ax owt, ben 
Nature endeavoring to expel che Morbifick mattet that way muſt be aſſiſted, by plying dra a 
things to the (welling, and by giving Ant idotes and Diaphorecickt, To relax the Par, make 

Injection of Oyntment of Marſh-mallows, and lay on atterwards moiſt Wooll which u greaſie — 
the Sheep. Atttaction may be cauſed by apply ing Whelps, or yong Pigeons, by which lobe pen 
will be mitigated. Plaifters made of Leven, Figs, Onions, Doves-dung, adding, thereto Dung 
Hens-preaſe, tceſh Hogs-greale, and Oyl of Lillies, or ſweet Almonds. If by theſe Attrafiv the 
Part be over-heaced, and che pain be coo much encreaied ; they may be omitted by fics, laying on 
the mean time the Cataplaſm made of the Crum of Whbice-bread ; or nointing with the aforeſ4il 
Oyls, being laid on wich uowaſht Wooll; or with Oyntment of Marſh-mallows, 25 was (aid betare, 
Aud becauſe the part is not ſuſticiently capable co tece we the Morbitick matter; to dere another wa 
a portion thereot, a velicatory muſt be appplied to the binder parc of the Neck, andallothe Du 
recick fo.merly cited muſt ſtequently be given. The matter being called forth incotheexeal party 
let Supputation be endeavored, by laying on a Cataplaſm made of the Roots of Marſh-aallows, and 
of Lillies, wich Figs, Meal ot Linteeds, and che Qyls and ſeveral ſorts of Greaſe aforeſaid, When 
Supputation is made, let che Tumor be opened; let the teſt of che matter be digeſted, by continuing 
the Cataplaim, or by laying on a Plaiſter ot Diachy lon. Let che Ulcer be clenſed with that commou 
Digeſtive made ot Tur pen ine, Yolks of Eg, and Qyl of Roſes. Let the UIlcei be kept long open 
wich a Tent, that all che Venom ot the Dileaſe may ſufficiently be purged our, anda lift deal it up 
and Cicacrize it. Yet this one thing is to be obſerved 3 That it the Tumor doth ſo encteaſe ia 
caule danger of Suffocation, or Choaking, ic muſt be opened before it be petſecti ripe : For ſo 
ſome portion ot the matcer being drawn torth, the Tumor will fal fomwhar, and the danger of Sub 
focation wel be avoided, In like manner, it che malignicy be very incenſe, chat the Patient (een 
likely to miſcatty before the Tumor be ripe z then allo ic muſt be opened before its due time chat the 
force of the Venom may expite, whence ottentimes the Patient recovers. And upon this Accour, 
in the Peſt the Buboes ot (wellings in che Groin, ace wont co be opened, before they come to Suppw 
tation. 

Finally, It were a Wickedneſi to pals over in ſilent a tate Experiment, which happened to me u 

that ſame Epidemick Feaver, which ciuelly caged and tanged ac Montpelier, in the year 1623. 8 
that neer halſ of choſe that were lick died ot che Diſeaſe, But eſpecially, So many as had (vellng 
by che Eats (which was wont co happen about the ninth or eleventh day of the Diſeaſe (they all d 
within two daies after; there preceding ot happening at the ſame time Raving, Stupidity, Comul⸗ 
ons, with an unequal, frequency, and very {mal Pulle, as it were the creeping Piſmite-Pulſe. Ard 
after I had {een divers in this condition, ho could not be helpt by Antidotes, or by drawing thug 
laid co the (welling ; muſing with my ſelt if by any means poſlible, they might be delivered trom lo 
certain deſtruction : I began at laſt cochink, that therefore thele ſwellings proved ſo tatal, becaule 
the part in which they happened was nat capable to receive all the Morbifick matter, which beug ie 
rained wichin kills che Patient, and that cheteſote the work of Nature being only begun in the 
{wellings, might be ſupplyed by Evacuat ions, viz. Blood - letting, and put gat ion; whenas allo Galen 
in his 3. de Comp. Medic. Secund. Loca. Cap. de Parotidibus, ln the Cute of chele iwelling pit” 
let ibes 3loodsleccting. But this advice was conttadicted by the excream weakneſs of the Patient, 
which was ſo great chat they ſeemed to be even now inthe pains of Death, which allo ic ſelf ſoon ſot 
lowed. But Galen in the tureciced place, when he preſccibes Blood · letting in che Cure of luc 
Tumore, does propound two conditions, viz. It blood abound, and the ftrengeh ot the Patient will 
beat bleeding. Both which Conditions were abſenc in theſe Cafes, for blood had been betore luer 
ently drawn, both by repeaced Phlebotomies, and Cupping-glaſſes: Allo che Patients were x. 
tceamly decared in their ftcengch. Weghing all theſe thiogs wich my lelf, I conceiwed chac golden 
laying ot Cornelius Celſus, was in this Caſe it ever ſeaſonable, viz. That many things are done ri 
in time of eminent danger, which were otherwiſe to be omitted: And that its better to 
a doubiful Remedy in one or two perſons, than to leave ſo many perſons to undoubted Deſſruſtion. 
I was 4.10 encouraged by conceiving, that chis great weaknels of che Paciencs, was racher from 
oppteſſion of ene Morbifick mattet, than diſſipation or diſſolution of their ſttength. For cheretort 
theic ſtrengch did ſuddenly decay, becauſe Nature was not able co caſt off her heavy bucchen, 3 


I hoped when that bucchen was made lighter, ſhe would be freed, Add bereunco, That 2 
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they have the it name) ſhould be called m Litin VJaniglæ, in Engliſh the ſmal Fox; but e 
Puſtles and as it were alpetit ies of the Skin with a deep redaeſs like St. Anchonies Fire or + . 
which ate diſcuſſed within tive or ſeven dates without ſupputat ion, ate called in Lc: Morbid wt, 
in Engliſh Meaſlies, Thece is alſo another kind of Puſt les common to Childcen, like yy, oh 4 
Fox in teipect of the faſhion and ſiæe ; but herein it differs, in that the ſmal Pox begins wich * 
and Infl m ition; but cheſe ate whice and as it were bladders ful of a wheyiſh Humor, wh. — 
three daies break and dry up and are wont co cauſe no danger, and commonly break torch without 
Feaver, It is detcribed by Vids Vidius, in theſe words; Som beſides the two former ſorts do 1d 
a third which they call the Cryſtals. For ſo they term cectain Bladders ful ot matter N which me 
like Chriſt al, whete wich the Skin is in divers parts diaperedz the common people cal them Ravaghone 
Laco which all men ace not ſo ſubject as unto the {mal Pox and Meaſles, neithet are chey loprievouſly 
aflited under them. Whecetore thele Bladders ought not to be reckoned as a chird out with h, 
ſmal Pox and Meaſles. 

Touching che {mal Pocks, and Meaſles Authors diſpute much, and eſpecially whether theſe bees 
Diteaſes, or if they were known unto the ant ients, and what is the next and immediate Ciuſe of ther, 
Bur ſince I affect all poſſible brevity iu my Lectures, I have been wont to omit all concroverſies, o 
pounding only the plain and naked deciſions ot chem z and accordingly, I ſhall breitly untold whacy 
to be thought of the foregoing queltions, 

CAUSES. ] And in che ficſt place I conceive the ſmal Pox and Meaſles tu be ro new Dit 
eaſes, ſet ing they rite from a molt antient Caule, vi. the impurities of che materralbloodz which 
when the Atabians obſerved, they accounted it no new Diſeaſe, Bur if they had firſt come abroad 
theic times, they would bave mentioned their novelty, And although, they were the fiſt charexadt 
ly deſctibed them; and Hippocrates and Galen with the reft ot the Antiencs, have fcaice mentioned 
them; we muſt ſuppoſe that therefore the Antients did not write diſt inctly of them, becauſe : 
ate only accidents of a Maliguant Fe. ver and citical Eruptione, which do not makea diſtinct Diteat 
by chemſelves. Oc: becauſe in Greece through che mildneſs of che Air, theſe Dileſes were ſo licht, 
not to deſerve the Cate of a Phyſician, Even as in the Weſtern Indies, in regard of the grexctemper 
atneſs of che Air, it was wont to be ſo light, that it was ſcarce taken notice ot before the comm 
the Spaniards into thoſe parts, But a Blackmore which was broughc chicher, being taken with Peſti 
lential {mal Pox, the malignant and venemous quality being {pred by infection, the dileale begat 
to range and tage, that a great parc of the Indian were flain thereby. For whereas before, thole in 
purit ies of the ir Mothers blood remaining in chem, were wont eaſily to be diſcuſſed, chiough ihe Cl 
mency of the Air 3 now when a venemous quality was added co them, they cauſed grievous Dileals, 

Now that the Mothers blood is che crue Caule of che ſmal Pox and Meaſles, is hence cheitly gat 
red, becauſe among many thouſands ot Men, it is hard to find one, who once in bis Lite bath nc bi 
theſe Diſeaſes. But a Diſeaſe common to all Men, muſt needs depend upon {ome common caule 
ſuch as ate the principles of Generation, viz, the Seed and Mothers Blood. 

But che Seed cannot be the caule of the ſmal Pocks and Meaſles, becauſe from ic come Heredicar 
diſeaſes, luch as laſt a mans lite time; it tema ines therefore that theſe diſeaſes i pt ing fromthe Noche! 
blood, with which che Child is nouriſhed in the Womb. Fort therein, be it never (opure, | 
imputities ate found, which communicate their pollution tothe parts of the Child z and that pol 
tion of che parts, doch detile the Maſs of blood; and being provoked by ſome occaſion, doch mw 
the lame to boy], by help whereof, the blood ferments and becomes putrified, both ic aud the paii 
zforeſaid. This che Arabians do manitect by a cleet example of Wine, which being powered whit 
it is new into a muſty or otherwile il qualited Veſſel receives that l qualicy from the Vellel but wt 
ic begins to work and puteſie, it clentes both it ſelf and the Veſſel. Now this working doch -g 
monly happen to Childten; howbeic ſomtimes to thoſe that ate elder and have attained mans eſtate 
becauſe it is evermore (ec on work by ſome external Cauſe, ſuch as is eſpecially a ceriain dilpolicic 
of Ait proporr1onable to this Dueaſe whence it comes to paſs that ſomtimes the (mal Pock 
—— the Mea ſles ate rite, becauſe the Ait is ſomt imes enclined to the one and {omtimes io . 
other. 

Neither can thoſe impurities of the mothers blood, infect her and Cauſe in het the (ame Diſealch 
alchough Hippocrates taies in his Book de Natura Pueri that there ate three paris of che Blod 
one moſt pute, with which the Child is nouriſhed ; another impure, wherewith che 
ther is nouriſhed; ard another, moſt impure, which is kept in che Veins of che Worm: 
the whol time ot going with Child, and after the Birth is purged away in che Child det 
puigations. For ficſt, ſeeing the mother hath parts more hard and ſolid, they do not ſo ſoon t 
impielion as the cender and ſott Body of che Chud.

Aud although che {mal Pocks ate wont co break torth in the whol body, yet are they wont to apperr 
jn prexceftquancity in che Face, Feet and hands; which is otherwiſe in che purple (pots of the Purple 
Peaver, for they appear moſt on che Breaſt and Back. The Cauſe of which difference is this, that in- 
aimuch as the (mal Pocks ariſe from an Ebullicion of the Blood, by help whereot an Excretion is 
made of the Exccemencs lucking therein, unto che Skin 3, and the Liver being che Fountain and origi» 
nal of blood, whoſe Emunctot ies ace the Face, Hands, and Feet, whence it comes that ſuch as have 
har Len, have red and cubied Faces and feel intenſe heat in che Palms of cheic Hands and Soals of 
theic Feet z it follows that che ſmal Pocks and Meaſles muſt come out there more than any where elſes 
Concranwile che purple (pots which appear in Malignant Feavets, do ariſe principally fm the Mif- 
affedtion of the Heatt, and therefore they break out chiefly in paces neac che Heart, and eſpecially

aa difference conſiſtes hetein that in the ſmal Pocks and Meaſles the Feaver commonly begins at 
the higheſt ; ſo that not only on che chicd and foutth day, but alſo on the fickt or ſecond daies, ex- 
arrioazmay be in them ctitical. But malignant Feavers proceed more flowly, and the it beginning 
nonmonly extended to the ſeventh day: fo that excretions which then happen cannot be critical. 
Mo that the Pox and Meaſles comes ſo ſoon to their ſtare and not the Malignant Feavery, is hence y 
cauſe the ox and meafle- Feavet comes trom the lighteſt puttefaction, and tathet from an Ebulli- 
ol the bloo i t han from any iutenſe purrefaction of the mattet; ani therefore Nature by help of 
C dion miles it to ceaſe before the ſeventh day, becauſe it was a light Feaver and cole from the 
leveſt Cauſes. But in malignant Feavers, ſo great and (ordid is the putrefaction that i: cannot be 
exected in the fourteenth nor ſomtimes in the twentieth day. And therefore the ſpots breaking out 
dete that time, che Diſeaſe is exaſperaced z becauſe Nature was forced to expel them, without 
Goncoltion aud 8ymptomatically.

Pain in the Head wich Pultation in che Focebead, and Temples ; great Sleepineſt: Terron in 
fleep ; ſomtimes Ravings, Tremblings and Convullions : Sneezings 4 frequent Y awning; Hoarſs 
nels, b, Difficulty io breathing. Hear, Redneſs, and Sence ot pricking over the whol Body, 
Pain of the Back which comes ſomt imes alone, or appearing with few othet Symptoms ina Synochu 
Feaver, it ſhews the ſmal Pocks will come out. For ſeeing through the Back ate carried the great Ven 
and Attety, in which the Malignant blood boy ling, does ſend forth ſharp Vapors tothe Nerves, and 
neighbot ing Membranes 3 it muſt needs be, that pains ſhould be felc eipecialy in thoſeparts, Great 
Anxiety and unquietneſs.

PROGNOSTICHK.) l of great Moment to foreſee the ſmal Pox; but much more 
to foretel the it event, which the following Prognoſtick Signs will declare. 

And in the firſt place chole mal Pox ace wont to be void of danger, which come out ſoon and eiſi- 
ly, and do quickly ripen. 

In which the Feaver is moderate, without great Symptoms, which ceaſes after they ate come out 
ot is very much abated. In which the voyce is free and breathing eaſie. 

Smal Pox, which at fu ſt are Red, and White, ſoft, diſtin, few, tound, pointed, coming oaly 
in the Skin and not inwardly, are wont to be ſafe. 

All che Signs aforeſaid do ſigniſie the paucity of the Morbifick Matter, ic*'s Obſequiouſneſs, Bens 
nicy, ard the ſtrepgth cf Nacwe, luſtily expelling, 

Contrary wife dangerous and deadly Pox are known, by a great Feayer, which leſſens not afier 
they ate broak forth ; toric ſignities the malignant and venemous Humors ate not ſufficiently expellec 
unto the Skin, but that che greateſt part of them remains yet in the Veins, Great anxiecy 40d ui 
quietneſs ; which comes from the ſame Humors boy ling in the Veins. Diſſiculcy of breaching, whict 
ſignifies either puſtles ot Impoſtumes in the Lungs z ot a Squinſie, or great decay of ſttengib . 
thicft which declares che inward burning; and if wich the thiſt, ſhortneſs of breach be encrealec 
Death is at hard. A Looinels or Bloody Flux, which ſhews che malignant Humors have the 
recourſe inward, which is a courle quite contrary to that of Nature and cherefore deadly, ſothacle 
of thoſe which after che Pox coming out, ate taken wich ſuch a Looſneſs do eſcape. ; 

A Bloody Urine is a moſt deadly ſign ; and likewiſe if by ſtool pure and ſincere blood de voided 
Somtimes allo by che Noſtrils, Gums, and other parts of the Body blood is voided, which are co 
monly deadly Signs. For they ſigniſie the extteam Acrimony and malignity of che Blood: whic 
doth vebemencly provoke Nature, and compels her to a ptepoſterous excretion thereof. 

Alſo Pox long a coming out are very bad, which ſignifie che Contumacy of the mattet, ot the 
neſs of Nature, Many, Great, Double and united Pox, do ſhew an overabundanc quantity © 
bifick maccer, and are bad. Soare bard ones, ſhewing che thickneſs and incoctibility of che ſtid mat 
ter. Alſo flit ones which ſhew che weaknels of the expullive faculty, and they are worſe, if ch 
have a black (pot in the middlesof chem, which argues extcaordinary Malignity, And green, ble 
and black which ſpring from that ſott of chollet called Bilis porraca, or Atra Leeke-greea ot t 
Chollec ace abad ſign. 

They ace worſt of all which when they ace come forth do preſencly vaniſh, and the Tumors of d 
parts falls: for they ſigaiſie the retirement of che Humor ia wards; and none of choſe eſcape W99® 
tbe Pox on this maunec going io again, but they die commonly within twenty four bouces 

They are alſo dangerous, when ſpots like choſe of the purple oc ſported Feaver, ate wing 

among the Pox ; eſpecially if thoſe ſpoce be Livid ox Black. For they fignifie not only bac 5 
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ke putrefaion, which is wont to happen in the ſmall Pox by means of the ebullition 
184 but alſo that intenſe and profound Malignity is pecant ; from which much greater 
* cis threatened to the Patient. Ke 

or Urines in this Diſeaſe livid or black do portend great danger: for they lignifie that 
* abounds in the Veins, and infects the whol Mais of Blood. 

CURB. The cure of the ſmall Pox & Meaſles is performed in the ſatisfaRion of fur Indi- 
ations. Whereof the firſt conſiſts in the Evacuation of the peccant bumors. The ſecond in aſſiſt- 
ne the motion of nature, or helping to expel the Pox. The third in the oppolition of the malignant 
A renemous quality. The fourth in correction of Symptoms. All which that they may be con- 
veneintly effected, firſt a convenient diet muſt be appointed, which muſt be the ſame which was 
ordered in the cure of putrid Feavers: howbeit ſome things muſt be particularly 


Firſt that the patients be kept in x warm room, to the end their pores may be be kept open; 
and the breakiog out of the ſwal Pox may there be furthered. Therefore they muſt be kept in a 
Chamber well ſhur, which the cold air muſt in no wiſe enter into. For many Children that had 

one Pox, have been killed by — in the cold ayt upon them, viz. The morbifick matter 

thereby driven back into the inward parts. And for the ſame cauſe they muſt be moderately 

covered with Cloaths ; but ſo that the heat of the air or the weight of the Cloathes may 

ot uugment the heat of the Feaver. The foreſaid coverings are wont commonly to be made of 

red cloathy, becauſe they ate thought by ſome Analogy to move the boiling blood to the externall 

Vary are alſo wont to keep an Ewe or Wether in the chamber or on the bed; becauſe thoſe 

Creatures are ealily infected and draw the venom to themſelves, by which meanes ſom Eaſe may 
tothe ſick perſons. 

A decoion of Barly, or of the roots of Sorrel, or of Harts horn is profirably uſed for 
kink, in the beginning of che diſeaſe eſpcially, and when the Feaver is vehement. But if 
the fewer be not very violent, a decoction of Bariy and Figs wil be very profitable, Vizs 
mage Humors to che Skin; and For eſtus and Amatus did continually uſe the 
ine vith good ſucceſs. .

Thttherefore the aforeſaid Judications may be fulfilled, the Cure muſt be begun by Blood- 
ar Blood in any fort is redundant. and the Age of the Patient is like to bear it) and a Vein 
nul be opened as ſoon as may be. But if the Phy ſictan ſhall not be called the firſt day, yethe 
ll do well to take blood before the breaking forth of the Pocks. or while but few are come out;

very urgent, blood muſt be again let and the patients ordered, as thoſe who have a putrid Feaver, 

If blood- — * ſuſpected becauſe of the tenderneſs of the Childrens Age, or becauſe the fcting 
ſeaſon is now paſt ; the ſuperfluous blood may be diminiſhed by Cupping-Glaſſes with Scarifeation 
applyed to the Back, Shoulders, and Thighs, which may alſo wel be uſed in the ſtate of the diſeaſe, 
ſeeing the Motion of Nature from the Centre to che Circumfernce, is by them Promoted, 
But care muſt be taken that in yong Children the Scarifications be not too deep: for it ha 
ſomtimes that an unadviſed Surgeon cutts ſo deep, as to cut aſunder ſome Veins and let out the fer. 
vent and boyling blood, ſo that there is great trouble to ſtop the ſame. 

Purgation is ſuſpeRed in this diſeaſe ; for it makes a motion contrary to that of Nature, viz, from 
the Circumferance to the Centre ; and to whomſoever, having Pocks, a looſneſs happens, the Packs 
commonly ſtrik in, and the Party dies, as I ſaid in the Prognoſtick, Let obſerve, that many times 
purgation is to good purpoſe practiſed before the pocks come out, and before the Feaver growes 
vehement, viz. when the Children are in the Neutral ſtare of Decidence. For then if ill humon 
abound, they z te profitable dimimiſhed by purging, chat Nature may afterward, more 
Cheerfully ſet upon the Expulſion of the Remainder. But when the Pox begins to ap- 
pear, Purging will be pernicious. And likewiſe, if there be great malignity abroad, as in an 
Epidmical Conſtitution, when very many Children die of that diſeaſe ; it is bet er wholly to abſtain 
from Puiging ;” becauſe in diſeaſes which are very malignant and Peſtilential, Purgation inthe be- 
ginnirg of the Diſeaſe, is very hurtful. Now the Purgatives muſt be compounded of gentle Sims 
ples, viz. Rhubarb, Caſſia, Manns, Tamarinds, and Syrup of Roſes. 

In the Courſe of the diſeaſe, if the belly be hard and bound it may gently be removed, but not 
provoked ; and that by a Suppoſitory of Honey alone without ſalt ; or with a Cliſter of Broath ot 
Milk, or a decoction of French barley, Raiſons and Liquoris with Sugar and yolks of Eggs, 

After blood- letting and other Evacuations(if neceſſary) the expullion of the pox mult be helped 
forward, not only with Specifick medicines driving the humors to the Skin, but alſo with Diaphore- 
ticks and Alexipharmicks; eſpecially if the Pox be Epidemical and being very malignant, do thres 
ten great danger. 

There is a vulgzr Medicine commended by Rbaſis Avicenna and all the Arabian Phyſitiansto 
drive out the Pox ; which allo the greateſt part of out later Phyſitians uſe, according to the deleri 
tion of Awvicenna, which is thus. 

Take Fat figs ſeven ounces ; Lentils ſhaled three drams ; Lack two drams and an buff 
Gum Traganth and Fennel ſeed, of each two drams. Boyl all in a pint and half of jountamwat 
tothe third part. Le the patient drink thereof. Rhaſiſ adds Saffron fifteen grains Raiſon 
drams, becau'e Saffron opens and corroborates, and the — do ſtrengthen the Liver. A 
Traganth although it do incraſſate and aſtringe, yet is it therefore mingled with the reſt, that 
may porhibit the over great Ebullition of blood. 

Lentils are by ſome Neotericks rejected, becauſe they are reſtrictive and may hinder thecomit 
forth of the Pox. But the Autority of ſo many and ſuch noble Princes of Phyſick, muſt dot taſni 
be rejected ; but we muſt rather determine, the Lentils ſhaled are with great reaſon put into t 
compoſition ; viz. That by their aſttingent and ineraſſating faculty, they may bridle the Ferre! 
of the Humors and hinder their falling upon any noble part; to which purpoſe Gum Traguot 
added, as I binted before. Thus is taken out of Galen, who in the 1. De Aliment. Facult. Cad! 
Doth teach us that Lentils twice boyled do Strengthen the Natural parts, and by their ale 
ſtop the flux of the belly. The Lentils may therefore be put in or left out according to che Juc 
ment of the Phyſitian who manages the Cure, as there is more or leſs neceſſity of atrenvsting 11 
driving the Humors into the Skin. For if the matter be ſubtile and the Ebullition great, the Lent 
may profitably be put in for the Intent aforeſaid. But if the matter ſeem to be thick, chat — 
can but flowly drive it into the Skin, then muſt they be omited and the Gum traganth ;a0d only t 
other attenuating and Diaphoretick things uſed for the drink. By which it appetit we U 
not too ſtrictly adhere to the formes of Medicaments propounded by Authors; but thatin ſev 
occaſions they muſt be variouſly changed. Let this following Receipt ſerve for an example, co 
pounded partly of the foreſaid ſimples and partly of others that are Diaphorerick and reſiſt mall 
nity ; which may much help ſach as have this Diſeaſe, in making the Pox to come well out-
